REGINALD  VAN  EVERY  CONOVER 
Grand  First  Principal  Z. 

The  election  of  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Reginald  Van  Every  Conover  brings  to  the  office  of 
Grand  First  Principal  Z.,  one  of  United  Empire  Loyalist  stock,  descendant  of  Wolfert 
Gerretson  Van  Coven  Hoven,  who  emigrated  from  Holland  to  New  Amsterdam,  in  1630. 

Companion  Conover  was  horn  May  13,  1891,  in  Chinquacousy  Township,  County  of 
Peel,  Ontario,  being  the  eldest  son  of  James  Harvey  Conover  and  his  wife  Loucilla  Cook. 
He  received  his  early  education  at  Public  School  S.S.  No.  5,  Chinquacousy  Township. 
Matriculating  in  June,  1908,  from  Brampton  High  School,  he  attended  the  Toronto  Normal 
School  in  1908  and  1909.  Upon  obtaining  his  teacher's  certificate  he  taught  school  from 
1909  to  1914  at  Palgrave,  Pefferlaw  and  Nottawa. 

On  1st  March,  1916,  he  was  married  to  Mary  Luella  McClelland.  This  union  was 
blessed  with  five  children,  one  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  His  two  sons,  James  and  Edward, 
chose  to  serve  their  King  and  Country  in  this  second  Great  War.  James,  a  Lieutenant 
with  the  Lome  Scots  Regiment,  was  killed  overseas  on  17th  November,  1942.  Edward, 
the  younger  son,  also  a  Lieutenant  with  the  Lome  Scots,  was  attached  to  the  Special 
Services  Force  (Paratroops),  when  he  was  wounded  at  the  Anzio  Beachhead  in  1944. 
He  has  since  been  invalided  from  the  army. 

Companion  Conover  has,  himself,  had  many  years  of  Military  Service.  On  the  21st 
of  February,  1910,  he  was  commissioned  in  the  20th  Halton  Rifles  with  the  rank  of 
Lieutenant.  On  the  22nd  of  September,  1914,  he  proceeded  overseas  with  the  4th  Bat- 
talion of  the  C.E.F.,  and  while  serving  in  France  and  Belgium  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Captain  and  was  later  wounded.  He  was  invalided  to  Canada  in  January,  1916, 
and  served  on  the  staff  of  Military  District  No.  2.  In  1917  he  was  transferred  to  the 
2nd  Battalion  of  the  Central  Ontario  Regiment  and  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major 
on  September  7th  of  that  year.  On  the  15th  of  August,  1918,  he  was  invalided  from 
Active  Service.  In  1921  he  was  transferred  from  the  Halton  Rifles  to  the  Peel  Regiment, 
and  in  1922,  took  over  command  of  that  regiment.  On  the  15th  of  April,  1925,  he  was 
appointed  Brigade  Major  of  the  25th  Infantry  Brigade,  and  on  the  7th  of  August,  1928, 
with  the  rank  of  Colonel,  became  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Brigade.  In  1931 
Colonel  Conover  was  placed  on  the  reserve  list  of  officers.  On  the  3rd  of  September, 
1939,  having  been  recalled  from  the  resrve  list,  he  was  given  the  Command  of  the  Lome 
Scots  Regiment  (Peel,  Halton  and  Dufferin  Rifles) .  In  1942  he  was  given  the  task  of 
organizing  and  commanding  No.  24  Canadian  Army  Basic  Training  Centre  of  Brampton, 
Ont.  This  centre,  having  served  its  purpose,  was  closed  in  1944,  and  Colonel  Conover 
took  over  command  of  No.  3  Canadian  Armoured  Corps  Training  Regiment  at  Camp 
Borden,  Ont.,  which  appointment  he  still  holds.  For  long  and  good  service  Colonel 
Conover  has  been  awarded  the  Colonial  Auxiliary   Long   Service  Decoration    (V.D.) . 

In  March,  1919,  Companion  Conover  was  appointed  by  the  Federal  Government  to 
be    Sub-Collector   of   Customs   and  Excise   at   Brampton,    Ontario. 

A  charter  member  of  the  Brampton  Lions  Club,  he  was  their  first  President  in  1930. 
becoming,  in  1932,  the  Deputy  District  Governor  of  Lions  International.  In  religion,  Com- 
panion Conover  is  a  member  of  Christ  Church,  Church  of  England.  Brampton,  having 
served  as  Warden   of  the  church  and  Lay  Delegate  to  the  Toronto  Synod. 

Companion  Conover  has  given  much  valuable  time  to  Masonry,  having  been  initiated 
13th  May,  1912,  in  True  Blue  Lodge,  No.  98,  G.R.C..  A.F.  &  A.M.,  at  Bolton,  Ont.  In 
1915  he  became  affiliated  with  Ionic  Lodge,  No.  229,  G.R.C.,  at  Brampton,  was  Worshipful 
Master  of  that  Lodge  in  1924,  and  Secretary  from  1927  to  1937.  On  the  4th  of  April, 
1919,  he  was  Exalted  in  Peel  Chapter.  No.  195,  G.R.C.,  Royal  Arch  Masons.  Brampton  ; 
was  installed  as  First  Principal  in  1925  ;  was  Scribe  E.  from  1928  to  1939,  and  was 
elected  Grand  Scribe  N.,  in  1931.  In  1935  he  was  appointed  to  the  Grand  Chapter 
Executive;  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Credential  Committee  from  1937  to  1942,  and  was 
elected  Grand  Third  Principal,  J.,  in  1943.  Upon  the  death  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Lt.-Col. 
A.  H.  Monteith  of  Paris,  Ont.,  Companion  Conover  was  honoured  by  the  unanimous 
election  in  1945   as  Grand  First  Principal,  Z. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Conover  is  a  member  of  the  A.  &  A.S.R..  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection  ; 
Rose  Croix  Chapter,  Toronto  :  Moore  Consistory,  Hamilton,  Ont.  ;  Adoniram  Council,  No. 
2,  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Toronto,  and  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  of  Ontario,  and 
was  President  of  the  Principals'  Association  of  Toronto  Districts  in   1933. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Conover  brings  with  him  to  his  new  office  years  of  training  as  an 
executive  and  leader  that  should  be  of  inestimable  value  to  his  fellow  Companions.

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ity;  for  our  homes  that  they  may  be  Christian;  for  our  schools  and  the 
teachers  of  our  children;  and  for  all  institutions  and  organizations  that 
serve  their  country's  welfare;  For  the  uprooting  of  all  causes  of  war;  for 
the  ending  of  prejudices  of  race  and  nation;  for  the  confounding  of  those 
who  delight  in  war  and  the  strengthening  of  all  peace  makers;  0  Eternal 
Lord  God,  our  only  refuge  and  strength,  who  from  generation  to  genera- 
tion dost  receive  the  prayers  of  Thy  people  that  call  upon  Thee:  We 
heartily  thank  thee  that  thou  hast  vouchsafed  to  hear  our  humble  peti- 
tions, and  to  prosper  the  Forces  of  our  King,  and  his  Allies.  Bring,  we 
beseech  Thee,  this  present  conflict  to  a  speedy  close;  grant  that  a  just 
and  merciful  peace  may  repair  the  losses  and  heal  the  wounds  of  war; 
and  continually  guide  the  counsels  of  the  nations,  to  the  promotion  of 
Thy  glory  and  the  lasting  welfare  of  mankind;  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

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GRAND  Z'S  ADDRESS 

To  My  Companions  of  this  Grand  Chapter : 

We  meet  once  again  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  the  Capital  City 
of  Ontario,  and  it  is  quite  significant  that  Toronto,  which  on 
many  occasions  has  acted  as  host  to  our  Grand  Chapter  and 
which  at  all  times  has  displayed  its  loyalty  and  patriotism, 
should  be  our  "meeting  place"  when  problems  of  great  moment 
are  demanding  attention.  Never  did  any  Grand  Convocation 
of  this  Grand  Chapter  meet  in  a  more  fateful  hour  in  human 
history.  We  are  on  the  eve  of  great  events.  The  whole  world 
seems  to  be  in  suspense — listening,  waiting. 

The  end  of  the  war  in  Europe  is  in  sight.  Victory  will  be 
greeted  with  unbounded  gratitude  and  deep  humility  for  the 
costly  sacrifice  required  to  preserve  our  freedoms.  Nor  can 
we  overlook  the  struggle  in  the  far  East  and  the  post-war 
problems  to  follow. 

In  a  world  which  aches  with  sorrow,  we  shall  need  courage 
and  optimism;  we  must  think  clearly;  we  must  hold  true  to 
our  ideals ;  we  shall  need  a  deep  and  abiding  faith.  We  must 
find  ways  and  means  of  preserving  human  and  spiritual  values 
in  the  midst  of  this  world-wide  sorrow. 

To  all  who  have  gathered  to  join  with  us  at  this  Grand 
Convocation  I  extend,  in  the  name  of  Grand  Chapter,  a  sincere 
welcome.  To  meet  friends  of  former  years  is  always  a  pleas- 
ure. To  clasp  hands  with  men  from  the  plains  or  from  the 
seaboards,  to  chat  with  our  neighbours  from  the  United  States 
is  an  inspiration.  Anglo-American  amity  is  not  any  nursery 
seedling  whose  roots  must  be  constantly  watered  with  plati- 
tudinous flattery.  It  is  over  a  century-old  first-growth  forest 
monarch,  whose  roots  are  planted  in  the  living  rock  of  self- 
reliance  and  mutual  esteem.  No  Convocation  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  could  be  complete  without  them,  and  a  special  welcome 
is  extended  to  them. 

May  I  suggest  we  keep  brightly  burnished  the  golden  chain 
of  genuine  friendship,  tolerance  and  mutual  regard,  stretching 
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along  the  borders  of  our  lands.  May  our  two  nations,  the 
youngest  in  worldly  experience,  as  lights  shining  in  darkness 
to  a  terrified  world,  press  forward  side  by  side  as  the  example 
of  complete  harmony  by  which  this  weary  world  may  yet  find 
faith  and  ultimate  peace,  the  real  desire  of  the  peoples  of  all 
nations. 

Necrology 

Again  and  again  during  the  past  year  the  Grim  Reaper 
visited  our  membership  and  called  many  of  our  Companions 
to  their  last  great  home. 

But,  first  of  all,  in  the  presence  of  an  unseen  numberless 
host,  I  pay,  on  your  behalf,  a  sincere  and  loyal  tribute  to  those, 
who  at  the  call  of  King  and  Country,  left  all  that  was  dear  to 
them,  endured  hardship,  faced  danger,  and  finally  passed  out 
of  the  sight  of  men  by  the  path  of  duty  and  self-sacrifice — 
giving  up  their  lives  that  others  might  live  in  freedom. 
Their  names  will  be  engraven  in  gold  upon  our  walls,  and  in 
fire  upon  our  hearts,  to  be  f  orevermore  honoured  and  sung  and 
unforgotten. 

Rupert  Brooke  in  his  magnificent  sonnet  sequence  "1914", 
published  just  a  few  weeks  before  he  died,  in  words  of  match- 
less beauty,  wrote  of  the  young  men  of  that  day : 

"These  laid  the  earth  away:  poured  out  the  red 
Sweet  wine  of  youth :  gave  up  the  years  to  be 
Of  work  iand  joy,  and  that  unhoped  serene 
That  men  call  age:   and  those  who  would  have  been 
Their  sons,  they  gave  their  immortalty." 

"A  tower  is  fallen,  a  star  is  set."  These  words  of  lamenta- 
tion from  the  old  Moorish  ballad  which  we  learned  years  ago, 
arose  to  many  lips  when  the  world  was  told  that  President 
Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  was  dead.  That  cry  of  sorrow 
arose  not  only  from  the  United  States  but  from  the  whole 
civilized  world.  President  Roosevelt  was  the  centre  of  a 
nation's  love  and  was  enshrined  in  the  prayers  of  the  world. 
It  would  be  presumptuous  to  comment  on  his  counsel  in  the 
darkest  moments,  his  inspiration  to  the  faltering,  his  cheerful- 
ness to  the  doubting,  his  tasks  of  duty  and  devotion  and  pat- 
riotism, but  because  his  words  echoed  around  the  world  and 
touched  responsive  chords  in  the  hearts  of  English-speaking 
people,  we  offer  our  Masonic  tribute  to  a  greatness  of  mind 
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and  heart  that  embraced  all  mankind.  In  him  was  vindication 
of  the  greatness  of  real  goodness  and  the  goodness  of  real 
greatness. 

"Nothing   can   cover  (his  high   fame  but  heaven: 
No  pyramids  set  off  his  memories 
But  the  eternal  substance  of  his  greatness." 

When  the  history  of  these  times  is  recorded,  no  pages  will  be 
filled  with  greater  wonder,  or  be  followed  by  mankind  with 
deeper  feeling,  than  those  which  tell  the  story  of  the  life  of 
this  Great  President  who  worked  for,  lived  for  and  died  for  a 
world  without  war,  a  world  without  fear  or  hunger. 

With  deep  sorrow  we  heard  that  in  the  midst  of  life  and 
usefulness  Right  Excellent  Companion  Andrew  Herbert  Mon- 
teith,  Grand  Second  Principal  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  had  been 
overtaken  by  death  on  November  15th,  1944,  at  the  Town  of 
Paris.  His  Sun  of  Life  went  down  at  noon,  and  to-day  his 
station  is  vacant. 

A  member  and  Past  Master  of  Tecumseh  Lodge, 
A.F.  &  A.M.,  of  Stratford,  Ontario,  he  was  exalted  in  Tecumseh 
Chapter,  No.  24,  G.R.C.,  later  affiliated  with  Brant  Chapter, 
No.  115,  G.R.C.,  on  May  28th,  1923.  He  was  Grand  Superin- 
tendent of  Wilson  District  in  1936  and  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  1939.  In  1941 
he  was  elected  Grand  Third  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  and  Grand  Second  Principal  in 
1943.  He  left  the  community  better  than  he  found  it  and  of 
him,  after  many  years  of  active  Masonic  life,  can  be  said: — 
"Honest  toil  is  worthy  service — faithful  work  is  praise  and 
prayer." 

On  the  30th  day  of  April,  1944,  at  the  City  of  Hamilton, 
Most  Excellent  Companion  Walter  Hammill  Davis,  a  Past 
Grand  First  Principal  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  was  translated 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  above. 

Initiated  into  St.  John's  Lodge  at  Hamilton  in  1887,  and 
affiliated  with  and  afterwards  Master  of  Barton  Lodge  in  1917, 
he  was  appointed  Grand  Senior  Deacon  in  1921. 

Exalted  into  St.  John's  Chapter  at  Hamilton  in  1896,  he  was 
a  Charter  Member  and  First  Principal  of  Hamilton  Chapter, 
Grand  Superintendent  of  the  Hamilton  District  in  1918 ;  elected 
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Grand  Second  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Canada  in  1922,  and  served  as  Grand  First  Principal 
during  the  years  1924  and  1925. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Davis  on  account  of  illness,  was 
unable  to  attend  our  Grand  Convocation  in  recent  years,  but 
many  will  recall  his  pleasing  countenance  and  remember  his 
words  of  kindly  advice. 

"They  are  not  dead;  for  death 
Can  only  take  away  the  mortal  breath! 
And  life  comimencing  here 
Is  but  the  prelude  to  its  full  career, 
And  hope  and  faith  the  blessed   assurance  give, 
We  do  not  live  to  die,  we  die  to  live." 

As  we  hear  read  the  names  of  those  who,  but  a  year  ago, 
were  living  Companions,  their  lives  become  vivid  in  our  mem- 
ory. Their  voices  echo  in  our  ears  encouraging  words  and  noble 
ambitions.  None  of  us  understands  the  great  adventure  of 
life,  but  we  think  we  do  know  what  Royal  Arch  Masonry  meant 
in  their  lives. 

When  we  pay  our  proper  tribute,  may  our  resolve  be  that 
in  this  contest  against  the  powers  which  would  engulf  this 
earth,  conscious  of  our  duty  toward  our  fellowmen,  we  shall 
dedicate  ourselves  to  do  all  that  lies  within  our  power,  and  to 
count  no  sacrifice  too  great,  to  achieve  such  a  victory  that  right 
may  triumph,  that  justice  may  prevail  and  a  righteous  peace 
reign  throughout  the  world.  Though  the  path  be  hard  and 
the  day  be  dark,  our  efforts  cannot  fail.

I  can  understand  that,  as  originally  planned,  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives formed  a  definite  link  of  personal  communication 
between  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions.  Through  either  in- 
action or  indifference  it  has  dwindled  in  many  instances  to  a 
mere  attendance  at  Grand  Convocaton  and  printed  space  in 
our  Proceedings.  Grand  Representatives  must  be  active  to 
justify  a  continuance  of  our  present  practice. 
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During  the  past  year  I  advised  the  removal  of  a  few  of 
these  indifferent  Grand  Representatives  and  consequently  to 
fill  these  vacancies,  and  those  caused  by  death,  I  nominated  for 
appointment  the  following  to  represent  the  Grand  Chapters 
named  near  this  Grand  Chapter.

Convocations. 

Eighteen  to  hold  "At  Homes"  or  "Social  Functions". 

Nine  for  the  advancement  of  officers  as  required  by  the 
Constitution. 

Two  for  permission  to  confer  the  Capitular  Degrees  on  the 
same  day. 

Two  to  dispense  with  the  Regular  Convocation. 

Four  to  confer  degrees  in  a  dedicated  Lodge  Room. 

One  to  confer  the  M.M.M.  Degree  at  a  sister  Chapter  on  the 
express  condition  that  the  Chapter  accepting  the  application 
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convened  an  emergent  meeting  to  coincide  with  the  meeting 
of  the  Chapter  conferring  the  degree  and  permission  first  ob- 
tained to  hold  meeting  at  a  different  location. 

Three  to  consider  the  waiving  of  Jurisdiction  on  account  of 
non-residence. 

Six  for  Election  of  Officers  and  to.  install  in  the  month  of 
February,  the  Regular  Meeting  in  January  being  impossible 
through  snow  blockade. 

One  dispensation  granted  for  a  social  evening,  with  definite 
instructions  that  no  games  of  chance  or  any  entertainment 
contra  to  accepted  Masonic  practice  were  permitted. 

One  dispensation  to  permit  the  conferring  of  the  Capitular 
degrees  in  a  sister  Chapter  as  the  accepted  member  was  pro- 
ceeding overseas  immediately. 

I  granted  permission  to  a  Chapter  to  consider  an  applica- 
tion from  a  Brother  who  in  the  First  World  War  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  have  his  left  leg  amputated  below  the  knee. 

I  ruled  that  a  ballot  could  not  be  taken  at  an  emergent 
meeting. 

I  refused  permission  for  a  New  Year's  social  function  under 
the  auspices  of  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter  to  commence  before  mid- 
night on  Sunday. 

I  refused  permission  to  hold  an  emergent  meeting  on  a 
Sunday. 

Assistance  to  Chapters 

I  was  greatly  disheartened  to  discover  so  many  Chapters 
in  difficulties,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  Grand  Chapter  has  not 
paid  sufficient  attention  to  the  weaker  Chapters.  I  express 
grateful  recognition  to  those  Companions  who  gave  real  ser- 
vice during  the  past  year.  Particularly  do  I  mention  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  F.  W.  Dean  for  his  assistance  to  White  Oak  Chapter, 
No.  104,  G.R.C.,  at  Oakville,  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Nunn  for  his 
offer  to  assist  Minnewawa  Chapter,  No.  78,  G.R.C.  at  Parkhill. 

An  outstanding  example  of  energy  combined  with  patience 
was  the  actions  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Lazerte,  Grand  Superintend- 
ent of  St.  Lawrence  District,  in  reviving  Maitland  Chapter,  No. 
68,  at  South  Augusta.  He  called  a  meeting  of  this  Chapter 
for  the  month  of  January,  but  the  snow  blockade  prevented 
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tlie  holding  of  same;  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  month  of 
February  a  sufficient  number  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  was  not 
present;  and  finally  in  March  the  necessary  resolutions  were 
passed  to  remove  this  Chapter  to  Kemptville.  The  persistent 
efforts  of  this  Grand  Superintendent  are  deserving  of  the 
thanks  of  this  Grand  Body,  and  his  actions  have  been  justified 
ty  the  applications  for  membership,  and  we  wish  Maitland 
Chapter  success  in  its  new  home. 

Last  year  I  recommended  that  a  small  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  and  assist  weak  Chapters.    Because  of 
difficulty  that  would  be  encountered  in  travelling,  I  did  not 
nake  the  appointment,  but  attempted  to  do  personally  as  much 
is  my  time  would  permit. 

I  am  again  recommending  that  special  attention  be  given 
co  this  matter  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  Grand  Chapter  must 
adopt  a  different  attitude,  pay  more  attention  to  the  various 
reports  submitted  and  prepare  proper  information  from  these 
reports.  Funds  spent  on  travelling  to  social  occasions  and  gala 
events  would  be  more  productive  if  spent  in  paying  expense  of 
a  qualified  Companion  who  has  the  ability,  time  and  patience 
to  advise  the  few  faithful  Companions  who  have  lost  hope 
through  repeated  adversity.  All  Grand  Chapter  Officers,  past 
and  present,  have  a  challenge  they  cannot  afford  to  ignore  if 
steps  are  to  be  taken  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  events  which 
followed  the  last  Great  War.  I  have  written  at  length  on  this 
subject  as  I  believe  it  to  be  one  of  the  most  pressing  for  con- 
sideration. 

Membership 

The  condition  of  our  Grand  Chapter,  both  in  finance  and 
membership,  is  encouraging.  I  am  daring  to  suggest  we  con- 
vey to  those  asking  for  admission  that  we  are  not  a  lamp  set 
in  a  darkened  way  merely  to  light  the  hurrying  traveller  to 
some  temple  beyond,  and  then  to  be  blown  out  as  useless.  If 
our  household  cannot  retain  them,  the  reason  must  be  ours; 
our  interpretations  and  teachings  have  not  been  sufficient.  The 
future  of  our  institution  depends  more  upon  the  quality  than 
the  quantity,  so  we  must  be  careful  of  our  applicants  and  ex- 
amine closely  those  who  are  petitioning  for  membership.  By 
exercise  of  due  care  in  the  selection  of  our  material,  we  can 
preserve  the  benefits  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  for  those  who 
will  follow,  to-morrow,  in  our  footsteps. 
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Any  society  that  does  not  improve,  deteriorates.  To  be 
successful  we  must  be  progressive,  developing  new  and  loftier 
ideals,  reaching  for  greater  things  and  keeping  abreast  of  the 
advancing  age.  The  key  that  opens  this  door  of  admission 
into  our  Royal  Arch  Fraternity  is  in  the  keeping  of  every 
constituent  Chapter. 

Unless  Royal  Arch  Masons  are  taught  Freemasonry,  the 
Capitular  Fraternity  will  rue  the  day.  More  important  than 
Companions  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
in  the  Companions! 

Canadian  Red  Cross 

Following  my  own  action  and  your  approval  of  last  year, 
I  authorized  another  contribution  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  to  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society  this  year.  My  own 
feeling  was  that  this  grant  should  have  been  larger,  because 
I  know  you  are  behind  any  action  that  will  benefit  suffering 
humanity.    I  ask  your  approval  of  my  action. 

Welfare 

As  I  read  the  Proceedings  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  I 
am  pleased  to  note  the  favourable  comment  on  the  welfare  work 
of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons'  Welfare  Committee  of  Toronto. 
Despite  the  hardships  encountered  by  rationing  of  gasoline  and 
tires,  these  generous  Companions  give  of  their  little  to  aid  the 
Toronto  City  Mission  by  transporting  needy  children  and 
mothers  to  Bronte. 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  under  the  able  chair- 
manship of  Ex.  Comp.  E.  W.  Pearson,  with  Comp.  E.  M.  Wool- 
cock  as  Secretary,  transported  by  means  of  one  hundred  and 
three  automobiles  a  total  of  seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
children  and  mothers,  covering  a  combined  distance  of  almost 
six  thousand  miles. 

In  addition  they  have  made  a  valuable  contribution  by  for- 
warding parcels  and  cigarettes  to  Prisoners  of  War  in  Germany. 

I  have  noticed  Chapters  in  other  districts  undertaking  work 
of  a  practical  nature  and  the  wonder  is  that  more  Chapters 
have  not  done  so.  Would  not  such  effort  be  a  correct  interpre- 
tation of  the  teachings  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  ? 
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Centennial  Mark 

St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  3,  G.R.C.  of  London,  Ontario,  has 
requested  the  privilege  of  attaching  to  the  Royal  Arch  Apron 
a  distinctive  badge  to  mark  the  one  hundredth  year  of  its 
existence.  They  suggest  a  plate  of  embroidery  or  gold  mark- 
ing the  year  of  institution  and  the  centennial  to  be  .placed  on 
the  lower  left  and  lower  right  hand  corners  of  the  Apron.  I 
am  recommending  that  this  Chapter  be  permitted  to  wear  this 
distinguishing  mark,  providing  it  submits  sufficient  evidence 
of  one  hundred  years  of  continuous  existence. 

Discipline 

Grimsby  Chapter,  No.  69,  G.R.C,  Grimsby,  Ontario,  re- 
quested by  resolution  of  that  Chapter,  dated  April  4th,  1944, 
an  inquiry  into  the  actions  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  W.  Frank  Car- 
penter, a  former  Scribe  E.  of  that  Chapter.  I  appointed  a  com- 
mission consisting  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  B.  Dargavel  as  Chair- 
man, R.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  W.  Dean  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  Maclntyre, 
to  investigate  the  affairs  of  this  Chapter  and  report  to  me.  The 
report  of  this  Committee  was  that  on  account  of  certain  irregu- 
larities this  Companion  should  be  suspended.  I,  thereupon, 
suspended  R.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  W.  Frank  Carpenter  from  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  until  this  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter,  and 
the  matter  will  be  further  dealt  with  by  the  Committee  on 
Grievances  and  Appeals. 

Grand  Superintendents 

One  of  the  brightest  spots  in  the  career  of  a  Grand  Z.  is 
the  faithful  service  of  his  Grand  Superintendents.  Year  by 
year  the  demands  made  upon  the  time  of  these  representatives 
become  greater,  and  experience  has  convinced  me  that  sufficient 
time  has  not  been  given  in  the  training  of  Grand  Superintend- 
ents. The  insistent  demand  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  for 
leadership,  and  the  great  need  for  leadership  is  Masonic  Educa- 
tion. It  is  true  that  in  the  past  four  or  five  years  more  inten- 
sive instruction  has  been  given,  but  it  is  far  from  sufficient. 
The  proposed  amendments  to  the  Grand  Constitution  are  being 
presented  with  the  main  purpose  of  providing  further  oppor- 
tunity for  instruction  of  Grand  Superintendents  and  affording 
them  the  time  to  transmit  that  information  to  the  officers  of 
the  Constituent  Chapters. 
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Things  don't  run  themselves.  It  takes  thought  and  effort 
to  arouse  and  maintain  interest  and  enthusiasm.  The  Chap- 
ter which  does  nothing  cannot  complain  if  interest  is  at  a 
low  ebb.  Plans  have  to  be  made  and  plans  must  be  worked. 
The  words  of  Walter  Foss  ring  true  and  are  stirringly  applic- 
able to-day: 

"Bring  me  mien  to  anaitch  miy  mountains 
Bring  me  men  to  'match  my  plains, 
Men  with  empires  in  their  purpose, 
And  with  eras  in  their  brains." 

I  have  read  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  and 
deeply  appreciate  the  work  they  have  done.  We  are  fully 
aware  that  our  strength  is  not  in  our  total  membership,  but 
only  in  those  members  who  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  our 
teachings  and  principles  and  give  practical  application  to  them. 
For  that  reason  we  need  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  our 
requirements,  and  to  obtain  the  greatest  efficiency  we  must 
be  united  in  purpose,  have  a  sincere  desire  to  increase  the  bond 
of  good  fellowship,  and  spread  our  influence  by  turning  our 
ideals  into  practical  accomplishments. 

Visitations 

In  reporting  on  the  following  visitations,  I  confess  that 
difficulties  in  travelling  by  railway  and  demands  made  upon 
my  time,  prevented  further  contacts.

On  May  17th  and  18th  I  accepted  an  invitation  from  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Michigan  at  a  con- 
vocation held  in  the  City  of  Detroit.

Arch  Masons  of  Nova  Scotia  held  at  Halifax.  Your  Grand  Z. 
was  elected  an  honorary  member  of  that  Grand  Chapter  and 
presented  with  the  Joseph  Conway  Brown  medallion  struck  to 
commemorate  the  75th  Anniversary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Nova  Scotia.

M.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  B.  Dargavel,  with  his  usual  willingness  to 
assist,  assumed  the  chairmanship  of  the  Committee  on  Instruc- 
tion and  will  report  to  you  with  his  observations  which  will  be 
both  enlightening  and  instructive.  I  am  anticipating,  with 
you,  his  report. 

The  above  two  committees  are  making  a  valuable  contribu- 
tion to  the  future  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  although  at  the 
present  moment  results  may  not  be  readily  seen.  Patience  and 
persistence  are  necessary  and  will  bring  results  in  due  time. 

Grand  Chapter  Office 

I  had  hoped  to  report  to  you  that  the  improvements  in  our 
Grand  Chapter  Office,  and  particularly  the  card  index  system 
which  you  authorized  a  year  ago,  had  been  completed  but  such 
cannot  be  done.  Many  factors  contributed  to  the  delay  but,  in 
my  opinion,  the  main  reason  was  the  system  of  indirect  con- 
trol set  up  two  years  ago  when  the  total  expense  of  operating 
our  office  was  paid  in  a  lump  sum.  I  am  convinced  that  the 
present  practice  does  not  make  for  greater  efficiency,  and  I 
have  asked  the  Grand  Chapter  Finance  Committee  to  consider 
reverting  to  our  former  custom.  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  suggest 
to  my  successor  that  a  complete  filing  system  be  installed 
whereby  information  may  be  available  to  him  at  all  times. 
During  the  past  year,  as  in  the  previous  year,  I  availed  myself 
of  the  experience  and  ability  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 

Conclusion 

Longfellow  in  'The  Arsenal  at  Springfield"  wrote: 

"Were  half  the  power,  that  fills  tihe  world  with  terror, 
Were  half  the  wealth,  bestowed  on  camps  and  courts, 
Given  to  redeem  the  human  mind  from  error, 
There  were  no  need  of  arsenals  or  forts." 

These  words  may  be  true,  but  those  liberties  for  which  our 
fathers  died  are  no  longer  secure.  We  know  now,  as  never 
before,  that  had  we  failed,  our  inheritance  failed:  and  we  are 
and  must  be  irrevocably  determined,  whatever  the  cost,  to 
strive  for  the  good  way  of  life  rather  than  live  on  in  a  world 
where  these  liberties  are  not.  We  are  free  men  and  cannot 
live  in  a  world  which  thrives  on  hate  and  cruelty.    We  cannot 
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live  in  a  world  where  kindness  and  love  are  scorned  and  derided 
as  weakness,  and  brutality  and  force  exalted  as  virtues ;  where 
truth  is  despised  and  falsehood  set  upon  the  throne. 

So  a  great  duty  has  been  cast  upon  us,  an  opportunity  has 
been  presented  to  us,  an  opportunity,  as  Royal  Arch  Masons, 
to  share  the  glories  of  the  past,  and  to  know  that  in  our  day 
and  generation  we  are  playing  our  full  part  to  preserve  that 
freedom  so  dearly  won. 

Everyone  seems  to  have  resolved  that  we  are  going  to  live 
in  a  new  world  when  this  war  is  over.  If  this  be  so,  we  must 
surely  be  making  some  preparation  now,  because  if  we  leave 
the  future  to  look  after  itself,  we  shall  have  no  one  but  our- 
selves to  blame  if  that  new  world  does  not  suit  us.  No  one  has 
a  better  right  to  help  shape  that  new  world  than  those  who 
gave  up  everything  and  went  forth  to  meet  our  enemy  and 
challenge  his  right  to  interfere  with  our  way  of  life. 

Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  a  wonderful  and  irresistible  move- 
ment for  better  citizenship,  based  upon  principles  that  go  back 
to  the  very  well-springs  of  the  years.  With  nigh  the  authority 
of  an  oracle,  it  says  that  life  is  long  which  answers  life's  great 
need.  Time  is  not  the  measure  of  life ;  intensive  service  is  the 
only  true  gauge. 

If  it  is  to  continue  a  creative  force  and  future  generations 
are  to  be  the  beneficiaries  of  its  bounty,  we,  its  members,  in- 
dividually and  collectively,  must  recur  to  principles  of  under- 
standing and  fellowship. 

We  should  summon,  therefore,  all  Royal  Arch  Masons  to 
those  old  and  permanent  values  which  have  come  down  to  us 
throughout  the  centuries,  to  hold  aloft  the  standards,  to  ex- 
emplify constantly  the  ideals,  to  carry  that  fine  idealism  into 
all  fields  of  social  endeavour,  to  help  build  the  framework  upon 
which  and  upon  which  only  a  solid,  a  substantial,  a  fairer  and 
a  more  just  civilization  can  rest. 

Longfellow's  words  will  become  a  fact  when,  in  the  words 
of  an  ancient  Scribe,  "There  will  be  peace,  harmony  and  pros- 
perity where  the  peoples  of  the  world  learn  to  Walk  Together, 
Talk  Together  and  Work  Together." 
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I  am  reminded  of  Burke's  definition  of  a  nation :  "A  nation 
is  a  partnership;  the  dead,  the  living,  the  yet  unborn."  The 
dead,  your  fathers  and  mine,  gave  us  our  way  of  life ;  the  living, 
your  sons  and  mine,  are  preserving  for  us  that  way  of  life; 
the  unborn  expect  us  to  carry  on  and  pass  on  to  them  that  way 
of  life  preserved. 

We  must  cling,  tenaciously,  to  all  the  traditions,  all  the 
ideas  of  fair  play  and  all  the  accumulated  worth,  which  has 
raised  our  ideas  of  justice  to  a  pre-eminent  position  in  the 
civilized  world.  And  from  the  burnt-out  ashes  of  an  ancient 
heritage  may  we  kindle  a  new  and  vigorous  flame  which  will 
for  generations  to  come  be  a  beacon  of  tolerance  and  kindness 
and  justice  and  truth. 

Tremendous  problems  of  world  reconstruction  will  have  to 
be  faced,  and  nations  and  men  of  goodwill  must  co-operate  more 
closely  and  unselfishly  than  they  have  ever  done  in  the  past. 

Let  us  read  our  history  aright  and  keep  a  vision  of  that 
time;  know  ourselves,  our  neighbours,  our  destiny  with  lifted 
and  open  eyes ;  see  our  history  truly  in  its  great  proportions ; 
be  ourselves  as  liberal  as  the  principles  we  profess,  and  so  be 
the  peoples  who  might  have  again  the  heroic  adventures  and 
do  again  the  heroic  work  of  the  past.  'Tis  thus  we  shall  renew 
our  youth  and  secure  our  age  against  decay! 

We  must  have  faith  and  hope.  Faith  in  the  supremacy  of 
the  democratic  ideal,  in  the  heritage  of  democracy,  in  the  free- 
dom of  the  individual,  and  in  the  right  to  life  and  happiness. 
Hope,  that  as  the  years  go  on  this  world  will  grow  brighter, 
that  wars  shall  some  day  cease,  that  this  land  of  ours  will  be 
the  place  where  man  shall  finally  realize  his  high  destiny, 
where  there  shall  be  a  democracy  of  opportunity  for  every  in- 
dividual, where  eventually,  poverty  and  distress  shall  be 
abolished,  where  our  social  structure  shall  be  so  designed  that 
no  want  shall  remain.  This  may  be  a  dream,  but  this  country 
was  founded  by  men  who  dared  to  believe  in  their  dreams,  and 
I  believe  this  to  be  the  dream  for  which  our  fathers  fought 
and  died. 
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Greater  still,  my  Companions,  beyond  and  above  all  our 
efforts,  there  is  a  guiding  influence,  and  God  in  His  Heaven 
is  waiting  for  men  to  act. 

I  conclude  with  the  words  of  Edwin  Markham: 

"We  men  of  earth  have  here  the  stuff 
Of   Paradise — we  have  enough! 
We  need  no  other  stones  to  build 
The  stairs  into  the  Unfulfilled — 
No  other  ivory  for  the  doors — 
No  other  marble  for  the  floors — 
No  other  cedar  for  the  beam 
And  dome  of  Man's  immortal  dream. 
Here  on  the  paths  of  every  day, 
Here  on  the  common  human  way, 
Is  all  the  busy  Gods  would  take 
,  To  build  a  heaven,  to  mould  and  make 

New  Edems.     Ours  the  task  sublime 
To  build  eternity  in  time." 

Now  the  time  has  come  for  me  to  say  "Farewell",  a  word 
often  lightly  uttered  and  readily  forgotten.  But  when  it  means 
the  completion  of  a  chapter  in  life,  the  severence  of  ties,  the 
parting,  even  if  officially,  with  many  friends,  it  becomes  "the 
word  that  makes  us  linger".  I  say  to  you,  in  all  sincerity,  I 
go  into  the  future,  freighted  and  laden  with  happy  memories — 
inexhaustible  and  unalloyed — of  measureless  kindness.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  this  report  on  the  Condition  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  St.  Clair  District  for  1944.  First,  let 
me  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Companions  of  the  various 
Chapters  for  the  honour  conferred  upon  me,  to  represent  the 
Grand  First  Principal  in  this  Number  One  District,  and  also 
to  thank  Most  Excellent  Companion  Burden  for  having  con- 
firmed my  election. 

During  the  year  Comp.  Glenn  C.  Rutherford,  of  Blenheim 
Chapter,  has  fulfilled  the  duties  of  District  Secretary,  in  a  very 
efficient  manner.  His  whole-hearted  co-operation  and  splendid 
assistance  were  invaluable  aids  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
incumbent  upon  my  office. 

On  behalf  of  the  Companions  of  this  District,  may  I  extend 
our  expressions  of  sympathy  in  the  passing  of  our  respected 
Grand  Second  Principal,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  H.  Monteith.  He  was 
held  in  high  regard  by  his  Companions  throughout  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction.  His  talents  and  ability  were  liberally  devoted  to 
his  Royal  Craft,  and  his  influence  will  long  be  remembered. 

On  the  visits  of  inspection  throughout  the  District,  the 
cordial  receptions  accorded  me,  have  been  very  gratifying.  On 
all  occasions,  loyalty  to  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First 
Principal,  and  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  has  been  warmly 
expressed  by  the  Companions;  the  ritualistic  ceremonies  are 
uniformly  exemplified,  and  in  a  manner  which  conforms  to  the 
requirements  of  Grand  Chapter.  The  Principals  are  competent 
and  have  exhibited  ability  as  well  as  good  judgment  in  adminis- 
tering the  affairs  of  their  Chapters ;  the  officers,  generally,  are 
active,  and  attentive  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 
Throughout  the  Chapters,  the  spirit  of  Companionship  pre- 
vails, and  the  principles  of  Capitular  Masonry  are  appreciated 
and  practised. 
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During  the  past  year  the  several  Chapters  of  the  District 
have  shown  marked  progress.  Nine  of  our  Chapters  have 
recorded  an  increase  of  membership,  with  Thomas  Peters 
Chapter,  No.  250,  Windsor,  gaining  21  members,  and  the  Dis- 
trict as  a  whole,  showing  an  increase  of  five  per  cent.  For  this 
activity,  much  credit  must  be  given  to  the  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  various  Chapters,  for  their  energy,  their  en- 
thusiasm, and  the  desire  on  their  part,  to  encourage  their 
brethren  of  the  Craft,  to  share  in  the  joys  and  companionship 
of  our  Royal  Craft. 

All  the  Chapters  are  on  a  sound  financial  basis ;  all  are  ful- 
filling their  obligations  in  a  creditable  manner;  and  it  is  par- 
ticularly encouraging  to  note  that  a  determined  effort  is  being 
made  to  reduce  the  amount  of  outstanding  dues.  The  problem 
of  delinquent  dues  is  one  which  is  deserving  of  much  considera- 
tion, and  it  is  well  that  the  Officers  of  the  various  Chapters  are 
taking  advantage  of  the  present  economic  conditions  to  reduce 
these  outstanding  amounts  to  a  minimum. 

The  manner  in  which  the  several  Chapters  are  grasping 
the  necessity  for  Chapter  Committees,  indicates  that  much 
still  remains  to  be  done.  During  the  past  year,  five  of  our  ten 
Chapters  had  selected  Chairmen,  and  appointed  personnel  for 
the  various  Committees.  In  two  of  the  remaining  five  Chap- 
ters, it  is  intended  that  when  the  1945  officers  are  installed, 
Chairmen  will  be  appointed  for  these  several  duties.  On  the 
whole,  the  District  is  not,  as  yet,  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
these  Committees,  functioning  properly,  can  be  of  very  definite 
assistance  in  increasing  the  energy  and  activity  of  the 
Chapters. 

Wednesday,  June  7th,  was  a  banner  night  for  Sombra 
Chapter,  No.  153,  Wallaceburg.  The  Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree 
was  exemplified  by  the  Past  Grand  Chapter  Officers  of  St.  Clair 
District,  assisted  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwin  Smith,  Grand  Scribe 
E.,  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  G.  N.  Bradshaw,  of  London.  The 
degree  was  conferred  upon  two  candidates,  one  of  whom  was 
Comp.  James  Burnett,  father  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  John  Burnett, 
Past  Grand  Superintendent  of  this  District. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  furnished  by  the  visit  of  our 
Grand  First  Principal,  Most  Ex.  Comp.  John  M.  Burden.  On

A  Class  of  Instruction  for  the  Principals  of  London  District, 
No.  2,  was  held  in  London,  Friday,  June  16th,  the  City  Chapters 
were  well  represented.

Canon,  The  Rev.  Clarence 
Spencer,  delivered  an  outstanding  address  which  we  will  long 
remember.  Comp.  Canon,  The  Rev.  A.  A.  Bice  of  London, 
assisted  at  the  service.  The  contributions  received  at  this  ser- 
vice were  sent  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  to  be  used  for  benevolent 
purposes. 

Our  deepest  sympathy  is  expressed  to  Mrs.  Monteith  and 
the  family  of  our  late  Grand  Second  Principal,  R.  Ex.  Comp. 
A.  H.  Monteith.  To  those  of  us  privileged  to  enjoy  his 
companionship,  we  feel  deeply  the  loss  of  our  quiet,  gentle- 
mannered  and  friendly  Companion. 
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During  my  visits  of  inspection  throughout  the  District  I 
was  properly  received  in  every  instance  and  was  deeply  touched 
by  the  sincerity  and  warmth  of  welcome  as  expressed. 

Conditions  existing  in  some  of  the  Chapters  of  my  District 
are  very  disturbing  to  me,  and  I  have  spent  much  time  and 
thought  endeavouring  to  reach  a  solution  for  their  individual 
problems.  Most  of  the  City  Chapters  are  well  organized  and 
the  officers  are  to  be  complimented  upon  their  work.  Among 
the  urban  Chapters,  there  is  much  to  be  desired,  with  a  few 
exceptions.  At  my  request,  if  a  candidate  was  not  available, 
a  degree  was  exemplified.  It  was  amazing  and  heart-breaking 
to  me  to  be  received  with  all  the  dignity  befitting  the  office  and 
then  to  find  a  slate  of  Past  Principals  exemplifying  a  degree 
with  the  aid  of  a  Ritual. 

The  attendance  was  not  good,  due  possibly  to  working  con- 
ditions in  certain  localities.  In  many  of  the  war  industrial 
plants  the  work  is  carried  on  in  shifts  and  this  has  caused  a 
certain  percentage  to  be  forced  to  give  up  their  Chapter  work 
for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

I  felt  it  my  duty,  in  some  cases,  to  assure  the  Companions 
that  our  Grand  First  Principal  is  ever  ready  to  extend  a  help- 
ing hand  to  any  Companion  or  Chapter  who  is  in  need  of  ad- 
vice or  assistance  in  Masonic  matters.  Although  I  would  not 
like  to  see  any  Chapter  surrender  its  charter,  I  do  feel  that  in 
some  cases,  attendance,  finances  and  companionship  would  be 
greatly  enhanced  if  amalgamations  were  effected. 

The  forming  of  committees  is  ideal  and  must  be  pressed  to 
give  each  and  every  Companion  some  responsibility  and  so 
incite  interest  in  his  Chapter.  Many  of  the  Chapters  have 
formed  committees  as  suggested,  only  to  have  their  operations 
disturbed  by  calls  to  war  duty,  thus  necessitating  a  reorgan- 
ization. This  committee  system  will,  I  feel  sure,  thrive,  as 
soon  as  we  once  again  are  permitted  to  return  to  a  normal  life. 

The  year  in  my  District  has  shown  an  increase  in  exaltations 
in  some  of  the  Chapters  but  there  are  many  defects,  which 
must  be  overcome  so  as  to  retard  the  slowly  wearing  down  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry.  I  have  given  this  serious  consideration 
and  have  endeavoured  to  compensate,  to  a  degree,  in  my  own 
mind,  the  reasons  for  such  a  condition  existing. 
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The  unusual  call  upon  the  worker  during  these  war  days 
may  be,  in  part,  a  cause,  but  the  unwillingness  of  some  to  sacri- 
fice their  pleasures  for  duties  undertaken,  seems  to  me  to  over- 
balance the  foregoing. 

The  lack  of  the  proper  planning  to  make  an  attractive  even- 
ing, aside  from  the  degree  work,  the  set-ups  of  some  of  the 
summonses  sent  out  were  not  inspirational  to  many  of  the  Com- 
panions. 

To  me,  last  but  not  least,  is  our  reticence  to  take  on  some 
work  whereby  we  may  promote  and  put  into  practice  our 
Masonic  principles,  as  well  as  the  benevolence  in  kind.  It  takes 
little  time  to  make  a  friendly  call  upon  a  widow  of  a  departed 
Companion  or  to  have  a  kindly  word  and  oversight  over  the 
small  kin  left  to  face  the  hard  knocks  of  this  world. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  report  that  my  last  official  act  was 
to  attend  Minnewawa  Chapter,  No.  78,  at  Parkhill,  Ontario, 
on  Monday,  April  16th,  1945,  and  preside  at  the  Installation 
and  Investiture  of  Officers  and  to  see  and  give  this  old  Chapter 
a  new  start,  wishing  them  every  possible  success  for  their 
future. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Companions  who 
have  given  me  many  happy  memories  to  carry  with  me  through 
the  years.

Each  Chapter  made  your  Grand  Superintendent  very  wel- 
come, and  made  his  visit  very  pleasant.  In  two  Chapters  the 
degree  was  exemplified,  while  in  all  the  others  it  was  conferred.

Burden  for  confirming  my  election  to  the  office  of  Grand  Super- 
intendent. I  was  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  Ex. 
Comp.  C.  E.  Woodstock  as  the  District  Secretary.  I  cannot 
praise  too  highly  the  assistance  that  I  received  from  the  same 
Excellent  Companion.  Our  visits  made  to  the  several  Chap- 
ters, when  I  inspected  the  work,  were  happy  nights ;  we  were 
well  received  and  always  treated  most  courteously.  On  each 
occasion  loyalty  to  Grand  Chapter  was  expressed  and  the  feel- 
ing of  harmony  was  quite  noticeable.  To  comply  with  the  wish 
of  the  Grand  Z.,  it  was  my  unusual  duty  to  inspect  the  work 
of  my  own  Chapter,  Beaver,  No.  225.

The  Service  in  the  West 
District  was  held  in  Royce  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  under 
the  direction  of  Ex.  Comp.  Rev.  David  Kerr,  Senior  Sojourner 
of  The  St.  Clair  Chapter ;  and  the  Service  in  the  East  District  in 
Eglinton  United  Church,  when  Comp.

Ex.  Comp.  Frank  Leuty  of  Lebanon  Chapter,  No.  220,  and  V.

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The  Toronto  Royal  Arch  Masons  Welfare  completed  their 
13th  year  of  transporting  underprivileged  mothers  and  children 
to  and  from  the  Fresh  Air  Camp  at  Bronte,  a  work  that  is 
worthy  of  our  greatest  co-operation.  I  am  very  glad  indeed,  to 
express  my  sincere  thanks  to  our  District,  8a,  for  taking  their 
full  share  in  this  work. 

In  November  a  meeting  on  Masonic  Education  for  both  of 
our  Districts,  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Principals' 
Association.  Every  Chapter  was  represented.  A  very  com- 
prehensive presentation  of  the  programme  was  made  by  the 
Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  John  M.  Burden, 
R.  Ex.  Comp,  Dr.  Austin  Evans,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  S.  M.  Enouy, 
and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.H.C.  McEachern.  As  a  follow-up  of  this 
work  Chairmen  on  Masonic  Education  Committees  in  several 
Chapters  have  given  very  instructive  and  interesting  lectures. 

I  had  the  honour  of  being  present  and  assisting -in  the

That  Grim  Reaper,  death,  visited  11  of  our  Chapters,  taking 
from  our  midst  34  of  our  Companions;  withdrawals  17,  and 
suspensions  30,  were  unusually  heavy,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  it  is  necessary  for  our  Companions  to  take  such  action. 
The  number  of  our  members  12  months  and  over  in  arrears 
has  been  reduced  considerably,  which  is  a  healthy  sign.  The 
net  increase  for  the  year  is  39. 

Finally,  I  have  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  serving  Toronto 
West  District,  No.  8a,  as  Grand  Superintendent.  The  friend- 
ship and  kindness  shown  to  me  on  every  occasion  is  something 
I  shall  never  forget,  particularly  that  of  the  Companions  of 
Toronto  Chapter  who  presented  me  with  an  illuminated  ad- 
dress, which  will  be  cherished  by  me  as  a  memento  of  a  very 
happy  year.

Ontario  District,  No.  10,  has  shown  a  goodly  increase  in 
membership  this  year  and  all  the  Chapters,  with  the  exception 
of  two,  have  gained  ground. 

Our  District  was  favoured  and  honoured  by  the  visits  of 
the  Grand  Z.,  first  to  Pentalpha  Chapter,  No.  28,  Oshawa,  on 
the  11th  of  October,  when  the  District  was  honoured  to  receive 
the  Grand  Z.,  accompanied  by  the  Grand  Lecturer.

The  Companions  of  St.  Lawrence  District  were  shocked  and 
grieved  to  learn  of  the  passing,  on  November  15th,  of  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Andrew  Herbert  Monteith.  Although  we  shall  see  him 
no  more  on  this  earth,  the  example  of  his  Masonic  life  will  be 
with  us  always. 
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I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Excellent  Com- 
panions of  the  St.  Lawrence  District,  for  the  honour  they  con- 
ferred upon  me,  by  electing  me  to  the  Office  of  Grand  Superin- 
tendent; also  to  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Burden  for  his  confirmation 
of  such  election. 

Twice,  during  my  term  of  office,  I  have  had  the  honour  and 
pleasure  of  presenting  our  Grand  First  Principal  to  the  Com- 
panions of  my  District ;  at  Covenant  Chapter,  No.  113,  on  May 
5th,  and  at  St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  112,  on  October  25th.  These 
Chapters  observed  their  Fiftieth  Anniversaries  by  having  their 
Chapter  Rooms  dedicated  according  to  ancient  usages;  and, 
on  each  occasion,  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Burden  delivered  an  inspiring 
address,  which  will  long  be  remembered  by  those  who  were 
privileged  to  hear  him. 

I  have  made  inspection  visits  to  the  several  Chapters  of  the 
District ;  was  officially  and  properly  received  on  all  such  visits, 
and  found  the  officers,  in  most  cases,  well  skilled  and  energetic. 
My  visit  to  Sussex-St.  Lawrence  Chapter  will  long  be  remem- 
bered; it  having  been  my  pleasing  duty,  on  that  occasion,  to 
present  a  Fifty-year  Jewel  to  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Maurice  Brown, 
who  twenty-one  years  earlier  had  visited  my  mother  Chapter, 
as  Grand  Superintendent,  when  I  received  the  M.E.M.  Degree. 

The  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  St.  Lawrence 
District  can  truly  be  said  to  have  shown,  in  most  Chapters,  a 
splendid  improvement.  Arrears  of  dues  have  been  materially 
reduced,  St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  112,  reaching  perfection  in 
this  regard,  with  no  suspensions,  no  withdrawals,  all  dues  paid 
to  date,  and  a  substantial  amount  in  hand  of  the  dues  for  1945. 
Attendance  has  been  generally  more  satisfactory  throughout 
the  District,  the  Chapter  Committees  have  been  functioning, 
at  least  in  part,  and  a  keener  interest  is  being  taken  by  the 
younger  Companions. 

The  District  shows  a  net  increase  of  103  in  its  membership, 
with  115  admissions,  9  affiliations,  9  restorations,  5  with- 
drawals, 6  suspensions,  while  we  mourn  the  loss  of  19  who  have 
been  called  before  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe.

The  changes  in  membership  of  the  Chapters  are  fairly 
indicative  of  their  general  condition,  excepting  that  of  Leeds 
Chapter,  No.  132.  This  Chapter  has  been  reorganized  during 
the  year  by  a  committee  appointed  by  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Burden, 
and  although  the  increase  in  membership  is  not  large,  the 
Companions  are  building  on  a  firm  foundation,  and  I  can  safely 
predict  a  superstructure  of  good  work  and  good  Masonry  at 
Leeds. 

The  membership  of  Grenville  Chapter,  No.  22,  has  decreased 
from  90  in  1940  to  77  at  the  close  of  1944.  This  Chapter  has 
good  quarters,  efficient  officers,  is  financially  sound,  and  the 
arrears  of  dues  are  negligible.  Its  members  appear  to  be 
afflicted  with  a  defeatist  attitude,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
a  few  candidates,  giving  work  to  the  officers,  would  create  the 
required  enthusiasm.  I  have  been  able  to  give  but  little 
thought  or  attention  to  Grenville,  as  I  have  been  preoccupied 
with  the  difficulties  of  Maitland,  No.  68.  I  hope,  however,  to 
have  better  news  from  Grenville  Chapter  before  next  Grand 
Convocation. 

The  reorganization  of  Maitland  Chapter,  No.  68,  at  South 
Augusta,  is  long  overdue ;  its  existence  having  served  no  useful 
purpose  during  the  past  decade.  The  Chapter  Rooms  are 
located  beside  an  unpaved  country  road,  the  membership  of  38 
is  now  very  widely  scattered,  the  officers  live  miles  from  the 
Chapter  Rooms  and  miles  from  each  other,  the  three  Principals 
and  Scribe  E.,  receiving  their  mail  from  four  separate  Post 
Offices.  The  few  members  living  within  easy  driving  distance 
of  the  Chapter  appear  to  have  lost  all  interest. 

Had  there  existed,  five  years  ago,  a  committee  similar  to 
that  suggested  in  the  Grand  Z.'s  address  at  last  Grand  Con- 
vocation, such  committee  would,  no  doubt,  have  been  able  to 
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revive  this  Chapter  in  its  present  location;  but  in  my  humble 
opinion  the  time  for  such  assistance  is  past. 

To  the  five  Companions  who  attended  for  my  inspection 
visit,  I  suggested  an  amendment  to  their  By-laws,  whereby 
their  Chapter  would  hereafter  meet  in  the  Village  of  Kempt- 
ville;  where  it  could  again  become  a  healthy  unit,  and  be  of 
service  to  mankind  and  to  the  Royal  Craft.  Every  Companion 
of  this  Chapter  whom  I  have  contacted,  directly  or  indirectly, 
has  expressed  his  approval  of  such  a  move;  but  I  have  been 
unable  to  secure  a  convocation,  with  full  quorum,  to  approve 
the  change  in  By-laws,  and  to  receive  the  fourteen  applications 
for  affiliation  already  in  my  hands. 

I  shall  continue  my  efforts  to  obtain  a  legal  Convocation; 
but  if  I  remain  unsuccessful,  I  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  Maitland  Chapter,  No.  68,  be  moved  from  South  Augusta 
to  the  Village  of  Kemptville,  by  such  other  method  as  the 
Grand  Z.,  or  Grand  Chapter,  shall  direct. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
hearty  co-operation  given  me  by  the  Companions  throughout 
the  District,  and  especially  by  Ex.  Comp.  D.  J.  Dillabough, 
my  District  Secretary,  who  has  spared  neither  tires,  gasoline, 
time  nor  energy,  when  there  was  work  to  be  done  which  might 
prove  of  benefit  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

I  am  very  happy  to  report  the  resuscitation  of  Maitland 
Chapter,  No.  68,  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraphs.  This 
grand  old  Warrant  now  rests  in  its  new  home  at  Kemptville. 
The  Chapter  has  been  completely  reorganized,  and  on  Mar.  29th 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  installing  and  investing  its  new  officers, 
of  hearing  their  plans  for  the  immediate  payment  of  Grand 
Chapter  account  and  others,  and  of  hearing  their  arrangements 
to  confer  the  M.M.M.  Degree  on  April  9th. 

For  their  hearty  co-operation  in  this  matter,  I  must  express 
my  sincere  thanks  to  the  three  nearest  Chapters ;  to  St.  John's, 
No.  112,  for  their  admission  for  degrees  of  nine  brethren  from 
Kemptville ;  to  Grenville,  No.  22,  for  their  kind  offer  of  similar 
assistance,  and  to  Sussex-St.  Lawrence,  No.  59,  for  their  gen- 
erous donation  of  much  needed  articles  of  equipment. 

I  am  also  able  to  report  that  Grenville  Chapter,  No.  22,  is 
showing  improvement,  applications  have  been  received,  and 
other  Craftsmen  are  definitely  interested.

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Carleton  and  Ottawa  Chapters  are,  of  course,  by  far  the 
two  largest  and  outstanding  in  this  District,  not  only  on  ac- 
count of  their  numbers,  but  on  account  of  the  high  calibre  of 
their  officers.  I  would  also  like  to  comment  very  favorably  on 
the  Chapters  at  Carleton  Place,  Perth,  Smith's  Falls,  Almonte, 
Russell  and  Vankleek  Hill.  All  of  these  Chapters  are  doing 
fine  work.  The  other  four  Chapters  situated  at  Arnprior,  Ren- 
frew, Maxville  and  Pembroke,  are  having  some  difficulty  keep- 
ing their  heads  above  water.  I  would  like  to  think  that  some- 
thing could  be  done  to  stir  up  some  enthusiasm  in  these  Chap- 
ters in  the  coming  year. 

I  have  continually  tried  to  impress  on  all  Chapters  the 
necessity  of  getting  live  committees  going,  particularly  on  edu- 
cation, attendance,  reception  and  entertainment,  also  the 
necessity  for  good  work  in  the  various  Chapters,  but  more 
than  anything  else,  an  acceptance  by  every  member  of  the 
challenge  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  which  I  submit  to  be  a 
living  up  to  the  real  tenets  and  principles  of  the  Royal  Craft, 
not  only  at  Convocations,  but  in  their  homes  and  communities. 

There  has  been  some  slight  difference  between  the  rulings 
I  have  given  on  some  of  the  work  than  those  given  by  my 
predecessors.  I  have  learned  from  the  older  members  that 
this  has  been  a  common  practice  for  years  and  is  resented. 

I  would  therefore  strongly  recommend  that  the  Grand  Body 
check  up  and  settle  once  and  for  all  any  of  these  finer  points 
on  the  work. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  Grand  Superintendent's  elect  be 
given  as  thorough  training  as  possible  before  assuming  the 
responsibility  of  office,  and  would  suggest  that  out-going  Grand 
Superintendents  could  materially  assist  in  this  if  so  instructed. 

I  believe  there  is  a  great  opportunity  awaiting  all  of  us  in 
the  immediate  future.  Many  of  our  members,  who  have  been 
on  active  service,  or  engaged  in  war  work  away  from  their 
homes,  will  be  returning.  We  must  be  prepared  to  receive  them 
back  into  our  Chapters  with  a  glad  welcome.  In  addition  to 
this  thousands  of  our  younger  men,  the  cream  of  our  country, 
will  be  coming  back  wounded  both  in  body  and  in  mind.  These 
men  will  need  advice,  guidance  and  leadership,  and  will  be 
justly  entitled  to  the  best  that,  we  as  Masons,  can  give  them. 
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I  would  therefore  suggest  that  Grand  Chapter  do  its  best  to 
keep  this  thought  before  the  minds  of  all  the  Companions  so 
that  we  may  contribute  our  share  to  the  true  destiny  of  this 
great  institution  to  which  we  so  proudly  belong. 

ALGOMA  DISTRICT,  NO.  14

Grand  Superintendent 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  workings  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  this,  the  most  westerly  District  of  our 
Jurisdiction,  for  your  consideration. 

I  sincerely  thank  the  officers  and  members  of  all  our 
Chapters,  for  the  honour  of  electing  me  as  their  Grand  Super- 
intendent, and  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal, 
for  confirming  the  same. 

I  am  fortunate  in  not  having  any  difficulty  in  selecting  the 
outstanding  event  of  the  year,  which  was  the  visit  to  our  Dis- 
trict of  the  Grand  First  Principal,  and  Grand  Scribe  E.  When 
I  think  of  the  sacrifice  made  by  these  distinguished  Companions 
to  come  and  see  us,  words  fail  me  in  expressing  our  apprecia- 
tion. It  was  simply  delightful.  They  arrived  here  at  1.00  p.m. 
by  train  from  Winnipeg,  having  previously  flown  from  Toronto, 
and  through  the  kindness  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Lofthouse,  Bishop 
of  Keewatin,  were  immediately  motored  140  miles  to  Fort 
Frances.  The  Companions  there  had  arranged  a  repast,  and 
the  meeting  afterwards,  which  was  arranged  jointly  with  the 
Companions  of  Atwood  Chapter  of  Rainy  River,  who  motored 
65  miles  to  attend,  was  all  that  could  be  desired.  We  drove 
back  to  Kenora  the  next  morning,  and  had  a  fine  meeting  there 
the  same  evening,  which  was  attended  by  many  interested 
Master  Masons.  Our  distinguished  guests  then  had  to  leave 
immediately  afterwards  on  the  11.30  p.m.  train,  to  journey  300 
miles  to  attend  a  meeting  at  Fort  William,  leaving  the  follow- 
ing noon  for  the  balance  of  the  1,000-mile  journey  home  to 
Toronto. 

I  visited  all  of  the  Chapters  at  least  once,  and  some  of  them 
twice,  and  was  very  well  received  at  all  times,  so  much  so,  that 
one  feels  well  repaid  for  whatever  sacrifice  may  be  involved  in 
accepting  the  office  of  Grand  Superintendent,  which  in  a  Dis- 
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trict  like  ours,  may  be  considerable.  Our  Jurisdiction  runs 
from  the  Manitoba  boundary  500  miles  eastward,  and  from  the 
United  States  boundary  to  Hudson  Bay.  In  all  that  territory, 
we  have  but  five  Chapters  and  700  members,  and  the  mileage 
actually  travelled,  combining  visits  to  four  Chapters  in  two 
trips,  is  well  over  1,000  miles. 

All  the  Chapters  are  in  sound  position,  both  in  regard  to 
finance  and  membership,  with  the  possible  exception  of  Fort 
William,  and  are  especially  fortunate  in  having  enthusiastic 
Scribes  E.  A  group  like  Ex.  Comps.  Wees,  Hirst,  Parsons, 
Coles,  and  Sanderson,  would  be  hard  to  beat,  and  they  are  the 
ones  on  whom  the  success  of  the  Chapters  chiefly  depend. 

With  regard  to  Fort  William,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  mat- 
ters there  have  been  taken  in  hand  by  a  special  committee, 
who  have  already  made  a  preliminary  survey  and  report,  and 
whom,  I  am  sure,  will  stay  with  it  until  the  job  is  completed, 
and  I  want  to  wish  them  every  success  in  their  labours. 

I  would  like  to  make  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  Atwood  Chap- 
ter. This  Chapter  has  but  53  members,  of  whom  only  about 
30  are  resident.  They  lost  all  their  furnishings  by  fire  a  few 
years  ago,  and  would  appreciate  it  very  much  if  any  Chapters 
having  any  spare  banners  would  get  in  touch  with  them. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  say  how  much  I  have  enjoyed  the 
work,  and  the  visits  with  the  Companions  of  the  other  Chap- 
ters, many  of  whom  I  feel  are  now  personal  friends,  and  I  do 
hope  that  I  will  be  able  to  visit  Grand  Chapter  again  this  year, 
which  to  me  has  been  the  most  wonderful  experience  of  my  life. 

NEW  ONTARIO  DISTRICT,  NO.  15 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  Frederick  W.  Colloton,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ontario, 

Grand  Superintendent 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  of  the  condition  of 
Capitular  Masonry  in  New  Ontario  District,  No.  15,  for  the 
past  year. 

New  Ontario  District  extends  from  Mattawa  on  the  east 
to  Sault  Ste.  Marie  on  the  west,  a  distance  of  over  three  hun- 
dred miles.  It  contains  four  Chapters — Pembroke,  No.  58, 
Mattawa;  St.  John's,  No.  103,  North  Bay;  Tuscan,  No.  95,  Sud- 
bury; and  Algonquin,  No.  102,  Sault  Ste.  Marie.    These  are 
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separated  by  considerable  distances,  and  this  fact  renders  inter- 
Chapter  visits  practically  impossible  in  these  days  of  gasoline 
rationing  and  tire  shortage.  For  this  reason  I  found  it  im- 
possible to  hold  a  meeting  of  Principals  for  instruction,  and 
communication  had  to  be  with  the  Chapters  separately. 

Pembroke  Chapter,  No.  58,  Mattawa,  is  the  oldest  in  the 
District.  Unfortunately  it  has  been  dormant  for  some  years 
past  owing  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  Companions  have  re- 
moved from  the  town,  leaving  only  four  resident  members  at 
the  present  time.  The  non-resident  Companions,  however, 
continue  their  membership,  and  enable  the  Chapter  to  remain 
solvent.  I  visited  Mattawa  on  the  15th  September,  and  spent 
a  very  pleasant  day  with  the  First  Principal,  Ex.  Comp.  A.  I. 
Tongue,  and  interviewed  the  few  members  remaining  in  the 
town,  also  a  few  brethren  of  Mattawa  Lodge  who  have  ex- 
pressed themselves  as  being  desirous  of  making  application 
for  membership  if  there  should  be  a  revival  of  Chapter  life.  I 
had  hoped  that  this  revival  might  have  taken  place  during  my 
term  of  office,  but  this  has  not  been  possible.  Some  industrial 
development  in  the  neighbourhood  may  perhaps  alter  the  situa- 
tion for  the  better. 

St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  103,  North  Bay,  was  visited  on  the 
2nd  November,  when  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  con- 
ferred in  a  very  excellent  and  impressive  manner  by  Ex.  Comp. 
J.  S.  Rigby  and  officers.  There  is  a  splendid  spirit  of  enthusi- 
asm and  co-operation  in  this  Chapter,  and  nothing  could  exceed 
the  cordiality  of  the  reception  given  to  the  representative  of 
Grand  Chapter.  A  pleasant  feature  of  Chapter  life  in  North 
Bay  is  the  close  fraternal  relationship  with  the  Companions  of 
Kipawa  Chapter,  Temiskaming,  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec.  A  fine  delegation  from  that  Chapter 
was  present  on  the  occasion  of  my  visit  of  inspection,  and  from 
time  to  time  the  Companions  of  North  Bay  visit  Temiskaming. 

Algonquin  Chapter,  No.  102,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  my  home 
Chapter,  was  visited  on  the  8th  December,  and  I  was  cordially 
welcomed  by  Ex.  Comp.  Wm.  Bonnee  and  his  officers.  Although 
the  degree  (the  Holy  Royal  Arch)  was,  on  this  particular  eve- 
ning conferred  by  the  Past  Principals,  I  am,  through  constant 
attendance,  able  to  vouch  for  the  zeal  and  ability  of  the  regular 
officers.     Algonquin  has  been  marking  time  recently,  but  is 
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now  beginning  to  share  in  the  general  advance  which  is  taking 
place  in  Capitular  Masonry  throughout  the  Jurisdiction.  A 
number  of  good  candidates  are  coming  forward;  committees 
have  been  formed  and  are  functioning,  and  the  future  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  in  the  Sault  seems  bright.  Fraternal  visits  be- 
tween Algonquin  Chapter  and  the  Chapter  in  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
Michigan,  are  becoming  frequent.  This  is  a  pleasant  feature 
of  Masonic  life  in  border  cities. 

My  last  visit  was  to  Tuscan,  No.  95,  Sudbury,  on  the  13th 
of  February.  This  is  the  Chapter  in  which  I  was  exalted  and 
over  which  I  had  the  honour  to  preside  thirty-six  years  ago. 
The  Mark  Master  Mason  Degree  was  conferred  in  a  very  satis- 
factory manner,  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Ex.  Comp. 
G.  T.  Seeker,  the  newly  installed  First  Principal.  Tuscan  has 
enjoyed  a  year  of  splendid  growth,  there  being  a  net  gain  of 
twenty-seven  in  membership.  This  was  my  second  visit  dur- 
ing the  year  to  this  Chapter.  On  the  2nd  of  June  it  had  been 
my  pleasure  to  witness  the  conferring  of  the  three  degrees  on 
twenty-eight  candidates  by  Ex.  Comp.  A.  L.  Goddard  and  his 
officers,  in  the  presence  of  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First 
Principal  and  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  whose 
visit  was  a  red-letter  day  in  the  history  of  the  Chapter.  I  am 
informed  that  following  this  meeting  and  throughout  the  sum- 
mer a  number  of  informal  meetings  were  held  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  newly  exalted  Companions,  which  was  well  attended 
and  much  appreciated.  The  prospects  of  Tuscan  Chapter  are 
excellent. 

In  addition  to  their  visit  to  Sudbury,  just  mentioned,  the 
Grand  First  Principal  and  Grand  Scribe  E.,  visited  St.  John's 
Chapter,  North  Bay,  on  the  22nd  of  September  and  were  re- 
ceived with  the  customary  honours  and  entertained  at  a  ban- 
quet. On  the  following  day  they  visited  Mattawa  where  the 
local  Companions  of  Pembroke  Chapter  tendered  them  a  ban- 
quet, which  was  attended  by  members  of  Mattawa  Lodge.  On 
the  6th  of  April  the  Grand  First  Principal  visited  Algonquin 
Chapter,  Sault  Ste.  Marie.  New  Ontario  District  has  been 
exceptionally  honoured  during  the  year  in  having  visits  from 
the  head  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  the  Jurisdiction  to  all  its 
four  Chapters. 

All  three  active  Chapters  have  well  organized  committees, 
under  capable  leadership,  and  the  results  of  their  work  are 
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becoming  apparent  in  increased  membership,  more  instruction 
and  greater  interest  generally.  I  found  the  Scribes  E.  very 
efficient  and  attentive  to  their  duties,  and  the  Chapter  records 
in  excellent  condition. 

In  these  days  of  material  prosperity  there  has  been  little 
call  on  the  benevolent  funds  of  the  Chapters.  I  have  in  my 
visits  stressed  the  necessity  of  providing  a  warm  fraternal  wel- 
come to  our  Brethren  and  Companions  returning  from  over- 
seas service.  In  our  Lodges  and  Chapters  they  must  find  gen- 
erous sympathy  and  understanding,  and  assistance  in  .taking 
up  again  the  duties  of  civilian  life.  I  believe  our  Chapters  are 
keeping  this  duty  in  mind. 

I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  Companions  in  the 
District  for  giving  me  the  privilege  of  serving  them  as  Grand 
Superintendent  for  the  past  year,  and  to  the  Most  Excellent, 
the  Grand  Z.,  for  confirming  their  choice.  I  also  wish  to  ex- 
press my  thanks  to  Ex.  Comp.  J.  E.  Davidson  of  Algonquin 
Chapter,  who  has  acted  as  District  Secretary  during  my  term 
of  office. 

The  harmony  and  good  fellowship  which  have  prevailed 
throughout  the  District  have  rendered  my  year  of  office  a 
happy  and  memorable  one  for  me. 

TEMISKAMING  DISTRICT,  NO.  16

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  Capitular

Comp.  Frank  K.  Ebbitt  of  Iroquois  Falls.  His  passing  is  deeply 
mourned  by  his  brethren  and  many  friends. 
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In  closing,  I  thank  all  the  Chapters  and  Companions  of 
Temiskaming  District  for  their  loyal  support.  I  will  cherish 
for  years  to  come  happy  memories  of  my  term  of  office.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  smallest  outstanding  balance 
in  the  history  of  Grand  Chapter  is  here  recorded.  The  balance 
as  at  February  28th,  1945  was  $471.15  and  payments  having 
been  received  which  leaves  the  balance  as  at  April  25th,  1945 
of  $24.50 — two  Chapters  only  owing  this  small  balance. 


Card  Index  System:  Being  able  to  secure  the  necessary 
equipment,  two  cabinets,  containing  30  drawers,  a  thousand 
division  index  and  34M  cards  in  September  and  October,  1944, 
I  immediately  had  my  office  assistant  check  through  the  regis- 
ters and  write  individual  cards  for  each  member,  commuted  or 
annual,  using  a  different  colour  card  for  each.  These  cards 
were  checked  with  the  membership  of  each  Chapter  and  when 
found  correct,  they  were  fyled.  This  work  has  been  found  to 
be  a  much  bigger  task  than  was  expected,  tedious  and  tiring, 
nevertheless,  one-half  of  the  work  has  been  accomplished,  even 
through  the  busiest  time  of  the  year,  that  of  receiving  our 
Annual  Returns  and  preparing  for  Grand  Chapter.  When  this 
tabulation  has  been  completed  it  is  the  intention  to  review  each 
Chapter  and  record  the  suspended  or  demitted,  for  the  past 
ten  years,  and  endeavour  to  reclaim  some  of  our  lost  members. 
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These  records,  to  be  satisfactory,  must  be  accurate  or  other- 
wise it  is  useless.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Grand  Z.  for  approving 
the  purchase  and  assistance  in  securing  the  equipment.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions : — 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  submits  herewith  its  report 
for  the  year  ending  February  28th,  1945. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  your  Committee  to  be  able  to 
report  for  the  second  year  in  succession,  that  the  Receipts  are 
in  excess  of  the  Disbursements  by  the  amount  of  $1,308.42, 
which  is  in  direct  contrast  to  the  difficult  years  from  which 
we  have  recently  emerged. 

We  would  direct  your  attention  to  the  Comparative  Revenue 
and  Expenditure  Statement  which,  for  the  first  time,  is  pre- 
sented to  you  for  your  study  and  information. 

This  Statement  enables  one  .at  a  glance  to  compare  the 
actual  revenue  and  expenditure  during  the  year  with  the 
amount  previously  budgeted,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  total  actual  expenditure  this  year  exceeded  the  total  es- 
timated expenditure  by  an  amount  of  $292.00,  which  clearly 
demonstrates  the  necessity  for  a  careful  estimate  each  year  of 
our  anticipated  expenditures. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  general  financial  condition 
of  Grand  Chapter  is  in  the  most  favourable  position  that  it 
has  enjoyed  for  many  years,  and  would  draw  your  attention 
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to  the  very  small  amount  of  outstanding  dues  owing  to  Grand 
Chapter  by  the  Constituent  Chapters,  the  exact  amount  at  the 
close  of  our  financial  year  being  only  $418.40,  which  condition 
is  reflected  in  our  bank  balance,  amounting  to  $6,234.69,  as  of 
February  28th,  1945. 

Notwithstanding  the  sound  financial  position  which  Grand 
Chapter  enjoys  at  the  present  time,  your  Committee  feel  it  in- 
cumbent upon  them  to  sound  a  note  of  warning.  There  are 
two  main  sources  from  which  Grand  Chapter  derives  its 
revenue,  which  are  the  Dues  and  Fees  from  the  Constituent 
Chapters  and  the  Interest  from  our  investments.  Last  year 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  convert  some  of  our  Securities, 
which  transaction  enabled  us  to  increase  our  total  investments 
by  the  amount  of  $8,000.00,  but  for  the  future  years  the  in- 
terest yield  will  be  considerably  less  than  it  was  previously, 
and  this  fact  should  be  kept  in  mind  at  all  times  and  counter- 
acted wherever  possible  by  a  decrease  in  our  expenditures,  if 
we  are  to  continue  to  operate  within  our  budget. 

In  preparing  the  estimates  for  the  year  ending  February 
28th,  1946,  your  Committee,  at  the  request  of  the  Most  Excel- 
lent, the  Grand  Z.,  is  not  submitting  for  your  approval  the 
item  previously  shown  as: — "Expenses,  Grand  Scribe  E.'s 
Office,  etc.",  but  have  broken  down  this  amount  to  its  compon- 
ent parts  as  was  the  practice  prior  to  1943. 

We  also  wish  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  are 
not  designating  to  any  particular  officer  of  Grand  Chapter,  ex- 
cept the  Grand  Z.,  any  amount  for  travelling  expenses,  but 
instead  have  inserted  an  item  "General  Travelling  Expenses". 
In  making  this  change  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
travelling  expenses  should  not  be  identified  with  any  particular 
officer  of  Grand  Chapter  other  than  the  Grand  Z.,  but  a  suf- 
ficient amount  should  be  set  up  in  the  estimates  in  order  to  en- 
able the  Grand  Z.  to  delegate  any  officer  and  authorize  travel- 
ling expenses  to  be  charged  to  this  specific  item.  Operating 
under  this  procedure  no  travelling  expenses  should  be  incurred 
at  any  time  without  authorization  of  the  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal. 

Your  Committee  recommend  it  would  be  in  the  best  interest 
of  Grand  Chapter  to  dispose  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway 
Bonds,    5%,   due   1954   at   the   market   price  approximately 
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$118.00,  and  reinvest  this  amount  in  Dominion  Government 
Bonds,  and  also  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Investments 
investigate  the  advisability  of  also  disposing  of  the  City  of 
Hamilton  Bonds,  5%,  due  1949. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  amount  of  $2,110.00 
received  during  the  year  1944  on  account  of  Commutation — 
Life  Membership,  be  placed  in  a  Special  Capital  Account  and 
invested  in  Dominion  Government  Bonds,  and  recommend  the 
same  procedure  be  followed  in  each  subsequent  year. 

;Your  Committee  approves  of  the  expenditure  of  $1,500.00 
for  the  printing  of  Rituals  and  Constitutions,  as  recommended 
by  the  Committee  on  Printing,  and  this  amount  is  recorded  but 
not  included  in  the  estimated  expenditure  because  the  same  is 
recoverable  over  an  indefinite  period.

AUDITOR'S  FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 

Most  Excellent  Sir: — 

In  compliance  with  my  duties  as  Auditor  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  I  have  examined 
the  books  of  account  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  quarterly,  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  February 
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28,  1945.  I  have  examined  and  verified  the  annual  statements 
prepared  by  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  the  Grand  Treasurer. 
I  have  already  reported  to  you  on  my  preceding  examinations 
and  now  present  my  annual  report  consisting  of  the  following 
statements  and  my  comments  thereon.

Exhibit  "B" — Comparative  Revenue  and  Expenditure 
Account  for  the  year  ended  February  28,  1945.

COMMENTS 

I  attended  at  the  office  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  verified 
the  cash  on  hand  at  the  close  of  business,  February  28,  1945. 

The  cash  in  transit  is  the  total  amount  received  from  Chap- 
ters between  March  1  and  14,  applicable  to  accounts  rendered 
as  at  February  28,  1945.  I  have  satisfied  myself  that  these 
items  have  been  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  bank  balances  have  been  certified  to  me  by  your  bankers 
and  reconciled  with  the  respective  cash  books'  balances.  I  have 
examined  all  the  bank  transactions  for  the  year  and  found 
all  receipts  deposited  and  all  disbursements  properly  authorized 
and  supported  by  vouchers. 

The  Accounts  Receivable  with  the  several  Chapters  have 
been  examined  in  detail  for  the  entire  fiscal  year.  All  charges 
have  been  traced  to  the  records  and  all  cash  payments  received 
have  been  traced  to  the  bank  account  of  Grand  Chapter.  In 
addition,  all  annual  returns  of  the  Chapters  have  been  ex- 
amined and  compared  with  the  respective  ledger  accounts.  As 
at  March  14,  1945,  I  notified  the  First  Principal  (1944)  of  each 
Chapter  having  a  balance  as  at  February  28,  1945,  still  unpaid 
as  at  the  above  date. 

The  several  inventories  listed  on  the  Balance  Sheet  were 
furnished  me  by  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  I  have  satisfied  myself 
that  the  quantities  listed  were  substantially  correct  and  that 
the  items  were  priced  at  cost. 
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On  February  28,  1945,  I  attended  at  the  Yonge  and  Queen 
Branch  of  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  I  ex- 
amined the  securities  listed  in  Schedule  "1"  of  this  report. 
These  securities  are  held  in  the  safe  deposit  box  of  the  Grand 
Chapter.  The  items  1,  2  and  4  are  registered  as  to  principal 
and  item  3  is  fully  registered.  The  War  Savings  Certificates 
are  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

Furniture  and  Fixtures  are  valued  at  cost  as  shown  by  the 
Schedule  on  file  with  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  proper  provision 
has  been  made  for  depreciation. 

Regalia  is  carried  at  a  nominal  value  as  a  matter  of  record. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  all  known  liabilities 
have  been  taken  up  as  at  February  28,  1945. 

A  summary  of  the  Transactions  in  the  General  Reserve 
account  is  shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet. 


Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account. 

The  budget  of  the  Grand  Chapter  for  the  year  ended  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1945,  has  been  set  out  in  Exhibit  "B"  and  compared 
with  the  actual  revenue  and  expenditure  for  that  fiscal  year. 
I  note  that  the  total  revenue  was  $1,626.89,  more  than  antici- 
pated and  total  expenditure  was  $292.03  more  than  estimated, 
resulting  in  a  net  revenue  of  $1,308.42  rather  than  a  deficit 
of  $26.44  as  provided  by  the  budget. 
General. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  I  set  up  a  suitable  system  of 
double-entry  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and 
have  assisted  with  their  maintenance  during  the  year. 

I  have  examined  the  fidelity  bond  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 
in  the  amount  of  $2,500.00  and  the  fire  insurance  policy  cover- 
ing the  contents  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.'s  office  in  the  amount 
of  $1,000.00.

253.  Any  Companion  who  has  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of 
dues  shall  be  immediately  restored  without  a  ballot  at  any  time  within 
three  years  from  the  date  of  his  suspension  on  payment  of  such  amount 
as  the  Chapter  may  determine.  A  Companion  who  has  been  under  sus- 
pension for  more  than  three  years  for  non-payment  of  dues,  can  be 
restored  only  by  a  majority  ballot  vote  of  the  members  present  and 
voting,  and  on  payment  of  such  sum  as  the  Chapter  may  determine  by 
resolution  in  open  Chapter  of  which  notice  of  motion  has  been  duly  given. 
In  either  case,  such  sum  determined  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  owing 
at  the  time  of  suspension  and  dues  accumulated  during  the  period  of 
suspension. 

254.  A  Chapter  may  remit  the  dues  of  any  Companion,  provided  a 
notice  of  motion  for  such  purpose  has  been  given  at  the  Regular  Con- 
vocation previous  to  that  at  which  the  vote  is  taken. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  GRAND  Z.'S 

ADDRESS 

Your  Committee  has  read  with  more  than  ordinary  interest 
the  eloquent,  masterly  and  informative  address  of  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Burden.  It  graphically  presents  a  pen  picture  of  the 
year's  activities  and  leaves  little  doubt  in  the  reader's  mind, 
that  our  Grand  Z.  has  been  most  generous  in  the  use  of  his 
time  and  those  talents  with  which  he  has  so  richly  been  en- 
dowed. While  we  fully  appreciate  this  scholarly  and  highly 
intellectual  address,  it  is  not  more  than  we  should  expect  from 
one  who  has  given  such  proof  of  his  seriousness  of  purpose  and 
his  desire  to  further  the  best  interests  of  the  Royal  Craft. 

We  heartily  concur  in  his  reference  to  Toronto  as  our  place 
of  meeting  and  in  his  all-too-true  reference  to  the  tragedy  of 
war,  which  for  over  five  years  has  challenged  our  faith  and 
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shaken  the  very  foundation  of  civilization.  With  our  eyes 
focused  upon  the  horizon  we  prayerfully  await  the  coming  of 
that  greatest  of  human  blessings,  "Peace",  and  with  it  the 
dawn  of  a  new  and  happier  day. 

We  share  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Burden,  the  pleasure  of  extend- 
ing a  welcome  to  our  delegates  and  our  guests  from  Sister 
Jurisdictions  of  Canada  and  the  United  States. 

Under  the  caption  of  Necrology,  he  pays  fitting  tribute  to 
the  youth  of  our  country  whose  record  of  service  and  sacrifice 
will  find  a  worthy  place  among  the  country's  honored  dead,  a 
gallant  addition  to  the  immortals.  We  bow  our  heads  in  sym- 
pathy and  sorrow  in  the  passing  of  our  beloved  Grand  Second 
Principal,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Andrew  H.  Monteith,  whose  death 
came  to  us  as  a  distinct  shock,  and  in  the  removal  from  this 
earthly  sphere  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Walter  H.  Davis,  who  was, 
until  recent  years,  a  familiar  and  popular  figure  in  Grand 
Chapter  and  whose  death  brought  grief  to  a  host  of  friends 
and  associates. 

We  heartily  commend  the  Grand  Z.'s  action  with  respect  to 
Grand  Representatives  who  have  failed  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  and  approve  his  appointment  of  more  active  Com- 
panions to  assume  their  commissions. 

We  note  with  interest  his  comments  anent  the  presentation 
of  Long-Service  Jewels,  and  endorse  his  many  dispensations 
and  rulings  as  also  his  action  in  authorizing  a  donation  to  the 
Canadian  Red  Cross. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  Grand  Chapter  Officers,  past  and  present, 
will  accept  the  Grand  Z.'s  challenge  to  assist  the  weaker  Chap- 
ters in  their  efforts  to  carry  on  under  seemingly  adverse  con- 
ditions. 

The  reference  to  Membership  and  Chapter  Finances  is  most 
encouraging  and  should  be  carefully  read  by  the  officers  of 
every  Chapter.  We  strongly  support  the  remarks  of  the  Grand 
Z.,  both  as  to  membership  and  welfare.  His  praise  of  the 
Welfare  Committee  of  Toronto  and  the  practical  work  of  the 
Companions  of  many  Chapters  of  other  districts,  is  well  de- 
served and  earns  our  approval  and  applause. 
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We  agree  with  his  suggestion  that  St.  John's  Chapter  of 
London  be  permitted  to  incorporate  in  the  regalia  of  its  mem- 
bers, some  distinguishing  badge  to  mark  its  centennial.  A 
precedent  for  this  has  long  since  been  established  in  Grand 
Lodge,  and  we  are  entirely  in  favor  of  its  adoption  in  this 
particular  case. 

The  Grand  Z.'s  words  of  commendation  for  the  loyal  support 
and  assistance  of  his  representatives  in  the  various  districts 
is  well  merited  and  should  bring  to  these  enthusiastic  and  zeal- 
ous Companions  that  satisfaction  that  comes  only  with  a  knowl- 
edge of  a  task  well  done. 

The  detailed  list  of  the  Grand  Z.'s  visitations  clearly  demon- 
strates that  in  his  effort  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office  that  he  gave  unstintingly  of  his  time  and  energy  to 
carry  the  message  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  to  the  four  corners 
of  Ontario  and  worthily  represented  our  Grand  Chapter  in 
visits  to  other  Grand  Bodies  beyond  the  confines  of  this  Juris- 
diction.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  FRATERNAL 

DEAD 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  past  year  with  its  many  joys,  unfortunately,  also  has 
left  its  trail  of  sorrow  and  sadness,  for,  as  in  former  years, 
the  Grim  Reaper  has  harvested  many  of  our  loved  Companions 
to  swell  the  elect  company  in  that  land  from  whose  bourne 
there  is  no  return. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  (368)  of  our  loved  Compan- 
ions have  passed  to  their  reward  and  we  are  the  poorer  for 
their  loss ;  and,  with  their  relatives  and  friends,  are  left  here 
to  mourn.  We,  therefore,  pray  that  the  Great  Jehovah  will 
bless  and  comfort  those  near  and  dear  ones,  who,  with  us, 
grieve  over  the  death  of  our  late  Companions. 

This  Grand  Body  has  been  further  distressed  in  the  passing 
of  two  very  distinguished  Companions — Walter  Hammill  Davis 
and  Andrew  Herbert  Monteith. 

Walter  Hammill  Davis 

Our  Grand  Z.  for  the  years  1924  and  1925,  was  born  of 
United  Empire  Loyalist  stock,  in  1863,  in  Ancaster  Township, 
County  of  Wentworth.  His  early  school  days  took  him  through 
the  village  school  at  Stoney  Creek  and  the  Hamilton  Collegiate 
Institute;  after  which  he  received  his  Professional  training 
as  a  teacher  in  the  Ottawa  Normal  School,  where  he  won  the 
gold  medal  at  graduation.  He  taught  successfully  for  many 
years  in  the  public  schools,  both  rural  and  city,  and  many  men 
now  remember  with  pleasure  and  gratitude  their  pupilship 
under  him. 

In  1900,  when  he  was  Principal  of  the  Hamilton  Central 
School,  and  County  Model  School,  his  qualifications,  especially 
in  Mathematics,  caught  the  attention  of  the  President  of  the 
Federal  Life  Assurance  Company,  and  he  was  induced  to  enter 
the  service  of  that  corporation.  When  the  Sun  Life  Assurance 
Company  absorbed  the  Federal  Life,  of  which  at  that  time  he 
was  Secretary,  Companion  Davis  left  the  Insurance  business 
and  shortly  afterwards,  in  1915,  was  made  Auditor  of  the  City 
of  Hamilton.  In  this  office  he  remained  three  years  until  his 
selection  as  Inspector  of  Taxation  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
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for  the  Hamilton  District.  In  1920,  the  Treasurership  of  Ham- 
ilton became  vacant  and  the  City  Council  persuaded  him  to  re- 
enter again  their  service  and  to  become  the  guardian  of  the 
civic  funds. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Walter  H.  Davis  was  always  an 
out-door  man  with  a  keen  love  for  physical  exercise.  In  his 
earlier  days  he  played  football  and  was  an  ardent  curler  and 
bowler.    He  also  played  golf. 

He  was  initiated  in  St.  John's  Lodge,  Hamilton,  in  1887,  and 
served  all  the  offices,  including  the  Senior  Wardenship,  which 
he  held  in  1893.  He  later  affiliated  with  the  Barton  Lodge,  and 
in  course  of  time  became  Master  of  that  Lodge  in  1917.  He 
was  appointed  Grand  Senior  Deacon  in  1921. 

In  the  Scottish  Rite  he  was  always  active.  A  member  of 
that  order  since  1888,  he  held  many  important  posts.  Secre- 
tary at  different  times  of  all  three  bodies  of  the  Rite  in  Hamil- 
ton. An  Honorary  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Canada 
in  1913,  and  was  elected  an  active  member  of  that  body  in 

1921.  He  was  the  First  Lieutenant-Commander  of  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory.  A  member  of  Godfrey  de  Bouillon  Pre- 
ceptory  of  the  Knights  Templar,  and  a  member  of  the  Royal 
Order  of  Scotland  since  1896. 

Companion  Davis  was  made  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  St.  John's 
Chapter,  Hamilton,  in  1896.  A  Charter  Member  and  Past  Z., 
of  Hamilton  Chapter,  and  was  elected  Grand  Superintendent 
of  the  Hamilton  District  in  1918.  He  was  unanimously  elected 
Grand  Second  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in 

1922,  and  Grand  First  Principal  in  1924  and  1925. 

Lieut-Colonel  Andrew  Herbert  Monteith,  K.C. 

Right  Excellent  Companion  Andrew  Herbert  Monteith,  K.C, 
was  born  at  Stratford,  Ontario,  July,  1878,  and  received  his 
early  education  in  that  city.  He  graduated  in  Law  in  1900 
from  Osgoode  Hall.  In  1915  he  moved  to  Paris,  Ontario,  but 
did  not  start  his  practice  of  Law  until  1920.  Being  a  former 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  28th  Perth  Regiment,  Stratford,  he 
offered  his  services  and  was  on  military  duty  through  the  First 
Great  War  and  until  1920.  He  made  nineteen  crossings  of  the 
Atlantic,  conducting  troops.  He  was  also  associated  with  the 
10th  Brant  Dragoons  and  the  110th  Infantry  Battalion. 
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He  was  several  times  Mayor  of  the  Town  of  Paris,  and  the 
first  president  of  the  Paris  Lions'  Club. 

A  member  and  Past  Master  of  Tecumseh  Lodge  of  Stratford, 
Ontario,  and  was  exalted  in  Tecumseh  Chapter,  No.  24,  G.R.C., 
affiliating  with  Brant  Chapter,  No.  115,  G.R.C.,  Paris,  Ontario, 
on  May  28th,  1923. 

He  was  Grand  Superintendent  of  Wilson  District,  No.  3,  in 
1936,  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Condition  of 
Capitular  Masonry  in  1939. 

Elected  Grand  Third  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada  1941  and  1942,  and  Grand  Second  Prin- 
cipal and  President  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  1943  and 
1944. 

We,  Members  of  this  Grand  Body,  also  extend  our  sincere 
sympathy  to  the  following  Sister  Jurisdictions  in  Canada,  in

Again  we  grieve  with,  and  extend  our  sincere  sympathy  to 
Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States  of  America  in  the  severe 
losses  they  have  sustained  this  year  in  the  passing  away  of 
distinguished  Companions.  Nineteen  States  have  had  to  mourn 
the  loss  of  Companions,  among  whom  were  twenty-four  Grand 
High  Priests  and  one  Grand  King,  together  with  other  promin- 
ent Royal  Arch  members. 
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These  Sister  Jurisdictions  may  be  assured  that  we  feel  for 
them  in  their  many  losses. 

"God  is  in  the  East  and  the  West, 
And  wheresoever  ye  turn 
There  is  the  face  of  God." 

and  so  we  know  God  will  bless  them  all. 

And  now  our  concluding  thoughts  may  be  centered  around 
a  Hymn  whose  words  are  pregnant  with  deep  meaning — 

"When  on  my  Day  of  Life  the  night  is  falling 
And  in  the  wind  from  unsunned  spaces  blown 
I  hear  far  voices  out  of  darkness 
Galling  my  feet  to  paths  unknown." 

For  us  all — young  and  old — the  night  falls  on  our  Day  of 
Life — sooner  or  later.  We  then  should  ever  heed  those  far 
voices — among  which  is  the  voice  of  God,  calling  us  to  daily 
tasks  of  love  and  charity  in  His  name;  and  yet  how  often 
unheeded  is  that  voice — how  neglected  that  cry,  and  as  a  re- 
sult, when  our  feet  are  finally  called  to  the  paths  unknown,  we 
are  found  unready,  unrepentent  and  unfit. 

Singing  on  in  that  same  hymn  we  repeat — 

"Thou  who  has  made  my  home  of  life  so  pleasant 
Leave  not  its  tenant  when  its  walls  decay 
Oh  love  divine,  Oh  Helper  ever  present 
Be  thou  my  strength  and  stay." 

If  we  then  call  on  God  to  stand  by  us,  all  through  life,  to 
make  us  happy  and  contented,  and  to  leave  us  not  when  death 
overtakes  us,  surely  we  should  be  prepared  to  carry  on  the 
Christian  way  of  life  to  deserve  the  strength  of  God's  love; 
furthermore,  as  Royal  Arch  Masons,  we  must  show  forth  the 
blessings  derived  from  a  steady  dependence  on  God ;  if  not,  we 
fail  in  our  duty  as  Members  of  this  Order. 

It  is  a  marvellous  opportunity  God  is  giving  us,  to  live  out 
our  lives,  probably  to  their  fullest  measure,  by  reaching  old 
age  while  this  terrible  world  conflict,  brought  about  by  man's 
insensate  greed  for  power  and  riches,  saps  the  life  blood  of 
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our  youth — than  which  there  is  no  finer — and  we  are  left  to 
carry  on  while  the  immediate  future  men  of  this  world  are 
slaughtered  by  the  tens  of  thousands,  or  rendered  poor,  broken- 
bodied  creatures,  left  to  grieve  over  the  strength  and  good 
physique  that  should  have  been  their  heritage.  How  necessary 
it  is  for  us  to  stand  firm  in  our  faith — that  we  may  not  falter 
or  fail,  if  these  broken-bodied  youths  cry  out  in  their  bitter- 
ness, in  their  distress  and  loss,  that  there  is  no  God.  Our 
beliefs,  our  patience,  our  tolerance  will  be  greatly  tested  and 
strained,  but  by  the  sufferings  of  our  youth  we  must  reach 
greater  heights  and  show  forth  greater  kindness  in  our  daily 
lives  and  service. 

Death  the  last  five  years,  has  reaped  a  tremendous  harvest. 
Pray  God  the  future  sowing  of  man's  seed  may  produce  as  fine 
a  breed  of  young  men  that  we,  who  are  left  here,  have  wit- 
nessed sacrificed  on  the  altar  of  Duty.  Heaven  must  be  the 
richer,  greater,  in  receiving  such  sacrificial  Christian  souls. 
Shall  we,  then,  who  still  carry  on,  thinking  of  the  nobility  of 
our  lost  young  men,  place  our  trust  in  God  and  go  forth  strong 
in  His  love,  and  say  with  the  poet — 

¥I  have  lifted1  miy  eyes  to  the  strength  of  the  hills 

At  the  dawn  of  the  day ; 
Felt  the  quickening  stir  of  the  power  that  thrills, 

Seen  the  night  drift  away; 
Caught  the  first  flush  of  dawn.     Who  is  ftfois  then,  that  fills 

With  His  spirit,  my  clay? 

"He  that  slumbereth  not  while  I  slumber,  nor  sleeps 
While,  protected,  I  sleep; 
Wlho  creates,  sihall  sustain — wiho  gave  life — snail  renew — 

Who  hath  promised,  shall  keep 
My  'shade  from  the  sun  and  my  shelter  from  the  storm, 

In  the  dark  a  clear  flame, 
It  is  He — ever  Friend  and  Preserver,  0  Soul, 
The  Lord  is  His  Name."

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 
Your  Committee  on  Education  begs  to  report  as  follows : — 

During  the  year  three  issues  of  the  Royal  Arch  Banner 
have  been  distributed.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  cost 
of  the  Banner  on  account  of  the  increased  membership  and 
the  request  for  extra  copies.  There  has  been  no  relative  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  printing. 

The  part  of  the  Chapter  Companion  dealing  with  the 
M.E.M.  has  been  published  and  distributed.  The  M.S.  of  the 
H.R.A.  is  prepared  and  is  now  ready  to  be  presented  to  the 
Committee. 

During  the  last  Convocation,  a  meeting  of  the  Chairmen 
of  the  Chapter  Committee  was  held  at  which  there  was  a  large 
attendance  and  the  interest  shown  was  very  gratifying. 

The  Grand  Librarian,  Comp.  N.  W.  J.  Haydon,  reports  a 
greatly  increased  interest  in  enquiries  and  in  the  request  for 
books.  This  year  there  have  been  three  times  as  many  books 
loaned  as  in  any  previous  year.  This  increased  interest  is  due 
largely  to  the  Banner  and  the  leaflets  on  R.  A.  Masonry.  In 
view  of  the  increased  work  entailed,  we  recommend  that  the 
honorarium  of  the  Librarian  be  increased  to  fifty  dollars. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  provision  in  the  budget 
be  made :  $350.00  for  the  Banner ;  $350.00  for  the  R.  A.  bro- 
chure; and  $75.00  for  library  and  miscellaneous  expenses.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  INSTRUCTION 

Your  Committee  on  Instruction  reports  as  follows : — 

This  programme  of  instruction  covers  three  separate  divi- 
sions, but  they  are  all  related,  and  should  be  co-ordinated  to 
bring  to  all  our  members  the  purpose  and  benign  influence  and 
inspiration  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

The  first  part  is  the  instruction  received  by  the  Grand  Super- 
intendents. This  has  been  carried  on  during  the  Annual  Con- 
vocation of  Grand  Chapter.  We  believe  it  is  almost  the  unani- 
mous opinion  of  our  Grand  Superintendents  who  have  served 
this  last  year  or  two  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  important 
and  progressive  movements  inaugurated  by  this  Grand  Chapter 
in  recent  years.  In  these  classes  they  have  the  opportunity 
of  learning  what  a  Grand  Superintendent  should  know.  Next 
to  the  Grand  Council,  he  is  the  most  important  officer  in  our 
Grand  Chapter.  He  is  the  contact  man  between  our  members 
and  the  governing  body.  He  cannot  be  too  well  equipped,  and 
your  Committee  will  welcome  constructive  suggestions  from 
our  Grand  Superintendents  regarding  any  revision  or  improve- 
ment which  may  be  made  in  the  programme  for  their  instruc- 
tion. 

The  subject  matter  for  these  classes  for  the  Grand  Super- 
intendent is  so  varied  in  its  import,  so  diverse  in  its  instruction, 
and  so  important  for  the  ultimate  success  of  this  whole  pro- 
gramme, that  the  time  we  have  so  far  allotted  for  these  classes 
has  not,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  been  sufficient. 

The  Constitution  provides  that  the  Grand  Superintendent 
shall,  within  sixty  days  of  his  installation,  hold  a  course  for 
all  the  Excellent  Principals  of  his  District.  This  is  the  second 
part  of  our  instruction,  and  the  reports  received  this  year  on 
this  part  of  the  work,  are  most  encouraging.  These  meetings 
for  Principals  have  been  held  in  nearly  all  Districts.  The  at- 
tendance, on  the  whole,  has  been  gratifying.  At  many  of  these 
classes,  Past  Principals  and  Officers  of  the  Chapters  have  been 
present.  Keen  interest  and  increasing  desire  for  knowledge, 
and  a  renewed  enthusiasm  for  the  welfare  of  the  Royal  Craft, 
has  characterized  many  of  these  gatherings. 

We  recommend  the  constructive  activities  of  some  of  our 
Grand  Superintendents.    We  all  know  the  war-time  difficulties 
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of  travel,  restriction  in  bus  transportation,  the  conservation  of 
fuel  for  private  cars,  and  the  inconvenience  of  finding  hotel 
accommodation.  All  these  factors  have,  in  some  instances, 
reflected  on  the  attendance  of  these  District  meetings.  Even 
in  Southern  Ontario  some  Districts  are  far  flung,  and  consider- 
able distances  separate  our  Chapters,  but  a  few  of  our  Grand 
Superintendents  have  relieved  this  situation  and  they  have 
gone  to  the  Chapters, — that  is,  they  have  not  held  a  central 
gathering  for  the  whole  District,  but  tney  have  called  Zone 
meetings  where  two  or  three  Chapters  could  conveniently  at- 
tend. These  Zone  meetings  may  be  the  solution  of  some  of  our 
problems.  Small  gatherings  afford  the  opportunity  for  closer 
personal  contact,  more  intensive  study,  and  above  all,  for  the 
freer  exchange  of  practical  and  constructive  instruction. 

Our  major  problem  concerns  the  third  division  of  our  work. 
It  is  probably  the  most  important,  as  it  covers  the  activities 
of  the  Constituent  Chapter.  All  Chapters  are  directed  to  re- 
port on  these  activities.  These  reports  are  not  encouraging, 
as  comparatively  few  have  been  received.  It  may  be  that 
several  Chapters  have  neglected  to  report,  but  the  success  of 
this  whole  project  depends  to  such  an  extent,  on  the  appeal 
to  the  individual  Chapter,  that  this  failure  to  report  is  very 
disconcerting,  and  is  of  much  concern  to  your  Committee. 

The  reports  from  some  Grand  Superintendents  suggest  that 
our  programme  is  not  of  the  form  or  material  to  appeal  to  our 
Chapters,  but  there  is  no  constructive  suggestion  as  to  any 
substitution  which  might  be  made.  Other  Grand  Superintend- 
ents have  offered  an  explanation  of  this  inactivity  of  many 
Chapters.  They  point  out  that  it  is  due,  in  a  great  measure, 
to  the  time  schedule.  The  Grand  Superintendents  are  installed 
in  April.  The  lapse  of  sixty  days  allowed  for  the  District 
Meetings  means  that,  for  the  most  part,  they  are  convened 
late  in  June,  which  leaves  very  little  opportunity  to  initiate  the 
Chapter  activities  before  they  are  called  off  for  the  Summer 
season.  When  the  Chapters  are  convened  in  the  Fall,  interest 
has  lagged,  ardor  and  enthusiasm  have  been  replaced  by  the 
desire  and  interest  to  complete  the  routine  work  of  the  year, 
and  to  prepare  for  the  election  and  installation  of  another  group 
of  officers. 

This  is  a  new  venture  for  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  scope 
of  the  undertaking  is  so  wide  and  varied,  it  might  be  expected 
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that  trial  and  experience  would  indicate  some  change  or  varia- 
tion in  the  original  plan  and  proceedings.  Your  Committee 
has  considered  practical  and  constructive  suggestions  which 
might  be  submitted  at  this  time,  and  we  recommend  as  follows : 

(1)  That  more  time  and  opportunity  should  be  arranged  for 
the  instruction  of  Grand  Superintendents. 

(2)  The  Grand  Superintendents  should  endeavour  to  hold 
their  District  classes  soon  after  their  installation.  Within 
thirty  days  and  not  sixty  as  provided  in  the  Constitution, 
would  be  more  effective. 

(3)  In  our  large  Districts,  Zone  meetings  with  a  small  num- 
ber of  Chapters  should  be  held  in  place  of  a  central,  or  a  group 
gathering  for  the  whole  District. 

(4)  Direct,  zealous  and  active  methods  must  be  adopted  to 
encourage  every  Chapter  to  proceed  without  delay  to  organize 
the  work  provided  for  the  Chapter  and  its  members. 

(5)  The  most  careful  study  and  investigation  of  this  pro- 
gramme for  the  Chapters.  Some  improvements  may  be  needed. 
We  should  all  be  in  a  receptive  mind  for  any  avenue  wherein 
our  members  may  find  a  renewed  interest  and  enthusiasm  in 
the  Royal  Craft.

FOREWORD 

"How   beautiful  upon   the   mountain   are   the 
feet  of  him  that  brings  good  tidings." 

As  we  pen  the  message  which  introduces  our  sixth  review, 
we  feel  as  the  bearer  of  glad  tidings.  The  optimism  which  has 
ever  been  our  keynote  seems  at  last  justifiable. 

Throughout  the  realm  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  come  en- 
couraging reports  of  increased  membership,  but  better  still, 
increased  interest,  enthusiasm  and  activity.  Journeying  hither 
and  yon  throughout  the  capitular  world  we  find  little  trace  of 
the  faint-hearted  and  pessimistic  correspondents  whose  writ- 
ings during  the  past  few  years  have  spelled  defeatism.  Instead 
we  find,  with  very  few  exceptions,  that  the  sun  is  at  its 
meridian  and  pessimistic  cant  has  been  discarded  for  optimistic 
predictions  as  to  the  future  of  our  beloved  Order.  All  this  is 
as  it  should  be,  for  if  increased  membership,  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm proves  a  dependable  yardstick,  41  Grand  Chapters 
have  joined  the  mystic  circle  which  marks  the  Royal  Arch  as 
moving  slowly  but  surely  onward  and  upward  to  greater 
heights  of  usefulness.  In  these  days  of  storm  and  stress 
Masonry  in  all  its  ramifications  seems  to  occupy  a  new  signifi- 
cance and  has  achieved  a  new  and  important  result,  for 
Masonry  is  sentiment  in  action,  and  during  the  past  few  tragic 
years,  has  had  but  one  duty,  one  sentiment  which  has  found 
expression  with  no  indefinite  attainment  through  this  Ancient 
Craft,  which  has  nothing  of  old  age  about  it  except  its  dignity 
and  experience. 

Old  men  dream  dreams,  young  men  see  visions,  but,  there 
are  now  no  old  men  among  us,  for  every  pulse  and  fibre  has 
been  quickened  and  vivified,  the  fires  of  youth  have  been  re- 
kindled at  our  altars  and  dreams  and  visions  have  been  trans- 
lated into  activities,  into  contributions,  into  service  in  the 
common  cause.  Blood  donor  clinics,  gifts  of  ambulances  and 
medical  supplies,  and  for  the  armed  forces,  plans  for  rehabili- 
tation, all  speak  of  the  effort  that  Masonry  is  putting  forth 


to  render  active  and  much  needed  service.  But  we  must  do 
more  than  this,  we  must  be  radiating  centres  of  patriotic  en- 
thusiasm, influencing,  animating  and  stirring  into  action  those 
who  falter  or  lag  through  thoughtlessness,  or  complacency. 
We  must  realize  and  make  others  realize  that  there  is  now,  as 
in  the  olden  days,  but  one  ultimate  bulwark  against  the  lust 
of  conquest  and  aggression  that  is  aimed  at  our  way  of  life, 
and  if  successful,  will  tear  asunder  the  principles  of  modern 
civilization.  Nothing  less  than  a  rampart  of  indomitable  men 
have  stood  and  are  standing  between  us  and  the  loss  of  our 
religious,  economic,  commercial  and  individual  freedom.  We 
are  the  builders  and  with  the  spirit  of  the  builders,  slow  to 
enter  into  quarrel,  but  being  in  "bear  it  that  thy  opponents 
may  beware  of  thee".  Let  us  proceed  not  in  it  lightly,  nor 
recede  from  it  dishonorably,  but  sheath  the  sword  of  our  fore- 
fathers only  when  our  common  task  is  done.  We  must  not 
forget  the  password  of  those  who  have  gone  before. 

Lord  while  for  all  mankind  we  pray 

Of  every  climie  and  coast, 
Oh,  hear  us  for  our  native  land, 

The  land  we  love  the  most. 

Our  fathers  sepluchres  are  here, 

And  here  our  kindred  dwell; 
Our  children  too,  how  should  we  love 

Another  land  as  well. 

Masonry  has  no  secret  virtue,  no  monopoly  of  right,  she 
knows  no  excellence  that  she  would  not  have  all  men  know  and 
practice.  That  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  lofty,  ethical 
standards  of  our  brotherhood.  Yet,  there  is  a  standard  of  life 
which  we  Masons  must  observe,  a  consciousness  of  the  need 
of  all  the  virtues,  all  the  graces  of  true  nobility,  kindness,  toler- 
ance, and  Truth.  While,  perhaps,  we  stress  the  virtue  of 
charity,  let  us  not  be  unmindful  that  Hope  is  essential  to 
human  happiness,  faith  is  something  to  be  cultivated,  charity 
must  be  an  expression  of  our  heart,  but  Hope  is  inherent  in 
all  mankind — having  been  implanted  in  our  hearts  by  God  to 
provide  that  intangible  something  that  causes  us  to  fight  when 
the  odds  are  against  us— the  spirit  that  prompts  us  to  press  on 
when  the  body  falters  and  hesitates.  Within  the  orbid  of 
Masonic  usefulness  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  playing  its  part 


forcefully  and  efficiently.  Help  of  the  material  type  is  worth- 
while, but  that  service  which  inspires  Hope  within  the  breasts 
of  men  is  equally  essential  in  these  dark  days  when  morale  in 
many  is  at  low  ebb. 

Hope,  like  a  gleaming  star,  pierces  the  clouds  of  doubt  and 
fear  and  presages  the  abatement  of  the  storm  and  the  dawn 
of  a  brighter  and  happier  day — a  day  such  as  the  inspired 
Matheson  suggests  in  these  lines — 

"Oh  Joy  that  seekest  me  through  pain 
I  cannot  close  my  heart  to  Thee, 
I  trace  the  rainbow  through  the  rain 
And  feel  the  promise  is  not  vain 
That  morn  shall  tearless  be." 

We  have  wandered  somewhat  far  afield  in  a  feeble  effort 
to  link  Masonic  activities  with  the  challenge  of  the  hour.  While 
we  would  fain  elaborate  upon  what  has  been  accomplished, 
"Tempus  Fugit"  and  we  must  hasten  to  bring  to  a  close  another 
Capitular  Review. 

To  our  friends  of  the  Round  Table  we  tender  a  fond  adieu 
— Peace  be  with  you  and  to  all  within  your  household,  Peace — 
and  as  we  extend  this  ancient  Arabic  greeting  we  add  the 
familiar  words — 

"Go,  and  may  the  God  of  our  fathers  be  with  you  and 
prosper  your  work."

The  Thirtieth  Annual  Convication  held  in  Edmonton,  May 
10,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Ellerton  who  was  supported  by  the  attendance  of  twelve  Past 
Grand  First  Principals. 

Among  the  distinguished  guests  we  note  the  presence  of 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  McLarty,  Grand  Z.  of  Saskatchewan,  also  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  and  M.  .Wor.  Bro.  R.  Brad- 
ley, Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta. 

Need  we  say  that  their  welcome  was  hearty  and  sincere. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  M.  M.  Downey  was  received  in  his  official 
capacity  as  Deputy  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Edmonton  and  he 
extended  greetings  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City. 

R.  Wor.  Bro.  J.  C.  Bowen  was  introduced  formally  as  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  Alberta.  After  the  playing  of  the 
National  Anthem  he  was  loyally  greeted  as  the  representative 
of  His  Majesty  the  King. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ellerton  was  a  dignified 
resume  of  his  year's  work,  and  offers  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive reading.    . 

After  a  word  of  welcome  to  those  present  he  paid  tribute 
to  the  splendid  co-operation  of  Grand  Lodge  and  spoke  in 
glowing  terms  of  the  many  kindnesses  of  the  Grand  Master. 

Visitations  among  the  Chapters  are  all  fully  recorded  and 
apparently  they  proved  both  enjoyable  to  the  Grand  Z.  and 
profitable  to  the  Chapters.  Dispensations  were  confined  to 
purely  administrative  matters  and  these  all  of  local  interest 
only.    Commenting  on  the  War  the  Grand  Z.  has  this  to  say — 

"We  are  still  in  the  throes  of  a  conflict  which,  for  nearly  five  years, 
has  engulfed  us  and  our  leaders  tell  us  that  more  severe  trials  await 
us.  Now  more  than  ever  our  thinking  needs  be  on  a  very  high  plane,  one 
that  is  free  from  all  the  deterrent  factors  that  would  restrain  us  from 
the  attainment  of  the  highest  conception  of  life  and  conduct." 
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Referring  to  conditions  of  the  Royal  Craft  he  speaks  hope- 
fully of  the  future.  We  quote  a  line  or  two  from  his  commen- 
tary. 

"As  a  Grand  Chapter  the  dark  days  of  adversity  seem  to  be  behind 
us  and  the  treading  of  more  pleasant  paths  looms  in  view.  Adversity 
ofttimes  is  a  great  refiner  and  purifier  as  it  removes  from  our  souls  the 
carbon  of  greed,  selfishness,  carelessness  and  indifference  that  would 
corrode  our  -attempts  to  reach  the  highest  and  achieve  the  best.  Great 
care  and  caution  were  our  guiding  stars  in  other  days.  May  we  ever 
hold  to  those  qualities  which  have  proved  of  merit  and  may  we  always 
properly  assess  the  imperishables  of  life." 

With  these  words  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ellerton  closes  a  really  fine 
address. 

Twenty-four  Grand  Representatives  answered  the  roll  call 
and  we  are  pleased  to  note  that  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Watson  was 
present  to  answer  for  our  Jurisdiction. 

Honorary  membership  was  conferred  upon  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
McLarty,  Grant  First  Principal  of  Saskatchewan. 

The  reports  of  the  four  Grand  Superintendents  are  interest- 
ing and  complete  and  indicate  that  these  zealous  and  hard- 
working officers  have  devoted  much  time  to  the  work  of  their 
respective  districts. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicates  a  surplus  for  the 
year  of  $234.90  with  total  assets  of  $3,874.00  and  a  Benevolent 
Fund  of  $2,690.00. 

A  slight  loss  in  membership  is  noted  from  the  Grand  Scribe 
E.'s  report,  this  is  no  doubt  due  largely  to  death  and  the  sur- 
rendering of  one  Chapter's  Charter. 

This  pertinent  comment  is  extracted  from  the  report  on 
the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  and  applies  with  equal 
force  to  our  Jurisdiction  as  well  as  that  of  Alberta. 

"With  financial  conditions  as  good  as  they  are  in  the  province,  we 
think  that  a  determined  effort  should  be  made  immediately  by  each  delin- 
quent chapter  to  wipe  out  the  unpaid  dues,  either  by  collection,  compro- 
mise or  commutation." 

We  are  particularly  interested  in  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  affiliation  with  the  U.S.  General  Grand  Chapter. 
The  committee  recommend  no  action  be  taken  at  this  time. 
This  is  in  accord  with  this  correspondent's  thought.    We  hope 
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that  the  time  may  not  be  far  distant  when  all  the  Canadian 
jurisdictions  may  form  a  General  Grand  Chapter  or  Associa- 
tion which,  we  fully  believe,  should  prove  more  beneficial  than 
affiliation  with  the  United  States  Grand  Chapter.  Our  forms, 
ritual  and  mode  of  presentation  is  so  different  that  it  seems  to 
us  that  we  should  hew  to  the  established  line  of  close  associa- 
tion with  the  Mother  Grand  Chapter  of  England,  and  any 
affiliation  with  the  United  States  General  Grand  Chapter  would, 
in  our  opinion,  tend  to  weaken  our  connection  with  English 
Freemasonry  which  has  given  us  the  basis  of  Masonry  in  this 
country.  This  connection  is  a  priceless  heritage  to  which  we 
should  cling  tenaciously.  Pardon  this  lengthy  comment,  but 
the  subject  is  of  interest  to  every  jurisdiction  in  Canada. 

The  Review  of  Sister  Grand  Chapters  is  in  the  hands  of  a 
capable  committee  who  give  an  interesting  side-light  on  the 
conditions  in  48  jurisdictions.  Apparently  each  member  of  the 
committee  has  a  number  of  reviews  for  which  he  is  responsible. 
We  believe  we  are  indebted  to  Comp.  J.  W.  Verge  for  a  most 
friendly,  and  indeed,  generous  review  of  our  Grand  Chapter. 
Dealing  with  our  1943  Convocation  it  would  appear  that  he  has 
carefully  perused  our  Proceedings  as  nothing  of  importance 
seems  to  have  escaped  his  scrutiny.  The  Grand  Z.'s  address 
is  liberally  covered,  a  brief  reference  is  made  to  our  visitors  and 
their  reception  as  well  as  to  our  Grand  Superintendents'  Re- 
ports. His  friendly  comments  on  our  reviews  is  much  appreci- 
ated as  are  also  his  references  to  our  present  Grand  Z.,  and  our 
Grand  Chapter.    May  we  leave  Comp.  Verge  with  these  words  : 

"It  is  always  a  pleasure  and  delight  to  review  Alberta  and  this  year 
is  no  exception  to  the  rule." 

Following  the  election  of  officers  M.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  J.  Hand 
was  duly  installed  as  Grand  First  Principal.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  C. 
A.  MacPherson  was  re-elected  Grand  Scribe  E. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  V.  Conover,  our  genial  Grand  Third  Prin- 
cipal, represents  Alberta,  while  M.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  S.  Watson 
is  our  faithful  representative  near  that  Grand  Chapter. 

ALABAMA 

William  W.  Waldo,  Grand  High  Priest. 
Guy  T.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Seventeenth  Annual  Convocation  was 
held  in  Montgomery  on  November  29th,  1943. 
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Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by 
the  Grand  Chaplain.  Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and 
forty-three  Grand  Representatives  were  received  and  officially 
greeted.  Distinguished  guests  included  delegations  from  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Delaware,  the  Cryptic  Rite,  Grand  Com- 
mandery  and  Grand  Lodge,  all  of  whom  were  cordially  wel- 
comed. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Waldo  makes  interesting  read- 
ing and  we  quote  a  line  or  two  from  his  remarks  anent  war 
conditions. 

"Civilization  caught  unawares,  suffered  terrible  reverses,  the  un- 
dreamed treachery  of  the  enemy  to  a  liberty  loving  people  made?  dark 
history.  Now,  through  the  Grace  of  God  we  are  prepared;  we  are  ad- 
vancing, not  retreating,  and  we  begin  to  visualize  our  returning  defend- 
ers to  the  land  of  the  free  and  the  brave." 

His  reference  to  conditions  within  the  jurisdiction  is  most 
encouraging.  He  speaks  of  three  defunct  Chapters  having  been 
re-instated  and  are  now  very  active.  Due  to  conditions  beyond 
his  control  his  visits  were  extremely  limited.  Sympathetic 
reference  is  made  to  the  death  of  two  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
in  the  persons  of  John  H.  McCormick  and  Henry  F.  Reese. 

Appointments  are  all  set  forth  in  the  address,  together  with 
a  lengthy  list  of  dispensations — these  latter  are  merely  to 
make  legal  changes  of  date  and  similar  matters. 

Under  the  caption  of  "The  York  Rite  of  Freemasonry"  the 
Grand  High  Priest  refers  to  the  attempt  to  substitute  for  the 
"York  Rite"  the  name  "American  Rite."  He  quotes  from  the 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Massachusetts  who  is  strongly  opposed 
to  the  change  and  reminds  his  companions  that  while  they  are 
all  proud  to  be  Americans  they  are  also  proud  of  the  English, 
Scotch  and  Irish  traditions  which  form  the  basis  of  American 
Freemasonry.  He  urges  all  to  stand  fast  to  the  Ancient  Land- 
marks. This  Correspondent  feels  entirely  in  accord  with  this 
sentiment.  We  in  Canada  cherish  as  a  priceless  possession  our 
connection  with  the  Grand  Chapters  of  the  Old  Land  all  of 
whom  are  satisfied  with  the  term  "York  Rite"  to  which  we 
heartily  agree. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Waldo  refers  to  a  "School  of  Instruction" — 
may  we  say  that  we  find  these  most  helpful  in  Canada. 
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This  fine  address  concludes  with  a  word  of  thanks  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  others  who  have  rendered  service  during 
the  year. 

From  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report  we  learn  that  finances 
are  in  splendid  shape  and  assets  of  $11,613.00  and  liabilities 
of  $945.00. 

From  a  beautifully  worded  report  on  Necrology  we  quote 
the  following: 

"Beyond  these  chilling  winds  and  gloomy  skies, 
Beyond  death's  cloudy  portal, 
There  is  a  land  where  beauty  never  dies, 
Where  love  becomes  immortal. " 

A  resolution  was  passed  authorizing  the  purchase  of 
$5,000.00  worth  of  United  States  War  Bonds. 

We  regret  to  note  the  absence  of  a  report  on  Fraternal 
Correspondence. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  William  D.  Hawkins  was 
installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  The  Grand  Secretary,  Guy  T. 
Smith  was,  as  to  be  expected,  re-elected. 

Grand  Chapter  closed  in  Ample  Form.  The  Order  of  High 
Priesthood  convened  on  November  29,  1943. 

The  ever  faithful  Walter  F.  Estes  represents  Canada  in 
Alabama.  We  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  John  W.  Law- 
rence who  for  many  years  held  the  commission  of  Alabama 
near  our  Grand  Chapter.    His  successor  is  R.  N.  McElhinney. 

ARIZONA 

William  E.  Hogel,  Grand  High  Priest. 

Harry  A.  Drachman,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Phoenix, 
April  11,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  duly  opened,  guests  were 
officially  received  and  warmly  greeted.  They  included  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  California  and  New 
Mexico,  from  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Knights  Templar, 
and  last,  but  certainly  not  least,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Arizona.  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Buchman  has  the  distinction 
of  not  only  being  the  titular  head  of  Craft  Masonry  but  is  also 
a  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  Grand  Chapter.    Fourteen  Past 
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Grand  High  Priests  and  thirty-three  Grand  Representatives 
were  received  and  formally  greeted. 

The  annual  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  anything 
but  lengthy,  yet  in  a  few  pages  he  covers  an  amazing  amount 
of  ground  in  a  most  earnest  and  impressive  manner. 

From  his  opening  remarks  the  following  is  of  interest : 

"Our  country  and  Masonry  are  built  upon  a  firm  foundation  and  that 
foundation  is  the  great  spiritual  realities  of  life.  In  accepting  them  we 
also  accept  the  responsibility  of  supporting  them.  There  probably  has 
not  been  any  greater  need  than  the  present  for  men  who  can  carry  on  and 
support  the  democratic  principles  for  which  our  country  stands." 

"  'All  power,  even  the  most  despotic,'  wrote  the  Scottish  historian 
Hume,  'ultimately  rests  upon  public  opinion.'  Now  is  the  time  to  dis- 
cuss and  plan  our  peace  and  not  during  the  heat  and  passions  of  victory. 
Even  if  we  do  not  make  as  fine  a  peace  as  some  brilliant  leader  might 
make  for  us,  the  fact  that  we  have  done  some  thinking  of  our  own  and 
displayed  a  certain  amount  of  initiative  makes  us  the  stronger  for  it." 

His  many  visits  are  fully  set  forth,  apparently  good-fellow- 
ship is  the  keynote  in  Arizona  as  we  read  of  oyster  dinners 
and  such  like.  Certainly  from  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Hogel's  report  it 
would  appear  that  interest  and  enthusiasm  abound. 

Dispensations  were  not  numerous  and  cover  nothing  that 
deserves  comment  from  this  Reviewer.  It  is  worthy  of  note 
that  a  dispensation  was  granted  for  the  formation  of  a  new 
chapter  and  that  still  another  is  in  prospect.  This  is  encourag- 
ing news  we  seldom  hear  of  new  chapters  these  days — rather 
are  we  reading  of  inactivity  in  some  quarters. 

Under  Royal  Arch  objectives  the  Grand  High  Priest  offers 
many  useful  suggestions  for  improving  the  meetings  of  Sub- 
ordinate Chapters.  His  suggestions  carry  a  strong  appeal  and 
if  put  into  practice  should  increase  attendance  and  member- 
ship interest. 

Among  his  recommendations  he  suggests  a  fifty-year  em- 
blem for  companions  who  have  continuously  served  for  that 
number  of  years.  We  heartily  agree  with  this  idea,  we  have 
found  it  works  to  advantage  in  Canada. 

Commenting  on  the  condition  of  the  Craft  he  draws  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  great  revival  of  interest  in 
Masonry  and  especially  in  the  Royal  Arch  branch.  We  quote 
a  line  or  two  from  his  dissertation  on  this  subject: 
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"Never  a  greater  need  in  the  world  to-day  of  the  principles  of  our 
beloved  Order.  We  were  first  builders  of  those  great  mediaeval  cathe- 
drals but  gradually  changed  into  builders  of  living  temples.  'Man  is  the 
noblest  work  of  God'  and  we  must  help  build  in  him  that  character  upon 
which  rests  the  life  of  our  nation.  New  conditions  confront  us  to  which 
we  must  adjust  ourselves.     We  cannot  take  our  survival  for  ganted." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  concludes  a  most  thoughtful  address 
with  words  of  commendation  for  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  total  assets  as  $20,294.00  with 
receipts  as  $4,353.00  and  disbursements  as  $1,559.00. 

The  Grand  Secretary  informs  us  that  Arizona  is  still  an- 
other Grand  Chapter  to  show  an  increase  in  membership.  We 
congratulate  Arizona  on  a  substantial  gain. 

The  Grand  Chaplain  presented  an  eloquent  and  impressive 
report  on  Necrology.  He  quotes  Robert  Freeman's  poem  "The 
Other  Room" — one  verse  of  which  we  are  impelled  to  excerpt: 

"No,  not  cold  beneath  the  grasses, 
Not  close-walled  within  the  tomb; 
Rather,  in  my  Father's  mansion, 
LIVING  in  another  room." 

While  we  note  the  appointment  of  a  Committe  on  Corre- 
spondence we  fail  to  locate  any  report  from  this  committee. 

Otis  J.  Baughn  was  elected,  proclaimed  and  duly  installed 
as  Grand  High  Priest.  Harry  A.  Drachman,  as  one  would  ex- 
pect, was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  The  Order  of  High 
Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of  Grand  Chapter. 

J.  H.  Barrett  represents  Canada  in  Arizona,  while  the 
popular  Percy  W.  Rogers  holds  Arizona's  commission  near  our 
Grand  Chapter. 

ARKANSAS 

John  Lindahl,  Grand  High  Priest. 

John  Q.  Wolf,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Ninety-fifth  Convocation  held  in  Little  Rock  on  Novem- 
ber 18,  1943,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Lindahl  presiding.  Of  the  twelve 
living  Past  Grand  High  Priests  ten  were  in  attendance. 

Thirty-four  Grand  Representatives  were  received  at  the 
Altar  and  were  accorded  the  customary  Grand  Honors.  We 
note  with  regret  the  absence  of  Canada's  representative. 
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As  visitors  are  not  mentioned  in  the  Proceeding  we  assume 
that  none  were  present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest's  address  is  short  and  business-like 
in  its  presentation  of  the  year's  work.  After  extending  a 
hearty  welcome  to  those  present  and  referring  to  his  efforts 
to  induce  Chapters  to  invest  in  War  Bonds,  he  spoke  feelingly 
of  the  Fraternal  Dead  with  a  special  reference  to  the  passing 
of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  H.  D.  Bowers.  Appointments  and 
dispensations  are  enumerated,  the  latter  being  purely  routine. 
Despite  transportation  difficulties  he  made  many  visits  within 
the  Jurisdiction  and  from  the  detailed  reports  it  would  appear 
that  his  visits  were  productive  of  much  good.  Among  his 
recommendations  is  one  to  appoint  a  committee  to  prepare  a 
new  Digest  of  laws  for  Grand  Chapter. 

He  also  recommends  a  new  office  and  filing  equipment  for 
the  Grand  Secretary.  In  his  valedictory  remarks  he  refers  to 
a  number  of  Chapters  which  have  been  dormant  for  some  time 
and  have  been  restored  to  life  and  are  now  active.  He  closes 
with  thanks  for  many  kindnesses  and  has  a  word  to  say  in 
behalf  of  his  successor  in  office. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  indeed  encouraging  indi- 
cating a  net  gain  in  membership  of  12%.  May  we  extend  con- 
gratulations to  Arkansas  upon  the  year's  result. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  records  a  balanced  budget  with  an 
increase  in  the  surplus  account.  Grand  Chapter  has  bought 
and  is  holding  $1,400.00  worth  of  Government  bonds. 

The  Committee  on  "Memorials"  presented  an  eloquent  re- 
port closing  with  the  following  lines: 

"Fading  away  like  the  stars  in  the  morning, 
Losing  their  light  in  the  glorious  sun, 
Thus  do  we  pass  from  the  earth  and  its  toiling, 
Only  remembered  by  what  we  have  done." 

No  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  appears  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings. 

James  B.  Bunn  was  unanimously  elected  Grand  High  Priest' 
and  from  the  biographical  sketch  which  appears  opposite  his 
portrait  we  learn  that  he  is  Assistant  Attorney-General  of 
Arkansas  and  brings  to  his  office  a  wealth  of  Masonic  experi- 
ence.   He  is  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Lodge  and  is  active 
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in  the  various  branches  of  the  Craft.  Companion  Wolf  was  re- 
elected Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Canada  is  represented  in  Arkansas  by  A.  G.  N.  Bradshaw, 
while  George  H.  Wright  represents  our  jurisdiction  near  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas. 

BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

William  Coates  Taylor,  Grand  Z.

The  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Vancouver, 
June  21,  1944. 

The  Grand  Z.  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form,  the 
Invocation  being  offered  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Rev.  Canon  Samuel 
Fea.  Delegates  numbered  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  and 
represented  twenty-six  Chapters  of  the  jurisdiction.  British 
Columbia  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  such  an  extensive  list 
of  Past  Grand  Z.'s,  no  less  than  sixteen  were  in  attendance. 
In  our  jurisdiction  the  Grim  Reaper  has  been  active  in  recent 
years  leaving  us  but  five  Past  Rulers,  all  of  whom,  we  are 
happy  to  say,  are  still  most  active. 

Visitors  present  hailed  from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Wash- 
ington, Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba,  all  of  whom  were  received 
with  Grand  Honors  and  accorded  a  warm  greeting.  An  address 
of  welcome  was  delivered  in  behalf  of  the  city  by  the  Acting 
Mayor  of  Vancouver. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Taylor  delivered  an  inspiring  address  in  which 
he  referred  to  this  Convocation  as  marking  the  'Twenty-Fifth 
Anniversary"  of  the  institution  of  Grand  Chapter.  Few  re- 
main of  those  who  were  present  at  the  inaugural  meeting,  held 
June  18,  1919,  the  Grand  Z.,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Watson  and  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Fea  being  among  the  number.  In  sympathetic  words 
the  Grand  Z.  paid  graceful  tribute  to  the  passing  of  a  number 
of  companions,  making  especial  reference  to  the  lamented 
death  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  D.  H.  Morrison. 

Commenting  on  Fraternal  Relations  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Taylor 
referred  to  his  visits  to  other  Grand  Chapters  and  expressed 
his  regret  at  his  inability  to  visit  our  jurisdiction  in  person. 
He,  however,  commssioned  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  G.  E.  L.  Mac- 
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Kinnon  to  act  for  him.  May  we  interject  a  comment  here  and 
say  that  we  were  more  than  delighted  to  have  Dr.  MacKinnon 
with  us. 

Among  the  appointments  ennumerated  we  note  that  of  John 
L.  House  who  was  commissioned  as  Grand  Representative  of 
B.C.  near  our  Grand  Chapter.  No  better  selection  could  have 
been  made  and  British  Columbia  is  assured  of  faithful  repre- 
sentation. 

Dispensations  were  few  in  number  and  purely  routine. 
Visitations  were  many  and  apparently  interesting  and  enjoy- 
able. 

The  address  concludes  with  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.,  and  other  officers  of  Grand  Chapter.  We  extract 
the  following  from  the  closing  paragraph: 

"Freemasonry  stands  for  Law  and  Order.  It  has  a  great  stabiliz- 
ing power  and  sees  a  deeper  meaning  in  everything.  It  sees  in  Nature 
the  finger  of  the  Eternal  Master." 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  we  learn  that  the 
fiscal  affairs  of  Grand  Chapter  appear  to  be  in  splendid  shape, 
with  apparently  a  balanced  budget  and  investments  of  $6,600.00 
comprising  Government  and  Municipal  Bonds. 

According  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  an  increase  in  member- 
ship is  recorded  for  which  we  tender  sincere  congratulations. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  whereas  a  year  or  two  ago  the 
tendency  in  all  jurisdictions  was  downward  as  indicated  by 
losses,  but  we  are  now  progressing  in  the  right  direction  and, 
but  few  Grand  Chapters  are  reporting  a  loss  in  membership. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  are  interesting 
and  all  indicate  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  marked  by  in- 
creased interest  and  enthusiasm. 

We  admire  the  unswerving  loyalty  of  the  companions  to  the 
Crown  and  Throne  of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations. 
A  resolution  of  loyalty  to  His  Majesty  the  King  and  His  Royal 
Consort  was  passed  and  forwarded  through  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Canada.  May  we  join  with  British  Columbia  in  sub- 
scribing to  the  sentiments  of  loyalty  so  admirably  expressed 
in  the  resolution. 

During  the  afternoon  session  a  reception  was  tendered  to 
the  Rev.  J.  G.  Brown,  D.D.,  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia.    This  Corre- 
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spondent  is  greatly  interested  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  B.C. 
having  the  honour  to  be  the  Grand  Representative  of  British 
Columbia  near  our  Grand  Lodge. 

V.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  J.  Miller  again  presents  the  Capitular  Re- 
view which  embraces  fifty-four  jurisdictions.  From  his  splen- 
did "Foreword"  we  learn  that  even  in  British  Columbia  the 
powers  that  be  are  endeavouring  to  curtail  expenditures  by 
limiting  the  space  for  reviews.  We  heartily  agree  with  Comp. 
Miller's  comment  that  in  the  zeal  of  Grand  Chapters  for  re- 
trenchment by  the  doubtful  method  of  reducing  space  for  re- 
views that  the  Capitular  World  suffers.  He  further  remarks 
that  reviews  are  the  most  interesting  and  instructive  part  of 
our  Proceedings.  To  this  we  add  the  thought  that  there  is  in 
every  book  of  Proceedings  much  useless  information  and  text 
matter  that  could  be  eliminated  without  loss  of  reader  interest, 
whereas,  in  the  reviews  we  find  something  of  real  value.  We 
also  are  of  the  opinion  that  through  this  medium  we  keep 
contact  with  Sister  Jurisdictions  and  may  well  liken  the  re- 
views to  the  golden  cord  that  binds  together  the  Royal  Arch 
Masons  the  world  over. 

We  desire  to  quote  the  following  which  thought  is  in 
complete  harmony  with  our  opinion  of  Freemasonry  in  the 
British  Isles: 

"The  spirit  everywhere  evinced  to  aid  in  the  restoration  of  Free- 
masonry in  Europe  is  also  applauded,  proving  to  the  world  'That  this 
Ancient  Institution,  which  ages  cannot  wither  or  adversity  decay'  is  still 
virulent  and  progressive,  and  to  quote  'Firm  in  Rectitude  miay  it  rise 
superior  to  all  opposition  like  the  bleak  mountain  which  bares  its  brow  to 
every  tempest  and  fearlessly  presents  its  bosom  to  the  midnight  storm'." 

We  are  sure  that  every  reviewer  will  appreciate  the  closing- 
words  of  the  "Foreword"  which  courteously  acknowledges  the 
friendly  connection  existing  among  the  fraternal  correspond- 
ents. 

Canada  is  favorably  reviewed  and  nothing  of  import  ap- 
pears to  have  escaped  the  scrutiny  of  Comp.  Miller.  He  covers 
in  note  and  comment  our  opening  ceremonies,  the  reception  of 
our  guests  and  the  Civic  and  Masonic  welcomes  extended  to 
Grand  Chapter.  Refers  to  the  address  of  Grand  Z.,  Stephens, 
and  generously  devotes  considerable  space  to  our  last  review. 
He  quotes  liberally  and  has  some  very  nice  comments  to  make 
which  we  appreciate.     Just  here  we  should  like  to  say  that 
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reviewing  British  Columbia  is  always  enjoyable  indeed — it  may 
be  best  termed  a  labor  of  love.  The  Review  closes  with  these 
words : 

"We  have  an  especial  interest  in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  she 
being  the  Mother  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  British  Colum- 
bia, and  a  real  good  Mother  she  was." 

Thanks  J.  J.  for  your  kindly  reference  to  our  Grand  Chap- 
ter; your  friendly  references  are  whole-heartedly  reciprocated. 

John  H.  Morgan  having  been  elected  Grand  Z.,  was  duly 
installed  into  office  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  H.  H.  Watson.  George 
Hugh  Mackay  was  again  entrusted  with  the  responsible  duties 
of  Grand  Scribe  E. 

The  incoming  Grand  Z.  was  presented  by  his  predecessor 
with  a  beautifully  made  Australian  gum-wood  gavel. 

British  Columbia's  Grand  Representative  near  our  Grand 
Chapter  is  John  L.  House,  while  our  jurisdiction  is  faithfully 
represented  in  British  Columbia  by  our  old  friend  Harry  H. 
Watson. 

CALIFORNIA

The  Ninetieth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  San  Francisco, 
April  18,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by  the 
Grand  Chaplain  and  the  presentation  with  appropriate  cere- 
monies of  the  United  States  flag  at  the  Altar. 

Among  the  many  honored  guests  were  the  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Arizona,  representatives  of  Grand  Council,  Grand 

Commandery  Knight  Templars,  General  Grand  Chapter  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  all  of  whom  received  a  cour- 
teous reception  and  were  greeted  with  the  customary  Grand 
Honors. 


It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  a  special  reception  was  ten- 
dered M.  R.  Dundas,  the  oldest  living  Past  High  Priest  in  Cali- 
fornia, also  to  Leo.  V.  Youngworth  and  Charles  P.  McLafferty. 
survivors  of  the  disastrous  earthquake  and  fire  of  1906. 
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Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  thirty-nine  Grand 
Representatives  answered  the  roll-call  and  were  officially  re- 
ceived. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  while  not  lengthy, 
was  complete  and  inspirational  in  character. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Patten  divorces 
his  visitations,  appointments  and  dispensations  from  his  ad- 
dress proper.  This  is  a  procedure  which  appeals  very  forcibly 
to  this  Correspondent. 

We  extract  a  paragraph  or  two  from  his  introductory  re- 
marks which  are  well  worth  reading : 

"When  so  much  is  heard  these  days  of  democracy,  it  seems  fitting 
that  Masonry,  one  of  the  most  democratic  of  all  societies,  should  receive 
the  consideration  of  thinking  men.  Masonry  should  be  a  leader  in  pre- 
serving the  institutions  of  a  free  land,  and,  in  turn,  Masonry  will  emerge 
at  the  close  of  this  conflict  a  stronger  and  nobler  body  as  the  result  of 
our  experience." 

"We  hear  that  our  soldiers  in  foreign  service,  on  learning  of  strikes, 
greed,  and  unrest,  are  wondering  if  they  must  win  the  war  and  then 
come  home  and  straighten  out  affairs  here.  Let  us  so  conduct  ourselves 
that  no  one  can  doubt  our  good  faith  and  our  true  Americanism." 

While  the  Grand  High  Priest  refers  to  the  necessity  of 
curtailment  in  travelling,  a  perusal  of  his  visitations  indicates 
that  he  found  time  and  means  to  bring  light,  instruction  and 
encouragement  to  a  great  many  Chapters. 

His  report  on  Subordinate  Chapters  is  most  encouraging, 
although  he  mentions  a  few  inactive  Chapters  and  recommends 
their  consolidation  with  other  and  stronger  Chapters. 

Under  Necrology  he  closes  a  beautiful  tribute  with  these 
lines : — 

"Farewell!     A  word  that  must  be,  and  hath  been; 
A  sound  which  makes  us  linger;  yet, — Farewell." 

After  a  few  words  of  commendation  for  the  officers  of 
Grand  Chapter  the  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  valedictory  used 
these  words: 

"  'Behold,  how  swiftly  the  sands  run.'  It  seems  only  yesterday  that 
I  was  appointed ;  and  now,  in  a  few  hours,  I  step  aside  to  make  way  for 
my  successor.  I  have  done  my  best.  I  have  ever  tried  to  give  encourage- 
ment and  to  create  good-fellowship  where  ever  the  opportunty  presented. 
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I  shall  continue  to  do  the  same  in  the  future;  for  'I  shall  pass  through 
this  world  but  once.  If,  therefore,  there  is  any  kindness  I  can  show,  or 
any  good  thing  I  can  do,  let  mie  do  it  now.  Let  me  not  defer  it  or  neglect 
it,  for  I  shall  not  pass  this  way  again/  at  least  not  as  your  Grand  High 
Priest." 

California  has  a  membership  of  17,399  and  closed  the  year 
with  a  net  gain  of  712 — truly  a  splendid  achievement. 

Finances  appear  sound  and  are  in  capable  hands  with  assets 
of  $100,126.00.  The  Committee  on  War  Relief  has  received 
donations  totalling  to  $5,677.41,  this  and  subsequent  donations 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  ambulances  for  the  United  States 
Army. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  writ- 
ten by  William  T.  Paullin.  From  his  magnificent  "Foreword" 
we  quote  the  following : 

"However,  Capitular  Masonry  is  capable  of  doing  its  part.  Whether 
it  does,  depends  upon  each  individual  among  us.  We  must  never  forget 
•that  we  profess  to  be  builders.  The  design  is  upon  the  trestle-board. 
Even  were  the  work  of  the  past  reduced  to  ruins,  there  is  the  call  for 
reconstruction.  It  is  not  for  us  to  rest  upon  mere  remembrances  of  what 
once  was.  Neither  does  it  suffice  to  pamper  ourselves  with  mere  dreams 
of  the  days  that  are  to  come.  Today  has  always  been  the  time  of  oppor- 
tunity.    Without  it  there  can  be  no  tomorrow." 

Comp.  Paullin's  dissertation  on  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  in 
which  he  refers  to  its  members  as  "builders",  closes  with  these 
all-too-true  words: 

"Meanwhile,  cast  pessimism  aside.  As  builders  we  have  found  it 
retarding  the  true  structure.  Let  us  cultivate  a  true  optimism  not 
merely  in  thought  and  word,  but  in  action  and  in  character.  Remember 
that  Capitular  Masonry,  as  an  embodiment  of  Truth  and  Companionship, 
can  never,  never  perish." 

His  review  of  Canada  is  generous  and  complete.  He  quotes 
statistics,  refers  to  our  Grand  Z.'s  address  and  our  various 
committees'  reports.  He  makes  reference  to  our  last  Review 
which  he  terms  "excellent".  We  extend  our  thanks  to  Comp. 
Paullin  for  a  splendid  review  of  our  Jurisdiction. 

After  the  election  of  officers  Wrelton  L.  Clarke  was  form- 
ally installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  Thomas  A.  Davies  was 
re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 
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The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  on  the  evening  of 
April  18,  1944. 

Angus  L.  Cavanagh  is  our  Representative  in  California, 
while  Charles  H.  Burgess,  has  the  honor  to  represent  California 
in  our  jurisdiction. 

COLORADO 

Harry  W.  Bundy,  Grand  High  Priest. 

George  B.  Clark,  Acting  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Sixty-ninth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Denver 
on  September  23,  1943. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Bundy.  Ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  thirty-nine  Grand 
Representatives  were  registered.  Canada's  representative  ap- 
pears to  be  among  the  missing.  These  companions,  with  the 
following  distinguished  guests,  were  heartily  greeted  by  the 
Grand  High  Priest:  The  Grand  High  Priest  of  Nebraska,  the 
Grand  Master  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Grand  Commander 
Knights  Templar  and  M.  Wor.  Bro.  H.  Horn,  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado.  At  this  juncture  Ray  V. 
Denslow,  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter was  ushered  in  and  cordially  welcomed. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Bundy  was  largely  made  up  of 
reports  on  his  official  acts,  but  we  cannot  let  the  opportunity 
pass  to  commend  him  for  the  fearless  manner  in  which  he  deals 
with  the  apparent  apathy  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  but,  let  us 
give  you  his  own  words  in  dealing  with  this  important  matter : 

"Everywhere  Royal  Arch  Masons  were  sitting  with  hands  folded  as 
if  senility  had  come  upon  the  Chapter.  Everywhere  small  groups  were 
admiring  the  organized  march  of  other  Bodies  of  other  Rites  toward 
numerical  and  financial  superiority.  Local  membership  allowed  outside 
groups  to  take  up  the  Masonic  responsibility  of  the  community,  and  can- 
didates, attracted  by  the  glamour  and  organized  sales  talks  of  the  travel- 
lers, found  their  allegiance  registered  in  another  community  and  the  local 
Chapter,  Council  or  Commandery  bled  white.  Casting  about  for  a  reason 
and  remedy  for  this  apathy,  this  so-called  inferiority  complex  of  the  York 
Rite  Masons,  it  seemed  that  lack  of  unity  lay  at  the  base  of  the  trouble 
—too  much  independence  instead  of  interdependence;  too  little  concern 
felt  by  the  Chapter  Masons  for  the  welfare  of  Council  Masons  or  Com- 
mandery Masons;  too  much  freedom  from  the  obligations  of  prerequisite 
Bodies;  too  many  separate  Bodies  and  too  many  meeting  nights.     In 
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short,  Masonry  was  spread  so  thin  to  cover  all  its  duplicated  activities 

that  there  was  small  wonder  that  rips  and  tears  occurred  in  the  fabric." 

The  visitations  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  were  many  and 
covered  much  territory.  It  was  from  observation  on  these 
visits  that  he  gathered  material  for  his  commentary  on  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  a  few  words  of  which  are  quoted  above.  From 
reading  these  reports  we  are  constrained  to  say  that  it  would 
appear  as  though  the  indifference  he  mentions  is  not  entirely 
general  and  his  reference  to  certain  visits  clearly  indicates 
Chapters  that  are  both  interested  and  active. 

Under,  appointments  he  refers  to  the  death  of  Charles  A. 
Patton,  Grand  Secretary,  this  following  the  recent  death  of 
Frank  D.  Burns,  Grand  Treasurer  removed  two  very  efficient 
executive  officers. 

Canada  desires,  through  this  medium,  to  convey  to  Colorado 
sincere  sympathy  in  the  loss  of  these  honored  and  beloved 
craftsmen. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Bundy  concludes  his  reference  to  these  Com- 
panions with  these  words: 

"Somewhere,  on  a  luminous  pedestal  in  the  ninth  arch,  well  worn  but 
still  bright  squares  of  the  Masters  await  the  searchers  of  succeeding 
generations;  may  they  mean  to  these  unknown  quarry  workers  of  that 
distant  time  what  they  symbolize  in  Companionship  to  us." 

From  the  Grand  Lecturer's  report  we  note  comment  on  the 
lack  of  proficiency  on  the  part  of  officers  in  many  Chapters. 
We  sympathize  with  the  Grand  Lecturer  working  under  such 
conditions.  In  Canada  the  senior  officers  are  not  permitted  to 
be  installed  until  they  have  demonstrated  their  qualifications 
to  hold  office  and  are  proficient  in  the  work  of  all  degrees. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ray  V.  Denslow  delivered  a  sterling  address 
on  Masonry  in  general,  but,  laid  special  emphasis  on  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  and  the  history  and  the  work  of  General  Grand 
Chapter,  he  concludes  an  inspirational  address  with  a  few  well- 
known  lines  from  Robbie  Burns : 

"Then  let  us  pray  that  come  it  may, 

As  come  it  will  for  a'  that; 
That  sense  and  work,  o'er  a'  the  earth, 

May  bear  the  gree,  and  a'  that 

It's  coming  yet,  for  a'  that, 
That  man  to  man,  the  warld  o'er, 

Shall  brothers  be  for  a'  that." 
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The  Committee  on  Memorials  presented  a  beautifully  word- 
ed report  paying  glowing  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Sidney  A. 
Knill,  and  High  E.  Clucas,  Past  Grand  High  Priests.  We  quote 
a  line  or  two: 

'"Would  it  be  too  broad  to  say  that  all  men  look  forward  to  future 
life,  here  or  elsewhere,  in  which  the  ills  experienced  are  to  be  contrasted 
by  their  opposite,  rest  and  refreshment,  peace,  happiness  and  freedom 
from  worry?  We  think  not,  for  it  is  the  substance  of  hope — hope  may 
end  in  fruition — but  the  man  without  hope  is  lost." 

We  regret  lack  of  space  forbids  a  more  lengthy  excerpt 
from  this  intellectual  report. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  most 
interesting.  From  it  we  take  the  following  which  clearly  ex- 
presses this  writer's  opinion  on  the  subject  of  the  ramifica- 
tions of  Masonry. 

"I  have  long  been  of  the  opinion  that  Masonry  is  suffering  from  di- 
versity and  not  from  adversity.  It  has  too  many  ramifications  and  sys- 
tems and  a  lack  of  co-ordination  and  unification,  which  tends  to  bewilder 
the  average  layman  and  confuse  the  young  Mason." 

"The  remedy  of  this  serious  handicap,  according  to  my  thought,  is  a 
two-system  Masonic  Order,  the  first  of  which,  would  be  a  consolidated 
York  Rite,  or  call  it  what  you  like,  under  one  great  system,  wherein  the 
petitioner  for  Masonic  light  would  receive,  not  three,  but  ten  degrees; 
not  a  story  half-told,  but  the  Circle  of  Perfection  fully  revealed." 

Following  the  elections  Clayton  A.  Asteel  was  declared 
Grand  High  Priest  and  duly  installed  into  office.  From  the 
biographical  sketch  opposite  the  portrait  of  the  new  Grand 
High  Priest  we  learn  that  Comp.  Asteel  is  the  possessor  of  a 
million  dollar  smile,  has  a  happy  and  pleasing  personality,  but 
what  can  you  expect,  was  he  not  born  in  Clifford,  Canada. 
Harry  W.  Bundy,  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest,  was  elected 
and  invested  as  Grand  Secretary. 

At  the  close  of  Grand  Chapter  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood convened.  Albert  E.  Bryson  represents  Colorado  in  Can- 
ada, while  our  representative  in  Colorado  is  Jule  S.  Vaughan. 

CONNECTICUT 

John  E.  Pierpont,  Grand  High  Priest. 
William  L.  Cort,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Forty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  held 
in  Hartford,  May  9,  1944. 
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Following  the  presentation  of  the  colors  at  the  altar  Grand 
Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  being  offered 
by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

Distinguished  guests  were  introduced  and  received  with 
Grand  Honors,  they  hailed  from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  New 
York,  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  Rhode  Island,  New  Jersey, 
Missouri  and  included  Ray  V.  Denslow  of  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter, the  Grand  Commandery,  Grand  Council,  Scottish  Rite,  and 
in  the  place  of  honor  M.  Wor.  Bro.  A.  A.  Packard,  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  an  impressive  and  inspir- 
ing address,  opening  his  remarks  with  these  words: 

"Winning  the  war  is  the  first  consideration  of  each  and  every  one  of 
us  and  we  are  glad  to  forego  some  of  those  pleasures  associated  with 
normal  years  to  help  in  this  great  emergency." 

A  beautiful  tribute  is  paid  to  those  who  have  passed  beyond 
the  Veils  during  the  past  year.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Pierpont  closed 
this  section  with  this  comforting  verse: 

"0  burning  hearts  that  never  cease  to  yearn, 

O  brimming  eyes  that  ne'er  are  dried, 
The  dead,  though  they  depart,  return 

As  though  they  had  not  died. 
The  living  are  the  only  dead; 

The  dead  live,  never  more  to  die, 
And  often  when  we  mourn  them  lost, 

They  never  were  so  nigh." 

One  dispensation  only  was  declined,  and  that  on  Constitu- 
tional grounds,  dealing  with  a  request  to  ballot  at  a  special 
Convocation. 

It  is  with  more  than  passing  interest  that  we  note  reference 
to  Companions  who  have  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of 
dues  in  their  lodge.  Apparently  a  member  so  dealt  with  in  the 
Lodge  automatically  is  suspended  in  his  Chapter.  This  is  as 
it  should  be,  but  in  our  jurisdiction  such  is  not  the  case.  We 
have  always  felt  that  a  Mason  who  is  not  interested  enough  to 
pay  his  way  in  the  Craft  Lodge  is  poor  material  for  Capitular 
Masonry. 

We  also  note  that  where  Grand  Chapter's  constitution  does 
not  specifically  provide  for  conditions  that  may  arise  that  the 
regulations  of  Grand  Lodge  apply.  This  is  also  the  procedure 
followed  in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada.. 
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Appointments  and  visitations  are  fully  set  forth.  Among 
the  Grand  High  Priest's  recommendations  is  one,  which  if 
adopted,  makes  all  Past  Grand  High  Priests'  jewels  the  pro- 
perty of  Grand  Chapter  to  be  held  during  life-time  but  return- 
able to  Grand  Chapter  on  the  death  of  the  Past  Grand  High 
Priest.  This  seems  logical  to  this  Correspondent,  although  in 
Canada  we  do  not  present  a  jewel  to  the  retiring  Grand  Z.,  but 
rather  present  him  with  a  suit  of  regalia  suitable  to  his  rank. 

The  address  concludes  with  words  of  deep  appreciation  for 
the  efforts  and  support  of  the  officers  of  Grand  Chapter.  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Pierpont  brings  his  valedictory  to  a  close  with  these 
simple  words,  "Companions  my  tale  is  told." 

In  Connecticut  each  of  the  line  officers  submits  a  report  on 
his  year's  work.  This  is  something  that  is  not  done  in  our 
Jurisdiction,  but  we  think  the  practice  has  considerable  merit. 

Finances  appear  to  be  on  a  satisfactory  basis  according  to 
the  Grand  Treasurer's  report,  with  a  balanced  budget  and  as- 
sets in  trust  of  $13,234.00. 

According  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  Connecticut  registers  a 
gain  in  membership,  which  is  encouraging  news.  However, 
we  should  say  that  when  the  statistics  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
for  the  year  are  compiled  we  believe  we  shall  all  be  surprised 
at  the  great  advance  that  has  been  made  in  the  majority  of 
jurisdictions  as  a  result  of  a  general  revival  of  interest  in  the 
Royal  Arch. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  endorses  the  Grand  High 
Priest's  recommendation  regarding  P.  G.  H.  P.'s  jewels. 

A  special  committee  recommends  that  Grand  Chapter  es- 
tablish a  citation  for  meritorious  services  rendered  by  the  in- 
dividual members.  It  is  not  meant  for  those  who  have  obtained 
other  honors,  but  is  to  be  confined  to  those  zealous,  industrious 
and  unselfish  Companions  who  do  so  much  for  the  cause  with- 
out reward.  In  other  words,  they  are  going  to  recognize  at 
last  the  "forgotten  man!"  This  is  a  laudable  plan  and  from 
our  own  experience  there  are  men  in  almost  every  Chapter 
who  deserve  consideration,  but  who  are  not  in  the  line  of 
officers.  They  do  a  splendid  work  but  are  seldom  recognized. 
This  is  a  thought  that  we  should  consider  in  Canada. 

We  regret  that  no  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  ap- 
pears in  the  Proceedings. 
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Elected  Grand  High  Priest,  John  F.  Pickles,  was  installed 
into  office  according  to  our  ancient  rites.  William  E.  Cort,  who 
for  many  years  has  served  Connecticut  as  Grand  Secretary, 
continues  in  office. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  assembled  on  April  29,  1944. 
Harvey  J.  Milne,  one  of  Canada's  "Old  Guard",  faithfully  repre- 
sents Connecticut  in  Canada,  while  we  are  privileged  to  have 
as  our  representative  in  Connecticut  George  N.  Delap. 

DELAWARE 

Andrew  J.  Bock,  Grand  High  Priest. 
John  W.  Macklem,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Seventy-sixth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Wilmington 
on  January  19,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  was  duly  opened  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Bock,  who 
had  with  him  eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests.  Many  visitors 
were  in  attendance,  hailing  from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Penn- 
sylvania, District  of  Columbia,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Vir- 
ginia and  Connecticut.  Delegations  from  the  Knights  Templar, 
Grand  Council,  Scottish  Rite  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware 
were  also  present  and  received  the  usual  warm  fraternal  greet- 
ings and  fitting  honors. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Bock  in  his  address  welcomed  those  present 
and  deals  in  a  masterly  and  impressive  manner  with  war  con- 
ditions.   The  following  is  a  brief  excerpt: 

"Another  year  of  brutal  war  has  passed  since  last  we  met,  but  thanks 
be  to  God,  the  terrible  dark  clouds  which  were  all  we  could  then  see  have 
indeed  shown  silver  linings.  We,  on  the  home  front,  have  many  things 
for  which  we  are  thankful,  indeed,  we  should  be,  that  we  can  meet  here 
to-day  in  peace  and  security.  May  our  Heavenly  Father,  in  His  Infinite 
Wisdom,  hasten  that  day,  "when  the  rest  of  this  world  can  enjoy  this 
blessed  privilege." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  paid  graceful  tribute  to  the  Frater- 
nal Dead  not  overlooking  the  distinguished  Companions  of  other 
jurisdictions  who  have  entered  the  Veil  from  which  no  man 
returneth. 

He  gave  freely  of  his  time  as  his  list  of  visitations  clearly 
indicate  and  under  the  heading  of  "State  of  the  Order",  says 
that  Capitular  Masonry  is  rapidly  regaining  sound  health. 
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He  commissioned  a  number  of  Grand  Representatives  and 
dealt  with  a  limited  number  of  requests  for  dispensations. 

This  carefully  prepared  address  concludes  with  a  plea  for 
all  to  serve  his  successor  as  faithfully  as  they  have  served  him. 

Twenty-eight  Grand  Representatives  answered  the  roll-call, 
but  apparently  Canada's  representative  was  not  among  those 
present. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  is  indicative  that  finances 
are  in  good  hands  and  well  managed,  while  from  the  Grand 
Secretary's  report  we  learn  that  Delaware  failed  to  find  a  place 
in  the  rapidly  expanding  circle  of  Grand  Chapters  reporting 
an  increase  in  membership.  However,  the  loss  was  almost 
negligible. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  refers  to  an  appar- 
ent revival  of  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  and  predicts  that 
its  influence  will  be  felt  in  Delaware  this  year. 

Charles  S.  Calhoon  was  elected  and  installed  as  Grand  High 
Priest.  After  twenty  years  of  service  as  Grand  Secretary 
John  W.  Macklem  retired  to  become  Grand  Secretary — Emeri- 
tus— truly  a  well  earned  honor.  Marshal  M.  Carpenter  as- 
sumes the  active  duties  of  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood 
was  held  on  December  30th,  1943.  Nathaniel  D.  Rand  repre- 
sents Canada  in  Delaware,  while  one  of  our  Masonic  veterans, 
George  Slack  of  Toronto,  has  the  honor  to  represent  Delaware 
near  our  Grand  Chapter. 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA

The  Seventy-seventh  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Washing- 
ton on  February  9,  1944. 

With  prayer  by  the  Acting  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Chapter 
was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Doing. 

Eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  thirty-three  Grand 
Representatives  were  appropriately  welcomed,  as  also  were 
delegations  from  the  Sister  Jurisdictions  of  Delaware,  Mary- 
land, Massachusetts,  New  Jersey  and  Virginia. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  topically  arranged, 
gives  full  coverage  to  the  year's  work  and  is  quite  interesting. 
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After  the  usual  greeting  to  those  in  attendance  and  a  brief 
but  feeling  reference  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Doing  reports  his  appointments,  visitations  and  dispensations, 
these  latter  being  of  local  interest  only. 

A  School  of  Instruction  was  held  and  proved  most  success- 
ful. The  Grand  High  Priest  expressed  his  appreciation  to  those 
in  charge  for  all  that  had  been  accomplished. 

He  also  has  a  good  word  for  the  General  Grand  Chapter's 
publication,  'The  Royal  Arch  Mason'',  and  indicated  that  one 
hundred  subscriptions  had  been  turned  over  by  him  to  General 
Grand  Chapter. 

He  also  refers  to  the  "Condition  of  the  Fraternity",  which, 
aside  from  the  numerical  gain,  is  marked  by  an  increased  in- 
terest in  the  Royal  Arch  generally  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

The  address  concludes  with  the  words: 

"Constructive  leadership  and  wise  planning  must  be  the  goal  of  our 
efforts  and  a  survey  of  our  jurisdiction  encourages  me  to  believe  that 
these  will  be  forthcoming." 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  indicates  receipts  as  $4,105.00 
and  disbursements  as  $4,087.00,  with  a  very  gratifying  gain  in 
membership.  Increases  in  membership  appears  to  be  replacing 
the  discouraging  losses  in  most  Grand  Chapters  and  clearly  in- 
dicates the  upward  trend  of  the  Royal  Craft.  The  report  of 
the  Grand  Lecturer,  Lucien  G.  Yung,  as  usual,  is  well  written 
and  furnishes  a  splendid  pen  picture  of  conditions  within  the 
jurisdiction.  This  report  is  similar  to  that  submtted  by  the 
Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Canada. 
Referring  to  the  war  Comp.  Yung  has  this  to  say: 

"Let  us  then  resolve  to  meet  whatever  blows  the  days  to  come  may 
have  in  store  for  us  without  flinching.  Let  us  buckle  on  our  faith.  Let 
us  take  new  courage  from  our  companionship  one  with  another  and  the 
help  of  our  Allies.  Let  ust  prepare  to  sacrifice  everything  except  our 
honor." 

A  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  closer 
co-operation  with  other  York  Rite  bodies  presented  a  resolu- 
tion that  an  Annual  York  Rite  Reunion  be  established  where 
all  degrees  from  the  Mark  Master  to  the  Knights  Templar  be 
exemplified. 
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We  note  that  a  number  of  Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States 
follow  this  practice,  which,  however,  would  not  be  feasible  in 
Canada  where  the  closest  connection  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
is  the  Craft  Lodge.  As  the  Royal  Arch  is  the  completion  of 
Craft  Masonry  this  seems  but  fitting.  On  the  other  hand  there 
is  little  to  bind  us  to  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters  or  the  Tem- 
plar system,  which,  in  Canada,  are  definitely  separate  and  dis- 
tinct, the  only  outward  evidence  of  connection  being  found  in 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  being  a  prerequisite  to  membership  in  the 
other  bodies.    Pardon  this  lengthy  aside. 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  from  the  gifted 
pen  of  Otto  B.  Roepke,  who  presents  his  fifth  review.  The 
foreword,  as  usual,  contains  a  reference  to  war  conditions  and 
we  heartily  agree  with  Comp.  Roepke  in  his  comments  on  post- 
war planning.    We  quote  a  line  or  two: 

"The  victory  must,  and  will  be  won,  and  that  the  present  necessity  is 
that  post-war  planning  should  be  included  in  every  Masonic  programme. 
Masonry  should  take  a  leading  part  in  the  establishment  of  a  universal 
and  lasting  peace." 

As  we  turn  to  his  review  of  Canada  we  are  surprised  and 
disappointed  in  finding  that  our  jurisdiction  is  conspicuous 
only  by  its  absence.  No  doubt  our  Proceedings  failed  to  reach 
Comp.  Roepke  in  time  for  inclusion  and  so  we  forgive  him  for 
the  omission.  However,  we  should  like  to  assure  him  that  we 
always  enjoy  his  reviews  and  his  neighborly  references  to 
Canada,  indeed,  we  have  found  the  entire  Proceedings  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  most  readable  and  instructive. 

Maurice  L.  Brewton  was  elected  and  duly  installed  as  Grand 
High  Priest.  Comp.  Keiper  remains  in  office  as  Grand  Secre- 
tary, and  Comp.  Roepke  was  re-appointed  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  held  its  Annual  Convention 
on  February  12,  1944. 

Fred  J.  Johnson  of  Toronto,  represents  the  District  of  Col- 
umbia in  Canada,  while  Grand  Lecturer,  L.  C.  Yung,  faithfully 
protects  Canada's  interests  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
District  of  Columbia. 
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ENGLAND

Quarterly  Convocation  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  England  held  in  London,  November  3, 
1943,  the  First  Grand  Principal  presiding. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Antient  and  Solemn  Form. 
Quarterly  reports  of  finance  and  other  matters  were  presented 
and  dealt  with.  It  was  noted  that  a  few  Chapters  were  failing 
to  observe  the  regulations  with  respect  to  candidates  for  the 
Royal  Arch,  being  required  previous  to  election,  to  furnish  the 
Scribe  E.  with  his  Grand  Lodge  certificate. 

It  is  most  remarkable,  despite  war-time,  petitions  were  re- 
ceived for  permission  to  institute  twelve  new  Chapters.  This 
clearly  indicates  that  interest  in  the  Royal  Arch  is  keen  and 
quite  at  variance  with  experience  of  a  number  of  other  juris- 
dictions. 

Much  time  was  devoted  to  an  appeal  to  Grand  Chapter  from 
the  decision  of  the  Grand  Superintendent  of  Kent  with  respect 
to  a  matter  dealing  with  the  appellant's  notice  of  resignation 
to  his  Chapter.  By  an  almost  unanimous  vote  Grand  Chapter 
upheld  the  Grand  Superintendent's  decision.  No  further  busi- 
ness was  presented  and  Grand  Chapter  closed  in  Antient  and 
Solemn  Form. 

Quarterly  held  May  3,  1944,  with  the  Earl  of  Harewood  in 
the  chair.  The  usual  reports  were  presented  and  disposed  of. 
The  petitions  of  eighteen  Chapters  for  dispensations  were  con- 
sidered and  granted.  At  this  Convocation  the  principal  officers 
and  assistants  were  declared  and  appointed  for  the  ensuing 
year.  As  has  been  noted  in  other  Reviews,  it  is  interesting  to 
learn  that  the  constitution  of  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  requires 
the  First  and  Second  Grand  Principals,  the  Grand  Scribe  E., 
Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Registrar  to  hold  corresponding 
positions  in  Grand  Lodge. 

Quarterly  held  August  2,   1944.     After  opening   Grand 

Chapter,  according  to  Antient  Rites,  the  First  Grand  Principal 
announced  the  death  of  the  Third  Grand  Principal,  Rev.  Canon 
Hubert  Curtis.  We  quote  a  few  lines  from  the  Earl  of  Hare- 
wood's  tribute: 
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"His  great  eloquence,  his  beautiful  voice,  and  his  dignified  presence 
distinguished  him  in  any  assembly  of  Freemasons,  and  his  readiness  to 
devote  his  timie  and  energy,  even  after  he  had  attained  a  great  age,  to 
the  service  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  will  make  his  memory  live  for  many 
years  anion gsit  us." 

Report  was  made  of  the  formation  of  a  new  district  Grand 
Chapter  in  Ceylon. 

Twenty  petitions  were  received  for  the  formation  of  new 
Chapters. 

Grand  Chapter  closed  with  the  following  prayer  by  the  First 
Grand  Principal — 

"Almighty  God,  S.  G.  of  the  U.,  we  commend  to  Thy  keeping  our 
Brethren  who  are  serving  in  the  cause  of  Righteousness  and  Liberty, 
and  in  maintaining  the  honour  of  their  King  and  their  Order.  Be  unto 
them  a  tower  of  strength  and  protect  them  in  all  their  perils.  In  the 
miidst  of  toil,  in  suffering,  or  in  captivity,  give  them  endurance  and  con- 
fidence in  Thy  abiding  presence,  and  grant  in  Thine  own  good  time  an 
end  to  their  sufferings,  that  they  may  return  safely  and  victoriously  to 
their  native  land  andi  to  their  Lodge,  if  lit  be  Thy  most  Holy  Will,  and 
Thine  shall  be  the  glory." 

Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  England  and  Wales 

Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Stradbroke,  Grand  Master. 

Rev.  Canon  Frederick  Halsey,  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Major  Sir  Thomas  Lumley-Smith,  Grand  Secretary. 

Quarterly  Communication  held  in  London,  November  30, 
1943,  with  the  Grand  Master  presiding.  Grand  Lodge  was 
opened  in  Ample  Form. 

Nominations  for  office  were  received  at  this  Communica- 
tion. Reports  of  Committees  and  announcement  of  appoint- 
ments followed.    Tribute  was  paid  to  the  Fraternal  Dead. 

Quarterly,  February  29,  1944.  Following  Antient  custom, 
the  Grand  Master  was  re-elected  for  a  further  term.  The  elec- 
tion of  other  officers  followed,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  the 
Grand  Master  announced  his  appointments.  Grand  Lodge  is 
raising  a  fund  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  new  premises.  This 
fund  in  Canadian  dollars  has  reached  the  substantial  amount 
of  some  $700,000.00. 

Quarterly  Communication,  June  6,  1944,  the  Grand  Master 
having  opened  Grand  Lodge  in  Ample  Form,  received  the  re- 
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ports  of  the  various  committees.  This  being  the  meeting  set 
aside  for  the  Installation  of  officers,  the  Grand  Master  and  his 
officers  were  duly  installed  and  invested.  At  the  conclusion  of 
these  ceremonies  Grand  Lodge  closed  in  Ample  Form,  the 
brethren  rising  to  sing  the  National  Anthem. 

In  reviewing  reports  from  the  Mother  Country,  it  is  truly 
amazing  to  find  no  reference  whatsoever  to  the  great  conflict 
which  is  raging  throughout  the  world.  Seldom,  if  ever,  do  we 
find  in  reviewing  United  States  and  Canadian  jurisdictions,  a 
Proceeding  that  fails  to  devote  considerable  space  to  the  war 
and  its  effect  on  Masonry.  Our  English,  Scotch  and  Irish 
Brethren  make  no  reference  to  the  war,  leaving  us  with  the 
thought  that  despite  the  many  handicaps,  due  to  the  war, 
Masonry  in  the  Old  Land  continues  the  even  tenor  of  its  way 
on  the  basis  of  ''Business  as  Usual. " 

FLORIDA

The  Ninety-eighth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Jacksonville, 
May  16th,  1944. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample 
Form  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  followed  by  a  salute 
to  the  flag. 

Visitors  presented  and  received  with  Grand  Honors  included 
a  delegation  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar 
and  the  Grand  Commander  of  Florida. 

From  a  dignified  report  on  Memorials  we  quote  a  beautiful 
thought  practically  expressed : 

"Beyond  the  last  horizon's  rim — 

Beyond  adventure's  farthest  quest; 
Somewhere  they  rise,  serene  and  dim — 
The  happy  hills  of  Rest. 
"Some  evening  when  the  sky  is  gold — 
I'll  follow  day  into  the  west; 
Nor  pause,  nor  heed,  till  I  behold 
The  happy,  happy  hills  of  Rest." 

Thirty-five  Grand  Representatives  answered  the  roll-call. 
We  note  with  regret  the  absence  of  Canada's  Representa- 
tive. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  gives  a  condensed 
report  on  the  year's  work,  yet  finds  space  for  an  inspiring  com- 
mentary on  the  war  and  its  effect. 

We  are  constrained  to  quote  an  excerpt  or  two  from  this 
section  of  the  address: 

"Companions,  it  is  not  the  Will  of  God  that  hatred  and  greed  and 
intolerance  shall  dominate  the  world.  He  calls  upon  us  to  create  that 
brotherhood  of  man  to  which  we  have  given  only  so  much  of  lip-service. 
This  brotherhood  is  His  sublime  objective  for  us.  Outside  of  the  Home 
and  the  House  of  God  there  is  nothing  in  this  world  more  needed  than 
the  Spirit  of  Masonry.  Gentle,  gracious,  and  wise,  its  mission  is  to  form 
mankind  into  a  great  redemption  brotherhood,  and  a  league  of  noble  and 
free  .men  enlisted  in  the  radiant  enterprise  of  working  out  in  time  the 
Love  and  Will  of  the  Eternal." 

"Totalitarian  Governments  constitute  a  reversion  to  dark  and  dismal 
bygone  ages  from  a  governmental  and  social  standpoint.  The  attempt  of 
the  forces  of  dictatorship  to  induce  people  to  sacrifice  completely  their 
liberty  on  the  false  promise  that  they  can  thereby  achieve  security,  con- 
stitutes one  of  the  greatest  dangers  mankind  has  ever  faced.  This  is  why 
the  issues  of  this  war  are  so  profound,  why  everything  depends  upon  our 
winning  it  completely  and  unconditionally." 

Visitations  were  not  numerous  but  apparently  were  most 
enjoyable,  while  dispensations  were  confined  to  a  few  routine 
matters.  Among  the  Grand  High  Priest's  recommendations 
is  one  to  abolish  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest.  A 
further  recommendation  deals  with  the  per  Capita  Tax,  which 
he  thinks  should  be  increased  from  $1.00  per  member  to  $1.25. 
This  recommendation  was  subsequently  rejected. 

After  listing  appointments  the  Grand  High  Priest  closes  a 
fine  address  with  a  few  well-chosen  words  of  thanks  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  for  his  ready  co-operation  and  support. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  indicates  finances  on  a 
sound  basis  and  with  receipts  in  excess  of  disbursements. 

Florida  should  be  real  proud  of  its  achievement  in  the  mat- 
ter of  membership.  The  Grand  Secretary  reports  an  increase 
of  342  members  which  is  quite  in  line  with  general  conditions 
which  indicate  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  most  jurisdictions 
is  definitely  on  the  up-grade. 

Peace  ano)  harmony  prevails  throughout  the  jurisdiction  is 
the  keynote  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances. 
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At  this  juncture  the  Proceedings  record  the  arrival  of  M. 
Wor.  Bro.  Warren  S.  Taylor,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Florida.  He  was  welcomed  and  received  with  the  customary 
Grand  Honors. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  election  of  officers  George  A.  Lambe 
was  declared  and  later  installed  Grand  High  Priest,  the  Grand 
Secretary,  John  B.  Phelps,  continues  in  office. 

At  the  close  of  Grand  Chapter  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood convened. 

Canada's  representative  in  Florida  is  Chester  de  Rocher, 
while  Kenneth  Carrie  is  Florida's  representative  near  our 
Grand  Jurisdiction. 

IDAHO

The  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Convication  held  in  Nampa,  May 
15,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Full  Form  with  prayer  by  the 
Grand  Chaplain,  Bishop  Rhea. 

Owing  to  an  accident,  which  resulted  in  a  broken  leg,  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Way,  the  Grand  Secretary,  was  unavoidably  absent,  his 
place  being  temporarily  occupied  by  Ralph  W.  York.  Twenty- 
six  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  those  duly  author- 
ized to  act  for  them.  Canada's  faithful  representative,  Charles 
Hartung,  being  among  those  present. 

The  Grand  Master,  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Idaho,  was 
formally  introduced  and  fraternally  welcomed. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  makes  interesting 
reading.  After  the  usual  words  of  welcome  and  a  graceful 
tribute  to  those  who  had  passed  beyond  the  Veils,  the  Grand 
High  Priest  enumerated  his  appointments,  visitations  and  dis- 
pensations, all  of  these  being  of  local  interest  only. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Bristol  concludes  a  fine  address  with  words 
of  appreciation  for  the  splendid  efforts  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  other  officers  during  the  year.  He  also  quotes  the  old 
familiar  and  ever  popular  poem,  "The  Bridge  Builder"  of  which 
we  give  the  last  verse — 

"The  laborer  lifted  his  old  gray  head, 
'Good  friend,  in  the  path  I  have  come,'  he  said, 
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'There  followeth  after  me  today, 

A  youth  whose  feet  must  pass  this  way. 

This  chasm  which  has  been  naught  to  me, 

To  that  fair-haired  youth  might  a  pitfall  be. 

He,  too,  must  cross  in  the  twilight  dim, 

Good  friend,  I  am  building  this  bridge  for  hi/m'." 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report,  which  we  have  carefully 
perused,  would  indicate  that  the  fiscal  affairs  of  Grand  Chapter 
are  in  a  comfortable  position  and  well  managed,  receipts  being 
$4,014.00  in  excess  of  expenditures.  Investments  consist  of 
$1,400.00  in  United  States  War  Bonds. 

Grand  Secretary  Way's  report  records  a  very  nice  increase 
in  membership.  He  also  recommends  that  all  monies  in  the 
Charity  Fund  in  excess  of  $500.00  be  transferred  to  the  General 
Fund. 

At  this  juncture  Grand  Chapter  called  off  in  order  to  re- 
ceive a  delegation  from  the  Eastern  Star.  After  tendering  a 
message  of  good-will  baskets  of  beautiful  flowers  were  pre- 
sented to  Grand  Chapter  and  suitably  acknowledged. 

From  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  we  extract 
this  beautiful  thought  poetically  expressed — 

"Then  let  our  sorrows  cease  to  grow, 
God  has  called  His  own, 
And  let  our  hearts  in  every  woe 
Say,  Thy  Will  Be  Done." 

A  very  fine  gesture  was  recorded  by  the  appointment  of 
Grand  Secretary  Way  to  the  rank  of  Honorary  Grand  High 
Priest.  Comp.  Way  has  served  faithfully  and  well  for  twenty  - 
one  years. 

J.  Robert  Walker  takes  up  the  pen  laid  down  by  that  talent- 
ed and  well-beloved  Reviewer,  the  late  Frank  G.  Burroughes. 
His  foreword  carries  some  truly  worth-while  thoughts  and 
clearly  indicates  that  he  is  a  worthy  successor  to  one  whose 
reviews  for  years  have  kept  Idaho  in  the  forefront  of  Capitular 
Correspondence.  We  are  constrained  to  quote  his  concluding 
comments  which  express  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry : 

"Lastly,  I  would  ask  that  (if  you  and  I  have  gained  any  measure  of 
value  from  our  Masonry,  can  we  afford  to  store  away  such  treasures  in 
the  archives  of  our  minds  and  souls?  Can  we  justify  our  own  existence 
and  the  opportunities  that  have  been  ours  except  by  passing  the  torch 
of  Light  and  Service  on  to  the  coming  generation?    What  do  you  think?" 
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Turning  with  avidity  to  his  review  of  Canada,  we  find  gener- 
ous space  devoted  to  our  1943  Convocation.  Note  and  comment 
on  the  various  phases  of  our  meeting  and  liberal  excerpts  from 
our  Grand  Z.'s  address  characterize  his  review  of  our  jurisdic- 
tion. Nothing  seems  to  have  been  overlooked,  not  even  a  most 
friendly  reference  to  our  last  review,  from  which  he  quotes  in 
detail.  Need  we  say  that  we  do  appreciate  his  comments  and 
only  hope  we  may  continue  to  merit  his  good  opinion.  His 
commentary  on  our  Grand  Chapter's  charitable  activities  will 
be  most  acceptable  to  all  members  of  our  Grand  Chapter  who 
are  privileged  to  read  his  review. 

May  we  say  to  Comp.  Walker  that  his  reviews  are  those  of 
a  veteran,  and  we  can  sincerely  say  that  they  measure  well  up 
to  the  lofty  standard  set  by  his  predecessor  in  office. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  Harley  Mathisen  was  in- 
stalled Grand  High  Priest.  Edward  H.  Way  was  accorded  re- 
election as  Grand  Secretary  and  Twin  Falls  selected  as  the  next 
place  of  meeting. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Fred  Porterfield  has  the  honor  to  represent  Idaho  in  Can- 
ada, while  Charles  Hartung  is  our  representative  in  Idaho. 

ILLINOIS

The  Ninety-fourth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Chicago  on 
October  28th,  1943,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Fullenwider  presiding. 

From  a  most  eloquent  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  we 
extract  the  following  comforting  words : 

"Help  us  in  this  time  of  darkness  to  trust  the  Inner  Light  of  Thy 
guidance.  May  we  be  comforted  by  the  fact  that  God  knows  where  He 
is  going  and  is  for  us  the  Way,  the  Truth,  and  the  Life.  May  we  not 
grow  weary  in  well-doing,  nor  doubt  the  ultimate  victory  of  those  who 
work  with  Thee." 

Illinois  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  such  a  large  number 
of  Past  Grand  High  Priests  serving  the  Royal  Craft.  Sixteen 
of  these  veterans  being  in  attendance.  Due  to  illness  and  the 
activity  of  the  Grim  Reaper  we  in  Canada  are  reduced  to  two 
or  three  active  Past  Rulers. 
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Guests  were  many  and  hailed  from  jurisdictions  near  and 
far.  We  note  representation  from  Manitoba,  Indiana,  Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin,  Iowa  and  Georgia,  as  well  as  a  delegation  from 
General  Grand  Chapter.  Other  branches  of  Masonry  included 
the  Knights  Templar,  Grand  Council  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois.  Needless  to  say,  all  were  accorded  a  hearty  welcome 
and  Grand  Honors  befitting  their  rank  and  station  in  Masonry. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  special  reception  was  held  for 
the  Grand  Master,  who  had  been  Treasurer  of  Grand  Chapter 
for  the  past  eighteen  years.  As  a  token  of  appreciation  a  reso- 
lution was  presented  and  unanimously  adopted  conferring  on 
M.  Wor.  Bro.  Pierson  the  Honorary  rank  of  Past  Grand  High 
Priest.    A  nice  gesture  and  a  well-merited  honor. 

Forty-six  Grand  Representatives  answered  the  roll-call  and 
received  a  warm  fraternal  greeting.  We  note  with  pleasure 
that  Comp.  Soady,  who  ably  represents  Canada,  was  among 
those  present. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  an  interesting  and 
apparently  complete  report  on  his  stewardship.  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Fullenwider  has  very  wisely  segregated  details  of  his  dispen- 
sations, inter-state  courtesies  and  visitations — these  appear  in 
an  "Addendum"  to  the  address  proper. 

After  welcoming  those  present  and  paying  tribute  to  the 
Fraternal  Dead  the  Grand  High  Priest  refers  to  the  work  done 
among  the  Constituent  Chapters  through  the  holding  of 
"schools".  In  Canada  we  refer  to  them  as  "Chapters  of  In- 
struction", and  one  is  held  in  each  district  during  the  course  of 
the  year.  We  have  found  the  system  beneficial,  it  has  not  only 
assisted  in  bringing  into  being  a  unformity  in  our  work,  but  it 
has  stirred  up  the  officers  and  created  new  interest.  Pardon 
the  digression  and  let  us  get  on  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Fullen- 
wilder's  address.  We  note  that  the  year  was  somewhat  spotty, 
good  in  some  localities,  poor  in  others,  yet  the  net  loss  in  mem- 
bership appears  to  be  less  than  half  of  that  recorded  a  year 
ago,  so  progress  is  being  made  in  the  right  direction. 

Referring  to  "Fifty-Year  Members"  he  states  that  the 
presentation  of  a  certificate  is  not  sufficient  reward  for  fifty 
years'  service  and  recommends  that  these  veterans  be  granted 
exemption  from  Chapter  dues,  and  that  the  per  capita  tax  be 
remitted.  In  Canada  we  have  both  a  twenty-five  and  a  fifty- 
year  jewel  which  we  present  to  those  qualifying. 
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Under  "More  Light  in  Masonry",  it  is  suggested  that  some 
action  be  taken  to  assist  members  to  become  more  intimately 
acquainted  with  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  Reference  is  made  to 
the  very  fine  magazine  known  as  the  "Royal  Arch  Mason"  and 
sponsored  by  General  Grand  Chapter.  We,  in  our  jurisdiction, 
have  felt  the  need  of  Education  for  some  time  past  and  have 
now  a  splendid  committee  who  are  doing  very  fine  work  in  this 
regard,  both  through  pamphlets  and  personal  contact,  and  we 
want  to  assure  Illinois  that  the  result  is  well  worth  the  cost 
and  effort.    It  pays  handsome  dividends. 

Reprinting  the  ritual  is  referred  to  and  recommendations 
that  contributions  be  made  to  the  Illinois  Masonic  Home  and 
to  the  Orphans'  Home. 

The  address  concludes  with  words  of  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  rendered  by  the  Officers,  Past  and  Present,  and  an 
expression  of  gratitude  for  the  privilege  of  serving  Grand 
Chapter.    A  fine  and  a  very  entertaining  address. 

The  Treasurer's  report  indicates  that  finances  of  Illinois  are 
on  a  sound  basis  with  investments  totalling  to  $94,816.00. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  indicate  that  the  jurisdiction 
has  216  active  chapters  with  a  membership  of  33,357.  During 
the  year  exaltations  and  restorations  totalled  1,297  members, 
but  despite  this  fine  record,  the  roport  shows  a  very  substantial 
loss,  although  this  is  considerably  less  than  last  year. 

From  the  eloquent  report  on  "Obituaries"  we  quote  a  beau- 
tiful thought  poetically  expressed  by  Tennyson: 

"Flower  in  the  crannied  wall, 
I  pluck  you  out  of  the  crannies, 
I  hold  you  here,  root  and  all,  in  my  hand, 
Little  flower — but  if  I  could  understand 
What  you  are,  root  and  all,  and  all  in  all, 
I  should  know  what  God  and  man  is." 

The  Capitular  review  is  from  the  gifted  pen  of  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
E.  R.  Turnbull,  whose  commentary  on  world  conditions  qualifies 
as  an  epic.  Would  that  space  permitted  a  more  lengthy  ex- 
tract. We  content  ourself  with  this  paragraph  taken  from  an 
inspiring  "Foreword". 

"Nineteen  centuries  ago  another  law  was  given  to  men — 'Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  Ancient  prejulices  have  kept  this  from 
being  practised  and  to-day  that  law  is  only  words.     But  words  must  be 
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followed  by  action.  In  this  world-wide  contest  between  the  forces  of  good 
and  evil,  good  will  eventually  prevail,  but  not  without  the  utmost  efforts 
of  all  who  believe  in  the  promise  that  this  world  is  to  be  made  a  fit  abid- 
ing place  for  the  Almighty." 

With  avidity  we  turn  to  Comp.  Turnbull's  review  of  Can- 
ada. Here  we  find  a  complete  summary  of  our  1943  Convoca- 
tion. Nothing  of  importance  seems  to  have  been  overlooked — 
he  gives  generous  space  to  the  report  of  the  Toronto  Welfare 
Committee,  refers  to  our  benevolent  grants  and  mentions  our 
Masonic  Library.  His  kindly  reference  to  our  last  Review  is 
as  music  to  our  ears.  May  we  suggest  that  Comp.  Turnbull 
has  firmly  established  his  reviews  on  a  lofty  plane  which  we 
greatly  admire.  We,  too,  should  like  to  reach  the  heights,  but 
perhaps  we  are  over  ambitious.  Thanks  M.  Ex.  Sir  for  your 
friendly  comments. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  Edward  A.  Kuehmstaedt 
was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High  Priest.  Edward  E.  Core 
continues  in  office  as  Grand  Secretary.  The  Order*  of  High 
Priesthood  convened  on  October  29,  1943,  with  seventy-three 
High  Priests  in  attendance  as  candidates. 

Joseph  J.  Shelley  represents  Illinois  near  our  Grand  Chap- 
ter, while  Fred  W.  Soady  is  our  representative  in  Illinois. 

INDIANA 

E.  B.  Forney,  Grand  High  Priest. 
C.  C.  Thomas,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Ninety-eighth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Indiana- 
polis, October  20,  1943. 

After  prayers  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Forney 
declared  Grand  Chapter  duly  opened. 

Many  distinguished  guests  were  in  attendance,  including 
delegations  from  Wisconsin,  Michigan  and  the  General  Grand 
Chapter.  Also  we  note  strong  representation  from  Grand 
Council,  the  Grand  Commandery  and  in  the  place  of  honor 
Lee  Whitehall,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana 
with  an  array  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers  as  an  escort.  It  is  need- 
less to  say  that  all  received  that  warm  fraternal  greeting  so 
characteristic  of  our  friends  in  Indiana. 

Twenty-three  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  fifty-six  Grand 
Representatives  were  received  at  the  Altar  and  greeted  with 
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the  customary  honors.  We  note  with  pleasure  that  the  ever- 
faithful  William  II.  Baugh  was  present  to  answer  for  Canada. 

The  address  proper  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Forney  is  brief  and  yet 
sufficiently  comprehensive  to  cover  the  year's  activities. 

Opening  with  a  few  words  of  greeting  the  Grand  High 
Priest  refers  briefly  to  the  honor  conferred  upon  him,  and 
speaks  with  feeling  of  the  Fraternal  Dead  of  Indiana,  and  to 
those  distinguished  Craftsmen  of  other  Jurisdictions  who  have 
pessed  beyond  the  Veils. 

Visitations  are  mentioned  but  details  appear  in  an  Addenda 
as  also  do  his  dispensations  and  other  routine  acts,  as  well  as 
copies  of  his  official  correspondence. 

It  is  rather  interesting  to  note  that  Fort  Wayne  Chapter 
forwarded  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  a  certificate  written  in 
French  and  issued  by  a  Chapter  in  Paris,  France.  This  proved 
to  be  either  a  demit  or  a  certificate  of  good  standing  and  sub- 
mitted by  a  Companion  who  desired  to  affiliate  with  Fort 
Wayne  Chapter.  It  was  found  that  the  Paris  Chapter  was  a 
regularly  recognized  Chapter.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Forney  referred 
the  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  who  ruled  that 
the  document  was  not  a  demit  and  therefore  no  authority  could 
be  given  Fort  Wayne  Chapter  to  act  on  the  petition. 

In  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  reference  is  made  to  the 
purchase  of  $10,000.00  worth  of  War  Bonds,  to  which  must  be 
added  $16,000.00  worth  purchased  by  the  Constituent  Chapters 
Who  already  are  holding  $45,000.00  worth  of  these  Government 
Bonds.    Truly  a  wonderful  contribution  to  a  worthy  cause. 

Under  "State  of  the  Order"  Comp.  Forney  reports  that  con- 
ditions are  improving  and  another  substantial  increase  in  mem- 
bership is  predicted. 

The  address  concludes  with  these  words: 

"We  pas  all  np'  life's  pathway  but  onco,  and  no  one  knows  better 
than  the  individual  how  far  he  has  missed  the  mark  he  was  attempting 
to  reach.  But  Time  Marches  On  and  the  future  will  reflect  how  wisely 
we  have  labored." 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  proves  to  be  an  encouraging 
document,  finances  are  apparently  in  good  shape  with  invest- 
ments in  Treasury  Bonds  of  some  $21,000.00. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  an  increase  of  370  members 
for  the  current  year  with  818  Companions  absent  on  active 
service. 
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Following  Indiana's  established  custom  the  members  at- 
tended a  special  dinner  at  which  the  Grand  Chaplain  was  the 
principal  speaker.  His  subject,  "The  Measure  of  a  Man", 
proves  to  be  an  eloquent  and  inspiring  dissertation  on  our  indi- 
vidual responsibilities  which  could  be  read  with  profit  by  every 
Royal  Arch  Mason.  This  wonderful  address  concludes  with  an 
old  favorite  by  Kipling — space  will  not  permit  a  quotation  of 
more  than  the  final  verse: 

"And  only  the  Master  shall  praise  us,  and  only  the  Master  shall  blame; 
And  no  one  shall  work  for  money,  and  no  one  shall  work  for  fame; 
But  each  for  the  joy  of  working,  and  each,  in  his  separate  star, 
Shall  draw  the  Thing  as  he  sees  It  for  the  God  of  Things  as  They  are!" 

From  a  beautiful  "Memorial"  we  quote  a  few  impressive 
lines : 

"It  has  been  written:  'Death  is  a  theme  not  lightly  to  be  broached 
by  those  who  are  subject  to  its  powers'.  These  are  the  unsolved  problems 
of  mortal  life  and  human  destiny:  but  every  true  Mason  lives  in  the 
belief  of  eternal  happiness  in  the  world  to  come,  to  which  he  attains  by 
'Virtuous  conduct  and  unfeigned  piety  to  his  God'." 

_  Under  the  caption  "Lest  We  Forget",  a  glowing  tribute  is 
paid  by  Robert  W.  Sage  to  the  Companions  in  the  armed  forces 
concluding  with  this  uplifting  poetic  thought: 

"I  vow  to  thee  my  country,  all  earthly  things  above, 
Entire  and  whole  and  perfect,  the  service  of  my  love, 
The  love  that  asks  no  question,  the  love  that  stands  the  test, 
That  lays  upon  the  altar  the  dearest  and  the  best; 
The  love  that  never  falter,  the  love  that  pays  the  price, 
The  love  that  makes  undaunted  the  final  sacrifice." 

The  committee  on  Foreign  Relations  presented  a  brief  re- 
port that  stated  that  despite  the  turmoil  and  the  drums  of  war 
—AlFs  well. 

George  Riley  Lee  was  elected  and  installed  as  Grand  High 
Priest.  Charles  C.  Thomas  continues  in  the  office  he  fills  so 
capably  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  H.  Baugh  represents  Canada  in  Indiana, 
while  Indiana's  representative  near  our  jurisdiction  is  John 
Stevenson  of  Stratford,  Ontario.

The  Eighty-ninth  Regular  Convocation  held  in  Cedar 
Rapids,  April  18,  1944. 

Many  honored  guests  were  in  attendance  hailing  from 
Illnois,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota  and  General  Grand 
Chapter.  Knights  Templar,  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters  and 
the  M.  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Lodge  were  also 
introduced  and  received  most  cordially  and  with  full  honors. 

Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  received  and  extended 
a  hearty  welcome.  Thirty-nine  Sister  Jurisdictions  were  repre- 
sented by  their  Grand  Representativs.  We  note  with  regret 
the  absence  of  Comp.  Holler,  who  has  represented  Canada 
for  some  years. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  occupies  some  thirty- 
five  pages  in  the  Proceedings.  It  is  at  once  informative,  and 
while  lengthy,  very  interesting.  It  gives  a  comprehensive  pen- 
picture  of  the  year's  work  with  all  official  acts  and  some  cor- 
respondence set  forth  in  detail. 

Prefaced  by  a  sincere  welcome  to  the  visitors  and  delegates 
he  refers  to  the  Convocation  as  an  occasion  when  the  members 
can  take  inventory  of  themselves.  He  further  said:  "It  is  a 
time  to  look  forward  to  the  task  ahead  and  the  one  place  to 
renew  faith  and  gain  inspiration  and  courage  for  the  years  that 
lie  ahead."  Under  the  caption  of  "Necrology",  he  speaks  with 
sympathy  of  the  death  of  225  Companions  with  a  special  refer- 
ence to  the  lamented  death  of  the  Grand  Chaplain,  Ex.  Comp. 
Thomas  P.  Shaffer.  From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  thoughtful 
comment  on  the  "Condition  of  the  Order",  these  words  are 
impregnated  with  thoughts  that  should  be  uppermost  in  the 
mind  of  every  thinking  Mason. 

"When  you  assume  the  mask  of  Masonry,  participate  in  its  wonder- 
ful fellowship,  listen  to  its  principles,  and  read  its  literature,  you  trans- 
late its  high  ideals  into  daiJy  practice  in  your  life,  you  attune  your  lives 
to  the  martial  strain  of  'Onward  Christian  Soldiers.'  Your  hearts  to  God 
and  lo,  there  is  evolved  a  Mason,  capable  and  anxious  to  assist  his  fel- 
lowmen.  Masonry  with  him  is  no  longer  a  mask,  no  longer  a  veneer, 
but  a  reflection  of  his  soul." 
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The  programme  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Camblin  had  four  objec- 
tives: "Rehabilitation,  Reinstatement,  Attendance,  Unity  and 
Harmony".  A  fund  was  inaugurated  to  assist  returned  men  of 
the  armed  forces  to  rehabilitate  themselves  into  civil  life.  A 
campaign  was  instituted  to  induce  many  suspended  and  demit- 
ted  members  to  return  to  their  Chapter.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
in  one  district  the  result  is  tabulated  as  100%.  This  is  amazing 
and  leaves  with  us  all  the  possibility  of  introducing  similar  ac- 
tivity in  our  Chapters.  Attendance  also  called  for  a  committee 
to  encourage  the  habit  of  regular  attendance  while  Unity  and 
Harmony  need  no  explanatory  note  by  this  correspondent.  This 
laudable  programme  was  apparently  very  successful  and  should 
have  a  stimulating  influence  on  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Iowa. 

Dispensations  were  numerous  and  dealt  with  matters  of 
local  interest  only.  Eight  veteran  craftsmen  received  fifty- 
year  membership  certificates;  "All  honor  to  the  boys  of  the 
Old  Brigade".  Comp.  Camblin  gave  generously  of  his  time 
as  evidenced  by  his  many  visitations  which  appeared  not  only 
enjoyable  but  fruitful  of  the  desired  results. 

This  admirable  address  concludes  with  words  of  commen- 
dation for  those  who  had  assisted  during  the  year  and  to  whom 
the  Grand  High  Priest  unselfishly  credited  any  success  that 
may  have  been  attained. 

According  to  the  Grand  Treasurer's  and  Grand  Secretary's 
reports,  finances  are  on  a  sound  basis  with  a  net  gain  of  200 
members,  the  first  increase  since  1933.  We  extend  our  hearty 
felicitations  on  this  wonderful  advance. 

From  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  Dead  by  the  committee 
on  Necrology,  we  take  this  all-too-true  thought : 

"Like  a  river  flowing  from  its  source  toward  its  point  of  meeting 
with  even  greater  waters  and  at  long  last  to  mingle  with  the  waters  of 
sea  or  ocean,  so  have  our  lives  been  ever  flowing  along  the  river  of 
Human  Years  and  always  toward  that  vast,  endless  and  yet  unknown, 
that  we  call  Eternity." 

While  Comp.  E.  W.  F.  Holler  is  recorded  as  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  correspondence,  we  regret  that  no  report 
appears  in  the  Proceedings.  We  were  rather  hopeful  Iowa 
would  again  return  to  the  fold  this  year.  However,  we  trust 
that  the  day  will  not  be  too  far  distant  when  we  may  again 
number  Comp.  Holler  among  our  active  correspondents. 
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Following  the  election  of  officers  D.  D.  Monlux  was  installed 
as  Grand  High  Priest,  George  E.  Masters  remains  in  office  as 
Grand  Secretary  and  Muscatine  was  selected  as  the  next  place 
of  meeting. 

Canada  is  most  capably  represented  in  Iowa  by  E.  W.  F. 
Holler,  while  B.  F.  Nott,  plays  a  similar  role  near  our  Grand 
Chapter  for  Iowa. 

IRELAND 

R.  Hon.  Sir  J.  Milne  Barbour,  Grand  King.

The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Ireland — stated  convoca- 
tions held  in  Dublin  in  the  months  of  February,  May,  July  and 
November,  1944. 

After  a  lapse  of  a  few  years  we  are  happy  indeed  to  have 
an  opportunity  to  again  review  the  jurisdiction  of  Ireland. 

From  a  written  report  of  the  Grand  King  the  following  is 

of  interest: 

"The  greater  part  of  humanity  under  modern  conditions  is  so  clearly 
related  that  no  part  of  the  world  can  retain  immunity  from  the  disorgan- 
isation and  anxiety  due  to  the  War." 

He  refers  to  the  installation  of  the  Earl  of  Stradbroke  as 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of 
England,  at  which  ceremony  he  was  present  to  represent  Ire- 
land. He  pays  graceful  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead  and  in 
referring  to  messages  received  from  New  Zealand  and  South 
Africa  said — 

"How  greatly  can  friendly  sympathy  enhance  our  joys  or  lighten  the 
burden  of  our  sorrows!" 

A  number  of  appointments  are  mentioned  as  well  as  a  re- 
port on  a  number  of  Chapters  of  Instruction. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Grand  Chapters,  which  are 
similar  to  our  Grand  Superintendent's  reports  are  most  inter- 
esting and  give  a  splendid  picture  of  conditions  throughout 
the  country.  Despite  the  vicissitude  of  war  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  Ireland  carries  on  its  good  work  and  in  the  words 
of  the  Grand  King  "conditions  are  reassuring".  We  quote  a 
line  of  two  from  these  various  reports : 
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"For  those  Companions  who  are  serving  King  and  Country  in  what- 
ever sphere,  again  we  pray  that  the  Supreme  King  of  Heaven  and  Earth 
will  be  their  'strong  tower'  and  bring  ithem  home  victorious  to  their  own 
nearest  and  dearest." 

"The  Quarterly  Convocations  of  the  District  Grand  Chapter  continue 
to  attract  large  attendances,  and,  I  think,  the  interest  and  enthusiasm 
exhibited  at  these  Convocations  furnish  satisfatory  evidence  of  the 
virility  of  the  Order  in  our  area." 

"Credit  must,  however,  be  given  to  a  few  Companions  who  were 
known  to  have  cycled  nearly  twenty  miles  to  attend  some  of  their  Chapter 
meetings." 

As  we  read  this  latter  comment  we  wonder  how  many 
Canadian  Companions  could  develop  sufficient  interest  to  ride 
a  bicycle  20  miles  in  a  black-out  to  attend  a  chapter  meeting. 
Surely  we  have  something  to  learn  in  the  matter  of  our  Masonic 
responsibilities  from  our  companions  of  the  Emerald  Isle. 

As  no  definite  report  of  the  stated  meetings  appear  in  the 
Proceedings  we  must  content  ourself  with  this  somewhat  ab- 
breviated review,  nevertheless,  as  already  stated,  it  has  been 
a  great  privilege  to  again  hear  from  Ireland. 

Canada  is  well  represented  in  Ireland  by  H.  C.  Shellard,  the 
Grand  Registrar,  while  R.  W.  McFadden  has  the  honor  to  hold 
the  commission  of  Ireland  near  our  Grand  Chapter. 

KANSAS

The  Seventy-ninth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Topeka, 
February  14,  1944. 

After  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Chapter  was 
opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Numbers. 

Grand  Representatives  were  presented  and  cordially  wel- 
comed by  the  Grand  High  Priest.  Fourteen  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  were  also  received  and  extended  the  usual  courtesies. 

The  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Council  of  Nebraska,  who  also 
was  representing  the  Grand  Chapter  of  that  state,  was  intro- 
duced and  fittingly  received.  The  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  Kansas  and  the  M.  Wor.  the  Grand  Master  of  Grand 
Lodge  were  also  among  the  distinguished  guests  present. 

The  Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  while  some- 
what lengthy  nevertheless  contains  a  complete  summary  of 
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the  year's  work  and  proves  most  interesting.    From  his  open- 
ing remarks  these  pertinent  comments  are  worthy  of  note. 

"Never  in  the  History  of  Mankind  has  civilization  suffered  such  a 
catastrophe  as  the  present  world  war.  Death  and  destruction  are  being 
employed  to-day  on  a  more  colossal  scale  than  ever  before  in  the  history 
of  the  world." 

"Dictators  and  Free  Masons  cannot  exist  peaceably  in  the  same 
world.  The  one  means  slavery  for  the  individual,  the  other  means  free 
men  and  that  each  individual  has  the  right  to  develop  his  highest  powers, 
mentally  and  spiritually." 

"As  Masons  and  as  good  citizens,  we  must  widen  our  horizons  and 
be  ready  to  help  win  the  war  and  furnish  leaders  to  direct  and  advise 
in  this  great  rehabilitation  and  reconstruction  period." 

"Unfortunately  in  the  process  of  winning  a  war,  especially  a  totali- 
tarian war,  democracies  inevitably  adopt  dictator  methods.  When  war 
is  declared,  conscription  begins,  freedom  of  speech  and  press  is  limited 
and  regimentation  takes  possession.  It  is  the  only  way.  We  accept  that 
fact,  but  we  must  be  very  careful  to  see  that  such  philosophies  do  not 
carry  over  into  peace  time." 

This  section  concludes  with  a  verse  from  Emerson's  "A 
Nation  Builder" — 

"Not  gold,  but  only  men  can  make 
A  people  great  and  strong — 
Men  who,  for  truth  and  honor's  sake, 
Stand  fast  and  suffer  long. 
"Brave  men,  who  work  while  others  sleep, 
Who  dare  while  others  fly — 
They  build  a  nation's  pillars  deep 
And  lift  them  to  the  sky." 

Under  Necrology  the  Grand  High  Priest  refers  feelingly 
to  the  loss  through  death,  with  special  tributes  to  the  memory 
of  John  W.  Neilson  and  Ellis  Fink,  Past  Grand  High  Priests. 

Appointments,  dispensations  and  other  routine  matters  re- 
ceive full  coverage,  as  also  does  the  many  visitations,  all  of 
which  are  carefully  reported. 

In  referring  to  Conditions  of  the  Order  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Num- 
bers says,  "Our  strength  is  in  the  fine  quality  of  our  member- 
ship as  much  as  in  numbers",  to  which  we  add  "How  True." 
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In  commenting  upon  the  splendid  team  work  of  his  officers, 
he  quotes  the  following  from  Kipling: 

"It  ain't  the  individuals 
Nor  the  army  as  a  whole, 
But  the  everlastin'  team  work 
Of  every  bloomin'  soul." 

Comp.  Numbers  closes  a  truly  magnificent  address  with  the 
words  of  Edgar  Guest — 

"How  fine  it  is  to  close  the  book 
Of  records  for  the  day,  and  look 
Once  more  along  the  travelled  mile, 
And  find  thai  all  has  been  worth  while." 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  Report  indicates  finances  in  splen- 
did condition  with  some  $11,500.00  in  invested  funds,  and  re- 
ceipts well  in  excess  of  expenditures. 

Luther  A.  Merker  presented  a  beautifully  worded  report  on 
Necrology  from  which  this  brief  extract — 

"Thus  can  we  reverse  the  memory  of  our  Companions  of  other  years. 
Remembering  that  as  the  sun  sinks  in  its  low  and  western  home  of  night, 
bringing  darkness,  just  so  sure  does  it  rise  again  in  the  east  in  a  blaze 
of  glory,  bringing  the  new  day ;  so  death  must  precede  our  new  birth  in 
Christ." 

While  we  note  that  a  committee  on  correspondence  was 
appointed  we  regret  to  find  no  report  on  this  important  phase 
of  our  work. 

Frank  M.  Yoeman  was  elected  and  duly  installed  as  Grand 
High  Priest.  As  to  be  expected  Elmer  F.  Strain  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary. 

Following  the  close  of  Grand  Chapter,  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood  convened  in  Annual  Convention. 

Kansas  is  represented  in  Canada  by  A.  G.  Goering  of  Ham- 
ilton. Royal  H.  Clossen  is  our  accredited  representative  in 
Kansas. 

KENTUCKY 

Chester  D.  Adams,  Grand  High  Priest. 

Ray  G.  Tipton,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Louisville,  October  19th  and  20th,  1943. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Adams,  the  invocation  being  delivered  by  the  Grand  Chaplain, 
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Rev.  J.  W.  Mulder.  From  the  most  eloquent  and  uplifting 
prayer  of  Comp.  Mulder  we  quote  a  paragraph,  the  beauty  of 
which,  both  in  words  and  thought,  finds  a  responsive  chord  in 
our  hearts. 

"0  God,  wouldst  fold  both  heaven  and  earth  in  a  single  peace;  let 
the  design  of  Thy  great  love  lighten  upon  the  waste  of  our  wraths  and 
sorrows;  and  give  peace  among  nations,  peace  in  our  dwellings  and  peace 
in  our  hearts." 

After  the  color  party  had  deposited  the  United  States  flag 
Grand  Chapter  rose  and  sang  "America". 

Eighteen  of  the  Past  Rulers  of  Grand  Chapter  gave  proof 
of  their  continued  interest  by  their  attendance. 

Distinguished  guests  included  the  Grand  Master  of  Grand 
Lodge,  Grand  Commander  Knights  Templar,  and  the  Grand 
Master  of  Grand  Council  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  all  of  whom 
were  cordially  received  and  accorded  fitting  honors. 

The  inspiring  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Adams  is  beautifully 
worded  and  carries  a  worth-while  message. 

After  thanking  his  Companions  for  the  honor  he  had  en- 
joyed and  making  a  brief  reference  to  the  war,  the  Grand  High 
Priest  pays  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  closing  with  this 
all-too-true  thought: 
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"Life's  sands  are  softly  falling, 
Death's  foot  is  light  as  snow: 
Tis  fearful,   'tis  appalling 
To  see  how  swift  they  flow." 

Visitations  and  dispensations  are  fully  covered  both  being 
extremely  limited.  Three  Chapters  surrendered  their  Char- 
ters. Reference  is  also  made  to  his  visit  to  the  Old  Mason's 
Home,  and  the  Widow's  and  Orphan's  Home,  both  these  insti- 
tutions carrying  on  a  meritorious  work  on  behalf  of  the  Craft. 
Comp.  Adams  informed  Grand  Chapter  that  he  had  purchased 
War  Bonds  with  the  expense  money  allowed  him  and  made 
these  payable  to  the  Old  Mason's  Home.  Truly  a  Masonic  and 
extremely  generous  act. 

The  concluding  remarks  of  the  Grand  High  Priest's  vale- 
dictory are  impregnated  with  lofty  thoughts  eloquently  ex- 
pressed.   Space  forbids  more  than  a  brief  extract — 

"Each  Royal  Arch  Mason  is  erecting  a  spiritual  temple  and  this 
temple  will  either  be  completed  and  stand  in  strength  and  beauty  or  it 
will  fall  from  inherent  weakness  and  faulty  workmanship." 
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"Democracy  is  the  only  Philosophy  of  government  that  recognizes 
both  the  place  upon  which  we  stand  and  that  on  which  the  other  man 
stands  as  holy  ground.  It,  like  Masonry,  pulls  down  no  man's  altar, 
destroys  no  man's  temple  and  desecrates  no  man's  shrine." 

"The  spirit  of  democracy  and  of.  Masonry  unite  in  saying: 

" What's  hallowed  ground?     Tis  what  gives  birth 
To  sacred  thoughts  in  souls  of  worth; 
Peace,  independence,  truth  go  forth  earth's  compass  'round 
And  your  priesthood  shall  make  earth  all  hallowed  ground." 

Thus  concludes  a  brilliant  dissertation  on  a  timely  subject. 

From  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report  we  gather  that  finances 
of  Grand  Chapter  are  in  a  comfortable  state  with  solidly  held 
investments  of  $52,000.00. 

Grand  Secretary  Tipton  presented  a  comprehensive  report 
covering  administration  affairs,  the  most  encouraging  feature 
being  the  announcement  of  a  substantial  gain  in  membership. 

Prefaced  by  his  portrait,  P.  G.  H.  P.,  Allen  C.  Terhune, 
presents  his  first  review.  He  follows  in  the  footsteps  of  one 
who  endeared  himself  to  his  fellow  correspondents  by  his 
friendly  manner  and  courteous  treatment,  and  whose  passing 
was  a  great  loss  to  the  Companions  of  the  Round  Table.  After 
perusing  Comp.  Terhune's  first  effort  we  should  say  that  he 
is  a  worthy  successor  to  Comp.  Cochran,  and  we  are  sure  will 
ably  uphold  the  best  traditions  of  the  past. 

Our  interest  naturally  being  centered  on  his  reference  to 
Canada,  we  turn  with  avidity  to  this  section  of  his  review. 
Here  we  find  our  1943  Convocation  generously  covered  with 
comment  on  the  work  of  the  Toronto  Welfare  Committee  and 
a  graceful  reference  to  the  loss  we  sustained  through  the  death 
of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  John  Empey.  May  we  say  that  his  commen- 
tary on  our  last  review  is  most  friendly  and  we  should  indeed 
be  derelict  in  our  duty  were  we  to  fail  to  express  our  keen  ap- 
preciation of  his  all-too-kind  remarks.  Just  here  we  should 
like  to  say  that  Comp.  Terhune's  reviews  are  interesting,  illu- 
minative and  instructive. 

Officers  were  elected  and  installed  for  the  ensuing  year. 
A.  E.  Orton  assuming  the  chair  as  Grand  High  Priest,  while 
the  Grand  Secretary,  Ray  G.  Tipton,  continues  in  the  office  he 
so  efficiently  fills.     Just  here  we  should  like  to  say  that  the 
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new  Grand  High  Priest,  according  to  the  published  record  of  his 
Masonic  activities,  is  one  who  brings  to  the  office  of  Grand 
High  Priest  a  wealth  of  experience.  He  is  a  Past  Grand  Master 
of  Grand  Lodge  and  has  occupied  the  highest  offices  in  the 
various  branches  of  Masonry. 

A.  Gordon  Sulser  is  Canada's  representative  in  Kentucky, 
while  Rev.  A.  S.  H.  Cree  represents  Kentucky  near  our  Grand 
Chapter. 

LOUISIANA 

W.  A.  McLees,  Grand  High  Priest. 

L.  W.  Harris,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Ninety-seventh  Annual  Convocation  held  in  New  Or- 
leans, February  15,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  duly  opened  the  Chaplain  led 
in  prayer,  after  which  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag 
completed  the  opening  exercises. 

Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  attendance,  while 
forty-seven  Sister  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  Grand 
Representatives.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Armstrong  responding  for 
Canada. 

Among  the  honored  guests  we  note  the  Grand  Commander, 
Knights  Templar,  and  the  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Council. 
After  a  fitting  reception  to  these  distinguished  Companions 
Grand  Chapter  then  received  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ray  V.  Denslow, 
General  Grand  High  Priest,  who  was  received  with  the  custom- 
ary Grand  Honors. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  proves  to  be  a  resume 
of  the  year's  work  and  a  perusal  of  this  report  indicates  that 
Comp.  McLees  has  been  most  active  and  has  omitted  nothing 
of  import. 

In  a  few  well-chosen  words  he  extended  a  greeting  to  all 
present,  referred  sympathetically  to  the  deaths  of  the  Senior 
Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Edward  Everett,  and  to  District  De- 
puty Grand  High  Priest,  E.  E.  Lenahan.  He  also  made  refer- 
ence to  the  losses  sustained  by  the  passing  of  many  distin- 
guished Craftsmen  in  other  Jurisdictions,  including  our  own 
late  lamented  M.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  Y.  Mills. 

Visitations  were  quite  numerous  and  are  all  fully  covered 
in  the  address  as  are  also  his  appointments  and  dispensations. 
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The  only  request  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  refused  was  one 
to  secure  permission  to  receive  and  act  on  a  petition  from  a 
member  of  the  armed  forces  whose  time  was  limited  owing  to 
having  to  join  his  unit.  Apparently  the  constitution  of  Louisi- 
ana does  not  give  the  Grand  High  Priest  authority  to  over-ride 
constitutional  requirements  in  a  case  of  this  kind.  In  Canada 
due  to  war  conditions  our  Grand  Z.  is  impowered  to  use  his  own 
judgment  in  matters  of  such  urgency. 

Under  recommendations  M.  Ex.  Comp.  McLees  asks  that 
consideration  be  given  to  District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests 
in  the  matter  of  expense.  In  our  Jurisdiction  each  Chapter  is 
assessed  a  definite  amount  based  on  membership  to  provide  an 
expense  fund  for  the  District  Superintendent.  We  merely 
mention  this  in  passing  as  it  may  be  of  interest. 

The  address  concludes  with  words  of  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  rendered  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Treasurer. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  indicates  that  financial 
conditions  are  on  a  comfortable  basis  with  investments  of  a 
sound  character. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  indicates  the  upward  trend 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  With  a  loss  of  115  in  1940,  a  further 
loss  of  36  in  1941 ;  conditions  altered  in  1942  as  a  gain  of  65 
was  recorded,  while  in  1943  the  very  substantial  gain  of  450 
well  establishes  the  fact  that  Louisiana  is  definitely  on  the  up- 
grade.   Heartiest  congratulations  on  a  splendid  record. 

The  report  of  Necrology  is  beautifully  worded  and  we  quote 
one  of  the  poetic  gems : 

"Ah,  so  to  live  that  every  hour, 
Shall  die  as  dies  the  natural  flower, 
A  self  reviving  thing  of  Power, 
Ah,  so  to  live,  that  looking  back, 
We  see  a  sunny  flowery  track, 
Made  so  by  years,  how  Sweet  to  tell, 
We  have  lived  TWICE  by  living  WELL." 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Wolf,  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  with  an  escort  of  Grand  Lodge 
officers  was  received  and  extended  a  warm  fraternal  greeting. 
We  are  always  interested  in  the  attendance  of  the  rulers  of 
Grand  Lodge,  it  indicates  the  close  relationship  between  the 
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two  Grand  Bodies,  which  together,  after  all,  represent  all  that 
there  is  to  Ancient  Free  Masonry. 

The  Fraternal  Review  is  again  from  the  versatile  pen  of 
the  Grand  Secretary,  Lee  W.  Harris,  and  as  last  year  proves  a 
most  interesting  summary  of  conditions  in  the  realm  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry.  Prefaced  by  a  statistical  record  of  member- 
ship, losses,  gains  and  reference  to  the  absence  or  attendance 
of  Grand  Representatives,  this  record  gives  a  clear,  concise 
picture  of  the  World  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

With  interest  we  turn  to  Comp.  Harris's  review  of  Canada, 
and  just  here,  we  may  say  that  there  is  but  one  jurisdiction 
in  this  country  known  as  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada.  We 
note  that  New  Brunswick  is  shown  as  Canada  (Eastern) ,  while 
each  Province  in  Canada  has  its  own  Grand  Chapter — the 
Mother  Grand  Chapter  in  this  country  is  the  original  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada,  whose  territory  is  the  Province  of  Ontario 
and  the  Yukon.  Pardon  the  digression,  but,  we  are  somewhat 
jealous  of  our  rights  in  this  regard.  Our  Jurisdiction  is  fully 
covered  in  Comp.  Harris's  review  with  an  extract  from  our 
Grand  Z.'s  address,  together  with  facts  and  figures  which  tell 
the  story  of  our  1943  Convocation.  May  we  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  congratulating  Comp.  Harris  on  a  fine  review,  and 
at  the  same  time,  convey  a  deep  appreciation  of  his  friendly 
reference  to  our  last  review. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  G.  C.  Woods  was  installed 
as  Grand  High  Priest,  while,  of  course,  Lee  W.  Harris  con- 
tinues as  Grand  Secretary.  Next  Convocation,  New  Orleans, 
February  13,  1945. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter.  We  note  with  interest  that  Lee  W.  Harris  is 
Recorder. 

Canada  is  well  and  faithfully  represented  in  Louisiana  by 
John  W.  Armstrong,  while  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Seager  of 
London,  holds  the  Commission  of  Louisiana  in  Canada. 

MAINE 

John  M.  Littlefield,  Grand  High  Priest. 
Convers  E.  Leach,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Nineteenth  Annual  Convocation  held 
in  Portland,  May  2,  1944. 
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Grand  Chapter  opened  in  Ample  Form,  followed  by  prayer 
by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

Distinguished  guests  included  representatives  from  the 
Grand  Chapters  of  Rhode  Island,  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut, 
Vermont,  Illinois  and  Quebec,  all  being  accorded  honors  due 
their  rank  in  Masonry. 

Thirty-six  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  their  Grand 
Representatives,  Comp.  Faas  answering  the  roll-call  for 
Canada. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Littlefield,  while  brief,  covers 
the  year's  work  with  a  clarity  that  makes  it  at  once  interest- 
ing and  instructive. 

From  his  opening  remarks  the  following  is  worthy  of  men- 
tion:— 

"We  can  view  with  pleasure  our  numerical  gain  this  year.  Due  to 
economic  conditions,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  war  has  emphasized  the 
value  of  fraternal  brotherhood,  there  has  been  an  increased  interest  in 
Masonry." 

We  also  believe  this  Masonic  homily  should  be  taken  to 
heart  not  only  in  Maine  but  elsewhere  throughout  the  realm 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

"The  further  success  of  Capitular  Masonry  depends  largely  upon  our 
leadership  and  the  support  given  by  the  Companions.  We  must  have, 
not  only  the  urge  to  work,  but  we  must  be  capable  of  living  daily  lives 
that  will  exemplify  the  teachings  of  Masonry,  so  that  the  world  will 
recognize  the  value  of  Freemasonry." 

He  pays  respectful  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  using  this 
poetic  thought: 

"There  must  be  something  after  death 

Behind  the  toil  of  man; 
There  must  exist  a  God  Divine 

Who's  working  out  a  plan, 
And  this  brief  journey  that  we  know 

As  life,  must  really  be 
The  gateway  to  a  finer  world, 

That  some  day  we  shall  see." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  the  appointment  of 
Frederick  C.  Lounder  as  Grand  Lecturer,  which  appointment 
was  made  necessary  through  the  lamented  death  of  Charles  E. 
Tuttle,  P.H.P.,  who  has  occupied  the  office  for  some  years. 
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Referring  to  the  plan  of  General  Grand  Chapter  to  assist  in 
rehabilitation  work  for  the  Chapters  of  Shanghai  and  the 
Philippines,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Littlefield  recommended  that  Maine 
should  contribute  to  the  fund  to  the  extent  of  ten  cents  per 
member. 

Speaking  of  the  need  for  close  co-operation  between  the 
Craft  Lodge  and  Chapter  the  Grand  High  Priest  mentioned  a 
pamphlet  entitled,  'The  Fourth  Step",  which  was  available  for 
distribution  to  Craft  Masons.  This  reviewer  would  appreciate 
a  copy  of  the  pamphlet  should  this  request  catch  the  eye  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  or  the  Fraternal  Correspondent,  thanks  in 
advance. 

The  address  concludes  with  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  officers 
of  Grand  Chapter  for  valuable  and  loyal  support. 

The  report  of  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  indicates  that 
this  worthy  official  made  many  visitations  some  of  which  were 
by  motor  over  icy  and  hazardous  roads.  He  reports  a  most 
encouraging  improvement  in  the  financial  condition  of  many 
Chapters,  with  a  gratifying  reduction  in  outstanding  dues  and 
a  rapidly  spreading  interest  in  the  work. 

The  financial  state  of  Grand  Chapter  appears  very  sound 
with  receipts  in  excess  of  expenses,  investments  of  $52,382.00 
and  a  charity  fund  of  $6,314.00. 

Grand  Secretary  Leach  records  a  fine  increase  in  member- 
ship, which  we  suggest  is  in  line  with  the  Masonic  revival  which 
is  so  apparent  in  many  jurisdictions.  Congratulations  on  a 
splendid  year. 

John  C.  Arnold  presented  a  beautifully  worded  report  for 
the  Committee  on  Memorials,  from  which  we  are  constrained 
to  extract  this  verse : 

"Forget  thy  sorrow,  heart  of  mine; 

Though  shadows  fall  and  fade  the  leaf, 
Somewhere  in  joy,  though  'tis  thine; 
The  power  that  sent  can  heal  thy  grief." 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  gifted  pen  of 
Henry  R.  Gillis,  whose  foreword  furnished  a  very  complete 
picture  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  within  the  jurisdictons  re- 
viewed. 

Turning  to  his  review  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  we 
find  a  very  complete  coverage  of  our  1943  Convocation.    Comp. 
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Gillis  makes  reference  to  our  guests  and  their  reception,  and 
notes  that  Maine's  Grand  Representative  failed  to  answer  the 
roll-call.  He  liberally  deals  with  the  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Stephens,  refers  to  the  work  of  the  Toronto  Welfare  Commit- 
tee, and  to  the  various  reports  submitted,  he  even  finds  space 
for  a  graceful  comment  on  our  last  review,  which  he  terms, 
interesting,  instructive  and  masterly,  for  all  of  which  we  tender 
thanks  and  appreciation.  May  we  say,  Comp.  Gillis,  reviewing 
Maine  is  one  of  our  pleasures  and  we  take  the  opportunity  of 
congratulating  you  upon  a  splendid  survey  of  the  jurisdictions 
covered  in  your  review. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  Roger  L.  Higgins  was 
declared  and  subsequently  installed  as  Grand  High  Priest,  while 
the  efficient  Con  vers  E.  Leach  continues  as  Grand  Secretary. 
The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of  Grand 
Chapter. 

Maine  is  represented  near  our  Grand  Chapter  by  E.  A. 
Cook,  while  John  G.  Faas  is  our  representative  in  Maine. 

MANITOBA 

Cecil  J.  Hutchings,  Grand  Z.

The  Twenty-first  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Winnipeg, 
February  9th,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  opened  in  Ample  Form,  the  Grand  Z.  pre- 
siding. 

Canadian  visitors  included  a  delegation  from  Saskatchewan, 
the  Grand  Z.  of  Alberta,  and  our  own  M.  Ex.  Comp.  L.  F. 
Stephens  representing  the  Mother  Grand  Chapter.  Guests 
from  the  United  States  hailed  from  North  Dakota,  South  Da- 
kota, Minnesota,  Illinois  and  Wisconsin,  following  which  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  was  received 
with  honors  befitting  his  rank.  All  present  joined  in  singing 
"God  Save  the  King"  and  "My  Country  'tis  of  Thee",  after 
which  Canon  Goodeve  invoked  a  blessing  on  the  Convocation. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Hutchings  was,  as  to  be  ex- 
pected, from  such  a  talented  craftsman,  well  written,  interest- 
ing and  complete.  Opening  with  a  brief  reference  to  war-time 
conditions  he  pays  graceful  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead, 
ending  this  section  with  Alice  Rowan  Gray's  beautiful  poem, 
the  last  verse  of  which  we  quote : 
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"Homeward  when  life's  day  is  done, 
Homeward  when  our  course  is  run, 
Where  no  tear  shall  ever  fall, 
Nor  night-shadows  dim  the  wall, 
We  shall  rest  at  eventide 
On  that  mystic  'Other  Side'." 

Chapter  visitations  are  fully  recorded  and  from  these  re- 
ports it  would  appear  that  there  is  no  lack  of  interest  or  enthu- 
siasm in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Manitoba.  Under  visits  to  other 
Grand  Jurisdictions  generous  space  is  devoted  to  his  sojourn 
in  Toronto  attending  our  April  Convocation.  May  we  say  that 
we  were  delighted  to  have  him  with  us  and  trust  his  visit  may 
be  but  the  forerunner  of  many  such  in  the  days  to  come. 

Installations,  Dispensations  and  Appointments  are  all  fully 
set  forth  in  the  address,  giving  a  complete  picture  of  the  year's 
activities. 

Reference  is  made  to  our  Educational  Committee's  work, 
and  Comp.  Hutchings  states,  that  a  quantity  of  our  pamphlet 
entitled,  "A  Master  Mason's  Knowledge  is  not  complete  without 
the  Royal  Arch  Degree",  were  received  and  distributed  to  ad- 
vantage. 

We  quote  a  line  or  two  from  his  commentary  on  World  Con- 
ditions : 

"  'What  is  to  be  the  outcome  of  peace?'  There  are  two  ways  in  which 
we  may  face  this  question  as  there  are  two  ways  in  which  we  have  faced 
all  questions  in  the  past — with  indifference  or  with  a  sense  of  our  high 
responsibilities.  The  attitude  of  indifference  which  was  so  common  in  the 
pre-war  world  nearly  cost  us  the  loss  of  everything  that  we  have  learned 
to  hold  dear.  The  spirit  of  service  throughout  our  country  has  perhaps 
never  been  at  a  higher  level,  but  we  must  now  begin  to  make  plans  to 
ensure  that  this  spirit  continues  after  the  war  has  been  won." 

The  Grand  Z.  concludes  an  estimable  address  with  words  of 
commendation  for  his  officers  and  thanks  for  the  honor  he  has 
enjoyed. 

The  Treasurer's  report  indicates  almost,  but  not  quite,  a 
balanced  budget.  Investments  appear  sound  and  we  should 
say  that  fiscal  affairs  appear  to  be  on  a  comfortable  basis. 

A  net  gain  in  membership  is  recorded  which  should  prove 
encouraging  especially  after  reading  the  reports  of  the  Grand 
Superintendents,  all  of  which  contain  informative  matter  that 
clearly  indicates  "All's  Well"  in  Manitoba. 
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The  report  on  the  "Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry"  fur- 
nished a  clear,  concise  picture  of  the  jurisdiction,  and  although 
brief,  is  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  acquaint  the  reader  with 
details  of  the  jurisdiction  that  is  most  enlightening. 

From  a  most  eloquent  report  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Brownell  on 
the  Fraternal  Dead  we  are  constrained  to  quote  these  lines : 

"As  surely  as  the  trailing  gleams  of  departing  rays  of  an  evening, 
seems  to  translate  us  to  a  morrow,  reminding  us  of  a  ruddy  morning  of 
youth ;  as  surely  as  the  strain  of  melody  passing  into  time,  seems  to  create 
an  age  to  be  forgotten,  and  the  many  influences  of  Nature  to  survive 
during  the  terms  of  our  lives  here,  so  surely  our  friends,  as  we  cherish 
them  in  our  minds,  shall  forever  be  our  friends,  and  reflect  to  us  a  ray 
and  gleam  of  that  Hereafter,  andj  the  passing  of  time  shall  serve  to 
'Foster  and  adorn  and  consecrate  our  friendship,  no  less  in  the  ruins 
of  temples'." 

Thirty-eight  Grand  Representatives  answered  the  roll-call 
— our  Jurisdiction  being  worthily  represented  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Brownell. 

The  report  on  the  Grand  First  Principal's  address  pays 
merited  tribute  to  the  Grand  Z.,  and  we  should  like  to  take 
an  excerpt  or  two  from  this  splendid  report: 

"No  single  factor  has  been  more  effective  than  Freemasonry,  in  ex- 
tending friendships  between  man  and  man,  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
and  thereby  effacing  the  tragedy  that  we  do  not  know  our  fellow  mien." 

"Such  friendships  are  the  only  sure  guarantee  against  the  suspicion 
and  misunderstanding  and  selfishness  that  has  all  but  wrecked  this  old 
world  of  ours." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Frank  E.  Simmons  brought  greetings  from 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  U.S.A. 

Honorary  Life  Memberships  were  conferred  upon  a  number 
of  distinguished  Craftsmen  from  North  Dakota,  Saskatche- 
wan, South  Dakota  and  Wisconsin. 

The  report  of  the  Fraternal  Correspondent,  B.  S.  Bailey,  is 
a  carefully  worded  review  of  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions. 
It  would  appear  that  Comp.  Bailey  has  read  and  studied  the 
Proceedings  of  Sister  Jurisdictions  to  an  extent  that  qualifies 
him  to  report  a  general  improvement  in  conditions.  Nothing 
seems  to  have  been  overlooked  and  his  review  is  most  readable. 
May  we  tender  our  hearty  congratulations. 
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Following  the  election  of  officers  J.  V.  Dellabough  was  in- 
stalled as  Grand  Z.,  with  T.  Sellar  Cook  continuing  in  the  office 
of  Grand  Scribe  E. 

Our  Representative  in  Manitoba  is  M.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  W. 
Brownell,  while  R.  H.  Reid  of  Woodstock,  keeps  a  friendly  eye 
on  Manitoba's  interest  in  our  Jurisdiction. 

MARYLAND 

Howrard  R.  Mass,  Grand  High  Priest. 

Charles  H.  Weldon,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Forty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  was 
held  in  Baltimore,  on  December  14th,  1943.  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Mass  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Full  Form,  after  which  the 
Grand  Chaplain  led  in  prayer.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
thirteen  Past  Rulers  of  Maryland  were  present. 

As  to  be  expected  many  distinguished  guests  were  present 
to  partake  of  the  wTell-known  hospitality  of  our  friends  in  Mary- 
land. Delegations  were  present  from  Pennsylvania,  Connecti- 
cut, Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Delaware,  New  Jersey  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.  Other  branches  of  Masonry  included 
Grand  Council,  Grand  Commandery,  The  Scottish  Rite  and  M. 
W.  Bro.  H.  L.  Robinson,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Maryland.  These  honored  visitors  were  fittingly  received  as 
was  also  Ray  V.  Denslow,  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter;  Grand  Representatives  of  forty  juris- 
dictions were  received  and  heartily  welcomed. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Mass  contains  full  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  year's  activities.  He  extended  a  sincere 
welcome  to  the  delegates  and  visitors,  referred  briefly  to  con- 
ditions due  to  the  war  and  paid  graceful  tribute  to  the  Fra- 
ternal Dead.  Dispensations  were  purely  routine,  dealing  most- 
ly with  requests  for  change  of  date  or  emergency  elections. 

In  reading  of  the  Grand  High  Priest's  many  visitations, 
both  within  and  beyond  the  boundaries  of  his  own  jurisdiction, 
one  marvels  at  the  time  he  devoted  to  these  visits  all  of  which 
speaks  well  for  the  splendid  leadership  he  has  shown. 

After  paying  glowing  tribute  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
other  officers  Comp.  Mass  referred  in  encouraging  terms  to  the 
betterment  in  general  conditions  in  the  jurisdiction  and  closes 
with  these  words: 
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"The  Masonic  "Fraternity  has  always  stood  for  the  best  in  good 
government,  for  the  best  in  our  home  life  and  for  the  purest  of  morality. 
We  have  inherited  these  things,  we  should,  in  turn,  strive  our  utmost  to 
preserve  them  for  our  successors,  so  that,  when  called  to  lay  aside  our 
working  tools,  we  may  indeed  be  qualified  to  receive  the  wages  of  faithful 
craftsmen/1 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicates  finances  in  splendid 
condition  with  sound  investments  and  a  balanced  budget. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  indeed  encouraging.  Mary- 
land has  taken  a  place  in  the  rapidly-expanding  circle  of  Grand 
Chapters  which  record  a  substantial  increase  in  membership. 
May  we  tender  hearty  congratulations. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  "Doings  of  Grand  Officers", 
carries  well-merited  praise  for  the  splendid  manner  in  which 
the  Grand  High  Priest  discharged  his  duties.  In  commenting 
on  his  dispensations,  reference  is  made  to  the  granting  of  per- 
mission to  hold  "regular"  meetings  on  other  than  the  regular 
night.  We  are  inclined  to  agree  with  this  comment  and  feel 
that  such  convocation  should  be  considered  "Special",  rather 
than  "Regular".  This,  of  course,  is  merely  an  outsider's  view- 
point. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  furnish  some  interest- 
ing figures  with  respect  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  Ohio  led 
with  1,537  exaltations,  while  thirty-two  Grand  Chapters  re- 
ported an  increase  in  exaltations  over  the  previous  year.  In 
the  opinion  of  the  committee  we  are  on  an  upward  trend  with 
all  signs  pointing  to  further  progress  this  year.  To  all  of  which 
this  correspondent  is  in  accord.  In  his  "Foreword"  D.  Ross 
Vansant,  Jr.,  who  writes  the  reviews,  deals  in  a  practical  man- 
ner with  the  war  and  pertinently  asks,  "Will  the  end  of  this 
war  mean  a  lasting  peace?"  His  observations  on  the  last  war 
and  the  mistakes  made  at  that  time  are  to  the  point,  especially 
as  to  the  reduction  of  armed  forces  and  naval  strength  and  to 
the  speed  with  which  those  who  made  such  tremendous  sacri- 
fices were  forgotten.  This  all  leads  to  his  closing  paragraph 
which  we  quote  and  to  which  we  add  a  fervent  Amen: 

"So  let  us  pray  that  the  first  mistake  will  serve  as  a  lesson  to  those 
who  guide  the  destiny  of  our  Nation  and  that  the  conclusion  of  this  war 
will  be  productive  of  'Peace  on  Earth,  Good  Will  Toward  Men/  not  only 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  but  for  many,  many  years  to  come." 
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It  is  with  some  disappointment  that  we  ftnd  for  the  second 
consecutive  year  that  Canada  does  not  qualify  among  the 
Grand  Chapters  under  review.  We  note  the  inclusion  of  a 
number  of  our  Sister  Provinces,  but  we  search  in  vain  for 
reference  to  our  Jurisdiction.  No  doubt  the  fault  is  ours,  delay 
in  issuing  our  Proceedings,  or  failure  to  properly  mail  a  copy 
to  Maryland,  but  be  the  cause  what  it  may,  the  stern  fact  re- 
mains that  we  are  not  enumerated  among  ''those  present". 
We  take  this  opportunity  of  tendering  to  Comp.  Vansant  con- 
gratulations on  the  reviews  of  other  Grand  Chapters,  the  per- 
usal of  which  was  at  once  enlightening  and  entertaining. 

Edgar  S.  Hubbert  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest.  Charles  H.  Welden  was  again  placed  in  the  office  of 
Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  in  Annual  Convo- 
cation on  December  14,  1943. 

Canada  is  well  represented  in  Maryland  by  Gerald  M.  Pine, 
while  Frank  K.  Ebbitt  faithfully  represents  Maryland  near 
our  Grand  Chapter. 

MASSACHUSETTS 

Basil  M.  Parsons,  Grand  High  Priest.

Quarterly  Meeting  held  in  Boston,  March  9,  1943,  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Parsons  presiding.  Grand  Chapter  having  been  opened 
in  Ample  Form,  thirty-six  Grand  Representatives  were  re- 
ceived and  officially  greeted. 

A  beautifully  worded  "Memorial"  to  the  memory  of  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Edgar  W.  Evans,  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  whose 
death  occurred  during  the  year,  appears  in  the  Proceedings. 
The  following  is  from  the  Quarterly  address  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest : 

"Let  us  never  forget  our  historic  past.  Let  us  never  forget  that  our 
forbears  went  out  on  foot  or  with  horse  and  buggy  to  attend  their 
Masonic  meetings,  regardless  of  the  season,  the  weather,  the  lack  of 
light  or  the  lack  of  heat.  To-day,  after  having  enjoyed  every  possible 
comfort,  you  are  challenged  to  'Carry  On';  to  preserve  the  traditions  of 
the  past;  to  cherish  your  Masonic  membership  as  you  have  never  done 
before.    You  are  equal  to  the  task.     I  know  you  will  not  fail!" 

Dealing  with  the  need  to  make  Craft  Masons  more  con- 
scious of  the  Royal  Arch,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Parson  gives  many 
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interesting  and  pertinent  reasons  why  interested  Masons  should 
seek  more  light.  He  reminded  Grand  Chapter  that  Ancient 
Freemasonry  consists  of  the  degrees  of  Entered  Apprentice, 
Fellowcraft,  Master  Mason  with  which  is  included  the  Holy 
Royal  Arch,  and  any  Master  Mason  who  is  not  exalted  to  the 
Supreme  Degree  is  lacking  in  his  education  masonically  speak- 
ing. How  true  this  is.  One  often  wonders  why  a  brother  is 
not  content  with  the  Entered  Apprentice  degree  or  perhaps  the 
Fellowcraft,  but,  they  all  desire  to  take  the  degree  of  Master 
Mason.  Why  stop  there,  why  not  complete  the  work  of  the 
Ancient  Craft  and  follow  with  the  Royal  Arch.  We  agree  with 
the  Grand  High  Priest  that  it  is  our  duty  to  furnish  adequate 
reasons  why  a  brother  should  complete  his  Masonic  course. 

The  Committee  on  Per  Capita  Tax  recommends  that  the  tax 
be  increased  from  ten  to  twenty-five  cents.  If  this  reviewer 
may  interject  a  remark  on  the  subject  we  should  say  that  we 
are  amazed  that  any  Grand  Chapter  can  successfully  finance 
on  such  a  low  tax.  The  per  Capita  Tax  in  Canada  is  Fifty 
Cents. 

Quarterly  held  June  8th,  opened  with  the  customary  ritual- 
istic and  religious  exercises.  A  motion  to  adopt  the  recom- 
mendation for  an  increase  of  fifteen  cents  in  the  Per  Capita 
Tax  was  presented  and  carried  to  become  effective  September, 
1943. 

Two  Companions  from  Amherst  Chapter  were  presented 
to  Grand  Chapter  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  their  ages  pro- 
viding the  reason  for  this  distinction,  one  being  eighty-three 
years  and  the  other  seventy-six  years  old.  Both  hold  junior 
offices  in  their  Chapters.  This  surely  should  be  an  inspiration 
to  the  younger  generation. 

These  words  are  taken  from  the  Grand  High  Priest's 
Quarterly  address: 

"Over  the  horizon  of  a  war-torn  world,  I  believe  the  first  faint  rays 
of  a  better  future  are  appearing;  not  merely  for  us,  as  Capitular  Masons, 
but  for  our  Country,  our  sons  and  daughters,  as  well  as  for  all  people 
who  believe  in  and  are  fightng  for  a  better  life." 

Fraternal  visits  are  covered  while  a  lengthy  comment  for 
the  improvement  of  Chapter  notices  appear  also  in  the  address. 
Speaking  on  the  evils  of  so-called  Automatic  Life  Membership 
the  Grand  High  Priest  urges  Chapters  who  grant  life  member- 
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ships  after  a  specified  number  of  years  to  amend  their  By- 
Laws  as  he  considers  the  practice  extremely  unsound  and  sure 
to  seriously  effect  the  financial  standing  of  such  Chapters. 

He  also  speaks  of  the  need  for  a  higher  entrance  fee,  and 
we  certainly  agree  with  him.  We  place  our  own  valuation  on 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  by  the  fee  we  set,  and  a  low  fee  is  less 
likely  to  attract  than  one  which  is  high  enough  to  suggest  that 
we  have  something  worth-while  to  offer. 

Quarterly  held  September  17,  1943 — Grand  Chapter  opened 
in  Ample  Form.  At  this  meeting  members  in  the  uniform  of 
the  Armed  Forces  were  asked  to  stand  and  were  accorded  an 
ovation.  In  his  Quarterly  Address  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Parsons  states 
that  he  is  somewhat  concerned  with  respect  to  the  movement 
to  classify  Capitular  Masonry  with  other  branches  under  the 
title  of  The  American  Rite  of  Freemasonry.  He  very  aptly 
says  that  such  a  movement  can  only  add  to  the  confusion  in 
the  mind  of  Craft  Masons,  who  may  well  feel  that  this  is  some- 
thing developed  in  America  and  having  been  impressed  with 
the  antiquity  of  the  Craft  degrees  may  cause  them  to  be  con- 
tent with  the  degrees  they  already  have  received.  He  suggests 
that  we  should  be  proud  to  be  known  as  the  York  Rite  as  we 
go  to  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland  for  our  early  records 
and  traditions,  why  attempt  to  leave  the  impression  that  all 
degrees  above  the  Master  Mason  degree  are  products  of 
America.  These  perhaps  are  not  his  own  words,  but,  rather 
a  brief  transcript  of  his  thought.  We,  in  Canada,  hold  firmly 
to  the  Ancient  Landmarks  and  are  hopeful  that  the  designation 
of  York  Rite  may  be  retained  by  our  American  Companions. 

Annual  Convocation  held  December  7,  1943.  Following  the 
opening  ceremonies  the  three  degrees  and  the  Royal  Arch  were 
exemplified  by  officers,  presided  over  by  the  Grand  Lecturer. 
At  this  Convocation  thirty-nine  Jurisdictions  were  represented 
by  their  Grand  Representatives. 

From  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report  we  note  that  expenses 
are  almost  $3,000.00  in  excess  of  receipts.  The  invested  funds 
total  $91,174.03. 

Distinguished  guests  included  representatives  from  New 
Jersey,  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Connecticut,  Rhode 
Island,  New  York,  the  Scottish  Rite,  Grand  Council  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts. 
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The  Annual  Address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Parsons  is  a  some- 
what lengthy  but  very  comprehensive  survey  of  his  year's 
stewardship.  He  refers  at  length  to  his  many  visitations,  both 
within  and  beyond  the  borders  of  Massachusetts.  He  expresses 
his  regret  that  a  loss  in  membership  must  be  recorded,  al- 
though it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  it  is  less  than  previous 
years. 

He  informed  Grand  Chapter  that  $15,000.00  had  been  in- 
vested in  War  Bonds.  He  refers  to  Chapters  of  Instruction 
and  has  a  word  to  say  with  regard  to  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood. 

He  concludes  an  admirable  address  with  a  timely  reference 
to  the  war.    We  quote  a  short  extract : 

"We  must  not  fail,  and  my  prayer  to-night  to  the  Great  Architect  of 
the  Universe  is  that  we  may  meet  here  again,  one  year  hence,  knowing 
that  these  fires  have  been  finally  quenched.  We  must  prepare  to  once 
again  work  amongst  the  ruins  to  rebuild  that  Temple  of  Peace  and  Har- 
mony which  all  Masons  have  constantly  labored  for  because  they  have 
been  endowed  with  a  spirit  of  Brotherly  Love  and  Companionship." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Parsons  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest 
for  the  ensuing  year.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Sewall  was  also  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Herman  W.  Bethe  is  Canada's  representative  in  Massachu- 
setts, while  Archibald  J.  Stringer  has  the  honor  to  represent 
Massachusetts  in  Canada. 

MICHIGAN

Ninety-sixth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Detroit,  May  17 
and  18,  1944,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Williamson  presiding.  Four- 
teen Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  attendance. 

Distinguished  guests  came  from  far  and  near  to  partake  of 
the  well-known  hospitality  of  Michigan.  The  following  Grand 
Chapters  were  represented:  Colorado,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Indi- 
ana, Illinois,  Ohio,  New  York,  and  our  own  Grand  Z.,  John  M. 
Burden  from    Canada.      Representatives    from    the    General 

— — 
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tish  Kite  were  also  present,  as  was  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Albert  A. 
Hughes,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan.  It  is 
somewhat  superfluous  to  say  that  all  were  warmly  greeted  and 
honored  with  that  "bonhomie"  so  characteristic  of  our  Michi- 
gan friends. 

Thirty-nine  answered  the  roll-call  for  Grand  Representa- 
tives, Comp.  Arthur  M.  Burke  doing  the  honors  for  Canada. 

As  to  be  expected  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Williamson's  address  proves 
to  be  a  scholarly  presentation  of  his  year's  work  and  makes 
interesting  reading. 

After  a  few  words  of  welcome  the  Grand  High  Priest  refers 
feelingly  to  the  Fraternal  Dead  with  a  special  reference  to  one 
of  the  strong  characters  of  Masonry  in  the  person  of  Past 
Grand  High  Preist  James  Herbert  Thompson,  whose  death  oc- 
curred on  December  19,  1943. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Williamson  commented  upon  a  reception  held 
for  him  in  Detroit  by  the  Wayne  County  High  Priests'  Associ- 
ation he  terms  it  one  of  the  high-lights  of  his  year. 

Among  his  many  visitations  we  find  his  attendance  at  our 
Convocation  in  London  featured.  May  we  say  that  we  were 
delighted  to  have  him  with  us.  This  correspondent  was  privi- 
leged to  spend  some  time  with  him  and  was  charmed  by  his 
quiet,  dignified  and  pleasing  personality.  From  his  list  of 
visitations  one  is  impressed  by  the  generous  amount  of  time 
this  busy  man  was  able  to  give  to  this  phase  of  his  Masonic 
work. 

Dispensations  were  fairly  numerous,  but  none  of  these  ex- 
cits  the  interest  of  outsiders,  as  they  were  all  of  a  administra- 
tive character.  The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  the  con- 
solidation of  two  Chapters  and  the  rejuvenation  of  one  Chapter 
which  for  years,  has  been  almost  dormant.  From  the  address 
we  learn  that  final  disposition  has  been  made  of  the  Camp  Rade- 
maker  property  and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Williamson  recommended 
that  the  funds  realized  be  deposited  in  the  Emergency  and 
Benevolent  account.  This  very  fine  address  concludes  with 
these  words: 

"Many  thousands  of  our  Companions  are  engaged  in  this  greatest 
war  of  all  time;  many  must  die  that  we  may  continue  to  exist  as  a 
democracy.  On  the  ideals  of  Masonry  this  democracy  was  founded;  it 
is  no  less  our  duty  to  see  that  on  the  ideals  of  Masonry  a  lasting  peace 
is  built  for  the  years  to  come." 
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Our  good  friend  Guy  A.  Birge,  Grand  Treasurer,  presented 
a  comprehensive  report,  from  which  we  note  that  receipts  were 
$14,002.21,  and  disbursements  $10,053.10.  Investments  appear 
on  a  sound  basis  and  we  note  with  interest,  that  they  include 
$5,000.00  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia  Bonds. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  it  is  interesting  to  ob- 
serve that  Michigan,  like  most  of  our  Grand  Chapters,  enjoyed 
a  splendid  year,  both  financially  and  numerically.  A  very  sub- 
stantial gain  in  membership  is  recorded.  Congratulations  from 
Canada  are  respectfully  tendered  as  we  understand  that  this 
is  the  first  increase  in  membership  for  fifteen  years. 

The  following  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Relations  contains  sage  advice  that  is  applicable  to  most  of 
our  Chapters,  whether  in  Michigan  or  elsewhere. 

"In  the  past  this  committee  has  sponsored  state-wide  Masonic  Annual 
Guest  Nights  for  the  purpose  of  building  better  relations  with  the  pro- 
fane public,  and  at  the  same  time  make  Symbolic  Masons  Royal  Arch 
canscious  To-day  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  bring  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
to  the  attention  of  Master  Masons,  for  nearly  all  Chapters  are  fully  oc- 
cupied with  a  generous  supply  of  degree  work,  and  thus  the  Masonic 
Annual  Guest  Night  has  been  relegated  to  the  limbo.  That  this  is  a  mis- 
take, however,  is  evident,  for  a  highly-geared  degree  machine  cannot 
hope  to  survive  during  times  of  depression;  thus  the  Chapter  which 
retains  the  social  aspects  strikes  a  happy  medium  and  is  equipped  to  face 
periods  when  a  dearth  in  degree  material  arises." 

As  expressed  in  previous  reviews,  we  regret  exceedingly 
that  Michigan  publishes  no  Fraternal  Reviews.  We  are  hopeful 
that  the  day  may  not  be  too  far  distant  when  Michigan  reviews 
may  be  found  in  their  Proceedings.  We  believe  with  many 
others,  that  there  is  a  very  definite  place  for  Fraternal  Corre- 
spondence in  our  Masonic  Proceedings.  To  us  it  is  as  a  golden 
chord,  binding  closely  together  the  component  parts  of  the 
Capitular  system. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  elections  Walter  E.  Zimmer  was 
declared  and  installed  Grand  High  Priest.  Clyde  N.  Wilson 
was,  of  course,  re-elected  Grand  Secretary,  and  Lansing  select- 
ed as  the  next  place  of  meeting.  This  writer  has  fond  recol- 
lections of  Lansing,  as  it  was  in  Lansing  that  he  paid  his  first, 
and  we  are  sorry  to  say,  his  last  visit  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Michigan. 
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The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  on  May  17,  1944. 

Canada  is  represented  in  Michigan  by  Arthur  M.  Burke, 
while  Michigan  has  as  its  representative,  near  our  Grand  Chap- 
ter, our  Grand  Treasurer,  Dr.  Walter  G.  Price. 

MINNESOTA

The  Eighty-second  Annual  Convocation  held  in  St.  Paul  on 
October  12,  1943. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  formally  opened  by  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Martini,  the  National  Colors  of  the  U.S.A.  and  the  Union 
Jack  were  presented  by  a  color  guard  and  all  joined  in  singing 
the  "Star  Spangled  Banner"  and  "God  Save  the  King." 

We  are  sure  that  every  Canadian  who  reads  this  review 
will  more  than  appreciate  this  outward  evidence  of  the  close 
connection  between  the  two  countries. 

Visitors  escorted  into  the  Chapter  room  and  officially  wel- 
comed were  from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  North  Dakota,  South 
Dakota  and  Iowa.  Other  distinguished  guests  included  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Encampment  Knights  Templar,  the 
Grand  Master  of  Grand  Council  and  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  all  of  whom  received  that 
warm  fraternal  greeting  so  characteristic  of  Minnesota. 

Thirty  Grand  Representatives  were  received  and  welcomed, 
Comp.  J.  Arthur  Jensen  doing  the  honors  for  Canada. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Martini  is  brilliantly  written  ; 
contains  serious  thoughts  and  suggestions,  and  generally,  may 
be  considered  a  model  address.  We  cull  a  few  lines  here  and 
there  from  his  very  interesting  opening  remarks: 

"Never  has  there  been  a  greater  need  for  institutions  such  as  ours. 
Throughout  the  ages  men  of  similar  ideas  have  banded  themselves  to- 
gether for  the  benefit  of  self,  family  and  friend." 

"Your  sons  and  brothers  have  learned  to  know  people  of  other 
nations.  Their  companionship  in  battle  will  create  a  friendship  in  peace 
hereafter.  The  obligation  which  we  have  taken  of  doing  good  to  all  man- 
kind has  been  enlarged  in  a  world  which  has  become  smlaller  by  reason 
of  man's  ingenuity  and  creativeness." 

"Now,  more  than  ever  before,  the  cause  of  Masonry  and  its  related 
institutions,  and  all  others  having  good  as  their  objective,  must  be 
advanced." 
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Under  "State  of  the  Rite"  the  Grand  High  Priest  paints  a 
rather  sombre  picture.  Many  Chapters  are  dormant,  not  due 
to  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  members,  but  because  they  were 
established  in  communities  too  small  to  support  them.  He 
suggests  some  action  be  taken  to  assist  these  Chapters.  How- 
ever, he  says  that  an  excellent  spirit  exists  in  the  great  major- 
ity of  Chapters.  Figures  indicate  that  the  year  just  closed 
was  the  most  satisfactory  since  1928. 

Visitations  numbered  twenty  and  from  the  information  at 
hand  were  no  doubt  productive  of  much  good. 

He  refers  specifically  to  his  visit  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Manitoba,  where  he  was  made  an  honorary  member. 

Dealing  with  finances  the  Grand  High  Priest  informed  his 
companions  that  operating  expenses  will  have  to  be  reduced 
or  the  per  capita  tax  increased.  He,  however,  recommended 
that  no  action  be  taken  this  year,  but  a  definite  campaign  be 
instituted  to  expand  membership. 

The  address  concludes  with  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  others  for  services  well  rendered. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  total  assets  as  $28,662.00, 
while  the  Grand  Secretary  records  gains  of  392  members,  but 
unfortunately  losses  numbers  515,  making  a  net  loss  of  123 
members. 

We  extract  the  following  from  a  splendid  report  by  the 
Grand  Lecturer  and  suggest  that  the  sentiment  so  ably  ex- 
pressed may  well  be  taken  to  heart  by  the  leaders  in  every 
jurisdiction. 

"Let  us  who  are  accepting  responsibility  as  officers  and  leaders  try 
to  instill  into  the  hearts  of  each  and  every  one  of  our  members  that  it  is 
their  patriotic  duty  at  this  time  to  take  an  active  part  in  our  work  even 
if  only  by  our  attendance  and  our  counsel.  By  doing  this  we  will  help 
maintain  and  even  build  up  morale  which  has  so  much  to  do  with  success 
or  failure,  victory  or  defeat." 

From  the  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  we  note  that 
Chairman  Poole  suggests  that  in  reading  Proceedings  that  he 
finds  two  schools  of  thought,  one  of  which  accepts  the  defeatist 
attitude,  while  others  use  the  difficulties  as  a  challenge  to 
greater  achievements.  This  correspondent  agrees  with  Comp. 
Poole.  Surely  there  is  no  place  for  croakers  in  our  ranks — the 
ship  is  certainly  not  sinking,  but  rather  forging  steadily  ahead 
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soon  to  drop  anchor  in  the  placid  waters  of  the  Harbor  of  Bet- 
ter Times. 

The  following  words  are  from  an  eloquent  report  on  the 
Fraternal  Dead  by  Samuel  F.  Franklin: 

"Seeing  we  are  compassed  about  with  so  great  a  cloud  of  witnesses, 
let  us  lay  aside  every  weight,  and  the  sin  which  doth  so  easily  beset  us, 
and  let  us  run  with  patience  the  race  which  is  set  before  us." 

From  a  sparkling  address  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  these 
pertinent  comments  are  worthy  of  reproduction  and  oh!  how 
true  they  are: 

"Also,  you  must  have  faith  in  people,  in  the  everyday  folks  with 
whom  you  live  and  work.  This  faith  is  so  easy  to  lose,  when  little  annoy- 
ances arise,  and  many  small  things  seem  to  go  wrong.  But  take  the 
larger  view :  the  better  world  of  the  future,  of  which  we  speak  and  hope, 
must  be  built  on  people,  plain  people,  the  men  of  your  Chapters  and 
lodges,  the  men  of  your  town.  Rise  above  fault-finding  and  criticism, 
for  you  cannot  do  co-operative  work  or  hold  a  place  of  real  leadership 
that  way." 

Robert  W.  Crust  was  elected  and  formally  installed  as 
Grand  High  Priest.  John  W.  Anderson  was  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary. 

Our  representative  in  Minnesota  is  J.  Arthur  Jensen,  while 
that  active  and  energetic  veteran  of  Canadian  Masonry,  Oliver 
Ellwood  of  London,  represents  Minnesota  in  Canada. 

MISSISSIPPI

The  Ninety-sixth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Meridian, 
February  16  and  17,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Hootsell,  the  Grand  Chaplain  invoking  Divine  Blessing. 

We  learn  with  regret  of  the  illness  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  join  with  his  companions  of  Mississippi  in  their  hope  that 
his  recovery  may  be  speedy  and  complete. 

Thirty-seven  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  their  Grand 
Representatives.  Canada  we  note  was  conspicuous  by  the  ab- 
sence of  our  accredited  representative. 
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The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Hootsell  is  sufficiently 
abridged  to  fit  nicely  into  four  pages  in  the  Proceedings.  Quite 
a  contrast  from  the  lengthy  addresses  we  have  grown  accus- 
tomed to. 

Opening  his  remarks  with  a  word  of  welcome  to  all  present 
he  refers  in  feeling  terms  to  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  George  B.  Powers,  and  enumerates  the  death  of  out- 
standing craftsmen  in  various  jurisdictions.  We  note  with 
sorrow  the  name  of  our  own  Past  Grand  Z.,  Col.  W.  Y.  Mills, 
whose  tragic  death  still  lingers  in  our  memory. 

Many  changes  were  made  among  the  Grand  Representa- 
tives, twenty  appointments  being  made  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest. 

Dispensations  were  few  in  number  and  nothing  of  more 
than  local  interest. 

The  address  concludes  with  words  of  commendation  for  the 
Grand  Lecturer,  Grand  Secretary,  and  other  officials  for  the 
manner  in  which  they  discharged  their  duties. 

J.  Foggo  Dixon,  Grand  Treasurer,  reports  total  funds  on 
hand  as  $14,332.00,  while  the  Grand  Secretary  sounds  a  note 
of  encouragement  by  recording  a  substantial  gain  in  member- 
ship of  386. 

Congratulations,  Mississippi,  on  a  splendid  year. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  is  complete  and  illumin- 
ating, and  leaves  no  doubt  in  the  reader's  mind  as  to  the  good 
work  he  is  doing,  and  according  to  the  records,  with  marked 
success.    Conditions  in  Mississippi  appear  most  encouraging. 

A  committee  appointed  to  compile  a  history  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  reported  that  while  they  had  secured  much  material, 
they  were  unable,  as  yet,  to  complete  a  satisfactory  and  com- 
prehensive history. 

Under  the  caption,  "How  Swiftly  the  Sands  Run",  the  com- 
mittee on  Necrology  presented  a  graceful  tribute  to  those  who 
have  answered  the  last  call,  with  special  memoriams  to  the 
memory  of  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  Samuel  Cohen  and 
George  B.  Powers. 

At  this  point  in  the  proceedings  Ray  V.  Denslow,  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  was  received  with  Grand  Honors  and  ad- 
dressed Grand  Chapter.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Denslow  was  elected 
an  honorary  member  of  Mississippi  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
address. 
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We  note  with  regretful  interest,  that  no  report  on  Fraternal 
Correspondence  appears  in  the  Proceedings.  We  sincerely  trust 
the  time  may  not  be  too  far  distant  when  Mississippi  may  again 
join  those,  who  through  Fraternal  Correspondence,  are  en- 
deavouring to  hold  securely  the  golden  bond  which  binds  to- 
gether the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  world. 

Ephraim  Cohen  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest  and  his  first  offical  act  was  to  receive  a  beautiful  watch, 
the  presentation  being  made  on  behalf  of  Grand  Chapter,  by 
Tom  Q.  Ellis,  P.G.H.P. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Leon  S.  Lippincott  is  our  representative  in  Mississippi, 
while  Sidney  F.  Smith,  looks  after  Mississippi's  interest  near 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada. 

MISSOURI 

Henry  C.  Chiles,  Grand  High  Priest.

The  Ninety-eighth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Jefferson 
City,  April  25,  1944. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Chiles,  on  military 
duty,  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  by  Acting  Grand  High  Priest 
Jolly  P.  Hurtt.  The  Grand  Chaplain  offered  an  invocation  and 
the  Companions  remained  standing  during  the  presentation  of 
the  American  Flag  and  the  singing  of  "America".  Twelve 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present. 

The  distinguished  guests  included  the  Grand  Master  of 
Grand  Council,  Grand  Commander  Knights  Templar,  and  the 
General  Grand  High  Priest  of  General  Grand  Chapter. 

At  this  juncture,  the  Companions  observed  a  period  of  sil- 
ence as  a  mark  of  respect  for  Dr.  Arthur  Mather,  Grand  Chap- 
lain of  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Secretary  of  Grand  Lodge, 
whose  funeral  was  being  then  held  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  read  the  annual  ad- 
dress of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Oliver  F.  Cuddy,  who  served  as  G.H.P. 
from  the  last  Annual  Convocation  until  September  29,  1943. 

This  was  necessary,  as  his  successor,  who  is  on  active  ser- 
vice, could  not  be  installed  for  five  months  after  his  election, 
and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Cuddy  carried  on  the  duties  of  the  office  for 
that  period. 
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After  reminding-  Grand  Chapter  of  the  circumstances  which 
prevented  Lt.-Col.  Chiles  from  assuming  office  until  September 
1943,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Cuddy  referred  feelingly  to  those  Com- 
panions whose  death  had  occurred  since  the  last  Convocation. 
He  spoke  in  sympathetic  terms  of  the  great  loss  sustained 
through  the  death  of  the  late  Grand  High  Priest  James  A. 
Kinder. 

Visitations,  installations  and  appointments  are  all  fully  set 
forth  as  are  all  his  dispensations.  These  latter  being  of  local 
interest  only.  Grand  High  Priest  Cuddy  informed  Grand 
Chapter  that  a  cheque  for  $1,000.00  had  been  donated  to  the 
relief  work  among  the  Chinese. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter's  plan  to 
aid  in  Relief  and  Rehabilitation  work,  suggesting  that  the 
membership  of  Missouri  pledge  at  least  ten  cents  per  capita 
towards  this  worthy  purpose.  He  further  recommended  that 
$10,000.00  be  invested  in  U.S.  War  Savings  Bonds. 

The  address  concludes  with  a  few  words  on  behalf  of  his 
successor,  Henry  C.  Chiles.  The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Chiles  follows: 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Chiles  expressed  his  keen  regret  that  military 
service  had  greatly  curtailed  his  Masonic  activities.  He 
modestly  says  that  Grand  Chapter  has  not  suffered  through 
his  inability  to  act,  and  gives  full  credit  to  others  for  any  suc- 
cess attained. 

His  dispensations  were  quite  numerous,  but  dealt  with  pure- 
ly administrative  matters. 

He  spoke  of  his  visit  to  the  last  communication  of  Grand 
Lodge  and  tendered  his  resignation  as  Chairman  of  the  Cen- 
tennial Committee,  owing  to  his  being  unable  to  function  at 
this  time. 

From  his  concluding  remarks  we  quote  the  following: 

"As  I  write,  it  seems  predictable  that  the  world  will,  in  the  not  too 
far  distant  future,  be  once  more  upon  'the  broad  uplands  where  the  stars 
of  peace  and  freedom  shine'  (a  phrase  recently  used  by  our  friend  and 
brother,  Prime  Minister  Churchill).  That  happy  event  will  bring  with 
it  obligations  as  serious  and  as  important  as  those  of  war.  The  wish, 
with  which  I  close  this  address  is:  Miay  Royal  Arch  Masons  meet  the 
obligations  of  Peace  with  the  same  fervency  and  zeal  with  which  they 
have  met  and  are  meeting  the  obligations  of  War." 
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Finances  of  Missouri  appear  to  be  on  a  sound  basis  as  evi- 
denced by  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report,  with  Government 
Bonds  held  as  investments,  to  the  value  of  $100,450.00.  A 
Charity  Fund  also  in  War  Bonds  total  $3,800.00. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  comprehensive  and  covers 
many  phases  of  administration,  but  the  high-light  of  the  re- 
port is,  a  very  substantial  gain  in  membership.  We  tender  our 
respectful  applause  for  a  splendid  year's  work. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  we  learn  of  innum- 
erable visits  among  the  Constituent  Chapters,  which  clearly 
indicates  that  he  has  given  generously  of  his  time  and  talents 
in  an  effort  to  assist  the  Chapters  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

A  plan  to  increase  Capitular  activity  is  proposed,  and  after 
reading  it  carefully,  we  are  inclined  to  believe  that  it  should 
prove  most  successful  in  Missouri.  It  is  built  around  Ray  V. 
Denslow,  who  as  General  Grand  High  Priest,  has  endeared  him- 
self to  his  brethren.  The  proposal  is  to  group  all  candidates 
for  the  year  into  what  will  be  known  as  the  "Ray  V.  Denslow" 
class.  Beautifully  engraved  invitations  to  join  the  class  will 
be  sent  to  members  of  the  Craft,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will 
stimulate  interest  and  produce  many  applications.  It  certainly 
merits  a  trial  and  we  shall  view  with  interest,  though  at  a 
great  distance,  the  results  obtained. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  paying  tribute  to  Ray  V.  Denslow 
for  the  splendid  work  he  is  doing  and  the  honor  that  has  been 
brought  to  Missouri  through  his  selection  as  General  Grand 
High  Priest  of  General  Grand  Chapter.  This  is  something  to 
which  we  all  can  subscribe. 

Grand  Chapter  was  called  from  labor  to  hear  from  the 
Governor  of  the  State,  Forest  C.  Donnell,  a  former  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  Grand  Lodge.  The  Governor  spoke  briefly  and  stated 
that  Masons  needed  more  light  and  more  information. 

The  Capitular  Review  is  again  from  the  facile  pen  of  Ray 
V.  Denslow,  and  his  foreword  is  captioned:  "Solomon  the 
Magnificent".  This  remarkable  dissertation  is  a  historical 
treat,  tracing  Masonry  from  the  days  of  Solomon  down  through 
the  storied  ages,  until  it  finally  reaches  the  present  day.  We 
are  particularly  interested  in  the  comments  on  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  where,  despite  war 
and  all  its  discomforts  and  terrors,  Masonry  continues  to 
flourish. 
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The  reviews  as  usual  are  marshalled  not  under  the  heading 
of  each  Grand  Chapter,  but  is  topicalized,  and  the  comments 
on  each  topic  is  covered,  giving  the  name  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
from  which  the  extract  is  taken,  thus,  we  find  reference  to 
Canada  under  several  headings.  For  instance,  under  General 
Grand  Chapter,  an  extract  from  our  special  committee's  report 
appears.  This  report  suggests  that  the  time  is  not  opportune 
to  consider  the  invitation  of  General  Grand  Chapter  for  Canada 
to  join  this  governing  body.  Under  "Miscellaneous",  we  again 
gain  prominence  in  reference  to  our  long  service  jewels,  and 
space  is  also  given  for  a  lengthy  extract  from  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Stephens'  history  of  the  establishment  of  Canadian  Grand 
Chapters. 

Comment  is  made  to  this  writer's  suggestion  that  the  ad- 
dresses of  many  of  our  leaders  are  unduly  lengthy  due  to  reams 
of  paper  being  used  by  many  to  enumerate  in  detail  their 
fraternal  visits.  Statistics  are  also  quoted  and  a  brief  com- 
ment on  conditions  in  our  far  away  outpost — Dawson  City 
Chapter,  in  the  Yukon  Territory. 

We  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  an  afternoon  with  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Denslow  and  his  reviews.  They  are  decidedly  different, 
yet,  withal  most  interesting  and  definitely  instructive. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  Jolly  P.  Hurtt  was  installed 
as  Grand  High  Priest.  Ray  V.  Denslow  continues  as  Grand 
Secretary,  and  Kansas  City  was  selected  as  the  next  place 
of  meeting. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  on  April  24,  1944. 

Orson  H.  Swearingen  represents  Canada  in  Missouri,  while 
William  J.  Tow  has  the  honor  of  representing  Missouri  near 
our  Grand  Chapter. 

MONTANA 

Els  worth  E.  Lyman,  Grand  High  Priest.

The  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Helena,  June 
25th,  1943. 

Grand  Chapter  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by  the 
Grand  Chaplain. 

His  Excellency,  Companion  S.  C.  Ford,  Governor  of  Mon- 
tana, was  introduced  at  the  Altar  and  escorted  to  the  Grand 
East. 
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Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  received  and  officially 
greeted.  Forty-eight  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  Grand 
Representatives,  these  Companions  also  were  warmly  wel- 
comed, as  were  M.  Ex.  Comp.  E.  W.  Spottswood,  representing 
General  Grand  Chapter,  and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Cary  B.  Forbes, 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  Idaho. 

Grand  High  Priest  Lyman  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to 
all  present,  explaining  that  due  to  war  conditions,  it  had  been 
necessary  for  him  to  change  the  date  of  meeting  of  this  Grand 
Convocation.  Referring  in  sympathetic  words  to  the  loss, 
through  the  activities  of  the  Grim  Reaper,  he  paid  glowing 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  M.  R.  C. 
Smith  whose  lamented  death  occurred  during  the  year. 

Eleven  changes  in  Grand  Representatives'  commissions 
were  made  during  the  past  twelve  months.  Dispensations 
were  very  few  in  number  and  purely  routine.  A  decision  was 
made  declaring  valid  the  action  of  a  Chapter  in  granting  Life 
Membership  without  further  payment  to  a  Companion  who 
had  been  a  member  and  paid  dues  in  one  or  more  Montana 
Chapters  for  fifty  years. 

Due  to  the  death  of  Morris  D.  Rowland,  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest,  Comp.  Lyman  considers  the  time  opportune  to  give 
thought  to  the  wisdom  of  abolishing  the  office.  He  recommends 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  for  this  purpose.  The  Com- 
mittee later  recommended  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priest. 

Visitations  were  not  extensive,  due  to  travel  restrictions, 
and  as  a  consequence  are  not  enumerated.  Under  *  'Condition 
of  the  Craft"  he  states  that  tidings  from  the  various  chapters 
are  most  satisfactory. 

The  address  concludes  with  words  of  praise  for  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  his  assistant. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  on  finance  is  interesting  and 
is  indicative  that  this  phase  of  Grand  Chapter  administration 
is  in  capable  hands.  The  general  fund  amounts  to  $6,456.00, 
while  investments  total  $13,000.00— a  slight  loss  in  member- 
ship is  recorded  by  the  Grand  Secretary. 

We  cannot  refrain  from  a  brief  reference  to  the  splendid 
work  of  our  Montana  Companions,  who  jointly,  with  the 
Knights  Templar,  operate  an  Educational  Fund,  the  purpose  of 
which  is  to  provide  funds  for  boys  and  girls  to  acquire  a  higher 
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education.  The  committee  report  that  441  young  people  have 
been  assisted  by  loaning  some  $86,000.00,  of  this  amount 
$58,000.00  has  been  repaid,  and  190  boys  and  girls  are  still 
making  payments  on  their  loans.  Truly  a  magnificent  effort 
and  one  which  merits  the  applause  of  the  entire  fraternity. 

From  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  late  M.  Ex.  Comp.  M.  R.  C. 
Smith  we  quote  one  of  James  Whitcomb  Riley's  poetic  gems : 

"Little  brook!     laugh  and  leap! 
Do  not  let  the  dreamer  weep! 

Sing  him  all  the  songs  of  summer,  till  he  sinks  in  softest  sleep ; 
And  then  sing  soft  and  low 
Through  his  dreams  of  long  ago — 
Sing  back  to  him  the  rest  he  used  to  know!" 

The  Capitular  Review  is  from  the  gifted  pen  of  Claude  J. 
McAllister,  P.G.H.P.  His  '  Foreword"  under  the  caption  of, 
"Let  your  hands  be  strong  that  the  Temple  might  be  built",  is 
a  literary  treat  to  be  appreciated  by  the  thoughtful  reader, 
would  that  space  permitted  a  lengthy  excerpt,  but  the  follow- 
ing extract  drives  home  a  stern  reality : 

"The  serious  phenomenon  in  Masonry  is  the  passing  of  enthusiasm. 
There  are  clear-headed,  patient  and  strong  men  who  never  manifest  a 
genuine  enthusiasm  for  a  principle  vitally  believed,  and  therein  is  the 
epitaph  of  many  a  fruitless  Mason.  Whati  many  Royal  Arch  Masons 
need  is  a  more  fervent  energy  enlisted  without  reserve  for  a  more  in- 
fluential masonry  and  a  nobler  world." 

Comp.  McAllister  strays  from  the  beaten  path  of  Capitular 
Reviews  by  using  the  title,  "Tidings  from  the  Quarries".  He 
simply  touches  on  the  high-lights  of  each  Grand  Chapter  in 
alphabetical  order  and  without  separating  each  in  paragraphs. 
It  makes  difficult  reading  but  covers  a  great  area  in  a  minimum 
of  space.  Canada  is  not  included  in  its  place  under  the  letter 
"c",  but  we  find  it  at  the  back  of  the  Review  with  all  the  other 
"furriners".  However,  we  have  no  fault  to  find  as  our  1943 
Convocation  seems  to  be  fully  covered,  and  with  a  speed  that 
almost  takes  our  breath  away.  Reference  is  made  to  our  Grand 
Z.'s  address,  statistics  are  fully  covered.  A  kindly  reference 
to  the  lamented  death  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Empey  and  comments 
on  our  Benevolent  and  Educational  work  have  been  noted. 
We  appreciate  Comp.  McAllister's  remarks  relative  to  our  last 
review,  which  he  states,  "Challenges  his  attention  and  interest 
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for  its  excellence."  Many  thanks  for  your  friendly  comment, 
and  be  assured  your  appreciation  of  our  efforts  are  heartily 
reciprocated. 

Frank  E.  Van  Demark  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest,  Comp.  Hauberg  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Mis- 
soula was  selected  as  the  next  place  of  meeting. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

H.  T.  Cumming  is  our  representative  in  Montana. 

While  writing  this  review  word  has  just  been  received  that 
Montana's  representative  in  Canada,  the  popular  James  Her- 
riot,  has  succumbed  after  a  lingering  illness.  To  those  of  us 
who  knew  him  well,  this  comes  as  a  great  shock,  for  Jimmy, 
as  he  was  affectionately  known,  was  well  beloved  and  highly 
respected  as  a  diligent  worker  in  the  quarries  of  Masonry.  In 
the  meantime  the  commission  of  Montana  is  open. 

NEBRASKA 

Earld  M.  Boyington,  Grand  High  Priest.

The  Seventy-seventh  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Omaha, 
December  8,  1943,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Boyington  presiding. 

Nebraska  is  to  be  congratulated  on  their  large  number  of 
active  Past  Grand  High  Priests — eighteen  of  whom  were  in 
attendance.  In  Canada  our  line  of  Past  Rulers  has  been  sadly 
decimated,  five  only  remain,  but  all  are  active.  Thirty-eight 
Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  their  Grand  Representatives. 
Apparently  there  was  no  response  for  Canada  as  our  Grand 
Representative's  name  does  not  appear  among  those  present. 

Many  distinguished  guests  were  present  hailing  from  Mon- 
tana, Iowa,  South  Dakota,  Kansas,  and  Colorado. 

The  Grand  Commandery  of  Nebraska,  the  Grand  Council, 
Royal  and  Select  Masters,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Denslow,  General  Grand  High  Priest, 
were  also  present  and  all  received  a  warm  fraternal  greeting. 

The  valedictory  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  while 
somewhat  lengthy,  nevertheless,  covers  a  large  amount  of 
territory.    It  is  interesting  and  illuminative. 

Commencing  with  a  welcome  to  those  present  the  Grand 
High  Priest  refers  to  the  difficulty  he  experienced  in  carrying 
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on  his  duties  due  to  a  connection  with  his  business  interests 
which  demanded  an  all-out  war  effort. 

Tribute  is  paid  to  those  who  have  passed  "Beyond",  with 
special  reference  to  the  lamented  death  of  two  veterans  in  the 
persons  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  George  J.  Spohn  and  George  N.  R. 
Browne.    We  quote  a  line  or  two  from  this  eloquent  tribute : 

"But  they  are  not  dead,  for  so  long  as  their  faces  and  voices  remain 
in  the  memories  of  those  who  knew  them,  they  shall  live;  as  long  as  the 
record  of  their  acts  shall  exist,  they  shall  live;  so  long  as  the  influence 
of  their  lives  for  the  good  of  humanity  shall  continue,  they  shall  live." 

Appointments,  dispensations  and  visitations  are  all  fully 
set  forth  in  detail  and  make  interesting  reading.  One  Chapter 
surrendered  its  charter,  while  two  other  Chapters  consolidated. 

Among  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Boyington's  recommendations  is  one 
to  continue  the  practice  of  presenting  Banners  to  the  Chapters 
with  the  largest  number  of  exaltations.  This  is  something  that 
is  not  done  in  Canada,  although  we  see  some  slight  merit  in 
the  practice. 

A  further  recommendation  deals  with  fees  to  be  paid  by 
Subordinate  Chapters  to  Grand  Chapter  for  each  Companion 
annually.  He  suggests  increasing  the  per  capita  tax  from 
three  to  five  dollars. 

Under  "Condition  of  the  Rite",  the  Grand  High  Priest 
sounds  a  note  of  warning  relative  to  arrearages  in  dues  and 
comments  on  the  failure  of  some  Chapters  to  observe  constitu- 
tional requirements,  such  as  signing  the  by-laws.  He  states 
that  this  is  almost  a  universal  omission.  We,  in  Canada,  do 
not  permit  a  candidate  to  leave  the  room  until  he  has  signed 
the  by-laws  in  token  of  his  submission  thereto.  Any  omission 
would  certainly  be  treated  as  a  major  violation  of  the  constitu- 
tion and  Chapter  and  officers  dealt  with  severely. 

This  well  written  address  concludes  with  words  of  appre- 
ciation for  the  honor  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  has  enjoyed, 
and  thanks  for  the  assistance  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  other 
officers. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  a  balanced  budget  with  assets 
of  $11,773.00. 

While  last  year  Nebraska  recorded  an  increase  in  member- 
ship, the  Grand  Secretary  reports  that  while  exaltations  were 
greater  this  year  than  for  many  years,  a  net  loss  of  107  mem- 
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bers  is  the  final  result  of  the  year's  work.  Many  suspensions 
and  a  high  death  rate  proved  to  be  the  reason  for  this  con- 
dition. 

We  are  particularly  interested  in  the  splendid  humanitarian 
work  being  done  in  Nebraska  through  the  Masonic  Homes  and 
extend  our  contgratulations  on  this  outward  evidence  of  the 
first  principle  of  Masonry,  the  practice  of  charity. 

Comp.  H.  T.  White  presented  a  beautiful  report  on  the 
Fraternal  Dead  from  which  we  extract  this  poetic  gem : 

"Farewell,   dear  voyager — the   river   winds   and    turns 
The  cadence  of  your  song  wafts  near  to  me, 
And  now  you  know  the  thing  all  men  must  learn, 
There  is  no  death — there  is  Immortality." 

Much  to  our  regret  no  report  appears  in  the  Proceedings  on 
Fraternal  Correspondence. 

William  T.  Poucher  was  elected  and  duly  installed  Grand 
High  Priest,  while  Lewis  E.  Smith  was  re-elected  to  the  im- 
portant post  of  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Our  representative  in  Nebraska  is  John  N.  McCune,  while 
the  custodian  of  Canada's  esoteric  work,  the  veteran  William 
S.  M.  Enouy  of  Toronto,  is  privileged  to  represent  Nebraska  in 
Canada. 

NEVADA 

Scott  E.  Jameson,  Grand  High  Priest.

The  Seventy-first  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Carson  City, 
June  6,  1944. 

Before  the  opening  ceremonies  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Peterson  an- 
nounced, as  this  was  "D-Day"  and  the  great  invasion  of  West- 
ern Europe  had  started,  that  it  was  fitting  that  at  this  juncture 
that  the  Grand  Chaplain  should  offer  a  prayer  for  the  forces 
of  democracy.  An  eloquent  plea  for  Divine  protection  was 
then  offered  by  Grand  Chaplain  M.  J.  Hersey. 

Grand  Chapter  was  officially  opened  after  which  the  cere 
mony  of  presenting  the  flag  was  performed. 
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Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  attendance. 
Among  the  honored  guests  were  leaders  of  the  Knights  Tem- 
plar, Grand  Council,  Scottish  Rite,  the  Grand  Master  and  his 
escort  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada,  and  Ray  V.  Denslow, 
General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  The 
Grand  High  Priest  received  these  distinguished  guests  with 
suitable  words  of  greeting  and  the  usual  Grand  Honors. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  was  a  model  of 
brevity  and  completeness.  He  extended  a  welcome  to  all  pres- 
ent, referred  to  the  hospitality  of  the  Companions  of  Carson 
City,  and  spoke  feelingly  of  the  "Departed  Companions"  with 
a  special  reference  to  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
Horace  J.  Brown,  closing  with  these  lines: 

''Who  hath  not  learned  in  hours  of  faith, 

The  simple  truth  to  flesh  and  sense  unknown — 
That  Life  is  ever  Lord  of  Death, 
And  Love  can  never  lose  its  own?" 

Dispensations  were  few  in  number  and  not  of  unusual  in- 
terest, visitations  and  appointments  are  all  fully  set  forth. 
Among  his  recommendations  is  one  to  repeal  the  section  of  the 
constitution  requiring  the  secretary  of  Constituent  Chapters 
to  furnish  bond.  He  stated  that  in  some  small  Chapters  this 
had  proven  to  be  burdensome. 

We  quote  a  line  or  two  from  the  concluding  paragraph  of 
this  very  fine  address: 

"The  turbulent  and  almost  bewildering  conditions  are  turning  the 
thoughts  of  men  more  to  the  spiritual  values  of  life.  A  General  who 
recently  returned  from  the  theatre  of  war  said:  'There  never  was  a  time 
in  the  world  when  man  is  so  completely  turning  his  thoughts  to  God  for 
help,  realizing  that  Divine  protection  is  ever  at  hand,  and  that  the  spot 
on  whch  he  stands  is  holy  ground'." 

From  the  financial  statement  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  we 
learn  that  income  is  well  in  excess  of  expenditures,  and  Grand 
Chapter  has  an  investment  of  $1,500.00  in  United  States  War 
Bonds. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  that  Nevada  is  still  another 
Grand  Chapter  to  record  a  gain  in  membership. 

Twenty-seven  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  their  Grand 
Representatives  who  were  formally  received  at  the  Altar.  We 
note  with  regret  the  absence  of  Canada's  representative. 
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A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  including"  the  Council  degrees  of  Royal  Master  and 
Select  Master  in  the  Royal  Arch  System.  We  shall  be  much 
interested  in  learning  the  result  of  their  deliberations.  We,  in 
Canada,  feel  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  has  all  the  degrees 
necessary,  and  feel  that  any  additional  degrees  to  be  conferred 
under  its  jurisdiction  is  apt  to  make  the  Royal  Arch  cumber- 
some and  unwieldy — this,  of  course,  is  only  an  outsider's 
opinion. 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  a  splendid  address  on  "Our 
duty  as  Masons  to-day  and  to-morrow".  We  quote  a  few  sen- 
tences : 

"We  need  not  the  foresight  of  the  Prophet  to  know  that  great 
changes  are  about  to  take  place;  changes  in  our  way  of  life,  possibly 
attempts  to  change  our  form  of  government,  and,  may  I  say  some  changes 
in  our  great  and  beloved  institution.  One  thing  comes  to  my  mind  that 
seems  to  me  imperative  of  change — that  of  our  physical  requirements. 
Here  I  must  read  lightly  as  I  realize  that  the  landmarks  of  our  Order 
are  sacred  to  us  all." 

He  then  proceeds  to  express  the  opinion  that  returned  men 
who  have  been  crippled  in  the  service  of  their  country  should 
not  be  denied  admission  to  Masonry  because  they  lack  the 
physical  requirements. 

This  is  a  challenge  that  will  have  to  be  met.  May  we  say 
that  after  the  last  Great  War  we,  in  Canada,  were  faced  with 
this  problem,  but  legislation  was  passed  which  made  it  possible 
for  dispensations  to  be  granted  so  that  no  worthy  applicant 
was  turned  away.  Let  us  by  ail  means  observe  the  Ancient 
Landmarks,  but  also  let  us  display  our  humanitarian  senti- 
ments by  fairly  meeting  unusual  conditions  in  an  unusual 
manner. 

Carl  Sorensen  was  elected  and  duly  installed  Grand  High 
Priest.  Edward  C.  Peterson  continues  in  office  as  Grand 
Secretary. 

John  F.  Marr  represents  Nevada  near  our  Grand  Chapter, 
while  Peter  Enrietti  is  our  representative  in  Nevada. 

NEW  BRUNSWICK

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The  Fifty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  St.  John,  June 
24th,  1943. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  formally  opened,  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Alexander  received,  with  full  honors,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  H.  F.  Sip- 
prell,  of  Nova  Scotia.  Five  Past  First  Grand  Principals  of 
New  Brunswick  were  in  attendance,  while  eighteen  Jurisdic- 
tions were  represented  by  their  Grand  Representatives.  We 
note  with  regret  the  absence  of  Edgar  W.  Mair  who  represents 
our  Grand  Chapter  in  New  Brunswick. 

The  address  of  the  First  Grand  Principal  was  anything  but 
lengthy,  nevertheless,  in  a  limited  space  he  appears  to  have 
efficiently  covered  his  official  acts  for  the  year.  After  the  cus- 
tomary greeting  to  those  present,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Alexander 
made  a  brief  reference  to  the  war  and  followed  with  a  tribute 
to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  with  a  special  reference  to  the  passing 
of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Parkhill,  a  past  ruler  of  Grand  Chapter  and 
Grand  Treasurer  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Visitations  are  fully 
recorded  and  reference  made  to  a  number  of  appointments  to 
the  Corps  of  Grand  Representatives. 

The  First  Grand  Principal  recommends  that  the  Past  Mas- 
ters' Degree  be  added  to  the  present  ritual  of  New  Brunswick. 
This  seems  strange  to  this  correspondent  who  is  under  the  im- 
pression that  many  Grand  Chapters  in  the  United  States  have 
either  discarded  this  degree  or  are  considering  doing  so,  while 
Nova  Scotia,  the  only  Grand  Chapter  in  Canada  conferring  this 
degree,  is  considering  the  advisability  of  eliminating  it  from 
their  system.  It  is  not  recognized  in  England,  Scotland  or  Ire- 
land, and  quite  frankly  this  writer  is  strongly  of  the  opinion 
that  it  is  entirely  out  of  harmony  with  the  beautiful  work  of 
our  R.  A.  ritual.  This,  however,  is  only  our  private  opinion 
even  though  publicly  expressed. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Alexander  recommends  the  appointment  of 
a  Grand  Historian,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  prepare  an  authentic 
history  of  R.  A.  Masonry  within  the  Jurisdiction.  The  address 
concludes  with  a  few  well-chosen  words  of  appreciation  for  the 
services  rendered  by  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  who  has  recently 
recovered  from  a  serious  illness. 

The  Grand  Scribe  E.,  records  a  slight  loss  in  membership 
which  is  largely  due  to  a  rather  extensive  list  of  deaths  among 
the  membership. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicates  that  finances  are 
in  good  shape  with  investments  sound  and  apparently  produc- 
tive. 

It  is  noted  with  interest  that  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Jas.  S.  Hoyt, 
Grand  Master  of  New  Brunswick,  was  received  at  the  evening 
session  and  addressed  Grand  Chapter. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  were  well  written 
and  decidedly  readable  and  indicate  that  despite  war  conditions 
the  various  Chapters  were  carrying  on  with  both  interest  and 
enthusiasm. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  Charles  A.  Alexander  was 
declared  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  as  First  Grand  Principal. 
Apparently  New  Brunswick  follows  the  established  custom  in 
our  Grand  Chapter  of  electing  the  Grand  Z.  for  a  two-year 
term.    Roy  E.  Crawford  was  re-elected  Grand  Scribe  E. 

J.  W.  Plewes  of  London,  Ontario,  holds  the  commission  of 
New  Brunswick  near  our  Grand  Chapter,  while  Edgar  W.  Mair 
fulfils  a  similar  role  for  our  Jurisdiction  in  New  Brunswick. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Concord,  May  16,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  opened  in  Full  and  Ample  Form, 
prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Howard  T.  Joslyn,  followed  by  the 
customary  presentation  of  the  colors  of  the  U.S.A. 

Six  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  twenty-four  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives were  in  attendance  and  were  formally  received  and 
greeted. 

Many  distinguished  visitors  were  present,  including  delega- 
tions from  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Vermont  and  Maine,  all 
of  whom  were  extended  a  cordial  welcome  and  appropriate 
honors. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Hutchins  gave  a  complete 
summary  of  his  year's  work.  After  a  fraternal  welcome  to 
those  present  he  spoke  sympathetically  of  the  Fraternal  Dead. 
Visitations  are  fully  set  forth  as  also  are  his  dispensations  and 
commissions.  Among  the  latter  we  note  with  interest  that  he 
has  commissioned  N.  M.  Sprague  to  represent  New  Hampshire 
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near  our  Grand  Chapter.  We  suggest  that  the  selection  of 
Comp.  Sprague  should  provide  New  Hampshire  with  a  faithful 
and  efficient  representation. 

The  Grand  High  Priest's  reference  to  the  state  of  the  Order 
sounds  an  encouraging  note. 

Among  his  recommendations  is  one  to  establish  a  worthy 
objective,  and  he  suggests  that  an  Emergency  Fund  be  set  up 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  furnishings  to  the  New  Masonic 
Home. 

The  address  closes  with  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary and  other  officers  for  their  co-operation  and  support. 

Finances  appear  to  be  on  a  sound  basis  with  disbursements 
balancing  receipts. 

The  Grand  Secretary  records  a  nice  increase  in  membership 
which  places  New  Hampshire  in  the  charmed  circle  of  Grand 
Chapters  who  are  profiting  by  the  revival  in  Royal  Arch  circles. 

The  report  on  correspondence  was  brief  in  the  extreme, 
merely  stating  that  no  requests  had  been  received  by  Foreign 
Grand  Chapters  for  recognition. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  M.  Dale  was  declared  and 
duly  installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  J.  Melvin  Dresser  con- 
tinues as  Grand  Secretary. 

Alfred  H.  White  is  Canada's  representative  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, while  N.  M.  Sprague  has  the  honor  to  represent  New 
Hampshire  near  our  Grand  Chapter. 

NEW  JERSEY 

G.  B.  Whitehead,  Grand  High  Priest. 

Chas.  D.  McCracken,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Eighty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Trenton, 
May  12,  1943.  Grand  Chapter  opened  in  Ample  Form,  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Whitehead  presiding.  Following  the  opening  cere- 
monies, allegiance  was  pledged  to  the  flag,  and  the  National 
Anthem  sung.  The  Grand  Chaplain  leading  in  the  Devotional 
Exercises. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  attendance.  The 
visitors  hailed  from  many  jurisdictions,  including  Delaware, 
Connecticut,  Virginia,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Maine  and 
Pennsylvania.    Other  branches  of  Masonry  represented  were :

Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Knights  Templar,  Scottish  Rite, 
General  Grand  Chapter,  and  in  the  place  of  honor,  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  who  was  escorted 
by  a  large  number  of  Past  Grand  Masters  and  officers  of  Grand 
Lodge.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  all  received  a  warm  fraternal 
greeting. 

The  Grand  High  Priest's  address  was  a  comprehensive 
resume  of  the  year's  work.  After  extending  a  welcome  to  all 
present  he  refers  briefly  to  the  effect  of  war  upon  Masonic 
conditions.    We  quote  a  line  or  two: 

"It  is  not  the  size  or  the  wealth  of  the  Jurisdiction  that  counts.  It 
is  the  Companionship  we  share  with  one  another  that  will  carry  us 
through  this  war  and  the  reconstruction  period." 

Reference  is  made  to  the  close  co-operation  of  the  other 
bodies  of  Masonry,  and  to  the  problems  being  faced  by  the 
Subordinate  Chapters,  these  latter  include  loss  of  membership 
to  the  armed  forces,  curtailment  of  income,  lack  of  heat  and  of 
transportation  facilities,  all  of  which,  if  it  is  any  comfort  to 
the  Grand  High  Priest,  is  not  peculiar  to  New  Jersey,  but  is 
more  or  less  common  to  all  jurisdictions. 

The  address  deals  fittingly  with  Necrology,  Meritorious 
awards,  Interstate  courtesies,  Grand  Representatives  and  By- 
Laws. 

Many  dispensations  were  issued,  but  these  were  all  of  a 
routine  character,  and  hold  no  interest  to  others  than  those  to 
whom  they  were  issued.  Visitations  were  numerous,  all  are 
set  forth  to  some  length  in  the  address. 

Under  Life  Membership  we  notice  something  of  more  than 
passing  interest.  In  New  Jersey  life  membership  is  limited  to 
10%  of  those  paying  dues,  and  further  it  is  a  prerequisite  that 
before  a  Companion  becomes  a  life  member  he  must  produce 
a  candidate  to  take  his  place.  To  those  of  us  who  are  in  diffi- 
culty over  the  vexed  question  of  life  membership  this  system 
may  well  furnish  a  solution  to  our  problem. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  concludes  a  fine  address  with  words 
of  commendation  for  the  Grand  Secretary  and  other  officers 
of  Grand  Chapter. 
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Dr.  Godfrey  Pittis,  as  Chairman,  presented  an  eloquent  re- 
port on  Necrology,  from  which  we  quote  the  following: 

"Not  'till  the  loom  is  silent, 

And  the  shuttles  cease  to  fly, 
Shall  God  unroll  the  canvas, 

And  explain  the  reasons  why 
The  dark  threads  are  as  needful 

In  the  weaver's  skillful  hand — 
As  the  threads  of  gold  and  silver, 

In  the  pattern  he  has  planned." 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicates  disbursements  in 
excess  of  receipts,  while  the  Grand  Secretary  records  a  rather 
substantial  loss  in  membership.  May  we  suggest  to  New  Jersey 
that  conditions  throughout  the  Capitular  world  are  rapidly 
changing,  this  is  noticeable  already  in  the  reports  of  many 
jurisdictions,  and  we  predict  that  the  Proceedings  for  1944 
will  indicate  that  you  too  are  on  the  up-grade. 

Geo.  W.  Kite  writes  the  Capitular  Review — his  foreword  is 
most  interesting.  He  deals  with  war  conditions  and  fearlessly 
directs  attention  to  our  duty  as  Masons — we  give  you  a  line 
or  two  from  this  splendid  foreword: 

"As  Masons,  we  can  do  much.  We  must  cultivate  unselfishness.  We 
must  be  sincere.  Hypocrisy  must  be  no  part  of  us.  There  must  be  peace 
in  the  household.  Friendships  must  be  unspoiled  by  trifling  differences. 
Masonry  must  be  lived.  Masons  must  believe  in  and  have  faith  in  peace; 
breathe  peace;  live  it.  Masons  must  stifle  envy;  destroy  discord;  avoid 
avarice;  be  not  vindictive;  overcome  the  desire  for  vengeance.  Daily 
and  without  ceasing  live  the  Golden  Rule." 

Turning  to  his  review  of  Canada  we  find  that  our  1942 
Convocation  receives  full  coverage.  Reference  is  made  to  the 
absence  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Empey.  Since  Comp.  Kite  wrote  this 
review  we  regret  to  say  that  Comp.  Empey  has  crossed  the 
Great  Divide.  Masonry  in  Canada  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the 
passing  of  this  very  active  and  interested  Craftsman. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  Thomas  H.  Steed  was 
installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  Comp.  McCracken  continues 
in  the  office  he  fills  so  efficiently  as  Grand  Secretary. 

At  the  close  of  Grand  Chapter  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood convened. 

Canada  is  well  and  faithfully  represented  in  New  Jersey  by 
our  old  friend  Dr.  Godfrey  Pittis,  while  New  Jersey's  repre-

sentative  in  Canada  is  A.  D.  Mclntyre  of  Toronto,  who  can 
always  be  depended  upon  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  New 
Jersey's  interests. 

NEW  MEXICO

The  Forty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Albuquer- 
que, May  8,  1944,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Kintsel  presiding. 

Six  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  twelve  Grand  Representa- 
tives answered  the  roll-call  and  were  received  in  due  form.  We 
note  with  regret  the  absence  of  Canada's  representative. 

Among  the  honored  guests  wrere  delegations  from  the 
Knights  Templar  and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Otis  J.  Baughn,  who  has 
the  distinction  of  being  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Arizona,  and, 
also  holds  the  rank  of  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Past  Grand  Matser  of  Grand  Council  and  the  present  Grand 
Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arizona.  Truly  Comp. 
Baughn  has  made  a  notable  contribution  to  Masonry.  Need- 
less to  say  the  visitors  were  heartily  welcomed. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  proves  to  be  a  busi- 
ness-like report  of  his  year's  work  and  establishes  somewhat  of 
a  record  for  brevity. 

After  apologizing  for  his  inability  to  give  more  time  to  his 
official  duties,  due  to  restrictions  on  his  time  and  travel  condi- 
tions, he  referred  fittingly  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  enumerated 
his  appointments  and  dispensations,  these  latter  all  covering 
purely  administrative  matters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  found  time  to  visit  but  two  of  the 
Subordinate  Chapters  during  the  year. 

The  address  closes  with  a  well-deserved  tribute  to  the  splen- 
did work  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

In  perusing  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  we  note  that 
receipts  were  in  excess  of  expenses,  that  the  Masonic  Home 
Fund  now  amounts  to  $26,808.00  represented  by  U.S.  Treasury 
and  Defence  Bonds. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  a  comprehensive  document, 
the  outstanding  feature  is  a  reference  to  a  very  nice  gain  in 
membership.  Honorary  Membership  was  conferred  upon  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Baughn  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Westerdahl  of  Arizona. 
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Rueben  Perry,  P.G.H.P.,  who  is  one  of  our  most  interesting 
correspondents,  again  presents  the  Capitular  Review.  Prefac- 
ing the  review  is  a  list  of  Grand  Chapters  whose  Proceedings 
have  been  received  and  reviewed.  The  foreword  ends  with  the 
following : 

"Reviewers  are  united  in  lamenting  the  horrors  of  war,  the  human 
and  material  losses,  which  have  been  and  are  yet  to  be.  The  member- 
ship is  a  unit  in  the  determination  to  win  and  in  'the  knowledge  that  we 
must  win  if  civilization  is  saved  and  justice  is  again  to  be  enthroned. " 

Turning  first  to  Canada  we  find  a  splendid  pen  picture  of 
our  1943  Convocation.  Comp.  Perry's  scrutinizing  eye  seems 
to  have  overlooked  nothing  of  import.  He  refers  to  the  work 
of  the  Toronto  Welfare  Committee  as  an  outstanding  Christian 
and  Masonic  service  to  underprivileged  Mothers  and  Children. 

Comment  on  our  last  review  is  that  it  was  interesting  and 
instructive,  for  which,  Comp.  Perry,  we  tender  our  thanks 
with  the  assurance  that  it  is  always  a  delight  to  review  New 
Mexico. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  John  W.  Hall  was  installed 
as  Grand  High  Priest.  A.  A.  Keen  remains  in  office  as  Grand 
Secretary,  and  why  not,  when  you  have  an  efficient  and  co-oper- 
ative incumbent  in  the  office,  why  change.  Albuquerque  was 
selected  as  the  next  place  of  meeting.  The  Proceedings  are 
embellished  by  a  gravure  portrait  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Kintsel,  and 
from  the  accompanying  biographical  sketch,  it  is  worthy  of 
note  that  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest  is  a  man  of  many 
Masonic  activities,  having  held  the  office  of  Grand  Commander, 
Knights  Templar,  and  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Lodge,  as  well 
as  his  recent  position  in  Grand  Chapter. 

New  Mexico  is  most  capably  represented  in  Canada  by 
Frank  A.  Copus,  while  we  note  from  New  Mexico's  Proceedings 
that  a  change  has  been  made  in  our  representative.  William 
L.  Ranville  now  holds  Canada's  commission  and  we  extend  fra- 
ternal and  friendly  greetings. 

NEW  YORK 

George  A.  Lambert,  Grand  High  Priest.

The  One  Hundred  and  Forty-seventh  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Albany,  February  1st,  1944. 
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Grand  Chapter  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  at  the 
Altar  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  followed  by  the  colorful  ceremony 
of  presenting  the  Flag. 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  attendance  and 
thirty-eight  Grand  Representatives  were  present  to  answer 
for  their  respective  Jurisdictions. 

Many  distinguished  guests  were  received  and  formally  wel- 
comed. Among  those  received  were  leaders  of  the  Royal  Arch 
from  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  Vermont,  New  Hampshire,  Ohio, 
Virginia,  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and  our 
own  Grand  Z.,  John  M.  Burden,  representing  Canada.  The 
Scottish  Rite,  Grand  Commandery,  Grand  Council  and  M.  Wor. 
Bro.  William  F.  Strang,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York,  were  also  introduced  and  fraternally  greeted  with 
Grand  Honors. 

The  annual  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Lambert  proves  not 
only  inspiring,  but  makes  interesting  reading,  embracing  as  it 
does,  all  his  official  activities.  Prefacing  his  remarks  with  ap- 
propriate words  of  welcome  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Lambert  follows  by 
paying  a  graceful  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead.  Special  refer- 
ence is  made  to  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Adrian  A. 
Pierson,  in  which  he  quotes  the  following  gem: 

"He  is  at  home  on  the  beautiful  hills  of  God, 
By  the  valley  of  rest  so  fair, 

Some  time,  some  day,  when  our  task  is  done, 

And  silently  sinks  the  Western  sun, 
With  joy  we  shall  meet  him  there." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  that  he  had  dispensed 
in  charity,  the  sum  of  $1,440.00,  and  recommended  the  appro- 
priation of  a  similar  amount  for  the  coming  year. 

Dispensations  are  extremely  numerous  and  are  divided  into 
two  classes:  "Ordinary  and  Extraordinary",  the  former  deals 
only  with  routine  matters,  while  the  second  class  covers 
changes  of  location,  due  to  shortage  of  heat,  and  the  waiving 
of  the  time  limit  on  applications,  owing  to  war-time  conditions. 
Among  the  changes  in  Grand  Representatives  we  note  that 
Canada's  representative  is  now  our  Grand  Z.,  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
John  Burden. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  lists  the  Certificates  of  Merit 
granted  a  number  of  Chapters  and  also  enumerates  the  many 
who  received  Fifty-Year  Certificates. 
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From  his  record  of  visitations  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Lambert  gave  generously  of  his  time  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty  in  this  regard.  We  note,  and  are  grateful 
for  his  friendly  reference  to  his  visit  to  our  Grand  Chapter. 

We  are  particularly  interested  in  his  remarks  anent  the 
splendid  work  New  York  is  carrying  on  for  the  relief  of  suf- 
ferers from  tuberculosis.  Some  $2,000.00  was  added  to  the 
Relief  Fund  by  private  donations  during  the  year. 

Congratulations,  New  York,  on  this  outward  evidence,  that 
you  believe  in  practising  as  well  as  teaching  the  virtue  of 
charity. 

Under  the  caption  of  "The  American  Rite  of  Freemasonry", 
Comp.  Lambert  expresses  his  disapproval  of  the  attempt  that 
is  being  made  to  substitute  this  title  for  the  time-respected 
"York  Rite"  and  recommends  that  New  York  take  no  part  in 
the  movement.  May  we  interject  silent,  but  none-the-less  hearty 
applause.  We,  in  Canada,  view  with  some  concern  the  desire 
to  cut  away  from  the  old  "York  Rite"  in  an  attempt  to  Ameri- 
canize the  Royal  Arch.  As  we  have  said,  so  often,  Ancient 
Free  Masonry  consists  solely  of  the  three  symbolic  degrees  and 
the  Royal  Arch.  Why  tie  it  up  with  other  bodies  which  have 
no  place  in  the  Ancient  Craft.  Our  very  life-blood  is  depend- 
ent upon  the  Craft  Lodge,  why  do  anything  to  widen  the  breach 
between  these  two  sections  of  Ancient  Freemasonry — pardon 
this  lengthy  aside. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Lambert  concludes  a  -  magnificent  address 
with  this  thought  poetically  expressed: 

"It  has  always  been  my  joy  to  find, 
At  every  turning  of  the  road, 
The  strong  arm  of  a  Companion  kind 
To  help  me  onward  with  the  load; 
And  since  I  have  no  gold  to  give, 

And  love  alone  must  make  amends, 
My   prayer   shall   be,    so   long's   I   live, 
God,  make  me  worthy  of  my  friends." 

— Anon. 

One  has  only  to  read  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report  to  be 
impressed  with  the  solid  financial  state  of  Grand  Chapter. 
Cash  balance  on  hand  of  $26,438.00,  a  permanent  fund  of 
$204,843.00,  and  a  Tuberculosis  Relief  Fund  of  $122,537.00, 
makes  the  total  assets  $353,820.00. 
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Despite  this  most  encouraging  fiscal  statement,  we  note 
from  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  that  New  York  is  one  of 
the  few  Grand  Chapters  failing  to  record  an  increase  in  mem- 
bership. We  believe  next  year's  Proceedings  may  have  a  dif- 
ferent story  to  tell. 

From  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Grand  High 
Priest's  address,  this  tribute  is  extracted  and  we,  in  Canada, 
feel  that  it  is  well  merited. 

"He  has  been  faithful  to  every  trust  and  his  record  of 
achievement  is  one  that  his  successors  in  office  may 
well  seek  to  emulate." 

Our  old  friend,  Wright  J.  Burley,  presented  the  report  on 
the  R.  A.  M.  WTar  Fund,  and  we  note  with  more  than  passing- 
interest  that  mobile  canteens  have  been  donated  to  two  mili- 
tary camps  in  the  United  States,  and  one  to  Australia,  the 
total  cost  being  $6,000.00.    Splendid  work  indeed. 

The  old  bugbear  of  Masonry  again  came  to  the  fore  in  a 
report  of  a  Special  Committee.  We  refer  to  the  unsound  prac- 
tice of  life  membership.  The  Committee  give  many  poignant 
reasons  why  Constituent  Chapters  should  change  their  by-laws 
dealing  with  this  form  of  membership  and  concludes  with  these 
words:  "If  your  Chapter  has  a  life  membership  plan  get  rid 
of  it  before  it  is  too  late."    To  all  of  which  we  heartily  agree. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of 
the  veteran  correspondent  George  E.  Briggs,  who  in  a  short 
resume  of  Royal  Arch  conditions  throughout  the  Capitular 
world  closes  his  foreword  with  the  words:  "All  seems  well  in 
the  quarries." 

Canada  is  generously  reviewed  in  two  and  one-half  pages. 
Liberal  coverage  is  given  our  Grand  Z.'s  address  and  the  re- 
ports of  our  various  committees.  In  fact,  nothing  seems  to 
have  been  overlooked,  not  even  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwin  Smith's 
report,  which  is  fully  covered  and  "Edwin"  referred  to  as  the 
venerable  Grand  Scribe  E. 

A  friendly  reference  is  made  to  our  last  review,  which 
Comp.  Briggs  states  is  in  Companion  Gardiner's  inimitable 
style.  All  of  which  is  much  appreciated  by  this  writer.  May 
we  say,  that  as  usual,  New  York's  Proceedings  and  reviews 
have  been  most  interesting.  We  expect  much  from  the  talent- 
ed writer  of  the  reviews  and  are  never  disappointed. 
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Following  the  election  of  officers  Earl  C.  McCullough  was 
elected  and  in  due  course  installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  Carl 
G.  Wilhelms  continues  in  office  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  in  New  York  on 
January  22nd,  1944. 

Canada  is  most  ably  represented  in  New  York  by  Clifford 
A.  McDonald,  who  by  the  way,  we  understand,  is  now  a  mem- 
ber of  The  St.  Patrick  Chapter,  Toronto.  New  York's  repre- 
sentative near  our  Grand  Chapter  is  our  Grand  Z.,  John  M. 
Burden. 

NORTH  DAKOTA 

Ormiston  L.  Kermott,  Grand  High  Priest.

The  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Fargo  on 
January  18,  1944. 

Grand  High  Priest  Kermott,  having  formally  opened  Grand 
Chapter,  the  Stars  and  Stripes  were  presented,  followed  by  the 
singing  of  "America".  An  international  touch  was  given  to 
the  colorful  proceedings  by  the  introduction  of  the  Union  Jack 
and  the  singing  of  "God  Save  the  King." 

May  we  digress  here  to  say  that,  we  Canadians,  greatly  ap- 
preciate this  courteous  act,  which  by  the  way,  is  a  formal  part 
of  the  opening  ceremonies  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada. 

Honored  guests  included  delegations  from  Iowa,  Manitoba, 
and  Saskatchewan,  as  well  as  representatives  of  Grand  Council 
and  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  United  States.  Nine 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  attendance,  and  these,  to- 
gether with  the  visitors,  received  a  most  cordial  fraternal 
greeting. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  splendidly  written 
and  here  and  there  is  studied  with  lofty  sentiments  admirably 
expressed. 

Opening  with  a  hearty  welcome  to  visitors  and  delegates, 
the  Grand  High  Priest  pays  homage  to  the  memory  of  those 
who  have  passed  beyond  the  "Border-line".  Special  reference 
is  made  to  the  lamented  deaths  of  M.  Ex.  Comps.  J.  H.  Fraine 
and  William  F.  Boylan. 
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Appointments  and  dispensations  receive  full  coverage,  but 
as  these  are  of  local  interest  only,  there  is  no  need  for  com- 
ment by  this  Correspondent. 

Visitations,  both  within  and  beyond  the  borders  of  North 
Dakota,  were  numerous,  and  apparently  both  profitable  and 
enjoyable.  Special  reference  is  made  to  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ker- 
mott's  visit  to  Saskatchewan,  where  he  was,  according  to  his 
report,  splendidly  entertained,  not  overlooking  a  turkey  dinner, 
which  in  these  days,  is  considered  the  height  of  hospitality. 
Apparently  this  visit  impressed  the  Grand  High  Priest,  as  in 
his  recommendations,  we  note  that  he  is  in  favor  of  Interna- 
tional meetings  wherever  possible. 

From  his  general  observations  we  learn  that  statistical 
tables  gives  renewed  hope  and  confidence  that  the  tide  has 
turned  and  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  North  Dakota  is  on  the 
up-grade. 

This  most  interesting  address  concludes  with  these  words : 

"If  we  follow  the  teachings  of  our  Order,  the  old  Temple  has  been 
destroyed  and  before  the  foundation  of  a  new  one  can  be  laid  the  rubbish 
of  the  old  must  be  removed.  When  this  awful  war  is  over  and  a  lasting 
peace  comes,  let  us  be  prepared  to  build  that  foundation — but  this  can 
only  happen  after  the  Light  of  Truth  and  Justice  shall  dispel  the  greed, 
mistrust  and  hatred;  and  allow  brotherly  love  and  good-will  to  filter 
through.  Then  we  can  build  that  Temple  if  we  but  follow  the  plans  of 
our  God,  the  Supreme  Architect,  and  like  our  ancient  brothers  be  willing 
to  undertake  any  part  of  the  work  without  the  hope  for  fee  or  reward." 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  a  comprehensive  document 
dealing  with  a  multiplicity  of  subjects  and  from  it  we  glean 
that  he  leans  to  the  substitution  of  "American"  for  "York 
Rite". 

It  is  not  within  our  province  to  make  more  than  a  passing  reference 
to  this,  but  we  trust  that  our  American  friends  will  not  attempt  to 
streamline  Masonry  by  removing  Capitular  Masonry  from  its  proper 
place,  which  is  not  with  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Knights  Templar 
or  other  branches.  "For  after  all  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Master  Mason's  degree,  and  together  with  the  Craft  Lodge, 
comprises  all  that  there  is  to  Ancient  Freemasonry.".  Pardon  the  in- 
terjection. 

We  also  learn  that  North  Dakota  is  still  another  Grand 
Chapter  to  report  an  increase  in  membership.  We  predict  that 
in  1944  losses  will  become  the  exception,  rather  than  the  rule. 
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The  financial  status  of  Grand  Chapter  appears  sound,  and 
apparently  is  most  capably  managed,  with  receipts  in  excess  of 
expenditures. 

The  report  on  Capitular  Education  is  well  worth  reading, 
concluding  with  the  following  words: 

"We  may  not  all  be  entitled  to  sit  at  the  tables  where  the  politicians, 
statesmen  and  diplomats  gather  and  with  profound  wisdom  seek  out  a 
new  Order  of  the  Ages,  but  we  can,  and  should  individually,  establish 
Justice,  and,  using  it  as  a  foundation  stone,  work  with  others  in  the 
bringing  in  a  new  creation  wherein  dwelleth  the  God  who  shines  between 
the  Cherubim." 

We  note  with  interest  that  our  good  friend  Cecil  J. 
Hutchins  of  Manitoba  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of 
North  Dakota. 

No  Fraternal  Correspondence  report  appears  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings, although  we  note  that  Walter  H.  Murfin  was  ap- 
pointed fraternal  correspondent. 

We  always  enjoy  reviewing  North  Dakota  as  this  writer 
has  a  warm  spot  in  his  heart  for  this  Grand  Chapter,  whose 
commission  as  Grand  Representative,  he  was  privileged  to  ex- 
ercise many  years  until  transferred  to  another  jurisdiction  in 
1937. 

Guy  R.  Van  Sickle  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest,  and  the  estimable  Walter  L.  Stockwell,  re-elected  Grand 
Secretary.    Fargo  was  again  selected  as  the  place  of  meeting. 

J.  Alfred  Burnett  of  Toronto,  represents  North  Dakota  in 
Canada,  while  Walter  Lee  Airheart  is  our  representative  near 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Dakota. 

NOVA  SCOTIA 

A.  H.  MacMillan,  Grand  High  Priest.

The  Seventy-fourth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Hali- 
fax, on  June  8,  1943. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  MacMillan  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample 
Form,  after  the  Grand  Chaplain  had  offered  up  the  Invocation. 

Eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests  graced  the  East,  indicative 
that  the  Old  Guard  of  Nova  Scotia  are  still  active  and  inter- 
ested. 
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Twenty-five  Sister  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  their 
duly  accredited  Grand  Representatives.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Wright 
answered  the  roll-call  for  our  Grand  Chapter. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  contained  a  sum- 
marization of  the  year's  activities,  and  is  most  interesting. 
After  greeting  the  assembly  he  referred  to  war  conditions  and 
spoke  feelingly  of  the  youth  of  this  country  who  have  sacri- 
ficed so  much  in  the  defence  of  freedom.  He  quotes  the  fol- 
lowing by  Lawrence  Bingon: 

"They  went  with  songs  to  the  Battle,  they  were  young, 
Straight  of  limb,  true  of  eye,  steady  and  aglow, 
They  were  staunch  to  the  end  against  odds  uncounted 
They  fell  with  their  faces  to  the  foe. 

"They  shall  not  grow  old,  as  we  that  are  left  grow  old, 
Age  shall  not  weary  them,  nor  the  years  condemn, 
At  the  going  down  of  the  sun  and  in  the  morning 
We  shall  remember  them." 

Visitations  are  given  in  detail  as  also  are  the  Grand  High 
Priest's  dispensations  and  other  routine  acts.  Under  the  cap- 
tion of  "Facing  Forward",  we  find  a  most  eloquent  commen- 
tary on  conditions  of  to-day  and  what  is  expected  in  the  days 
to  come.  We  quote  a  few  pertinent  lines  from  the  section  of 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  MacMillan's  address: 

"Friend  and  foe  alike  agree,  the  Old  Order  must  go.  Our  indefatig- 
able leaders  have  met  in  solemn  conclave  determined,  that  when  our 
defeats  have  been  turned  into  victory,  if  there  is  to  be  an  enduring  peace 
a  new  order  must  be  instituted,  founded  on  the  Principles  of  Justice, 
Equity,  Freedom  and  Fellowship. 

>"Prophesied  by  Tennyson  in  his  vision  of  Locksley  Hall,  'When  the 
common  sense  of  most  shall  hold  a  fretful  realm  in  awe,  and  the  kindly 
earth  shall  slumber,  lapt  in  universal  law.'  That  universal  law  was 
proclaimed  two  thousand  years  ago  from  the  mountain  top,  but  we  would 
not  listen." 

"Not  in  vain  the  distance  beacons, 
Forward,  forward,  let  us  range, 
Let  the  Great  World  spin  forever 

Down  the  ringing  grooves  of  change." 

The  address  concludes  with  a  few  words  of  appreciation 
for  the  honor  bestowed  upon  him  and  bespeaks  the  same  con- 
sideration for  his  successor. 
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The  reports  of  the  six  Grand  Superintendents  are  well  writ- 
ten and  indicate  that  despite  the  serious  handicap  of  war  con- 
ditions these  faithful  officers  have  given  of  their  best  in  be- 
half of  the  Royal  Craft. 

In  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Ritual,  we  find  among  other 
recommendations  that  consideration  was  given  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  eliminating  the  P.M.  degree.  We  are  not  surprised  at 
this,  as  this  degree  is  not  conferred  in  any  Chapters  of  Canada, 
with  the  exception  of  Nova  Scotia.  It  is  not  found  in  the  Eng- 
lish, Scotch  or  Irish  work,  and  has  been  discontinued  in  many 
Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States.  In  the  humble  opinion  of 
this  Correspondent,  there  is  nothing  attractive  about  the  de- 
gree, in  fact,  it  is  entirely  out  of  harmony  with  the  beauty  and 
solemnity  of  the  other  degrees  of  our  system.  The  Board  sug- 
gests that  the  matter  be  given  further  consideration  and 
brought  before  Grand  Chapter  next  year  for  final  decision. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicates  finances  of  Grand 
Chapter  as  being  on  a  satisfactory  basis,  and  from  this  splendid 
report  we  should  say  that  the  fiscal  affairs  are  extremely  well 
managed. 

The  Grand  Secretary  records  the  surrendering  of  two  char- 
ters, which  is  largely  responsible  for  a  loss  of  fifty-three  in 
membership. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  refers  fittingly  to  the  Frater- 
nal Dead.  We  note  among  these  a  glowing  tribute  to  one  dear- 
ly beloved  in  Ontario  Masonry,  the  late  M.  Ex.  Comp.  and  M. 
Wor.  Bro.  John  A.  Rowland  of  Toronto.  In  reading  this  obitu- 
ary we  learn  with  interest  that  our  late  brother  was  an  Honor- 
ary Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  Nova  Scotia,  this  honor  having 
been  conferred  upon  him  in  1930. 

Following  the  election  of  Officers,  H.  F.  Sipprell  was  duly 
installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  Comp.  Theakston  continues 
in  office  as  Grand  Secretary. 

Our  Grand  Chapter  is  ably  represented  in  Nova  Scotia  by 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  G.  S.  Wright,  while  R.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  H.  Monteith 
our  Grand  Second  Principal,  has  the  honor  to  represent  our 
friends  of  Nova  Scotia  near  our  Grand  Body. 

OHIO 

George  R.  Schoedinger,  Grand  High  Priest. 
Mont.  G.  Hambright,  Grand  Secretary. 
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The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Columbus,  October  6th  and  7th,  1944. 

Having  declared  Grand  Chapter  opened  in  Ample  Form,  he 
made  reference  to  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Chaplain  through 
ill-health  and  appointed  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Walcutt  to  act  for  him. 

Sixteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  attendance  as  also 
were  forty-six  Grand  Representatives. 

As  usual  distinguished  guests  were  many  and  hailed  from 
all  points  of  the  compass.  Heading  these,  we  note  with  inter- 
est, the  names  of  John  M.  Burden,  Grand  Z.,  and  Edwin  Smith, 
Grand  Scribe  E.,  of  our  jurisdiction.  Delegations  were  present 
from  Connecticut,  Indiana,  Michigan,  New  York,  Virginia, 
General  Grand  Council,  General  Grand  Chapter,  Knights  Tem- 
lar,  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Scottish  Rite,  and  in  the  place 
of  honor,  as  is  fitting,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio.  Truly  a  fine 
array.  The  Grand  High  Priest  extending  a  courteous  and  f ra  • 
ternal  greeting  to  each  and  Grand  Honors  to  the  Most  Worship- 
ful the  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Lodge,  to  whom  he  also  ten- 
dered the  gavel  as  an  act  of  courtesy.  The  Grand  Master  spoke 
briefly  and  fittingly. 

The  Grand  High  Priest's  address  is  somewhat  lengthy,  oc- 
cupying forty-two  pages  of  the  Proceedings,  but  to  offset  its 
length  it  is  extremely  well-written,  informative  and  very  in- 
teresting. After  a  few  introductory  remarks  and  a  brief  word 
of  appreciation  for  the  Grand  Officers,  the  Grand  High  Priest, 
in  graceful  language,  pays  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead. 

Appointments  were  many  and  are  duly  set  forth  in  detail, 
as  also  are  the  Grand  High  Priest's  bulletins,  which  he  used 
extensively  to  reduce  the  necessity  for  travelling. 

Space  is  devoted  to  a  report  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  York 
Rite  Grand  Bodies.  This  appears  to  be  a  war  measure  and  con- 
solidates Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Chapter,  Grand  Council  and 
Grand  Commandery  into  one  body  in  the  State  of  Ohio  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  the  war  effort.  A  most  laudable  under- 
taking, and  one  no  doubt  that  has  long  since  proven  its  value. 
Among  the  Grand  High  Priest's  visitations  we  note,  with  pleas- 
ure, his  reference  to  his  sojourn  with  our  Grand  Chapter.  Need 
we  say  that  it  was  a  delight  to  have  him  with  us.  We  also 
appreciated  the  attendance  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Roscoe  R.  Walcutt. 

Visitations  among  the  Constituent  Chapters  were  many, 
and  from  all  reports,  productive  of  much  good. 
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Dispensations  were  many  but  a  careful  perusal  of  these  in- 
dicate that  they  all  deal  with  purely  administrative  matters. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  stated 
that  for  the  first  time  since  1928  a  gain  in  membership  was 
recorded.  Referring  to  finances  of  Subordinate  Chapters  he 
refers  to  Mansfield  Chapter  which  has  built  up  a  reserve  of 
over  $80,000.00,  truly  a  magnificent  effort. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Schoedinger  closes  a  really  fine  address  with 
these  words : 

"Hand  in  hand  with  every  privilege  goes  responsibility.  Ours  is  the 
responsibility  of  building  a  strong  Rite — a  Grand  Chapiter  whose  mem- 
bers are  filled  with  the  spirit  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch,  whose  members 
live  as  those  who  know  the  true  Name  and  worship  the  one  living  and 
true  God." 

In  the  words  of  the  Psalmist: 

"They  that  trust  in  the  Lord  shall  be  as  Mount  Zion, 
which  cannot  be  removed  but  abideth  forever." 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicate  the  fiscal  affairs  of 
Grand  Chapter  are  in  a  comfortable  shape.  Receipts  far  in 
excess  of  expenditures  and  investments  solidly  held  of  $106,- 
700.00. 

From  a  membership  standpoint  Ohio  enjoyed  a  good  year. 
A  net  gain  of  756  is  noted  and  this,  despite  a  loss  of  971  mem- 
bers through  death.    The  total  membership  being  45,315. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  penalty  for  a  lost  ritual  is 
$25.00,  which  amount  was  assessed  one  Chapter  admitting 
such  a  loss.  In  Canada  the  responsibility  for  the  rituals  rests 
with  the  individuals  to  whom  they  are  entrusted  rather  than 
to  the  Chapter  itself.  There  is  no  provision  for  a  penalty  for 
a  lost  ritual.  This  Correspondent  feels  that  we  are  much  too 
lenient  in  this  regard. 

Quoting  from  an  eloquent  report  by  the  Necrologist  we  give 
you  this  thought — 

"Masonry  such  as  this  is  deathless.  From  heart  to  heart  it  runs,  a 
living  fire,  a  holy  faith,  a  dynamic  baptism,  an  imperishable  heritage. 
Our  Capitular  Masonry  lives,  above  and  beyond  the  power  of  death,  be- 
cause it  is  of  God,  because  it  endessly  builds  the  temple  of  truth  into  the 
lives  of  men,  because  its  foundations  are  in  Heaven  and  all  its  ways  the 
ways  of  peace." 
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We  cannot  refrain  from  a  word  or  two  on  the  marvellous 
work  of  the  Ohio  Masonic  Home.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Walcutt,  as 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  presented  a  most  compre- 
hensive report  on  the  year's  work.  Space  will  not  permit  us  to 
say  more  than  that  we,  in  Canada,  should  find  in  Ohio's  charit- 
able efforts  an  inspiration  for  some  similar  undertaking  in  our 
jurisdiction.  Congratulations  to  our  Brethren  and  Companions 
of  Ohio  on  this  outward  evidence  of  their  desire  to  put  into 
practice  that  which  most  of  us  are  content  to  preach. 

The  Capitular  Review  is  from  the  master  pen  of  that  most 
versatile  correspondent,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Carl  W.  Sper- 
ling.   From  a  dignified  foreword  we  excerpt  the  following : 

"Here  we  as  Masons  have  the  opportunity  to  prove  to  the  world,  that 
Masonry  is  and  ever  will  be  a  bulwark  against  dictators  and  oppressors, 
but  rather  a  sanctuary  to  all  who  seek  peace  on  earth,  good  will  towards 
men,  a  fraternity,  where  real  and  true  Brotherhood  prevails  with  Free- 
dom and  Justice  for  all." 

Selfishly  our  interest  is  centred  in  his  review  of  Canada, 
and  after  reading  it  we  are  certainly  not  disappointed  in  his 
friendly  treatment  of  our  Grand  Chapter.  He  deals  with  sta- 
tistics, generously  quotes  from  our  Grand  Z.'s  address,  refers 
feelingly  to  the  untimely  death  of  the  Duke  of  Kent  and  is  kind 
enough  to  suggest  that  our  last  review  was  both  splendid  and 
comprehensive.  Liberal  space  is  devoted  to  an  extract  from 
our  Foreword,  for  which  we  desire  to  tender  thanks  and  appre- 
ciation. We  should  like  to  say  that  reviewing  Ohio  is  at  once 
a  pleasure  and  delight,  and  we  assure  Comp.  Sperling  that  his 
reviews  are  both  interesting  and  instructive. 

The  election  of  officers  resulted  in  the  installation  of  Edward 
M.  Selby  as  Grand  High  Priest. 

As  one  would  expect,  Mont.  C.  Hambright,  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary.  Columbus  will  again  be  the  place  of  meet- 
ing in  1945. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter.

The  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Guthrie,  April 
17th  and  18th,  1944. 

Following  the  formal  opening  of  Grand  Chapter  by  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Driskill,  an  escort  retired  and  on  returning  introduced 
Gerald  L.  Brown,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Okla- 
homa, who  was  accompanied  by  a  number  of  his  high  ranking 
officers.  Other  distinguished  guests  included  the  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Kansas,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  of 
Kansas  and  representatives  of  the  Knights  Templar  and  Scot- 
tish Rite.  All  were  cordially  welcomed  and  accorded  Grand 
Honors. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  forty-six  Grand 
Representatives  were  then  received  and  appropriately  greeted. 
We  regret  to  note  the  absence  of  Canada's  representative. 

We  rather  enjoyed  reading  the  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Driskill.  After  a  brief  welcome  to  all  present  he  quite  frankly 
admits  that  he  found  it  impossible  to  accomplish  the  results 
he  had  hoped  for.  Due  to  travel  restrictions  he  was  forced  to 
decline  many  invitations  to  visit  Chapters.  Eloquently  he  re- 
fers to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  to  those  who  have  passed  on  to 
that  Elysium  of  Peace,  that  Haven  of  Rest  and  concludes  this 
section  by  quoting  the  following  beautiful  verse : 

"A  king  once  said  of  a  prince  that  fell: 
'Taller  he  seems  in  death.' 
And  his  words  ring  true,  for  now  as  then, 
It  is  after  death  we  can  measure  men." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Driskill  comments  on  the  splendid  work  of 
the  Masonic  Charity  Foundation,  the  Masonic  Homes  and  the 
Masonic  Service  Centers  for  men  of  the  Armed  Forces.  He 
enumerates  changes  made  among  the  Grand  Rpresentatives 
and  lists  dispensations  granted.  One  request  was  refused  on 
constitutional  grounds.  It  dealt  with  the  application  of  the 
Chaplain  of  the  Ardmore  Air  Base  who  failed  to  qualify  under 
the  residential  regulations.  Far  be  it  from  us  to  comment 
unfavorably  in  a  purely  domestic  matter,  but,  it  may  be  of 
interest  to  our  Companions  of  Oklahoma  to  know  that  in  Can- 
ada a  matter  of  this  kind  may  be  dealt  with  by  our  Grand  Z., 
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and  a  dispensation  granted  in  view  of  the  fact  that  every  effort 
is  made  here  to  facilitate  the  entry  of  members  of  the  armed 
forces  into  the  Royal  Arch.  These  men  are  moved  from  place 
to  place  so  frequently  that  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to 
qualify  under  the  residence  rule,  and  it  is  obviously  unfair  that 
they  should  be  penalized  through  no  fault  of  their  own. 

The  address  concludes  with  words  of  praise  and  commen- 
dation for  the  good  work  of  the  District  Deputies  and  other 
officers. 

A  perusal  of  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report  must  be  com- 
forting to  all  who  read  it.  A  balanced  budget  and  assets  of 
$29,547.00,  of  which  amount  $20,000.00  is  in  War  Bonds.  The 
Educational  Fund  amounts  to  $23,487.00  which  includes  some 
$20,050.00  also  in  Government  Bonds. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  indicates  a  very  substantial 
increase  in  membership,  which  is  quite  in  line  with  the  reports 
of  most  jurisdictions.  Congratulations  on  a  very  fine  achieve- 
ment. 

In  reading  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rituals  we  are 
somewhat  surprised  to  note  that  while  a  Chapter  must  be 
opened  in  the  Royal  Arch  degree  and  closed  in  this  degree, 
that  a  Lodge  of  Most  Excellent  Masters  may  be  opened  and 
later  a  Mark  Master  Mason's  Lodge  opened  without  any  cere- 
mony, other  than  the  advising  of  the  Tyler  of  a  change  in  the 
degree  being  worked.  In  other  words,  as  we  read  it,  a  lodge 
of  Most  Execellent  Masters  having  been  opened  and  on  the 
conclusion  of  the  work,  continues  to  work  as  a  lodge  of  Mark 
Master  Masons,  when  the  work  in  this  degree  is  completed 
the  lodge  is  closed  in  the  Mark  Master  degree,  thus  eliminating 
the  closing  ceremonies  of  the  Most  Excellent  Master  degree 
and  the  opening  of  the  Mark  Master  Masons'  degree,  all  of 
which  is  quite  at  variance  with  Canadian  practice,  where  each 
degree  must  be  formally  opened  and  closed  in  the  prescribed 
manner. 

From  the  impressive  report  on  Necrology  we  extract  the 
following: 

"Wise  youth  by  few  is  glory's  wreath  attained: 
But  death,  or  later  or  soon  awaiteth  all, 
To  fight  in  Freedom's  cause  is  something  gained, 
And  nothing  lost  to  fall." 
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Glenn  B.  Young  presents  the  report  on  Fraternal  Corre- 
spondence. He  suggests  that  optimism  prevails  and  reviews 
41  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

He  deals  generously  with  Canada  giving  us  an  allotment  of 
space  that  is  quite  complimentary.  His  review  is  largely  con- 
fined to  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Stephens'  address  in  Toronto,  1943,  from 
which  he  quotes  at  some  length  but  without  any  personal  com- 
ment from  himself  as  the  reviewer.  Accept  our  thanks  Comp. 
Young  for  your  friendly  treatment  of  Canada. 

Jesse  A.  Todd  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High  Priest. 
James  A.  Lathim  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary  and  Mus- 
kogee was  selected  as  the  next  place  of  meeting. 

James  A.  Sinex  is  Canada's  representative  in  Oklahoma, 
while  Ed.  Worth  of  Chatham,  gives  faithful  representation  to 
Oklahoma  near  our  Grand  Chapter. 

OREGON

The  Eighty-fourth  Convocation  held  in  Portland,  on  April 
12,  1944. 

After  the  formal  opening  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  and 
prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the  roll-call  of  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives resulted  in  forty-three  responding,  we  note  that 
Canada's  Representative  failed  to  answer  the  call. 

Among  the  visitors  we  note  a  representative  from  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Washington,  Grand  Commander,  Knights 
Templar,  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Council  and  M.  Wor.  Bro.  K. 
M.  Robb,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon.  These 
distinguished  Companions,  together  with  twelve  Past  Grand 
High  Priests,  were  duly  presented,  welcomed  and  received  with 
appropriate  honors. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  includes  a  complete 
summary  of  his  many  activities  during  his  tenure  of  office. 
After  a  friendly  word  of  welcome  to  all  present,  and  a  brief  but 
sincere  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  he  enumerates  his 
many  official  visits.  Just  here  we  should  like  to  congratulate 
him  upon  the  zealous  manner  in  which  he  contacted  the  Con- 
stituent Chapters  of  the  Jurisdiction.  Due  to  travel  restric- 
tions and  difficulties  this  is  somewhat  unusual  these  days.  Ap- 
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pointments  of  Grand  Representatives  are  fully  set  forth  as  also 
is  a  rather  extensive  list  of  dispensations.  Nothing  unusual 
appears  in  these  latter  and  consequently  are  of  interest  only 
to  the  Chapters  affected. 

The  address  concludes  with  the  usual  words  of  commenda- 
tion for  all  who  had  rendered  assistance  during  the  year. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicates  finances  on  a  sound 
basis  with  investments  of  $16,000.00. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  contained  the  encouraging 
news  that  Oregon  is  another  to  join  the  widening  circle  of 
Grand  Chapters  recording  an  increase  in  membership.  The 
increase  is  quite  substantial  and  we  extend  congratulations  to 
our  friends  in  Oregon. 

From  a  most  eloquent  report  on  Memorials  we  quote  the 
following : 

'"Everybody  wants  a  monument.  Some  aspire  to  granite;  some  to 
marble;  some  to  bronze.  The  great  Homer,  with  large  wisdom  and 
farther  sight,  wrote,  'I  have  builded  for  myself  a  monument  more  endur- 
ing than  bronze.'  The  great  Albert  Pike,  in  his  last  wish,  gave  to  all 
Masons  a  classic  passage:  'When  I  am  dead,  I  wish  my  monument  to  be 
builded  only  in  the  hearts  and  memories  of  my  Brethren.' 

"Memories  are  the  outgrowth  of  great  lives.  They  are  the  beacon 
lights  of  a  true  Masonic  life.  What  a  man  does  for  himself  dies  with 
him;  what  he  has  done  for  others  and  for  the  world  remains  and  is  im- 
mortal." 

The  report  of  Lloyd  L.  Scott,  who  writes  the  Capitular  Re- 
view is  decidedly  interesting.  The  high-lights  of  many  juris- 
dictions are  covered  briefly  and  in  commenting  on  the  deaths 
within  the  scope  of  thirty-eight  United  States  Grand  Chapters. 
Comp.  Scott  states  that  the  loss  was  9,406  after  which  he 
interjects  this  beautiful  thought: 

"Death  is  not  extinguishing  the  light,  it  is  putting  out  the  lamp 
because  dawn  has  come." 

From  a  most  delectable  address  by  Willard  L.  Marks,  the 
Grand  Orator,  we  excerpt  a  short  paragraph,  would  that  space 
permitted  us  to  include  in  its  entirety  this  address,  which,  in 
our  humble  opinion,  merits  a  place  among  the  epics  of  litera- 
ture: 

"To-day  is  the  opportunity  for  service  and  we  can  best  serve  the 
principles  and  purpose  of  Masonry,  and  particularly,  the  perfection  of 
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the  Royal  Arch  of  achievement,  by  maintaining'  personal  and  public  in- 
tegrity, individual  and  governmental  stability  with  the  determination 
that  whatever  situations  as  we  may  encounter  wef  will  not  forget  the 
lessons  of  history  and  experience,  that  we  will  curb  the  racketeer  and 
the  demagogue,  that  we  may  maintain  historic  and  pioneer  courage  and 
confidence  and  contribute  toward  the  great  need  of  humanity  to-day  that 
the  peoples  of  the  world,  may  march  forward  once  again  with  their  feet 
on  the  paths  of  progress  and  their  eyes  on  the  hills  of  hope." 

Having  been  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  N.  H.  Callaway 
was  formally  installed  into  office,  while  D.  Rufus  Cheney  was 
again  invested  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Canada  is  represented  in  Oregon  by  Fred  A.  Purdin,  while 
William  E.  Tregenza  is  Oregon's  representative  near  our  Grand 
Chapter. 

PENNSYLVANIA 

Robert  J.  Arnett,  Grand  High  Priest. 

John  C.  Kitselman,  Grand  Secretary. 

Quarterly  Communication  held  in  Philadelphia,  March  4, 
1943,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Arnett  presiding.  Seven  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  and  thirty-two  Grand  Representatives  were  in 
attendance. 

Visitors  included  the  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Council,  the 
Grand  Commander  Knights  Templar  and  the  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Quarterly  reports  of  various  committees  were  present- 
ed and  considered.  The  Grand  High  Priest  announced,  that 
owing  to  the  war  and  transportation  restrictions  he  authorized 
any  Past  High  Priest  to  open  and  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
his  Chapter  in  the  absence  of  the  High  Priest,  King  and  Scribe. 
In  Canada,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chapter's  presiding  officer, 
any  Past  Z.,  (High  Priest) ,  may  occupy  the  chair  and  discharge 
his  duties  without  any  official  sanction  from  Grand  Chapter. 
A  further  announcement  was  made  to  the  effect  that  $100.00 
had  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Masonic  Military  and 
Naval  Service  Committee. 

Quarterly  held  June  3,  1943,  at  which  the  usual  reports  of 
committees  were  received  and  dealt  with.    M.  Ex.  Comp.  Arnett 
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referred  to  the  election  of  the  Earl  of  Harewood  as  First  Grand 
Principal  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England,  and  a 
resolution  was  passed  extending  congratulations,  which  the 
Grand  Secretary  was  instructed  to  communicate  to  the  dis- 
tinguished Companion. 

Quarterly  held  September  3,  1943.  This  meeting  disposed 
of  the  usual  reports  and  other  administrative  matters.  From 
a  beautifully  worded  "Memoriam"  to  the  memory  of  the  late 
George  P.  Darrow,  we  extract  these  lines: 

"And  from  his  virtue,  loyalty  and  truth 
Shall  rise  a  monument  outlasting  stone 
A  priceless  heritage,  inspiring  youth 

To  reap,  where  he,  and  such  as  he,  has  sown." 

A  communication  from  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  of  the  Supreme 
Grand  Chapter  of  England  conveyed  the  thanks  of  the  Earl  of 
Harewood  for  the  congratulatory  message  received  from  Penn- 
sylvania on  his  elevation  to  the  office  of  First  Grand  Principal. 

Quarterly  held  December  2nd,  1943,  with  the  Grand  High 
Priest  on  the  throne. 

Forty-nine  Grand  Representatives  answered  the  roll-call, 
Comp.  Samuel  Shaw  responding  for  Canada. 

Many  distinguished  guests  were  in  attendance,  among  these 
we  note  rulers  of  the  Royal  Arch  from  Rhode  Island,  New- 
York,  Connecticut,  Vermont,  Maryland,  Virginia,  South  Caro- 
lina, Ohio,  Maine,  New  Jersey,  Delaware,  West  Virginia,  Colo- 
rado, and  our  own  Grand  Z.,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  John  M.  Burden, 
representing  Canada. 

Honored  visitors  from  the  Scottish  Rite,  Grand  Council, 
Knights  Templar  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  were 
also  received  and  extended  a  hearty  welcome  and  the  customary 
honors. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  an  instructive,  interesting 
and  inspiring  address.  After  an  official  greeting  to  all  present 
and  a  brief  reference  to  the  war  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Arnett  referred 
feelingly  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  closing  this  section  of  his  ad- 
dress with  the  following: 

"Such  lives  as  these 

Hiave  not  been  lived  in  vain, 
But  shed  an  indulgence  rare,  divine 
On  lives  that  here  remain." 
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Considerable  space  is  devoted  to  a  glowing  tribute  to  the 
loyalty  and  efficiency  of  the  various  officers  of  Grand  Chapter. 
Visitations  are  fully  set  forth  in  detail,  as  are  also  his  appoint- 
ments and  dispensations.  These  latter  are  not  numerous  and 
purely  routine. 

Under  recommendations  the  Grand  High  Priest  refers  to 
the  practice  of  some  Chapters  in  embellishing  Past  High 
Priest's  jewels  with  a  precious  stone,  and  stated  that  uniform- 
ity must  prevail.  He  recommended  that  the  practice  should 
cease  as  he  considered  it  an  improper  expenditure  of  Chapter 
Funds.  May  we  interject  a  comment  and  say  that  this  prac- 
tice is  common  in  Canada  where  it  is  considered  purely  a  do- 
mestic matter  and  each  Chapter  adopts  its  own  design  in  mak- 
ing up  such  jewels.  From  the  concluding  remarks  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest  we  excerpt  the  following: 

"Capitular  Masonry  is  not  spectacular,  is  never  on  parade,  seeks  no 
publicity,  nor  is  it  in  the  limelight  in  any  way  of  its  activities,  but  it  is 
devoted  to  the  development  within  the  lives  of  our  Companions  the  divine 
attributes  of  faith,  hope  and  charity,  virtues  that  are  inherent  qualities 
of  the  normal  human  mind,  but  can  neither  be  taught  nor  absorbed 
en-mass." 

"Lord  let  me  tonight  and  every  night, 
Look  back  across  the  span,  'twixt  dawn  and  dark, 

And  to  my  conscience  say, 
Because  of  seme  kind  act  to  beast  or  man, 
The  world  is  better  that  I  lived  today." 

From  the  report  of  Grand  Treasurer  Hanby  we  note  that 
finances  are  in  excellent  condition  with  receipts  about  balanc- 
ing disbursements,  and  investment  of  some  $168,823.00.  Penn- 
sylvania appears  to  have  suffered  a  loss  in  membership,  but  as 
the  records  are  for  the  year  previous  to  1943,  we  feel  sure  that 
next  year's  Proceedings  will  indicate  that  increase  which  seems 
to  be  fairly  general  elsewhere. 

The  Fraternal  Review  is  from  the  gifted  pen  of  John  M. 
Core,  who  writes  a  rather  encouraging  "Foreword",  refers  to 
war  conditions  and  states  that  Masonry  has  a  great  stake  in 
the  war.  He  says,  "It  is  our  war,  if  there  is  one  particular 
doctrine  that  the  Axis  hates  it  is  The  Brotherhood  of  Man'." 
How  true.  Comp.  Core  also  pays  sympathetic  tribute  to  the 
passing  of  Dr.  Harry  J.  Bell,  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  since  1923.     Comp.  Bell's  death  re- 
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moves  an  active  and  outstanding  Mason  from  the  various 
branches  of  the  Craft,  and  we,  in  Canada,  desire  to  extend  our 
deepest  sympathy  in  Pennsylvania's  sad  loss. 

Turning  to  the  review  of  Canada  we  find  our  1943  Convoca- 
tion given  generous  coverage.  Our  guests  and  their  reception, 
the  address  of  our  Grand  Z.,  and  reports  of  our  various  com- 
mittees are  all  given  mention.  We  thank  Comp.  Core  for  his 
reference  to  our  last  review,  which  he  terms  clear  and  concise. 
May  we  take  this  opportunity  of  congratulating  him  on  the 
splendid  presentation  of  this  year's  reviews  and  upon  a  most 
entertaining  foreword. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Arnett  continues  in  office  as  Grand  High 
Priest,  while  Comp.  Kitselman  still  holds  the  reins  of  office  as 
Grand  Secretary. 

Canada's  representative  in  Pennsylvania  is  Samuel  Shaw, 
while  M.  Ex.  Comp.  L.  F.  Stephens,  K.C.,  has  the  honor  to 
represent  Pennsylvania  near  our  Grand  Chapter. 

QUEBEC

The  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Montreal, 
March  22nd,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Pullen  presiding.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  presence 
of  five  Past  Grand  Z.'s. 

After  an  extended  literary  tour  of  United  States  Jurisdic- 
tions and  having  reviewed  a  veritable  procession  of  Grand  High 
Priests  it  seems  like  a  home-coming  to  find  oneself  in  the 
atmosphere  of  historic  old  Quebec.  We  have  no  comment  to 
make  on  the  titles  used  across  the  border  to  designate  their 
officers,  but  we  must  say,  that  we  prefer  the  familiar  designa- 
tions of  Grand  Z.,  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  other  similar  titles  to 
those  used  by  our  friends  of  the  U.S.A. 

Twenty-two  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  Grand 
Representatives  who  received  a  warm  fraternal  greeting.  We 
are  somewhat  concerned  to  note  that  our  Representative,  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Duncan  McLellan,  was  absent  through  illness. 

Among  the  distinguished  guests  we  note  the  Grand  High 
Priests  of  Massachusetts  and  Maine,  and  our  own  Grand  Z., 
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M.  Ex.  Comp.  Burden.  Needless  to  say  that  all  received  that 
hearty  and  friendly  welcome  so  characteristic  of  our  friends 
in  Quebec. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Pullen  is  anything  but 
lengthy  as  such  addresses  go,  but  more  important  it  is  com- 
plete and  fully  covers  the  salient  features  of  the  year's  work. 

From  his  opening  remarks  these  words  meet  a  ready  re- 
sponse in  our  hearts  and  minds — 

"A  backward  glance  over  the  brief  period  since  we  last  met  gives 
cause  for  heartfelt  thanksgiving  to  Him  in  whom  we  place  our  trust, 
and  never  should  we  have  greater  confidence  in  our  leaders  than  now 
after  the  steady  advancement  tihey  have  made  toward  that  goal  which 
is  so  ardently  desired  by  all  people,  and  if  this  war  is  Armageddon,  may 
it  be  followed  by  that  millenium  of  a  thousand  years  of  enduring  peace 
to  this  war-torn  world." 

We  utter  a  fervent  Amen  to  the  sentiment  so  ably  expressed 
in  these  lines: 

"Let  us  never  forget,  however,  in  the  pride  of  accomplishment,  that 
the  price  we  are  called  upon  to  pay  for  these  priceless  privileges,  is  the 
loss  of  the  best  of  our  young  manhood.  May  the  memory  of  their  glor- 
ious deeds  be  with  us  until  time  shall  be  no  'more." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Pullen  speaks  feelingly  of  the  Fraternal  Dead 
and  enumerates  appointments  to  the  corps  of  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives. 

Among  his  visitations  is  a  record  of  his  visit  to  our  Grand 
Chapter,  and  we  should  like  to  tender  our  thanks  for  the  very 
friendly  reference. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Pullen  granted  a  number  of  dispensations 
covering  purely  routine  matters,  although  in  passing,  we  should 
say  that  in  our  Jurisdiction  a  dispensation  is  unnecessary  to 
install  into  the  Chair  of  Z.  those  who  have  not  previously 
served  as  Worshipful  Master  of  a  Symbolic  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Z.  closes  a  very  fine  address  with  this  thought: 

"We  must  go  forward  and  not  stand  still,  for  in  life  we  must  ever 
continue  building  a  temple  worthy  of  our  predecessors  because  the  moral 
forces  and  the  character  we  build  on  are  of  the  utmost  importance  and 
contribute  to  the  uplift  of  humanity  and  the  advancement  of  God's  King- 
dom on  earth." 

From  the  report  of  Grand  Secretary  Williamson  we  note 
that  Quebec,  like  so  many  other  Grand  Chapters,  records  an 
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increase   in  membership,   which  must  be  gratifying  to   the 
officers  and  members  generally. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicates  finances  in  splendid 
shape  and  a  contribution  of  $500.00  to  the  Red  Cross. 

The  reports  of  the  various  Grand  Superintendents  are  all 
written  in  an  optimistic  vein  and  leave  with  the  reader  the 
thought  that  the  Capitular  Craft  in  Quebec  is  showing  an  up- 
ward trend. 

From  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Grand  Z.'s  address 
we  quote  the  following  which  merits  this  writer's  hearty, 
though  silent  applause: 

"The  Grand  First  Principal,  Charles  Pullen,  brought  tor  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  high  office  a  gracious  personality  and  a 
winsome  manner,  and  on  his  retirement  he  imay  enjoy  the  assurance  of 
the  gratitude  and  esteem  of  the  Members  of  Grand  Chapter." 

We  also  desire  to  associate  ourself  with  the  sentiment  of 
the  testimonial  banquet  tendered  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Williamson  on 
the  60th  Anniversary  of  his  entrance  into  Masonry. 

May  we  add  the  personal  comment  that  we  earnestly  hope 
that  he  may  be  spared  many  years  to  carry  on  the  splendid 
work  which  he  is  doing.  This  Correspondent  entertains  for 
Walter  Williamson  a  profound  respect  and  cherishes  his  friend- 
ship among  his  Masonic  treasures. 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  again  written 
by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwards,  who  ranks  among  our  best  as  a 
correspondent.  This  is  his  fourteenth  review  and  therefore  he 
qualifies  as  a  veteran.  His  foreword  has  been  thoughtfully 
prepared  and  beautifully  expressed. 

Turning  to  his  review  of  our  Jurisdiction  we  find  a  most 
friendly  and  complete  coverage  of  our  1943  Convocation.  Noth- 
ing seems  to  have  evaded  his  scrutiny  of  our  Proceedings. 
He  has  nice  things  to  say  about  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Stephens,  refers 
generously  to  the  work  of  the  Toronto  Welfare  Committee  and 
quotes  facts  and  figures  on  our  administrative  work.  Need  we 
say,  that  his  kindly  reference  to  our  last  review  is  greatly 
appreciated,  and  while,  of  course,  we  know  that  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Edwards  is  viewing  our  work  through  rose-colored  glasses,  yet 
we  are  human  enough  to  admit  that  his  commentary  on  our 
efforts  is  as  music  to  our  ears. 
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So  as  we  close  our  review  of  Quebec,  we  are  constrained  to 
do  so  with  the  well  known  words— '  'Happy  to  meet,  Sorry  to 
part,  Happy  to  meet  again." 

George  S.  Burrows  was  elected  and  duly  installed  as  Grand 
Z.  W.  W.  Williamson,  as  to  be  expected,  continues  as  Grand 
Scribe  E. 

Our  Jurisdiction  is  most  capably  represented  by  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Duncan  McLellan,  while  this  Correspondent  is  privileged 
to  answer  for  Quebec  near  our  Grand  Chapter.

Regular  Convocation  held  in  Brisbane,  April  7th,  1943,  M 
Ex.  Comp.  Quinn  presiding. 

Grand  Chapter  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  solemn  prayer. 
After  a  word  of  welcome  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Quinn  referred  fittingly 
to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  with  special  reference  to  the  deaths  of 
Ex.  Comp.  McCallum  and  Ex.  Comp.  Perrin,  both  of  whom 
were  killed  in  action. 

The  First  Grand  Principal's  address  is  beautifully  worded 
and  carries  a  message  of  hope  and  good-will,  and  stresses  our 
dependence  upon  each  other  in  these  dark  days.  We  quote 
a  few  lines  taken  at  random : 

"We  learn  that  it  is  just  and  right  that  man  should  live,  free  and 
unafraid,  in  a  peaceful  work — and  determine  that,  these  things  shall 
not  pass  away." 

^Millions  desire  peace,  how  many  desire  to  do  the  things  which 
ensure  it?  It  will  be  assured  when  we  behave  justly  to  each  other.  Then, 
let  us  again  resolve  to  begin  with  ourselves,  to  eliminate  all  that  is  unfair 
or  unjust,  and  earnestly  endeavour  to  understand  the  needs,  aims,  and 
aspirations  of  others." 

"However,  let  us  not  merely  talk  of  Goodwill  and  Right,  but  practice 
them;  they  were  founded  on  self-respect,  courtesy  and  integrity,  and 
represent  something  we  cannot  afford  to  lose." 

Thirty-two  Grand  Representatives  answered  the  roll-call 
and  were  extended  a  cordial  greeting. 
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The  Grand  Committee's  report  deals  with  administrative 
matters  and  also  refers  to  two  brethren  disciplined  by  the 
United  Grand  Lodge.  Grand  Chapter  following  established 
precedent,  took  action  to  exclude  these  members  from  their 
respective  Chapters,  while  undergoing  such  sentence.  Due  to 
inability  to  secure  Chapter  regalia  it  was  ruled  that  Craft  re- 
galia may  be  worn  at  Chapter  meetings.  After  a  service  of 
Intercession  conducted  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Chapter 
closed  in  full  form. 

From  the  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Quinn,  delivered  at  the 
October  Convocation,  the  following  is  of  interest: 

"Do  not  expend  your  strength  on  things  which  have  no  power  for 
good,  but  assist,  and  be  ready  to  suggest  methods  of  seeing,  and  think- 
ing of  things  which  deserve  to  be  fostered  in  our  endeavour  to  strengthen 
Faith  in  the  ultimate  destiny  of  man." 

Past  Grand  rank  was  conferred  upon  a  number  of  Compan- 
ions for  meritorious  service  to  the  Royal  Craft. 

Due  to  difficulties  confronting  Chapters  permission  is  grant- 
ed to  alter  dates,  times  and  places  of  meeting  and  make  other 
adjustments  as  may  be  found  necessary  for  the  Chapter  to 
function  and  carry  on,  ''Business  as  usual."  The  meeting  dealt 
with  Financial  Statements,  and  the  roport  of  the  Grand  Scribe 
E.  Finances  of  Queensland  appear  to  be  on  a  sound  basis  with 
extensive  purchases  of  War  Loan  Bonds.  It  is  also  noticeable 
that  Grand  Chapter  has  accumulated  a  very  substantial  "Bene- 
volent Fund" — the  remarkable  feature  of  this  is  that  the  funds 
of  Grand  Chapter  are  augmented  by  many  personal  contribu- 
tions by  private  members  to  this  worthy  cause.  The  assets 
of  this  fund  total  to  something  like  $40,000.00,  truly  a  mar- 
vellous effort. 

The  roport  of  the  various  officers  are  most  interesting. 
They  speak  of  petrol  shortage  and  difficulties  of  travel,  but 
despite  these  conditions,  many  visitations  and  inspections  were 
made  and  all  speak  of  the  ardor  with  which  the  Cnapters  are 
carrying  on  their  work  despite  trying  conditions. 

At  this  Convocation  the  election  of  officers  was  held,  and  we 
note  with  pleasure,  that  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Quinn  continues  in  office 
as  First  Grand  Principal.  As  we  have  remarked  in  previous 
reviews,  while  changes  occur  in  the  other  officers  of  the  lines, 
the  First  Grand  Principal  continues  from  year  to  year  with  no 
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definite  period  set  as  his  term.  This  system  has  many  advan- 
tages and  follows  that  in  vogue  in  England  and  Scotland. 

Following  the  investiture  of  the  various  officers  Grand 
Chapter  closed  in  Ample  Form  with  the  singing  of  the  National 
Anthem. 

Canada's  ever  faithful  representative  in  Queensland  is  J. 
Shirra,  Jr.,  while  Queensland  is  most  capably  represented  near 
our  Grand  Chapter  by  Neil  A.  McEachren.

The  One  Hundred  and  Forty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  held 
in  Providence,  March  9,  1943,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Lottsfeldt  pre- 
siding. 

Distinguished  guests  from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  New 
Jersey,  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut  and  New  York,  together 
with  a  representative  of  General  Grand  Chapter,  were  extended 
a  warm  welcome,  as  also  was  the  Deputy  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
and  the  M.  Wor.  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Rhode  Island. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  makes  interesting 
reading.  After  extending  a  personal  greeting  he  spoke  of  the 
many  losses  through  the  activities  of  the  Grim  Reaper  and 
quoted  this  beautiful  verse: 

Necrology 

The  chain  of  Fraternal  Friendship 

Is  bound  by  links  of  Gold. 

One  by  one  they  sever 

Just  why  we  cannot  tell; 

But,  we  trust  our  Heavenly  Father, 

Who  doeth  all  things  well. 

Appointments,  amendments  of  By-Laws  and  dispensations 
are  given  full  coverage.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  all  of  the  dis- 
pensations authorized  change  of  quarters  due  to  fuel  shortage. 

Visitations  are  all  duly  set  forth  and  indicate  that  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Lottsfeldt  managed  to  make  many  of  these  important 
journeys  despite  difficulty  in  the  matter  of  transportation. 

Referring  to  the  condition  of  the  Craft  he  sounded  a  note 
of  warning  with  respect  to  the  rather  large  amount  of  out- 
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standing  dues.  He  also  said  that  his  hopes  for  an  increase  in 
membership  were  shattered  due  to  certain  Chapters  "cleaning 
house"  and  suspending  over  one  hundred  members  for  N.P.D., 
this,  of  course,  he  further  states  is  an  accumulation  of  years. 
This  very  entertaining  address  closes  with  this  sound  com- 
ment: 

"We  can  justly  be  proud  of  the  history  of  Masonry,  but  we  cannot 
live  in  the  past.  No  matter  how  glorious  were  the  victories  of  yesterday 
they  must  be  duplicated  to-day.  May  we  as  Royal  Arch  Masons  find  hap- 
piness and  inspiration  throughout  the  coming  year  in  duties  to  be  per- 
formed; in  the  realization  that  we  continue  to  enjoy  our  blessed  inheri- 
tage  of  freedom;  in  our  unswerving  faith  in  God  and  our  firm  belief 
that  the  day  is  soon  coming  when  once  again  all  will  be  right  with  the 
world." 

From  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report  we  learn  that  receipts 
were  $468.00  in  excess  of  disbursements,  while  assets  total 
$23,214.00.  While  this  is  a  very  encouraging  report,  we  should 
say  that  it  is  somewhat  offset  by  the  report  of  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary, who  records  a  rather  alarming  decrease  in  member- 
ship. This,  of  course,  is  largely  influenced  by  a  large  number 
of  deaths  and  many  suspensions,  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  num- 
ber of  exaltations  was  the  largest  for  many  years,  which  gives 
us  the  other  side  of  the  picture. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  somewhat  limited 
in  its  scope,  but  it  reports  that  ''Western  Australia"  has  now 
been  recognized  and  an  exchange  of  Grand  Representatives 
made. 

Benjamin  H.  Slade  was  elected  and  duly  installed  Grand 
High  Priest.    Wilbur  A.  Scott  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  retiring  Grand  High  Priest  was  presented  with  a  Jewel 
and  Apron  suitable  to  his  rank. 

At  the  close  of  Grand  Chapter  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood 
convened. 

Canada's  representative  in  Rhode  Island  is  Norris  G. 
Abbott,  while  W.  H.  Brennan  represents  Rhode  Island  near  our 
Grand  Chapter. 

SCOTLAND

Sir  Stewart  Macpherson,  Depute  Grand  Principal. 
Geo.  A.  Howell,  Grand  Scribe  E. 
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Annual  Convocation  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
Scotland  was  held  in  Edinburgh,  March  21,  1944,  with  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Moncreiff  presiding. 

The  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  presented  a  deputation 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  headed  by  Grand  Master 
Capt.  J.  C.  Stewart,  also  a  visitor  from  the  U.S.A.,  in  the  person 
of  Comp.  William  Denslow,  son  of  the  General  Grand  High 
Priest  of  the  United  States. 

This  being  the  occasion  of  the  installation  of  the  First 
Grand  Principal,  the  chair  was  assumed  by  Brig.  General  Sir 
Standish  Crawford.  The  First  Grand  Principal-elect,  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  R.  H.  F.  Moncreiff,  was  escorted  into  the  Convocation 
according  to  ancient  custom,  having  been  duly  presented  to  the 
Installing  Principal  he  was  installed,  proclaimed  and  saluted. 
Following  this  ceremony  the  other  officers  of  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  were  severally  installed  and  invested. 

A  number  of  Companions  received  honorary  rank  for 
meritorious  service  to  the  Royal  Craft. 

Supreme  Grand  Chapter  was  then  closed  in  Ample  Form. 

Quarterly  Convocation  held  September  1,  1944,  with  the 
First  Grand  Principal  in  the  chair.  At  this  meeting  routine 
business  was  dealt  with,  including  financial  reports  and  the 
ratification  of  Chapter  By-Laws. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  new  Chapter,  to  be  known 
as  "Dundee-St.  Mary",  was  granted  a  charter. 

The  reports  of  the  various  Grand  Superintendents  are  in- 
tensely interesting,  and  from  them  we  glean  that  conditions 
throughout  the  jurisdiction  are  most  encouraging.  From  the 
figures  supplied  we  are  sure  that  Scotland,  despite  war-time 
conditions,  is  enjoying  a  splendid  year  Masonically.  Finances 
appear  sound  with  an  increase  in  membership. 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we  learn  of  the  death  of 
Sir  John  C.  Watson,  K.C.,  an  outstanding  craftsman  and  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Scottish  Bar.  For  many  years  he 
has  represented  Canada  in  Scotland,  and  we  share  with  our 
Companions  of  Scotland  in  this  great  loss. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  our  fraternal  greetings 
to  his  successor,  the  Earl  of  Lauderdale,  who,  according  to  the 
report  before  us,  now  carries  the  commission  of  Grand  Repre- 
sentative for  Canada.

The  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Pierre,  Oc- 
tober 27,  1943. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  opened  the  interesting  cere- 
mony of  "Presenting  the  Colors"  took  place  followed  by  recit- 
ing the  Oath  of  Allegiance.  This  is  a  formality  not  observed 
in  Canada  where  our  patriotic  gesture  being  the  singing  of 
"God  Save  the  King"  our  National  Anthem. 

Ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  officially  received,  as 
were  twenty-one  Grand  Representatives. 

Guests  included  the  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Council,  Grand 
Commander  of  Knights  Templar,  the  President  of  the  Order  of 
High  Priesthood  and  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Senior 
Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Each  of  these  distinguished  visi- 
tors received  a  hearty  welcome. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Richards  appears  to  be  a  well- 
written  and  interesting  report  on  his  term  of  office.  From  his 
opening  remarks  we  quote: 

"It  is  well  in  this  time  of  stress  and  anxiety  that  we  pause  awhile 
and  gather  together  to  enjoy  the  great  privileges  that  are  ours.  Here 
we  are  free  from  the  whims  of  dictators,  free  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of 
a  free  people,  free  to  go  and  come  as  we  please,  and  free  to  worship  God 
according  to  the  dictates  of  our  own  conscience." 

He  referred  briefly  and  appropriately  to  the  Fraternal 
Dead,  then  commented  on  his  inability  to  make  the  extensive 
visits  as  planned.  The  usual  rationing  of  gasoline  and  travel 
restrictions  being  responsible.  Despite  this  it  requires  six 
pages  to  enumerate  his  visitations.  All  are  duly  set  forth  in 
detail  and  indicate  activity  and  enthusiasm.  He  also  found 
time  to  visit  other  Jurisdictions  and  the  various  Masonic  Bodies 
in  South  Dakota.  All  in  all  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that 
Companion  Richards  gave  unstintingly  of  his  time  and  talents 
in  the  performance  of  these  duties. 

He  lists  a  number  of  appointments  to  the  Corps  of  Grand 
Representatives  and  deals  with  a  lengthy  list  of  dispensations, 
none  of  which  were  refused.     Among  his  recommendations 
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is  one  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  He  closes 
a  carefully  prepared  address  with  these  all  too  true  words : 

"As  we  look  out  over  a  turbulent  world,  we  wonder  what  of  the 
future  for  Freemasonry.  Never  in  all  the  world  was  there  such  a  need 
of  courage  and  faith  as  the  present  time.  Never  was  unity  more  essen- 
tial. We  have  been  too  reticent  in  declaring  before  the  world  the  prin- 
ciples and  tenets  of  Masonry:  asserting  the  influence  of  the  Order  and 
proclaiming  our  faith  and  devotion  to  the  great  and  (sublime  lessons  it 
teaches." 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  receipts  in  excess  of  disburse- 
ments which,  of  course  is,  what  we  all  aim  to  do  but  sometimes 
fall  far  short  of  our  expectations. 

Grand  Secretary  Strain  tells  us  there  are  35  Chartered 
Chapters  with  membership  of  2,364;  the  number  of  deaths  is 
largely  responsible  for  a  slight  decrease  in  membership. 

Robert  S.  Hart  presented  a  short  but  interesting  report  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reviews.  He  expresses  the 
hope  that  the  time  may  not  be  too  far  distant  when  a  complete 
Review  in  detail  may  be  made. 

The  beautiful  tribute  to  those  who  have  passed  beyond 
the  veils  by  the  Committee  on  Necrology  concludes  with  this 
Biblical  quotation: 

"True,  God  hath  not  promised  skies  always  blue, 

Flower-strewn  pathways  all  our  lives  through. 

God  hath  not  promised  sun  without  the  rain, 

Joy  without  sorrow,  peace  without  pain. 

But  God  hath  promised  strength  for  the  day. 

Rest  for  the  laborer,  light  on  the  way: 

Grace  for  the  trial,  help  from  above, 

Unfailing  sympathy,  undying  love." 
"He  is  faithful  that  promised." 

John  T.  Vucurevich  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest.  Comp.  Strain  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  The 
retiring  Grand  High  Priest  was  presented  with  a  fine  watch, 
which  no  doubt,  will  be  greatly  treasured  by  the  recipient. 

Grand  Chapter  having  closed,  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood 
convened. 

We  look  to  Comp.  J.  H.  Drury  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  our 
interests  in  South  Dakota,  while  William  Downing  plays  a 
similar  role  for  South  Dakota  in  Canada. 
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TENNESSEE

The  One  Hundred  and  Fifteenth  Annual  Convocation  held 
in  Nashville  on  January  24,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  formally  opened  the  Grand 
Chaplain  led  in  prayer. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present.  Visitors 
included  representatives  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Knights 
Templar  and  Scottish  Rite,  the  General  Grand  Master  of  R.  & 
S.  M.  of  the  U.S.A.,  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  General 
Grand  Chapter  and  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Tennessee.  Needless  to  say,  all  were  officially  received  and 
cordially  greeted. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Woodfin  is  far  from  lengthy, 
but  fully  covers  the  year's  work.  After  an  official  welcome  he 
refers  briefly  but  sympathetically  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  re- 
cords commissions  issued  to  a  number  of  Grand  Representa- 
tives and  makes  mention  of  a  donation  of  $200.00  to  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross. 

Dispensations  were  few  and  covered  purely  administrative 
matters.  Visitations  apparently  were  largely  confined  to 
"Group  Meetings",  which,  no  doubt,  are  equivalent  to  "District 
Meetings"  in  Canada.  Referring  to  conditions  of  the  Craft, 
the  Grand  High  Priest  stated  that  during  1943  a  great  activity 
had  taken  place  in  most  of  the  Chapters.  Meetings  were  being 
made  interesting  and  enjoyable,  and  as  a  result  an  increase 
in  membership  is  recorded. 

This  excellent  address  concludes  with  an  expression  of  ap- 
preciation for  assistance  rendered  by  the  various  officers  with 
special  reference  to  the  splendid  work  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Finances  appear  to  be  on  a  sound  basis,  according  to  the 
report  submitted  by  the  Grand  Treasurer.  Receipts  total 
$9,836.00,  while  disbursements  amount  to  $9,273.00,  this  in- 
cludes the  purchase  of  $2,000.00  worth  of  United  States  War 
Bonds. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  carries  a  very  bright  mes- 
sage. With  63  Chapters  in  the  Jurisdiction  the  membership 
increased  by  503  Companions.  This  is  a  splendid  showing  and 
we  heartily  congratulate  Tennessee  on  the  result  of  the  year's 
work. 
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The  Report  on  Correspondence  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
J.  I.  Walker,  provides  one  of  the  high-lights  of  the  Proceedings. 
His  foreword,  as  usual,  contains  much  food  for  reflection  and 
leaves  with  us  many  pertinent  thoughts  on  present  day  con- 
ditions. He  refers  to  the  column  of  optimists  as  rapidly  grow- 
ing and  states  that  there  is  a  ray  of  sunshine  on  the  Capitular 
Horizon  that  is  recognized  and  appreciated  by  deep  thinkers 
and  sound  reasoners.  How  true  this  is,  we  have  so  many  en- 
couraging signs  before  us  that,  in  our  opinion,  Correspondents 
should  have  little  difficulty  in  writing  in  an  optimistic  vein. 
The  croakers  and  pessimists  have  had  their  day,  they  are  now 
riding  the  outward  tide,  optimism  is  in  the  ascendency  and 
better  days  are  ahead  for  the  Royal  Arch.  Despite  the  need 
for  a  conservation  of  space  we  are  constrained  to  quote  the  fol- 
lowing from  Comp.  Walker's  inspirational  foreword: 

"The  World  Conflict  rages  on.  Battlefields  in  many  Nations  are 
drenched  with  blood,  homes  are  saddened,  chairs  are  vacant,  and  many 
fond  hopes  are  being  blighted,  but  with  dauntless  courage  and  an  abid- 
ing faith  in  Higher  Power,  our  Boys,  and  our  Allies  are  giving  their 
all,  if  necessary,  that  the  enemy  of  Freemasonry,  the  enemy  of  our  way 
of  life  may  be  crushed,  and  peace  again  be  enjoyed  by  man." 

Canada  as  usual  is  generously  treated  a  complete  summary 
of  our  1943  Convocation  is  given  space.  Nothing  of  import 
appears  to  have  been  overlooked.  Excerpts  from  our  Grand 
Z.'s  address  and  from  Committee  Reports  give  a  complete  pen- 
picture  of  our  meeting.  Need  we  say  how  much  we  appreciate 
his  personal  references  to  this  Correspondent.  One  of  the  com- 
pensations of  a  writer  is  to  learn  that  his  work  is  recognized, 
and  we  reiterate  our  expressions  of  last  year  by  saying  that 
we  thoroughly  enjoy  reviewing  Tennessee.  If  all  the  Proceed- 
ings were  on  the  same  lofty  plane  truly  the  work  of  the  Re- 
viewer would  become  a  labor  of  love.  Accept  our  sincere  thanks 
for  your  kind  reference  to  Canada. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  Frank  Knox  Harle  was 
installed  Grand  High  Priest,  with  Comp.  Doss  continuing  as 
Grand  Secretary.

Grand  Chapter  having  been  formally  opened  by  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Rice,  the  ceremonies  were  completed  by  prayer  by  the 
Grand  Chaplain. 

Past  Grand  High  Priests  to  the  number  of  seventeen  were 
received  and  welcomed.  Forty-six  Grand  Representatives  were 
present  to  answer  for  their  respective  jurisdictions.  Our  ever- 
faithful  representative,  Temple  Morrow,  answering  for  Canada. 

Distinguished  guests  included  members  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery,  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  the  Acting  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  all  of  whom  were  fraternally  greet- 
ed with  appropriate  honors. 

The  annual  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  provides  a 
comprehensive  survey  of  the  year's  work,  and  while  occupying 
some  thirty-four  pages  in  the  Proceedings,  is  instructive  and 
interesting.  Here  and  there  throughout  the  address  we  find 
words  of  wisdom,  lofty  ideals  and  inspiring  thoughts  admir- 
ably presented. 

Opening  with  the  Scriptural  lines: 

"The  eternal  God  is  thy  refuge, 
and  underneath  are  the  everlasting  arms", 

the  Grand  High  Priest  expresses  in  scholarly  words  a  thought 
with  respect  to  our  dependency  upon  the  Most  High  in  these 
days  of  war  and  bloodshed. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Rice  pays  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead  clos- 
ing this  paragraph  with  this  beautiful  thought  poetically  ex- 
pressed— 

"As  one  by  one  the  Autumn  leaves  fade  in  the  forest  deep, 
So,  one  by  one,  to  each  of  us  comes  the  touch  of  sleep ; 
As  one  by  one,  the  roses  burst  into  the  morning  light, 
So,  one  by  one,  our  souls  shall  wake  again  beyond  the  night." 
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Dispensations  were  numerous,  but  purely  of  an  administra- 
tive nature.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  dispensation  was 
granted  for  the  formaton  of  a  New  Chapter,  which  is  some- 
what unusual  in  these  days.  On  the  other  hand  the  Charters 
of  some  fifteen  dormant  Chapters  were  arrested.  This  is  some- 
what alarming,  but  no  doubt  necessary.  Several  Chapters  also 
were  consolidated,  which  is  one  method  of  strengthening  weak 
units.  M.  .Ex.  Comp.  Rice  reported  the  purchase  of  $35,000.00 
worth  of  U.S.  War  Bonds  during  the  year. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  omitted 
the  usual  lengthy  report  on  visitations.  We  feel  that  while 
visitations  are  necessary  and  desirable,  that  many  Grand  High 
Priests  give  entirely  too  much  space  in  their  address  in  detail- 
ing such  visits. 

Under  the  caption  of  "The  Worthwhileness  of  Masonry" 
Comp.  Rice  referred  to  correspondence  from  far  distant  points, 
from  members  of  the  overseas  forces  and  from  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.,  of  Queensland. 

Here  is  a  brief  excerpt  of  interest — 

"Since  that  time  our  club  has  grown  far  beyond  our  fondest  hopes. 
From  a  small  beginning  of  twenty-eight  members  it  now  numbers  well 
over  four  hundred  and  fifty,  and  is  still  growling  rapidly.  The  present 
membership  consists  of  Masonic  brethren  whose  affiliations  range  from 
China,  the  Philippines,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Solomon  Islands,  to  al- 
most every  jurisdiction  in  the  States.  Included  in  the  membership  are 
any  number  of  high  ranking  Army  and  Navy  dignitaries  as  well  as  the 
Bishop  of  Malanesia,  who  was  Master  of  the  only  Masonic  Lodge  that 
ever  existed  in  the  Solomon  Islands,  and  which  was  disbanded  at  the  time 
of  the  Jap  invasion." 

Among  his  recommendations  we  note  one  to  amend  the  laws 
to  establish  the  title  of  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  this  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  who  endorsed  the 
recommendation.  Another  to  give  the  Grand  High  Priest  more 
authority  in  dealing  with  the  consolidation  of  Chapters  and 
also  the  authority  to  place  a  more  liberal  construction  on  the 
laws  in  rendering  assistance  to  weak  Chapters. 

Mention  is  made  of  the  splendid  work  of  the  Masons  of 
Texas  in  connection  with  the  "Home  for  Aged  Masons".    In 
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this  connection  he  quotes  Edgar  Guest's  "The  Home  Serene", 
two  verses  of  which  we  quote — 

"A  home  where  quarrels  never  rise, 
And  bitterness  is  never  known, 
This  is  the  dream  of  all  the  wise, 
The  joy  that  all  men  long  to  own. 

"A  home  where  dwells  contentment  sweet 
In  spite  of  grief,  and  loss  and  pain, 
To  lose  this  is  to  know  defeat, 
To  win  it  is  success  to  gain." 

After  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  services  of  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary he  closes  with  these  words : 

"You  have  labored  magnificently  in  the  past — your  labors  for  the 
future  should  produce  even  greater  accomplishments.  Let  your  aspira- 
tions ascend  to  the  lofitdest  heights.  Think,  plan,  work  diligently  for 
the  continued  advancement  of  the  Craft,  and  hope  for  the  consummate 
fulfilment  of  the  most  cherished  ideals." 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  leaves  little  doubt  as  to  the 
solvency  of  Grand  Chapter.  A  balanced  budget  with  a  general 
fund  of  $35,000.00  and  a  permanent  fund  of  $65,000.00,  tells 
the  story. 

Grand  Secretary  Bartley  reports  an  increase  of  member- 
ship of  978,  and  this,  despite  the  loss  through  the  cancellation 
of  the  warrants  of  a  number  of  Chapters.  May  we  suggest 
that  Texas  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  sound  position,  both 
numerically  and  financially. 

Grand  Chapter  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  John  J.  Roy, 
the  oldest  living  Mason  in  Texas.  Aged  99,  he  has  completed 
76  years  as  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

An  eloquent  tribute  was  paid  to  the  men  in  the  armed 
forces  from  which  we  extract  this  gem: 

"If  it  be  found  when  the  battle  clears 
That  their  death  hath  set  me  free 
Then  how  can  I  live  for  myself, 

The  years  they  have  bought  for  me?" 
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If  space  permitted  we  should  like  to  quote  liberally  from  a 

magnificent  address  by  the  Grand  Orator.    We  are  constrained 

to  quote  a  line  or  two  used  by  him  to  illustrate  his  remarks : 

"The  crest  and  crowning  of  all  good, 
Life's  final  star  is  brotherhood." 

"To  be  a  little  kindlier 

With  the  passing  of  each  day; 
To  leave  but  happy  memories 

As  I  go  along  my  way; 
To  use  possessions  that  are  mine, 

In  service  full  and  free; 
To  sacrifice  the  trivial  things 

For  larger  good  to  be." 

R.  Lee  Joiner  presents  a  marvellous  review  of  the  Capitular 
World.  His  foreword  is  a  literary  masterpiece  and  notwith- 
standing the  limitations  in  space  we  are  impelled  to  quote  the 
following : 

"If  Masonry,  with  its  wide  influence,  can  help  to  set  humanity  on 
the  firm  foundation  of  an  unfailing  belief  and  trust  in  the  God  of  all 
peoples:  if  it  can,  to  the  last  ounce  of  its  strength,  assist  in  promoting 
the  building  of  a  new  world  which  shall  be  based  upon  the  eternal 
Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  actual,  practical,  Brotherhood  of  Man:  then, 
and  only  then,  can  it  take  the  place  the  Divine  Creator  has  designed  for 
it,  and  then,  and  then  only,  can  we  as  menlbers  of  the  great  fraternity 
receive  the  spiritual  reward  in  the  discovery  of  that  for  which  we  have 
sought  and  shall  continue  to  seek  through  all  coming  time." 

Our  interest  naturally  centres  on  the  review  of  Canada. 
Here  we  find  our  1943  Convocation  generously  covered  by  com- 
ments on  our  Grand  Z.'s  address,  reference  to  our  visitors  and 
a  quotation  from  this  Writer's  reception  address.  Our  benevo- 
lent activities  and  the  report  of  Capitular  Masonry  are  favor- 
ably commented  upon.  Comp.  Joiner's  reference  to  our  last 
review  is  much  appreciated.  We  are  happy  to  learn  that  to  his 
discriminating  mind  that  it  is  worthy  of  emulation.  We  desire 
to  pay  fitting  tribute  to  Comp.  Joiner  for  the  excellence  of  his 
work.  His  foreword  and  reviews  provide  an  inspiration  and 
makes  the  task  of  this  Reviewer  one  of  pleasure  and  profit. 
We  reciprocate  all  his  good  wishes  and  express  the  earnest 
hope  that  someday,  somehow,  we  may  establish  a  personal 
contact  and  cement  a  relationship  which  for  the  time  being- 
must  be  confined  to  correspondence. 
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Following  the  election  of  officers  E.  F.  James  was  declared 
elected  Grand  High  Priest,  later  being  duly  installed  into  office. 
Thomas  M.  Bartley,  as  one  would  naturally  expect,  continues 
in  office  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  November  30th. 

W.  E.  Gowling  has  the  honor  of  representing  Texas  in  Can- 
ada, while  Temple  Morrow  is  our  representative  in  Texas. 

VERMONT 

Dana  S.  Brownell,  Grand  High  Priest.

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Burlington,  June  13,  1944,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Brownell 
presiding. 

Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  received  with  honors. 
Forty-one  Sister  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  Grand 
Representatives. 

A  goodly  number  of  guests  were  in  attendance  coming  from 
the  Grand  Chapters  of  Quebec,  New  Jersey,  Maine,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Connecticut,  New  York,  Massachusetts  and  Rhode 
Island. 

The  Scottish  Rite,  Grand  Council  and  the  Grand  Master  of 
Grand  Lodge  were  also  introduced,  welcomed  and  received  the 
customary  honors. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Brownell,  delivered  a  most  eloquent  and  im- 
pressive address,  opening  with  the  appropriate  lines  of  Edgar 
Guest : 

"Oh,  make  us  worthy,  God,  we  pray, 
To  do  Thy  service  here  today; 
Endow  us  with  the  strength  we  need 
For  every  sacrificial  deed." 

After  a  sincere  greeting  to  all  present  the  Grand  High 
Priest  made  sympathetic  reference  to  the  Fraternal  Dead. 

Visitations,  appointments  and  other  administrative  matters 
are  fully  set  forth.  Under  the  caption  of  "Membership",  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Brownell  gave  a  very  encouraging  report.  He  also 
spoke  of  a  new  fund  for  aid  of  crippled  service  men,  and 
stated  that  the  contributions  already  were  most  generous. 
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We  quote  a  few  lines  taken  at  random  from  this  excellent 
address : 

"Men  will  sometime  discover  that  the  world  can  be  built  on  something 
better  than  the  war  principle.  May  this  great  catastrophe  soon  be  over, 
so  that  we  may  live  in  peace  with  all  mankind." 

"We  learn  that  Masionry  is  a  progressive  science.  The  Blue  Lodge, 
so-called,  is  the  foundation,  built  good  and  strong.  The  progressive 
Mason  will  climb  the  tower  of  Masonry,  and  the  higher  he  climbs,  the 
better  will  be  the  view." 

The  address  closes  with  a  word  of  thanks  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  other  officers,  with  this  beautiful  thought  poetic- 
ally expressed  as  the  concluding  lines: 

"As  we  journey  down  the  road, 
Let  us  share  each  other's  load; 
Let's  be  kind. 

We  are  comrades  on  the  way; 
Going  whither?     None  can  say! 
Long  the  night ;  but  while  it's  day, 
Let's  be  kind. 

At  its  best  the  road  is  steep, 

And  a  little  cheer  is  cheap; 

Pass  it  out,  it  helps  a  heap; 

Let's  be  kind." 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  both  interesting  and  com- 
plete. The  high-light,  however,  is  in  the  statement  that  Grand 
Chapter  recorded  a  gain  in  membership.  This,  by  the  way,  is 
the  second  consecutive  gain. 

Finances  appear  on  a  sound  basis,  receipts  in  excess  of  dis- 
bursements and  assets  of  $12,464.00. 

While  a  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  listed  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings, we  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  locate  any  report 
from  that  Committee. 

The  reports  of  the  various  District  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priests  are  all  well  written  and  most  interesting.  They  portray 
conditions  throughout  the  jurisdiction  and  clearly  indicate  that 
good-fellowship,  enthusiasm  and  general  activity  abounds. 

At  the  close  of  the  election  of  officers  Alton  G.  Wheeler  was 
declared  and  installed  Grand  High  Priest.  Aaron  H.  Grout 
was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 
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Canada  is  capably  represented  in  Vermont  by  Harry  B. 
Springstead,  while  Charles  H.  Sheppard  carries  the  commis- 
sion of  Vermont  in  Canada. 


VICTORIA 

Canon  T.  C.  Baglin,  Grand  Z. 
H.  0.  Thomas,  Grand  Scribe  E. 

Quarterly  Convocation  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
Victoria  was  held  in  Melbourne,  July  21,  1943.  Grand  Chapter 
was  opened  in  Ample,  Antient  and  Solemn  Form. 

A  communication  was  read  from  the  First  Grand  Principal 
in  which  he  informed  his  Companions  that  since  the  last  Con- 
vocation he  had  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  bed,  but  had  now 
reached  the  convalescent  stage.  Referring  to  the  war  the 
Grand  Z.  had  this  to  say: 

"And  I  have  thought  more  than  ever  before,  perhaps,  of  our  debt  to 
the  men  who  fight  to  defend  our  liberty — some  of  them  still  living,  but, 
alas!  many  of  them  have  given  their  all  for  us.  They  loved  their  country 
and  counted  not  their  lives  dear  unto  themselves  for  their  country's  sake. 
And  surely  it  is  up  to  us  to  see  that  the  country  they  suffered  and  died 
for  remains  worthwhile.  For  you  and  I  are  the  units  of  which  a  nation 
is  made." 

Reference  was  made  to  the  great  loss  sustained  through 
the  deaths  of  a  number  of  prominent  craftsmen  whose  passing 
came  as  a  great  shock  to  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Committee  of  General  Purposes  presented  their  quar- 
terly report  which  covered  dispensations  and  appointments  ap- 
proved by  the  Grand  Z. 

Quarterly  held  October  20,  1943— The  Grand  Z.'s  health, 
while  improved,  did  not  permit  his  attendance  and  a  letter 
from  him  was  read  by  the  G.  S.  E.  Mention  is  made  of  the 
Fraternal  Dead,  and  he  expressed  the  thought  that  the  danger 
of  an  invasion  no  longer  exists,  restrictions  are  gradually  be- 
ing lifted  and  suggesting  that  the  time  has  come  to  resume 
evening  dress  at  the  Chapter  Convocations. 

We  are  proud  and  happy  to  note  that  a  generous  quotation 
from  our  last  review  appears  in  the  Proceedings. 
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Quarterly  held  January  19,  1944— We  regret  to  note  the 
continued  absence  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Baglin  through  illness.  We 
quote  from  a  communication  received  from  him  and  read  in 
Grand  Chapter: 

"It  is  so  easy  for  the  people  of  this  widespread  Empire  of  ours  to 
become  smug  and  complacent,  and  thank  God  that  we  are  not  as  other 
men  are.  Because  we  do  ndt  incline  to  the  sins  of  Hitler  and  Togo  we 
can  easily  drift  into  the  belief  that  we  are  the  little  white  hen  that  never 
lays  astray.  And  it  is  not  true.  This  great  evil  has  come  upon  us  to 
remind  us  that  we're  not.  As  a  people  we  have  more  or  less  forgotten 
the  commandments  of  God  and  thrown  off  our  allegiance  to  Him.  These 
powerful  malignant  enemies  of  ours  may  be  the  scourge  of  God  to  remind 
us  of  our  sins  and  especially  of  our  forgetfulness  of  Him." 

At  this  Convocation  nominations  were  held  for  the  elective 
officers  and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Alfred  A.  Thomas,  a  Past  Grand  Z., 
was  the  unanimous  choice  for  G.  Z. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Companions  who  are  suspended 
by  their  Craft  Lodge  are  automatically  suspended  from  their 
Chapter  association.  This  policy  has  considerable  merit  as  a 
brother  who  neglects  his  Lodge  is  seldom  of  any  value  to  his 
Chapter. 

Quarterly,  April  19,  1944 — The  usual  reports  were  duly 
received — apologies  for  non-attendance  were  read  from  a  num- 
ber of  Companions,  including  the  Grand  Z.-elect,  who  was  to 
have  been  installed  at  this  meeting. 

Fraternal  deaths  were  feelingly  referred  to.  Grand  Rank 
was  conferred  upon  a  number  of  Companions  for  meritorious 
service  to  the  Royal  Craft. 

The  election  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  A.  Thomas  as  Grand  Z. 
was  confirmed. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  we  suggest  that  the 
finances  of  Grand  Chapter  are  on  a  sound  basis,  and  we  are 
happy  to  learn  from  the  Grand  Scribe  E.'s  report  that  the  mem- 
bership increase  for  the  year  was  381. 

While  the  Proceedings  give  no  detailed  information,  we  note 
a  memorial  notice  informing  Grand  Chapter  that  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
A.  A.  Thomas,  Grand  Z.-elect,  and  who  was  to  be  installed  at 
the  Convocation  of  April  19,  died  on  April  20.  We,  in  Canada, 
while  not  having  had  personal  contact  with  Comp.  Thomas, 
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knew  him  well  and  favorably  by  reputation,  and  hasten  to 
extend  to  our  Australian  Companions  sincere  sympathy  in 
their  hour  of  bereavement.  You  have  lost  a  friend  and  associ- 
ate, the  community  a  respected  citizen,  and  Masonry  in  gen- 
eral a  skilled  exponent  of  the  Masonic  Art. 

A  splendid  portrait  of  the  late  Grand  Z.-elect  adorns  the 
Proceedings  under  which  appears  the  following: 

"Not  till  the  loom  is  silent 

And  the  shuttles  cease  to  fly, 
Shall  God  unroll  the  canvas 
And  explain  the  reason  why." 

Sydney  J.  Newdick  is  privileged  to  represent  Victoria  in 
Canada,  while  our  representative  in  Victoria  is  Frederick  J. 
Thomas. 

VIRGINIA 

C.  E.  Webber,  Grand  High  Priest. 
James  M.  Clift,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-Sixth  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  the  City  of  Richmond,  October  26,  1943. 

After  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  and  the  presenting  of 
the  U.S.  flag  at  the  Altar,  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Solemn 
Form  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Webber. 

Visitors  came  from  near  and  far  and  included  the  rulers 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Connecticut,  Delaware,  District  of 
Columbia,  Maryland,  Michigan,  New  York,  North  Carolina, 
Pennsylvania,  South  Carolina,  and  last,  but  not  least,  our  own 
Grand  Z.,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  John  M.  Burden,  of  Canada.  Needless 
to  say  all  were  warmly  greeted  and  duly  honored,  as  also  were 
the  Grand  Commander  Knights  Templar  and  the  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia.  Thirteen  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  and  fifty-three  Grand  Representatives  answered  the 
roll-call  and  were  officially  welcomed. 

The  report  of  Grand  High  Priest  Webber  is  a  scholarly  pre- 
sentation of  the  year's  work.  After  extending  a  personal 
welcome  to  those  present  the  Grand  High  Priest  referred  feel- 
ingly to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  with  a  special  reference  to  the 
passing  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  M.  Ferguson.    From  the  closing 
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words   of  this   section   we    extract   the   following  beautiful 
thought : 

"We  hoild  reunions,  not  for  the  dead,  for  there  is  nothing  in  all  the 
earth  that  you  and  I  can  do  for  the  dead.  They  are  past  our  help  and 
past  our  praise.  We  can  add  to  them  no  glory,  we  can  give  them  no 
immortality.  They  do  not  need  us,  but  forever  and  forever  more  we 
need  them." 

Visitations  were  many  in  number  and  apparently  productive 
of  much  good.  We  note  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Webber's  reference  to 
visiting  our  Grand  Chapter.  We  will  remember  his  visit  and 
very  much  appreciated  having  him  with  us. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  had  a  good  word  to  say  for  the 
Chapter  Schools  of  Instruction.  Virginia  has  carried  on  these 
schools  for  over  fifty  years,  and  have  found  them  extremely 
worth-while  and  beneficial.  He  also  spoke  of  the  Hubbard 
Memorial  Loan  Fund  and  the  Masonic  Home.  Both  these  in- 
stitutions are  meeting  a  serious  need,  and  we  congratulate  Vir- 
ginia on  this  great  humanitarian  work. 

Unlike  many  jurisdictions  where  charters  are  being  sur- 
rendered or  Chapters  amalgamated,  it  is  of  more  than  passing 
interest  to  note  that  a  new  Chapter  has  been  constituted  in 
Virginia. 

Dispensations  and  appointments  are  fully  set  forth,  but  are 
of  local  interest  only. 

After  a  glowing  reference  to  the  splendid  work  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  other  officers  the  Grand  High  Priest 
brings  his  report  to  a  close  with  a  reference  to  the  world  con- 
flict.   We  quote  a  line  or  two: 

"After  the  war  we  will  find  a  way  to  rebuild  the  cities  and  temples 
which  have  been  destroyed,  because  they  are  composed  of  steel  and  stone. 
Our  greatest  task  will  be  that  of  building  character: 

We  are  blind  until  we  see 

That  in  the  human  plan, 
Nothing  is  worth  the  making  if 

It  does  not  make  the  man." 

May  we  congratulate  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Webber  upon  a  very 
interesting  and  instructive  address. 
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Finances  appear  in  comfortable  shape  according  to  the 
Grand  Treasurers  report.  Receipts  $9,226.00 ;  disbursements 
$6,895.00.  Investments  solidly  held  totalling  to  $8,380.00  with 
a  substantial  balance  being  carried  in  the  Hubbard  Memorial 
Fund  account. 

The  high-light  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  a  substan- 
tial increase  in  membership.    Congratulations,  Virginia! 

Our  Grand  Z.,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Burden's  address,  appears  in 
the  Proceedings,  and  as  usual,  and  as  we  expect,  it  was  colorful 
and  interesting.  We  are  constrained  to  take  a  brief  excerpt 
which  will  be  of  interest  to  all  our  readers: 

*'Our  men  today  are  determined  that  they  shall,  with  you,  assist  in 
driving  fromi  the  face  of  the  earth  the  curse  which  is  now  upon  it,  and 
tthat  they,  with  you,  may  some  day  have  the  great  privilege,  have  the 
great  joy  and  pleasure  of  assisting  other  peoples  of  the  world  to  plan 
some  kind  of  international  plateau  from  which  shall  be  directed  all  the 
affairs  of  moment." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  E.  Fenno  Heath  is  again  to  the  fore  with  a 
splendid  "Review  or  other  Jurisdictions,"  his  seventeenth,  so 
we  are  informed,  which  surely  places  him  in  the  veteran's 
class  and  causes  this  Correspondent  to  feel  a  veritable  novice 
in  the  art  of  reviewing.  Comp.  Heath  gives  us  some  very 
illuminative  figures  in  his  foreword,  which  as  usual,  has  been 
carefully  compiled  and  written. 

However,  there  is  no  use  disguising  the  fact  that  our  prim- 
ary interest  is  in  his  review  of  Canada.  Here  we  find  three 
pages  devoted  to  a  very  complete  picture  of  our  1942  Convoca- 
tion. The  Reviewer  is  most  generous  in  his  note  and  comment, 
and  quotes  liberally  from  our  Grand  Z.'s  address,  from  this 
Writer's  reception  to  the  visitors  and  from  reports  of  our 
various  committees.  May  we  tender  our  appreciation  of  his 
very  kind  reference  to  our  last  review  to  which  he  has  devoted 
liberal  space.  Remarks  such  as  his,  and  from  one  so  experi- 
enced and  skilled  as  Comp.  Heath,  are  accepted  as  a  verbal 
bouquet  which  we  shall  store  away  among  our  other  treasures 
in  our  mental  archives. 

We  extend  congratulations  to  Comp.  Heath  on  a  most  en- 
joyable review  of  our  jurisdiction. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  Fred  J.  Schmoele  was  in- 
stalled as  Grand  High  Priest.  James  M.  Clift  was  re-elected 
Grand  Secretary. 
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The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  on  Wednesday 
afternoon,  October  27,  1943. 

Canada  is  well  and  truly  represented  in  Virginia  by  Arthur 
L.  Mattern.  Fred  J.  Smith,  one  of  our  most  popular  members, 
represents  Virginia  near  our  Grand  Chapter. 

WESTERN  AUSTRALIA 

Dr.  J.  S.  Battye,  Grand  Z.

The  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter 
held  on  October  29th,  1943. 

Following  the  opening  ceremonies  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Battye 
delivered  his  valedictory  address.  After  thirty-two  years  as 
Grand  Z.,  he  relinquished  the  sceptre  to  Dr.  J.  L.  Rossiter,  who 
has  been  his  Deputy  Grand  First  Principal.  His  address  con- 
tains much  information  of  a  historical  character  and  informs 
us  that  Grand  Chapter  was  instituted  in  August,  1904,  with 
seven  Constituent  Chapters  and  a  membership  of  234.  By 
1911  an  additional  four  Chapters  were  added  to  the  roster. 
Since  that  time  progress  has  been  made  in  the  right  direction 
and  to-day  there  are  28  Chapters  with  a  membership  of  1,100. 
The  retiring  Grand  Z.  stated  that  his  desire  to  resign  was  not 
prompted  by  a  diminution  of  interest,  but  rather  because  he 
felt  that  a  younger  and  more  active  man  was  now  needed.  That 
Dr.  Baytte  was  well  beloved  is  evidenced  by  the  huge  gathering 
in  this  his  last  appearance  as  Grand  Z.  To  quote  from  the 
report  of  the  meeting.  '  There  was  a  subdued  sense  of  rever- 
ence and  humility  in  the  great  assembly  as  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Battye  opened  Grand  Chapter,  the  members  of  which  realized 
that  this  was  the  last  appearance  of  a  great  leader." 

Dispensations  and  visitations  are  covered  in  the  address, 
also  reference  is  made  to  the  Consecration  of  a  New  Chapter. 
Western  Australia  records  a  satisfying  increase  in  membership 
for  the  year  and  has  an  honour  roll  of  active  service  members 
of  78. 

Past  Grand  rank  was  conferred  on  a  number  of  Companions 
for  meritorious  service  to  the  Royal  Craft. 

At  this  Convocation  Dr.  J.  L.  Rossiter  was  installed  into 
office  as  Grand  First  Principal. 
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Grand  Representatives  were  received  and  officially  wel- 
comed. 

From  the  address  of  the  newly  installed  Grand  Z.  the  fol- 
lowing is  of  interest : 

"Referring  to  world  conditions,  the  1st  G.P.  said  that  those  ominous 
names  of  1942 — Alamein,  Stalingrad,  Guadal-canal — had  now  grown  into 
good  omens  of  what  the  Allies  had  done.  They  signified  a  great  deliver- 
ance. The  forces  of  justice  and  reason  had,  by  God's  help  been  success- 
ful.    We  have  inherited  great  ideals  from  Britain." 

Quarterly  Convocation  held  July  81,  1944,  with  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Rossiter  presiding.  The  Grand  Z.  referred  to  careless- 
ness in  the  matter  of  dress  at  Convocations.  He  urged  that 
Companions  who  do  not  wear  dress  clothes  should  at  least 
wear  dress  suitable  to  the  occasion. 

The  Grand  Z.  further  dealt  with  the  Consecration  of  two 
New  Chapters.  This  is  definite  evidence  that  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  Western  Australia  is  making  steady  progress. 

We  extract  the  following  from  Dr.  Rossiter's  address: 

"Men  receive  spiritual  and  moral  uplift  in  many  varyng  ways — for 
example,  some  are  inspired  by  the  sheer  goodness  of  the  deeds  of  others; 
some  by  the  beauty  of  poetic  expression  and  charming  diction;  and 
others,  again,  by  the  majestic  grandeur  or  the  soothing  comfort,  or  the 
uplifting  appeal  of  great  music.  For  Freemasons,  of  all  men,  there 
surely  can  be  no  divorcement  of  the  beautiful  and  the  good." 

At  the  Convocation  nominations  for  the  office  of  Grand 
First  Principal  for  1944-45  was  held  and  Dr.  Rossiter  was 
nominated  and  re-elected  for  the  coming  year. 

We  are  more  than  pleased  that  this  year,  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  Western  Australia's  Grand  Representation  in  Canada, 
we  are  in  a  position  to  furnish  our  readers  with  some  informa- 
tion as  to  the  activities  of  our  Companions  from  "down  under". 
Although  Australia  is  handicapped  by  close  proximity  to  actual 
hostilities  in  the  Pacific,  we  know  that  the  torch  of  our  frater- 
nity is  still  carried  high,  and  that  despite  adverse  conditions, 
our  brethren  of  Australia  will  not  lag  or  falter  in  their  Masonic 
Labors. 

For  thirty  years  Canada  has  been  faithfully  represented  by 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  H.  Berry  of  Wembley  Park,  while  Western 
Australia  is  most  capably  represented  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  J. 
Shaw  of  Hamilton,  Ont. 
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WEST  VIRGINIA

The  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Huntington,  October  11, 
1 943.  Following  patriotic  exercises  Grand  Chapter  was  opened 
in  Full  Form. 

Among  the  honored  guests  were  representatives  of  the 
Grand  Chapters  of  Virginia  and  Ohio,  The  Grand  Commander 
of  Knights  Templar  and  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  West  Virginia.  A  most  cordial  welcome  was  tendered  to 
these  brethren  and  companions. 

Ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  received  and  officially 
greeted.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  these  Companions 
presided  over  Grand  Chapter  in  1891. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  while  condensed, 
nevertheless,  finds  space  to  refer  to  all  of  the  essential  matters 
which  he  is  expected  to  cover. 

He  extends  a  very  sincere  welcome  to  all  present,  refers  to 
loss  through  death  since  the  last  Convocation,  and  makes  sym- 
pathetic reference  to  the  passing  of  three  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  in  the  persons  of  John  W.  de  Vebre,  James  A.  Bryan 
and  B.  A.  Caruthers.  Quite  a  number  of  changes  are  noted  in 
the  list  of  Grand  Representatives.  Details  of  these  new  ap- 
pointments are  fully  set  forth  in  the  address. 

Dispensations  were  few  in  number  and  dealt  entirely  with 
administrative  matters. 

We  note  the  Grand  High  Priest's  reference  to  having  re- 
ceived an  invitation  to  visit  our  Grand  Chapter,  but,  circum- 
stances beyond  his  control,  prevented  his  acceptance.  We,  in 
Canada,  were  greatly  disappointed,  but  trust  we  have  West 
Virginia  with  us  next  year. 

Under  the  caption  "Conditions",  he  has  many  encouraging 
things  to  say.  The  loss  of  previous  years  has  been  turned  into 
a  gain.  He  states  that  most  of  the  Subordinate  Chapters  are 
in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  and  predicts  a  still 
greater  increase  in  membership  next  year. 

The  address  closes  with  a  word  of  thanks  to  his  official 
assistants  and  expresses  his  regret  that  he  failed  to  accom- 
plish all  that  he  had  intended. 
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From  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report  we  should  say  that 
finances  are  in  a  very  comfortable  condition  and  fiscal  affairs 
well  managed.  The  report  of  the  one  and  only  George  M.  Ford, 
Grand  Secretary,  is  as  usual  very  interesting.  We  note  his 
reference  to  having  passed  well  beyond  the  allotted  span  of 
life.  May  we  express  the  earnest  hope  that  he  may  be  spared 
many  years  to  enjoy  his  friendships  and  continue  to  serve 
Masonry.  Here  is  his  record:  Grand  Secretary  for  24  years. 
Fifty-two  years  a  member  of  the  Craft,  Fifty-one  years  in 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  in  Knights  Templarism,  and  fifty 
years  in  the  Scottish  Rite.  Think  of  it  a  half -century  of  earn- 
est, active  and  efficient  service  to  Masonry.  He  concludes  an 
admirable  report  with  these  words: 

"This  day  is  mine, 

Tis  all  I  own. 
Days  past  are  dead; 

Days  hence  unknown. 
Thanks  then  for  life, 

0,  precious  time ; 
May  I  live  well 

This  day  of  mine." 

May  we  congratulate  West  Virginia  on  having  joined  the 
rapidly-expanding  circle  of  Grand  Chapters  reporting  an  in- 
crease in  membership. 

From  the  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  it  is  worthy 
of  note  that  while  West  Virginia  have  temporarily  discontinued 
publishing  reviews,  it  is  felt  by  the  Committee  that  Reviews 
are  of  more  value  to  any  Grand  Chapter  than  the  publishing 
of  the  roster  of  Subordinate  Chapters  and  other  such  matters, 
and  the  Committee  express  the  hope  that  they  may  soon  be 
able  to  reinstate  the  Reviews  in  their  Proceedings. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  Allen  T.  Buchanan  was 
installed  Grand  High  Priest.  Comp.  Ford,  as  to  be  expected, 
continues  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Our  representative  in  West  Virginia  is  W.  H.  Cramblett, 
while  West  Virginia  is  represented  in  Canada  by  Harry  J.  Mc- 
Callum  of  London,  Ontario. 
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WISCONSIN

The  Ninety-fourth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Milwaukee, 
May  2nd,  1944. 

Grand  Chapter  having*  been  opened  in  Ample  Form  was 
led  in  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  after  which  the  United 
States  colors  were  presented  by  a  Guard  of  Honor  and  placed 
upon  the  dais. 

Guests  were  numerous  and  included  representatives  from 
Illinois,  Iowa,  Indiana,  and  Manitoba.  Delegations  were  pres- 
ent from  Grand  Council,  Knights  Templar,  Scottish  Rite,  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin. 

Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  a  host  of  Grand 
Representatives  were  introduced  and  warmly  welcomed.  A 
special  reception  was  tendered  General  Grand  High  Priest,  Ray 
V.  Denslow,  who  delivered  an  eloquent  and  timely  message. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  written  in  masterly 
style  and  gives  a  perfect  picture  of  the  year's  work. 

After  the  usual  greetings  he  spoke  sympathetically  of  the 
death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  John  E.  Langdon  and  some 
three  hundred  Companions  whose  passing  took  place  within 
the  twelve  months'  period. 

Appointments  are  set  forth  as  also  are  the  dispensations 
granted,  these  latter  are  comparatively  few  in  number  and 
deal  with  purely  domestic  matters.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Bouda  refers 
at  length  to  the  work  being  done  by  those  in  charge  of  the 
Order  of  De  Molay.  Apparently  Wisconsin  is  well  organized 
and  is  carrying  on  a  splendid  work  among  the  youth.  This 
Order,  by  the  way,  is  not  known  to  any  great  extent  in  Canada. 

Under  "State  of  the  Craft",  the  Grand  High  Priest  sounds 
an  encouraging  note  and  speaks  of  the  losses  sustained  in  mem- 
bership for  some  years  past.  He  reported  that  the  tide  had 
turned  and  this  year  a  gain  was  recorded.  After  paying  well 
deserved  tribute  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Lecturer  and 
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other  officers,  the  address  concludes  with  these  words  of  Edgar 
Gust: 

"The  world  is  needing  you  and  me 
In  places  where  we  ought  to  be: 
Somewhere  Itoday  it's  needing  you 
To  stand  for  what  you  know  is  true 
And  needing  me  somewhere   today 
To  keep  the  faith,  let  come  what  may. 
The  world  is  needing  me  and  you 
To  share  the  task  it  has  to  do; 
It  needs  high-minded  men  to  stand 
Against  the  thoughtless   of  the  land, 
Men  who  will  scorn  to  sitoop  to  wrong 
To  win  the  favor  of  the  throng." 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicates  finances  on  a  sound 
basis  with  receipts  well  in  advance  of  disbursements.  Invest- 
ments total  $8,700.00.  The  Grand  Secretary's  report  informs 
us  that  Wisconsin  closed  the  year  with  a  small  but  satisfac- 
tory increase  in  membership. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  Wisconsin  a  Chapter  mem- 
ber, when  paying  his  dues,  must  satisfy  the  Secretary  that  he 
is  still  a  member  in  good  standing  in  his  Craft  Lodge.  A  mem- 
ber suspended  or  expelled  by  his  Lodge  automatically  loses  his 
standing  in  his  Chapter  during  the  term  of  his  suspension. 
This  plan  strongly  appeals  to  this  Correspondent,  who  feels 
that  such  action  makes  for  a  stronger  and  better  membership. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  again  written  by  that  master 
hand,  William  F.  Weiler,  is  well  up  to  his  established  lofty 
standard.  His  foreword  is  illuminative  and  most  interesting 
indeed;  we  have  enjoyed  it  to  such  an  extent  that  we  freely 
forgive  him  for  his  omission  of  Canada  from  his  reviews.  We 
understand  that  this  year  he  only  reviewed  Grand  Chapters 
omitted  last  year.  Comp.  Weiler  opens  his  foreword  with  the 
following  well-known  lines  by  the  immortal  Shakespeare: 

"There  is  a  tide  in  the  affairs  of  men, 
Which,  taken  at  the  flood,  leads  on  to  fortune; 
Omitted,  all  the  voyage  of  their  life, 
Is  bound  in  shallows  and  in  miseries." 
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In  referring"  to  the  rising  tide  of  optimism  he  makes  this 
pert  comment — 

"It  has  been  a  fight,  Ito  scime  extent,  beween  optimism  and  pessimism, 
but  we  are  never  licked  unless  we  admit  it  ourselves." 

Congratulations,  Comp.  Weiler,  on  both  your  excellent  fore- 
word and  on  a  group  of  highly  interesting  reviews. 

Following  the  election  of  Officers  Miller  W.  Leary  was  in- 
stalled as  Grand  High  Priest.  William  F.  Weiler  continues  as 
Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Elmer  S.  Owens  is  our  worthy  representative  in  Wisconsin, 
while  one  of  our  Masonic  veterans,  William  J.  Wadsworth,  of 
Toronto,  carries  the  commission  of  Wisconsin  near  our  Grand 
Chapter. 
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
